His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council 
then  withdrawing,  the  Senate  was  called  to  order  by 
Martin  W.  Fitzpatrick,  clerk  of  the  Senate  of  last  session. 

The  clerk  stated  that  the  first  business  was  the  selection 
of  a  temporary  presiding  officer. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Alvin  B.  Cross,  Senator  Hosford 
was  chosen  temporary  presiding  officer. 

The  clerk  requested  Senators  Stevenson  and  Goodnow 
to  conduct  the  temporary  presiding  officer  to  the  chair. 

Senator  Hosford  having  assumed  the  chair,  the  Senate 
proceeded  to  the  choice  of  a  President  by  ballot,  with  the 
following  result:

The  chair  appointed  Seli^tors  Cheney  and  Prentiss  to 
escort  the  President  to  the  chair. 
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The  President  having  assumed  the  chair,  addressed  the 
Senate  as  follows : 

Senators: 

Agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  we  have  met  here  this  morning 
for  the  purpose  of  organizing  and  putting  into  operation 
one  of  its  legislative  branches,  the  Honorable  Senate 

You  have  chosen  me  as  your  president,  an  honor  which 
I  highly  appreciate,  and  for  which  I  thank  you. 

In  assuming  the  duties  of  the  office  I  realize  fully  my 
utter  dependence  upon  your  generous  forbearance  and 
co-operation  if  I  may  succeed  in  presiding  over  your 
deliberation  in  such  a  manner  as  to  meet  with  your 
approval  and  commendation  which  is  my  earnest  desire. 
May  such  measures  as  are  brought  before  us  receive  our 
prompt,  earnest  and  careful  consideration  before  being 
enacted  into  law,  thereby  expediting  the  business  of  the 
session,  to  the  end  that  an  early  adjournment  may  be 
reached. 

Should  I  be  called  upon  to  rule  upon  any  question  before 
us,  I  shall  endeavor  to  do  so  impartially  and  in  strict 
accordance  with  parliamentary  practice  and  the  rules  of 
the  Senate  as  I  understand  them. 

Again  thanking  you  for  the  honor  you  have  conferred 
upon  me  and  hoping  I  may  prove  worthy  of  your  confidence 
the  chair  awaits  your  pleasure.

spectively. 

Thereupon  Martin  W.  Fitzpatrick,  Earle  C.  Gordon, 
WiUiam  W.  Critchett,  Edgar  H.  Calvert,  Melvin  T.  Jenkins 
appeared  and  signified  to  their  acceptance  and  were  duly 
sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  before  the 
President.

That  the  following 
article  is  proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  which,  when  ratified  by  the  legislatures 
of  three-fourths  of  the  several  states,  shall  be  valid  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  as  a  part  of  the  constitution: 

"Article  XVI.  The  Congress  shallhave  power  to  lay  and 
collect  taxes  on  incomes,  from  whatever  source  derived,  with- 
out apportionment  among  the  several  states,  and  without 
regard  to  any  census  or  enumeration."

Concord,  N.  H.,  January  19,  1911. 
To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

At  present  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  confers 
the  right  upon  Congress  to  lay  a  tax  on  all  kinds  of  property, 
either  directly  or  indirectly.  It  further  provides  that  a 
direct  tax  must  be  apportioned  among  the  several  states 
according  to  population,  because  the  average  wealth  of  in- 
dividuals is  not  equal. 

Prior  to  1894  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
held  that  an  income  tax  was  not  a  direct  tax  and,  conse- 
quently, need  not  be  apportioned  according  to  population. 
In  1894  that  Court  held,  in  Pollock  v.  Farmers  Loan  & 
Trust  Co.,  that  an  act  of  Congress  levying  an  income  tax 
not  imposed  according  to  population  was  unconstitutional. 

The  proposed  16th  amendment  to  the  constitution  pro- 
vides that  Congress  shall  have  the  power  to  levy  and  collect 
a  tax  on  incomes  from  whatever  source  derived  without 
apportionment  among  the  several  states  and  without  re- 
gard to  any  census  or  enumeration. 

Some  critics  of  the  amendment  herewith  transmitted 
hold  that  it  endangers  the  resources  and  the  credit  of  the 
states  and  municipalities.  In  my  judgment,  this  is  not  a 
valid  objection.  A  tax  upon  all  incomes  from  whatever 
source  derived  does  not  discriminate  against  either  state  or 
municipality.  All  securities  would  be  subject  to  the  same 
burden,  consequently  their  relative  value  would  be  un- 
changed. Were  state  bonds  exempted  from  this  tax  they 
would  at  once  increase  in  price  as  compared  with  all  other 
securities.  Being  included,  the  relative  value  of  all  sources 
of  income  would  remain  unchanged  and,  as  a  practical 
matter,  their  market  value  should  not  be  affected. 

Congress  should  be  given  the  right  to  levy  an  income 
tax  as  provided  in  this  amendment,  for  in  an  emergency 
such  power  might  be  of  vital  importance  to  the  life  of  the 
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nation.  The  proposed  amendment  would  restore  to  the 
Federal  Government  a  power  for  many  years  exercised  by 
it  in  times  of  need. 

An  income  tax  is  the  most  equitable  form  of  taxation, 
because  it  draws  upon  citizens  directly  in  proportion  to 
their  ability  to  bear  the  burden. 

The  resolution  proposing  the  income  tax  amendment 
received  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Senate  and  the  almost 
unanimous  vote  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Loyalty  to  our  country  demands  that  we  give  to  the 
National  Government  every  power  necessary  to  protect 
and  maintain  itself  under  all  circumstances  and  all  dangers. 

For  these  reasons  I  believe  you  should  adopt  the  proposed 
16th  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution.

Senator  Hosford  offered  the  following  resolution: 
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resolution. 

To  define  the  law  against  polygamy  as  clearly  as  the 
law  is  defined  against  bigamy. 

The  contract  made  by  Utah  with  the  United  States 
Government  when  admitted  as  a  state  was  that  polygamy 
should  cease.  From  that  day  to  the  present  Joseph  Smith 
and  the  majority  of  his  followers  have  lived  in  polygamy 
and  the  new  polygamous  conditions  have  continued.  The 
doctrine  of  the  Mormon  Church  is  the  more  spiritual  its 
followers  become  the  more  will  they  practice  polygamy. 
The  Government  of  the  United  States  takes  precedence 
over  the  government  of  the  Mormon  Church.  When  the 
Mormon  hierarchy  discovers  that  the  sentiment  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States  is  positive  in  its  denunciation 
of  polygamy,  the  Mormon  Church  has  a  new  revelation 
and  again  throughout  the  press  of  the  country  is  the 
announcement  of  the  doing  away  of  polygamy.  Soon  the 
announcement  is  made  to  the  press  that  there  was  no 
authority  for  that  statement.  The  question  that  faces 
every  legislator  is,  shall  the  United  States  Government  be 
maintained,  or  shall  the  Mormon  hierarchy  rule  the  Gov- 
ernment. It  is  only  necessary  to  refer  to  the  proceedings 
before  the  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Privileges 
and  Elections  to  be  convinced  that  polygamy  is  the  funda- 
mental doctrine  of  the  Mormon  Church.  Reference  should 
also  be  made  to  Pearson's  Magazine  for  September,  Octo- 
ber, and  November,  1910,  which  will  clearly  explain  the 
situation. 

The  concensus  of  opinion  of  statesmen  and  the  great 
majority  who  are  considering  the  welfare  of  our  nation  is 
an  amendment  of  the  Federal  Constitution  prohibiting 
polygamy  and  polygamous  practices.  A  concurrence 
resolution  for  an  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution 
prohibiting  polygamy  and  polygamous  practices  has 
passed  thirteen  states:  New  York,  West  Virginia,  Dela- 
ware, Missouri,  Maine,  Iowa,  North  Dakota,  New  Jersey, 
North  Carolina,  Pennsylvania,  Minnesota,  California  and 
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Washington.  When  two  thirds  of  the  states  have  passed 
this  resolution  Congress  will  act  as  in  the  case  of  the  con- 
currence resolution  which  has  passed  all  but  four  of  the 
states  in  regard  to  the  direct  vote  of  the  people  for  senators 
of  the  United  States.  The  following  resolution  is  a  Fed- 
deral  concurrence  resolution,  is  not  referred  to  a  committee, 
is  acted  upon  by  both  houses,  does  not  lie  on  the  table  but 
under  the  rules  to  be  called  up  and  acted  upon  by  the 
assembly  as  a  whole: 

''Whereas,  it  appears  from  investigation  recently  made 
by  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  and  otherwise,  that 
polygamy  still  exists  in  certain  places  in  the  United  States 
notwithstanding  prohibitory  statutes  enacted  by  the  several 
states  thereof,  and 

"Whereas,  the  practice  of  polygamy  is  generally  con- 
demned by  the  people  of  the  United  States,  and  there  is  a 
demand  for  the  more  effectual  prohibition  thereof  by  placing 
the  subject  under  Federal  jurisdiction  and  control,  at  the 
same  time  reserving  to  each  state  the  riglit  to  make  and 
enforce  its  own  laws  relating  to  marriage  and  divorce;  now, 
therefore, 

"Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur).  That  the  application 
be  made  and  hereby  is  made  to  Congress  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
for  the  calling  of  a  Convention  to  propose  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  whereby  polygamy 
and  polygamous  cohabitation  shall  be  prohibited,  and  Con- 
gress shall  be  given  power  to  enforce  such  prohibition  by 
appropriate  legislation. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Legislatures  of  all  other  States  of 
the  United  States,  now  in  session  or  when  next  convened, 
be  and  they  hereby  are  respectfully  requested  to  join  in  this 
application  by  the  adoption  of  this  or  an  equivalent  resolu- 
tion. 

"Resolved  further,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  and  he 
hereby  is  directed  to  transmit  copies  of  this  application  to 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  several  members  of  said  bodies  represent- 
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ing  this  State  therein;  also  to  transmit  copies  hereof  to  the 
Legislatures  of  all  other  States  of  the  United  States." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hosford  the  above  resolution  was 
laid  on  the  table  to  be  printed.

Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  operating 
a  factory  or  shop  in  which  power  machinery  is  used  for  any 
manufacturing  purpose,  and  in  which  three  or  more  per- 
sons are  employed,  or  for  any  purpose  except  for  elevators, 
or  for  heating  or  hoisting  apparatus,  shall  at  all  times  keep 
and  maintain,  free  of  expense  to  the  employees,  such  a  medi- 
cal and  surgical  chest  as  shall  be  required  by  the  local 
board  of  health  of  any  city  or  town  where  such  machinery 
is  used,  containing  plasters,  bandages,  absorbent  cotton, 
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gauze,  and  all  other  necessary  medicines,  instruments  and 
other  appliances  for  the  treatment  of  persons  injured  or 
taken  ill  upon  the  premises. 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted  and  the 
bill  as  amended  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon 
at  2  o'clock.

any  railroad  and  under  or  over  any  streets  and  ways  of 
said  town,  and  it  may  enter  upon  and  dig  up  any  such 
real  estate  or  way  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  change 
and  repair  the  same  at  pleasure,  having  due  regard  for  the 
safety  of  its  citizens  and  security  of  the  public  travel. 
Said  company  shall  not  enter  upon,  construct,  or  lay  any 
conduit,  pipes,  or  other  works  within  the  location  of  any 
railroad  corporation,  except  at  such  time  and  in  such 
manner  as  it  may  agree  with  such  corporation,  or,  in  case 
of  failure  so  to  agree,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  board  of 
railroad  commissioners. 

Amend  section  7  by  striking  out  the  words  "or  special" 
in  the  second  and  third  lines  and  adding  after  the  word 
"voting"  in  the  second  line  the  following,  "or  by  a  majority

Amend  section  1  by  inserting  the  following  after  the 
word  "shall"  in  the  fourth  line  thereof:  "at  the  time  of 
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making  such  arrest,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Whenever  in  any  civil  action  a  service  of  the 
writ  or  process  is  made  by  arrest,  the  officer  making  such 
service  shall  at  the  time  of  making  such  arrest,  deliver  to 
the  person  arrested  an  attested  copy  of  the  writ  or  proces, 
by  which  the  arrest  is  made. 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted,  and  the 
bill  as  amended  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon 
at  3  o'clock. 

Senator  Merrill,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to 
whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  202,  An  act  to  authorize 
the  town  of  Jaffrey  to  construct  and  maintain  an  electric 
lighting  plant  for  lighting,  heat  or  power  purposes,  having 
considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendments  and  recommended  its  passage. 

Amend  section  1  by  inserting  in  line  3  after  the  word 
"buildings"  the  following:  "and  for  the  purpose  of  supply- 
ing electricity  for  commercial  and  domestic  purposes"; 
further  amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  word  "pur- 
pose" in  line  23  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word, 
"purposes";  further  amend  said  section  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "wires"  in  line  24,  the  following:  "under  any  rail- 
road track  and,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  the  town  of  Jaffrey,  in  the  county  of 
Cheshire,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized,  for  the  purpose  of 
lighting  its  streets  and  public  buildings,  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supplying  electricity  for  commercial  and  domestic 
purposes,  to  take  or  purchase  franchises  and  property  of 
any  electric  lighting  company  that  is  now,  or  may  hereafter 
be,  doing  an  electric  lighting  business  in  said  town  of 
Jaffrey,  including  dynamos,  batteries,  wires,  engines 
boilers,  and  all  other  machinery,  tools  and  apparatus  used 
in  the  manufacture,  distribution  and  operation  of  such 
electric  light  works  in  said  town  of  Jaffrey,  and  the  land 
and  buildings  connected  and  used  therewith;  and  should 
said  town  and  such  electric    lighting  company  be  unable 
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to  agree  upon  what  is  a  fair  and  equitable  price  for  their 
property,  either  party  may  apply  to  the  Superior  Court  for 
said  county  of  Cheshire,  at  a  trial  term  thereof,  for  appraisal 
of  the  value  of  said  property,  rights  and  franchises;  and 
said  court  shall  refer  the  question  to  three  disinterested 
referees  to  be  selected  and  appointed  by  a  judge  of  said, 
court  for  that  purpose;  and  said  board  of  referees  shall, 
as  soon  as  may  be  thereafter,  fix  a  time  for  hearing  said 
parties  and  their  witnesses,  and  report  their  findings  to  the 
Superior  Court,  which  shall  issue  its  decree  thereon;  and, 
provided,  further,  that  if  either  party  shall  elect  a  trial  by 
jury,  upon  application  to  said  court  for  said  referees,  a 
trial  by  jury  shall  be  had  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
regulations  as  said  court  may  prescribe;  and  after  such 
purchase  or  taking,  the  said  town,  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, may  erect  and  maintain  poles  and  extend  wires  under 
any  railroad  track  and  over  or  under  the  streets  in  said 
town,  and  may  take,  purchase  and  hold  in  fee  simple,  or 
otherwise,  any  real  or  personal  estate  and  any  rights  therein, 
necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act; 
and  may  purchase,  erect,  construct,  and  maintain  such 
machinery,  dams,  reservoirs,  buildings  and  other  things 
as  may  be  necessary  for  said  electric  light  works,  and  to 
excavate  and  dig  ditches  in  any  highway,  place,  square, 
passway  or  common,  or  other  place,  through  which  it  may 
be  deemed  necessary  and  proper  to  construct  said  electric 
light  works,  and  to  relay,  change,  and  repair  the  same  at 
pleasure,  having  due  regard  for  the  safety  of  its  citizens 
and  the  pubhc  travel;  and  said  town  may  purchase  electric- 
ity from  other  producers  whenever  it  is  deemed  necessary. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Lucier,  the  reading  of  the  amend- 
ments were  dispensed  with.  The  amendments  were  then 
adopted  and  the  bill  as  amended  ordered  to  a  third  reading 
this  afternoon  at  3  o'clock.

On  motion  of  Senator  Lucier,  the  rules  were  so  far  sus- 
pended that  the  following  entitled  House  bill  was  read  a 
third  time  by  title  and  passed. 

House  Bill  No.  202,  An  act  to  authorize  the  town  of 
Jaffrey  to  construct  and  maintain  an  electric  lighting  plant 
for  lighting,  heat  or  power  purposes. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Rich  the  following  amendment 
was  adopted:  Amend  the  title  of  the  foregoing  bill  by  strik- 
ing out  the  present  title  and  substituting  in  placet  hereof 
the  following  new  title : 

An  act  to  authorize  the  town  of  Jaffrey  to  construct  and 
maintain  an  electric  lighting  plant  for  lighting,  heating 
and  for  power  purposes. 

The  bill  as  amended  was  then  sent  to  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives for  concurrence  in  Senate  amendments. 

Senator  Doe  introduced  the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  Through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Presi- 
dent, there  has  been  negotiated  a  reciprocity  agreement 
between  the  United  States  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 
The  object  and  effect  of  this  agreement,  if  it  becomes  a 
treaty,  will  be, — 

1.  The  promotion  of  good  will  and  harmony  between 
two  great  neighboring  peoples,  more  closely  allied  in  friend- 
ship, fortune  and  a  great  future,  and  in  their  natural, 
national,  physical,  social  and  political  development,  than 
any  other  peoples  on  the  globe. 

2.  A  great  and  growing  advantage  to  both  parties  in  the 
fair  exchange  of  commodities  which  each  has,  each  wants 
and  each  can  profitably  exchange  with  the  other, 

3.  A  most  marked  and  effective  step  toward  the  con- 
servation of  our  forests,  aid  for  which  New  Hampshire 
has  been  trying  in  vain  to  obtain  from  Congress  for  so 
many  years  and  with  only  a  probable  and  continued  dis- 
appointment in  this  direction  before  her.  The  adoption 
of  this  treaty  agreement,  with  what  would  probably  ulti- 
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mately  follow,  would  contribute  more  to  prevent  the 
further  ruthless  sacrifice  of  New  Hampshire  forests  than 
could  be  possibly  accompHshed  by  the  passage  of  the 
White  Mountain  Preserves  bill,  therefore, 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  regret  the  conservativeness  of 
the  resolution  relative  to  this  matter  adopted  by  the  other 
branch  of  our  General  Court  which  seems  to  approve  in 
somewhat  equivocal  phrase  this  earnest,  progressive  and 
patriotic  act  of  the  President. 

2.  That  we  urge  upon  our  senators  and  representatives 
in  Congress  the  hearty  support  of  this  agreement  and  ask 
their  vote  therefor,  as  a  measure  which  shall  be  of  wide 
and  great  use  to  all  the  citizens  of  New  Hampshire,  and  the 
country. 

3.  That  unable  to  compel  or  persuade  his  party  to 
redeem  its  platform  pledges  in  the  reduction  of  the  tariff, 
President  Taft  is  entitled  to  the  support  and  approval  of 
this  act  by  every  man  who  herein  recognizes  his  earnest 
effort,  along  progressive  lines,  to  remove  national  barriers, 
increase  prosperity,  enlarge  opportunities,  and  do  that 
which  economically  and  otherwise  will  enure  to  the  benefit 
of  all  parties  concerned. 

4.  That  the  clerk  of  the  Senate  be  instructed  to  transmit 
a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  President  Taft  and  the 
New  Hampshire  senators  and  representatives  in  Congress.

as  will  tend  to  correct  any  abuses,  excess  of  authority, 
malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in  office,  of  said  board  or  any 
of  its  members.

Each  of  the  other  members  shall 
receive  $8  per  diem  for  time  actually  employed  in  the 
discharge  of  his  official  duties.  Each  member  of  the 
board  shall  be  allowed  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties,  such  accounts  to  be  audited  by 
the  state  auditor,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

Sect.  2.  The  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  council,  shall  appoint  three  persons,  not  all 
of  whom  at  such  time  shall  belong  to  the  same  political 
party,  as  members  of  said  board  who  shall  hold  office  for 
a  term  of  two,  four  and  six  years  respectively,  and  as  the 
term  of  each  shall  expire  his  successor  shall  be  appointed 
for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  each  shall  continue  in  office 
until  his  successor  has  been  appointed  and  qualified.  One 
member  of  said  board,  who  shall  also  be  president,  shall  be 
a  physician  qualified  by  experience  to  advise  the  board 
regarding  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane,  feeble- 
minded, epileptic  and  tubercular  patients  and  he  shall 
devote  his  entire  time  to  the  performance  of  his  official 
duties.  The  second  member  shall  be  an  attorney-at-law, 
qualified  by  experience  in  his  profession  to  advise  the  board 
concerning  legal  questions.  The  third  member  shall  be  a 
man  qualified  by  experience  to  advise  with  the  board  in 
business  affairs.  The  compensation  of  the  board  shall  be 
as  follows:  The  president  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $3,000 
per  anntim.  Each  of  the  other  members  shall  receive  $8 
per  diem  for  time  actually  employed  in  the  discharge  of 
his  official  duties.

1.  The  promotion  of  good  will  and  harmony  between 
two  great  neighboring  peoples,  more  closely  allied  in  friend- 
ship, fortune  and  a  great  future,  and  in  their  natural, 
national,  physical,  social  and  political  development,  than 
any  other  peoples  on  the  globe. 

2.  A  great  and  growing  advantage  to  both  parties  in  the 
fair  exchange  of  commodities  which  each  has,  each  wants 
and  each  can  profitably  exchange  with  t  e  other. 

3.  A  most  marked  and  effective  step  toward  the  conser- 
vation of  our  forests,  aid  for  which  New  Hampshire  has 
been  trjdng  in  vain  to  obtain  from  Congress  for  so  many 
years  and  with  only  a  probably  and  continued  disappoint- 
ment in  this  direction  before  her.  The  adoption  of  this 
treaty  agreement,  with  what  would  probably  ultimately 
follow,  would  contribute  more  to  prevent  the  further  ruth- 
less sacrifice  of  New  Hampshire  forests  than  could  be  pos- 
sibly accomplished  by  the  passage  of  the  White  Moun- 
tain Preserves  bill;  therefore. 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  regret  the  conservativeness  of  the 
resolution  relative  to  this  matter  adopted  by  the  other 
branch  of  our  General  Court  which  seems  to  approve  in 
somewhat  equivocal  phrase  this  earnest,  progressive  and 
patriotic  act  of  the  President. 

2.  That  we  urge  upon  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in 
Congress  the  hearty  support  of  this  agreement  and  ask  their 
vote  there  for,  as  a  measure  which  shall  be  of  wide  and  great 
use  to  all  the  citizens  of  New  Hampshire,  and  the  countrJ^ 

3.  That  unable  to  compel  or  persuade  his  party  to  redeem 
its  platform  pledges  in  the  reduction  of  the  tariff.  President 
Taft  is  entitled  to  the  support  and  approval  of  this  act  by 
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every  man  who  herein  recognizes  his  earnest  effort,  along 
progressive  hnes,  to  remove  national  barriers,  increase 
prosperity,  enlarge  opportunities,  and  do  that  which  eco- 
nomically and  otherwise  will  enure  to  the  benefit  of  all 
parties  concerned.

Whereas,  it  appears  from  investigation  recently  made 
by  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  and  otherwise,  that 
polygamy  still  exists  in  certain  places  in  the  United  States 
notwithstanding  prohibitory  statutes  enacted  by  the  several 
states  thereof,  and 

"Whereas,  the  practice  of  polygamy  is  generally  con- 
demned by  the  people  of  the  United  States,  and  there  is  a 
demand  for  the  more  effectual  prohibition  thereof  by  placing 
the  subject  under  Federal  jurisdiction  and  control,  at  the 
same  time  reserving  to  each  state  the  right  to  make  and 
enforce  its  own  laws  relating  to  marriage  and  divorce;  now, 
therefore, 

"Resolved,  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives 
concurring.  That  application  be  made  and  hereby  is  made 
to  Congress  under  the  provisions  of  Article  V  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  for  the  calhng  of  a  convention 
to  propose  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  whereby  polygamy  and  polygamous  co-habitation 
shall  be  prohibited,  and  Congress  shall  be  given  power  to 
enforce  such  prohibition  by  appropriate  legislation. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Legislatures  of  all  other  states  of 
the  United  States,  now  in  session  or  when  next  convened, 
be  and  they  hereby  are  respectfully  requested  to  join  in 
this  application  by  the  adoption  of  this  or  an  equivalent 
resolution. 

"Resolved  further,  That  the  secretary  of  state  be  and  he 
hereby  is  directed  to  transmit  copies  of  this  application  to 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
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States,  and  to  the  several  members  of  said  bodies  repre- 
senting this  state  therein;  also  to  transmit  copies  hereof 
to  the  Legislatures  of  all  other  states  of  the  United  States," 
having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  in  a  new 
draft  with  the  recommendation  that  the  resolution  in  its 
new  draft  be  adopted.

Resolved,  That  a  select  committee  of  three  members  of 
the  Senate  be  appointed  by  the  President  to  fully  examine 
into  and  investigate  such  charges,  and  for  that  purpose  to 
have  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  employ  a  sten- 
ographer, and  make  full  report  of  its  hearings,  testimony 
and  findings  to  this  body  as  soon  as  convenient,  with  a 
view  of  recommending  to  this  Legislature  such  legislation 
as  will  tend  to  correct  any  abuses,  excess  of  authority, 
malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in  office,  of  said  board  or  any 
of  its  members.

The  negative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote. 

Senator  Lucier  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll.

in  the  reciprocity  agreement  negotiated  between  said 
countries,  and  urge  our  senators  and  representatives  in 
Congress  to  cooperate  with  the  president  in  the  passage 
of  this  measure  and  all  such  legislation  as  will  promote  the 
welfare  of  our  people,  our  state  and  our  nation  and  that 
a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  transmitted  by  the  clerk  of 
the  House  to  President  Taft  and  each  of  our  senators  and 
representatives.

Shall  the  report  of  the  minority  be  substituted  for  that 
of  the  majority? 

On  motion  of  Senator  Lucier,  the  concurrent  resolution 
was  laid  on  the  table  and  made  a  special  order  for  tomorrow 
afternoon  at  3.10  o'clock. 

Senator  Ahem  called  for  the  special  order  for  3.10  o'clock, 
it  being  the  following  Senate  resolution  relating  to  the  reci- 
procity agreement  between  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

Whereas,  Through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Presi- 
dent, there  has  been  negotiated  a  reciprocity  agreement 
between  the  United  States  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 
The  object  and  effect  of  this  agreement,  if  it  becomes  a 
treaty,  will  be, — 

1.  The  promotion  of  good  will  and  harmony  between 
two  great  neighboring  peoples  more  closely  allied  in  friend- 
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ship,  fortune  and  a  great  future,  and  in  their  natural, 
national,  physical,  social  and  political  development,  than 
any  other  peoples  on  the  globe. 

2.  A  great  and  growing  advantage  to  both  parties  in  the 
fair  exchange  of  commodities  which  each  has,  each  wants 
and  each  can  profitably  exchange  with  the  other. 

3.  A  most  marked  and  effective  step  toward  the  conser- 
vation of  our  forests,  aid  for  which  New  Hampshire  has 
been  trying  in  vain  to  obtain  from  Congress  for  so  many 
years  and  with  only  a  probably  and  continued  disappoint- 
ment in  this  direction  before  her.  The  adoption  of  this 
treaty  agreement,  with  what  would  probably  ultimately 
follow,  would  contribute  more  to  prevent  the  further  ruth- 
less sacrifice  of  New  Hampshire  forests  than  could  be  pos- 
sibly accomphshed  by  the  passage  of  the  White  Moun- 
tain Preserves  bill;   therefore, 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  regret  the  conservativeness  of  the 
resolution  relative  to  this  matter  adopted  by  the  other 
branch  of  our  General  Court  which  seems  to  approve  in 
somewhat  equivocal  phrase  this  earnest,  progressive  and 
patriotic  act  of  the  President. 

2.  That  we  urge  upon  our  senators  and  representatives 
in  Congress  the  hearty  support  of  this  agreement  and  ask 
their  vote  therefor,  as  a  measure  which  shall  be  of  wide  and 
great  use  to  all  the  citizens  of  New  Hampshire,  and  the 
country. 

3.  That  unable  to  compel  or  persuade  his  party  to  redeem 
its  platform  pledges  in  the  reduction  of  the  tariff.  President 
Taft  is  entitled  to  the  support  and  approval  of  this  act  by 
every  man  who  herein  recognizes  his  earnest  effort,  along 
progressive  Unes,  to  remove  national  barriers,  increase 
prosperity,  enlarge  opportunities,  and  do  that  which  eco- 
nomically and  otherwise  will  enure  to  the  benefit  of  all 
parties  concerned. 

4.  That  the  clerk  of  the  Senate  be  instructed  to  transmit 
a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  President  Taft  and  the  New 
Hampshire  senators  and  representatives  in  Congress. 
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The  question  being  stated,

(Discussion  ensued.)

A  CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION. 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives 
concurring : 

"Whereas,  it  appears  from  investigation  recently  made 
by  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  and  otherwise,  that 
polygamy  still  exists  in  certain  places  in  the  United  States 
notwithstanding  prohibitory  statutes  enacted  by  the  several 
states  thereof,  and 

"Whereas,  the  practice  of  polygamy  is  generally  con- 
demned by  the  people  of  the  United  States,  and  there  is 
a  demand  for  the  more  effectual  prohibition  thereof  by 
placing  the  subject  under  Federal  jurisdiction  and  control, 
at  the  same  time  reserving  to  each  state  the  right  to  make 
and  enforce  its  own  laws  relating  to  marriage  and  divorce; 
now,  therefore, 

"Resolved,  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives 
concurring.  That  application  be  made  and  hereby  is  made 
to  Congress  under  the  provisions  of  Article  V  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  for  the  calling  of  a  conven- 
tion to  propose  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  whereby  polygamy  and  polygamous  co- 
habitation shall  be  prohibited,  and  Congress  shall  be  given 
power  to  enforce  such  prohibition  by  appropriate  legislation. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Legislatures  of  all  other  states  of  the 
United  States,  now  in  session  or  when  next  convened,  be 
and  they  hereby  are  respectfully  requested  to  join  in  this- 
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application  by  the  adoption  of  this  or  an  equivalent  reso- 
lution. 

^'Resolved  further,  That  the  secretary  of  state  be  and  he 
hereby  is  directed  to  transmit  copies  of  this  application  to 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  several  members  of  said  bodies  represent- 
ing this  state  therein;  also  to  transmit  copies  hereof  to  the 
Legislatures  of  all  other  states  of  the  United  States." 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 

The  question  being  stated. 

Shall  the  resolution  be  adopted? 

The  affirmative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote  and  the 
resolution  was  adopted  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives for  concurrence. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Rich,  the  following  resolution  was 
taken  from  the  table : 

Whereas,  divers  serious  and  specific  charges,  public  as 
well  as  private,  have  been  made  against  the  License  Com- 
m'ssion  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  have  been  persis- 
tently repeated  and  officially  made  by  individuals,  who 
are  in  a  position  to  be  able  to  prove  them,  if  true,  and 

Whereas,  no  denial  or  comment  has  been  made  thereto 
by  said  board,  and 

Whereas,  some  doubt  exists  as  to  the  truth  or  falsity 
of  such  charges,  which  doubt  ought  to  be  removed  either 
by  competent  proof  or  by  exoneration  of  said  board  from 
the  same,  and  thereby  protect  and  preserve  the  good  name 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a  select  committee  of  three  members  of 
the  Senate  be  appointed  by  the  President  to  fully  examine 
into  and  investigate  such  charges,  and  for  that  purpose  to 
have  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  employ  a  sten- 
ographer, and  make  full  report  of  its  hearings,  testimony 
and  findings  to  this  body  as  soon  as  convenient,  with  a 
view  of  recommending  to  this  Legislature  such  legislation 
as  will  tend  to  correct  any  abuses,  excess  of  authority, 
malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in  office,  of  said  board  or  any 

of  its  members.

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Senator  Rich  moved  that  the  resolution  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  resolution  be  indefinitely  postponed? 

The  affirmative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote. 

On  the  above  question,  Senator  Boutwell  called  for  a 
division.  On  a  division,  thirteen  senators  voted  in  the 
affirmative  and  five  senators  voted  in  the  negative.  The 
affirmative  prevailed  and  the  resolution  was  indefinitely 
postponed.

Any  savings  bank  organized  under  the  laws  of 
this  state  and  doing  business  therein  is  hereby  authorized 
to  hold  as  a  legal  investment  a  number  of  shares  in  the 
capital  stock  of  any  national  bank  in  this  state,  which 
such  saving  bank  may  hold  as  an  investment. 

Strike  out  all  of  section  2  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

Sect.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  passage. 

The  question  being  stated, 
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Shall  the  amendment  offered  by  the  Honorable  Senator 
from  District  No.  21  be  adopted? 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Senator  Ahern  moved  that  the  proposed  amendment 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  amendment  be  indefinitely  postponed? 

On  the  above  question,  Senator  Stevenson  demanded 
the  yeas  and  nays.

Senator  Merrill,  for  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  26,  An 
act  repealing  section  17,  chapter  112  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
as  amended  by  section  3,  chapter  122  of  the  Laws  of  1903, 
relating  to  intoxicating  fiquors,  having  considered  the 
same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Senator  Pender,  for  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  26,  An 
act  repealing  section  17,  chapter  112  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
as  amended  by  section  3,  chapter  122  of  the  Laws  of  1903, 
relating  to  intoxicating  liquors,  being  unable  to  agree  with 
the  majority,  reported  the  bill  with  the  following  amend- 
ment and  with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended 
ought  to  pass: 

Amend  section  1  by  striking  out  the  words  "and  the 
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remaining  sections  numbered  consecutively"  and  insert 
instead  thereof  the  following,  to  wit: 

"No  sentence  under  sections  15  and  16  of  said  act  shall 
be  suspended  by  the  court,  but  all  sentences  thereunder 
shall  be  enforced  by  the  court  without  indulgence  or  delay," 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Section  1.  Section  17,  chapter  112  of  the  PubHc  Statutes, 
as  amended  by  section  3  of  chapter  122  of  the  Laws  of 
1903,  is  hereby  repealed  and  instead  thereof  the  following 
is  enacted: 

Sect.  3.  No  sentence  under  sections  15  and  16  of  said 
act  shall  be  suspended  by  the  court,  but  all  sentences  there- 
under shall  be  enforced  by  the  court  without  indulgence  or 
delay. 

Senator  Bean  moved  that  the  report  of  the  minority  of 
the  committee  recommending  the  passage  of  the  bill  be 
substituted  for  that  of  the  majority,  and  with  that  motion 
pending,  that  the  bill,  reports  and  motion  be  laid  on  the 
table  and  made  a  special  order  for  Wednesday  morning 
next  at  11  o'clock. 

The  affirmative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote. 

Senator  Merrill,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to 
whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  48,  An  act  to  require 
the  use  of  under-water  exhausts  or  mufflers  on  certain 
motor  boats,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same 
without  amendment  and  recommended  its  passage. 

The  above  bill  having  had  three  several  readings  before 
its  recommitment  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,

Shall  the  bill  pass? 

The  affirmative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  bill 
passed  and  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for 
concurrence. 

Senator  Merrill,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to 
whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  514,  An  act  to  make  uni- 
form the  standard  relating  to  the  percentage  of  alcohol  in 
intoxicating  liquors,  having  considered  the  same,  reported 
the  same  with  the  following  resolution: 
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Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  of  the  com- 
mittee adopted. 

Senator  Cheney,  for  the  Committee  on  Public  Health, 
to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  4,  An  act  providing 
for  the  registration  of  physicians  and  surgeons,  having 
considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendment  and  recommended  its  passage: 

Amend  section  3  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof,  the  fol- 
lowing words,  "The  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health, 
ex  officio,  shall  act  as  regent  of  the  board,"  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  3.  The  New  Hampshire  Medical  Society,  the  New 
Hampshire  Homeopathic  Medical  Society,  and  the  New 
Hampshire  Electic  Society  shall  each  nominate  three  mem- 
bers of  the  society,  qualified  to  hold  the  office  as  provided 
in  the  preceding  section  for  members  of  said  board,  and 
shall  notify  the  governor  and  council  thereof  by  certificate 
signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  society  relating 
to  the  nomination,  and  the  quahfications  of  the  nominees. 
The  governor  and  council,  if  satisfied  of  the  regularity  of 
the  proceedings  and  the  qualifications  of  the  nominees, 
shall  appoint  two  of  the  nominees  of  each  society  members 
of  said  board,  and  shall  appoint  for  the  other  member  any 
person  they  may  choose  who  is  qualified  for  the  office  as 
aforesaid,  limiting  the  terms  of  office  of  the  several  members 
as  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section.  Whenever  the  term 
of  office  of  a  member  expires  or  becomes  vacant,  the  society 
whom  the  member  represented  on  the  board  shall  nominate 
two  of  its  members  for  the  office,  and  notify  the  governor 
and  council  thereof,  one  of  whom  they  shall  appoint  to 
the  office,  if  satisfied  as  aforesaid.  If  said  societies,  or  either 
one  of  them,  shall  fail  to  make  nominations  within  sixty 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  shall  not  make  nomina- 
tions within  thirty  days  before  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  office  of  a  member,  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  within  sixty 
days  after  it  occurs,  or  if  they  or  either  of  them  nominate 
unqualified  persons,  or  there  is  irregularity  in  their  pro- 
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ceedings,  the  governor  and  council  shall  make  the  appoint- 
ments from  qualified  persons  regardless  of  nominations, 
provided,  however,  that  each  of  said  societies  shall  be  repre- 
sented by  two  members,  at  least,  upon  the  board  at  all 
times  excepting  while  vacancies  exist.  The  governor  and 
council  may  remove  any  member  of  the  board  for  miscon- 
duct, incapacity,  neglect  of  duty  or  other  sufficient  cause. 
The  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health,  ex  officio,  shall 
act  as  regent  of  the  board. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  the  sections  of 
the  bill  after  section  3  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  section 
4,  as  follows: 

Sect.  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  adopted  and 
the  bill  as  amended  ordered  to  a  third  reading  tomorrow 
morning  at  11  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Cheney,  the  rules  were  so  far  sus- 
pended that  the  bill  was  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading 
by  title  at  the  present  time.  The  bill  was  then  read  a  third 
time  by  title,  passed  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives for  concurrence.

On  motion  of  Senator  Ahern,  the  order  whereby  Senate 
Bill  No.  52,  An  act  in  amendment  of  the  charter  of  the  city 
of  Manciiester  relating  to  appropriations  made  by  the  com- 
mon council  of  said  city,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary,  was  vacated,  and  the  bill  referred  to  the  senators 
from  the  city  of  Manchester,  viz.:  Senators  Chapman  of 
District  No.  16,  Leggett  of  District  No.  17  and  Ahern  of 
District  No.  18.

Resolved,  That  duly  authenticated  copies  of  these  reso- 
lutions be  duly  and  directly  presented  to  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  constituting  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States. 

The  affirmative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote  and  the 
resolution  with  pending  motion  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Judiciary. 

Senator  Lucier  called  for  the  special  order  for  3.10 
o'clock,  it  being  House  concurrent  resolution  relating  to 
the  reciprocal  relations  between  the  United  States  and  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate 
concurring.  That  we  heartily  endorse  and  approve  the 
honest  efforts  of  President  Taft  to  lighten  the  burdens  of 
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the  people  and  to  promote  friendly  and  mutually  profitable 
reciprocal  relations  between  the  United  States  and  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  and  that  we  recognize  such  efforts 
in  the  reciprocity  agreement  negotiated  between  said 
countries,  and  urge  our  senators  and  representatives  in 
Congress  to  cooperate  with  the  president  in  the  passage 
of  this  measure  and  all  such  legislation  as  will  promote  the 
welfare  of  our  people,  our  state  and  our  nation  and  that 
a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  transmitted  by  the  clerk  of 
the  House  to  President  Taft  and  each  of  our  senators  and 
representatives. 

The  question  being  stated. 

Shall  the  report  of  the  minority,  "that  the  Senate  do 
concur"  be  substituted  [for  the  report  of  the  majority, 
"that  the  Senate  do  not  concur?" 

Senator  Hosford  offered  to  amend  by  substituting  the 
following  resolution  for  the  House  resolution: 

Whereas  the  President  has  called  Congress  together  in 
extraordinary  session  to  consider  a  trade  agreement  with 
Canada,  and 

Whereas  we  believe  in  the  principle  of  reciprocity  as 
advocated  by  James  G.  Blaine  and  William  McKinley,  but 
not  in  any  agreement  that  is  not  reciprocal  in  fact  as  well 
as  in  name,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate 
concurring,  That  we  approve  of  any  agreement  that  does 
not  compel  our  industrial  classes  and  our  farmers  to  com- 
pete with  cheap  labor  or  land,  and  we  urge  our  senators 
and  representatives  to  use  all  honorable  means  to  secure 
the  adoption  of  such  an  agreement  as  will  not  deprive  the 
farmers  of  the  United  States  of  the  benefit  of  the  markets 
of  the  United  States  or  bring  our  laboring  classes  into 
competition  with  cheap  labor. 

Senator  Merrill  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  amend- 
ment offered  by  the  Honorable  Senator  from  District  No. 
2  was  not  in  order  at  the  present  stage  of  the  proceedings. 

The  chair  ruled  the  point  of  order  well  taken  and  the 
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amendment  offered  by  the  Honorable  Senator  from  District 
No.  2  was  laid  aside. 

The  question  recurring, 

Shall  the  report  of  the  minority  of  the  committee  be  sub- 
stituted for  that  of  the  majority? 

On  the  above  question,  Senator  Doe  demanded  the  yeas 
and  nays.

MESSAGE  FROM  HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Excellency 
the  Governor,  by  the  Honorable  Edward  N.  Pearson,  secre- 
tary of  state : 

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

EXECUTIVE    DEPARTMENT. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate: 

In  my  first  message  to  the  General  Court  I  said:  "There 
is  a  demand  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  New  Hampshire, 
irrespective  of  party,  for  certain  progressive  legislation 
which  will  develop  the  function  of  our  government  to  meet 
new  economic  conditions.  The  platforms  of  both  parties 
call  for  action  of  this  character.  We  are  in  honor  bound 
to  do  everything  in  our  power  to  carry  out  each  and  every 
pledge  which  we  have  solemnly  made  to  the  people  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  which  they  have  endorsed."  The  session 
is  now  drawing  to  a  close.  Bills  have  been  introduced  for 
the  purpose  of  enacting  into  law  the  promises  made  to  the 
people.  These  bills  are  in  various  stages  on  their  way 
towards  final  adoption  or  rejection  by  the  General  Court 
but  none  of  the  laws  which  the  people  of  New  Hampshire 
have  demanded  has  yet  been  passed.  The  only  one  of 
these  measures  finally  acted  upon  was  defeated.  I  refer  to 
the  bill  to  ratify  the  proposed  amendment  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  authorizing  the  Congresp  to 
impose  a  tax  on  incomes.    Both  the  Republican  and  Dem- 
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ocratic  platforms  in  the  late  campaign  clearly  directed 
the  Legislature  to  ratify  the  income  tax  amendment.  The 
House  of  Representatives  by  a  very  large  majority  passed 
the  bill  introduced  for  this  purpose,  but  in  the  Senate  the 
bill  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  fourteen  to  nine,  a  majority 
of  the  Senators  of  each  party  voting  against  the  mandate 
given  by  their  constituents  in  the  express  declaration  of 
the  platform  of  each  party.  Such  action  not  only  alarms 
the  citizens  of  the  state  who  have  confidently  expected 
the  General  Court  to  enact  the  laws  so  emphatically  and 
unmistakably  demanded  by  the  people,  but  it  shakes  the 
faith  of  believers  in  representative  government.  The 
legislative  action  of  the  General  Court  at  this  session 
involves  more  than  the  good  faith  of  individual  members. 
The  merits  of  representative  government  in  New  Hampshire 
are  on  trial.  When  the  will  of  the  people  is  plainly  mani- 
fested, if  their  legislative  agents  do  not  frame  and  enact 
fit  laws  to  carry  it  into  effect,  representative  government 
fails.  Never  in  the  history  of  any  State  have  the  people 
expressed  their  will  with  greater  clearness  or  precision  than 
at  the  last  election  in  New  Hampshire.  The  platform 
measures  were  issued  in  the  primary  campaign  for  the 
nomination  of  candidates  and  throughout  that  campaign 
were  discussed  and  debated  on  the  stump  and  in  the  press 
with  the  greatest  thoroughness.  In  the  conventions  which 
adopted  the  party  platforms  were  included  all  the  members 
of  the  present  House  and  Senate.  They  were  nominated 
under  the  direct  primary  law  and  represented  the  opinion 
and  desires  of  the  voters  as  no  party  conventions  in  this 
State  have  ever  done  before.  In  the  campaign  for  election 
the  platform  measures  were  again  debated  at  public  meet- 
ings and  in  the  newspapers  without  opposition  from  any 
quarter  and  with  the  enthusiastic  approval  of  the  people. 
In  the  main  the  platforms  of  the  Republican  and  Demo- 
cratic parties  were  in  agreement,  and  the  appeal  of  each 
party  to  the  voters  was  that  by  reason  of  its  record  and  the 
character  of  its  candidates  it  could  be  relied  upon  better  than 
the  other  party  to  enact  into  law  the  reforms  in  regard  to 
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which  both  agreed.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  people 
of  New  Hampshire  want  the  platform  pledges  redeemed. 
They  have  spoken  with  no  uncertain  voice.  If  the  General 
Court  responds  by  refusing  to  execute  their  will,  the  people 
will  feel  a  just  indignation  and  resentment,  of  which  the 
consequences  cannot  be  foreseen.  Therefore,  I  urge  you 
to  pass  the  platform  measures.  The  great  majority  among 
you  beyond  question  are  loyal  to  the  people.  There  is 
danger  only  in  a  relaxation  of  vigilance  and  effort.  If  the 
opponents  of  the  popular  will  are  made  to  feel  the  force  of 
your  sentiment,  and  of  public  opinion,  the  measures  for 
which  the  people  have  fought  will  win  again.  The  bills 
which  are  platform  measures  and  which  the  General  Court 
is  therefore  under  peculiar  obligation  to  enact  are  the 
following.    I  give  the  legislative  status  of  each  bill: 

a.  A  bill  to  establish  a  Public  Service  Commission.  The 
House  of  Representatives  has  passed  this  bill  and  it  is  now 
in  the  Senate  before  the  Judiciary  Committee: 

b.  A  bill  to  create  a  permanent  Tax  Commission  to 
replace  the  present  Board  of  Equalization.  The  purpose 
of  this  bill  is  to  equalize  taxation  throughout  the  State 
and  to  provide  effectively  that  Public  Service  Companies 
and  others  shall  bear  their  just  and  fair  share  of  the  public 
burden  of  taxation.  This  bill  was  passed  in  the  House 
of  Representatives  without  opposition,  and  it  is  now  in  the 
Senate  before  the  Finance  Committee. 

c.  A  bill  to  provide  for  workmen's  compensation.  The 
Judiciary  Committee  of  the  House  is  still  at  work  upon 
this  bill. 

d.  Corrupt  Practice  act,  to  provide  for  purity  of  elections 
and  prevent  bribery.  Passed  the  House;  now  pending 
before  the  Senate. 

e.  Publicity  of  campaign  expenditures.  Passed  House; 
now  pending  before  the  Senate. 

f.  Prohibiting  campaign  contributions  by  corporations. 
Passed  House;  now  pending  before  the  Senate. 

g.  A  bill  defining  the  duties  of  the  Attorney-General 
and  providing  that  he  shall  devote  his  entire  time  to  the 
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business  of  the  State,  so  that  the  legal  interests  of  the  State 
shall  be  more  effectively  protected.  Before  Judiciary 
Committee  of  the  House. 

h.  A  bill  providing  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  national 
conventions  under  the  direct  primary  law.  Passed  the 
House;  now  pending  before  the  Senate. 

i.  A  bill  providing  for  the  assembling  of  a  constitutional 
convention.  Passed  the  House;  now  pending  before  the 
Senate. 

j.  A  bill  providing  for  increased  license  fees  for  automo- 
biles graded  in  proportion  to  their  weight  and  horse  power, 
and  appropriating  the  fees  so  received  to  the  maintenance 
of  highways.  Favorably  reported  by  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee of  the  House. 

The  foregoing  bills  have  been  carefully  drafted  so  as  to 
carry  out  effectively  the  promises  made  to  the  people. 
They  are  subject  to  two  dangers:  First,  to  defeat;  and 
secondly,  to  such  modification  by  amendment  as  to  render 
them  ineffective.  The  latter  danger  must  be  guarded 
against  with  as  great  vigilance  and  effort  as  the  former. 

Another  matter  upon  which  the  people  have  given  no 
specific  direction  must  be  settled.  You  have  to  decide  what 
course  shall  be  taken  with  regard  to  the  Hmitation  upon 
railway  fares  and  rates  prescribed  by  the  Acts  of  1883  and 
1889.  If  you  take  no  action  it  will  be  the  plain  and  imme- 
diate duty  of  the  Attorney-General  to  enforce  the  present 
legal  rates. 

When  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  Company  took 
advantage  of  the  statutory  privilege  of  consolidation  it 
assumed  the  obhgation  imposed  by  the  statutes  not  to  in- 
crease the  rates  for  fares  and  freight  on  the  roads  united 
under  the  statutes.  The  Supreme  Court  has  held  this  obli- 
gation to  be  a  valid  and  binding  contract.  The  greater  part 
of  the  Boston  &  Maine  mileage  in  New  Hampshire  is  subject 
to  that  contract.  Yet  in  1903  the  Railroad  Company  raised 
a  very  large  number  of  its  rates  above  the  legal  limit,  and 
these  unlawful  rates  are  still  being  collected.  There  can  be 
no  excuse  for  a  wilful  violation  of  law,  and  the  Railroad 
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Company  makes  no  defense;  but  it  has  come  to  you  and 
asked  to  be  relieved  from  its  contract  with  the  State  upon 
the  ground  that  enforcement  of  the  contract  and  reduction 
of  the  illegal  rates  would  be  against  the  public  interest. 
The  argument  is  that,  though  illegal,  the  rates  which  have 
been  increased  are  in  existing  circumstances  just  and  rea- 
sonable; and,  if  they  should  be  lowered,  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  raise  other  rates  which  have  been  reduced  below  the 
statutory  limit,  and  also  the  earnings  of  the  Railroad  would 
be  so  impaired  that  intended  and  necessary  improvements 
in  New  Hampshire  would  have  to  be  abandoned. 

The  House  of  Representatives  has  appointed  a  committee 
to  investigate  the  subject  of  railroad  fares  and  rates  and 
that  committee,  with  the  aid  of  counsel,  has  taken  testi- 
mony at  a  number  of  hearings.  While  no  final  action  should 
be  taken  until  the  committee  reports,  it  is  proper,  in  the 
light  of  the  testimony  given  at  the  hearings,  to  consider  what 
should  be  done. 

The  question  should  be  decided  solely  with  regard  to  the 
public  interest.  The  State  should  relinquish  no  right  with- 
out the  most  convincing  proof  that  the  public  welfare 
requires  it.  On  the  other  hand,  it  would  be  unwise  to  injure 
the  people  in  their  business  and  commerce  for  the  sake  of 
inflicting  deserved  punishment  upon  the  Railroad  Company 
for  its  wrongdoing. 

The  evidence  before  the  Rate  Committee  clearly  shows 
that  no  fair  and  rational  judgment  with  regard  to  this 
question  can  be  formed  in  time  for  final  action  at  this  ses- 
sion, because  the  facts  upon  which  such  a  judgment  must  be 
based  are  lacking.  The  Railroad  Company  has  not  furnished 
a  complete  list  of  the  maximum  rates  allowed  by  the  Acts 
of  1883  and  1889,  so  that  the  illegal  rates  are  not  yet  fully 
and  definitely  known.  No  statement  has  been  made  of  the 
receipts  and  expenses  of  the  Railroad  Company  in  New 
Hampshire.  The  Railroad  Company  has  not  even  been  able 
to  state,  upon  the  basis  of  the  present  volume  of  traffic,  how 
much  revenue  it  would  lose  if  the  unlawful  rates  were  re- 
duced to  the  legal  limit.     The  railroad  witnesses  say  that 
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hundreds  of  thousands  of  rates  are  subject  to  the  statutory 
Hmitation,  yet  their  testimony  relates  to  only  a  few  of  these 
rates  selected  at  random.  They  do  not  know  and  nobody 
knows  what  an  orderly  examination  of  the  remaining  rates 
might  disclose.  Unquestionably  such  a  showing  does  not 
justify  a  claim  for  the  repeal  of  the  statutory  limitations. 
While  no  case  has  been  presented  which  would  warrant  the 
repeal  or  modification  of  the  statutory  limitations,  it  does 
not  follow  that  the  public  interest  would  be  promoted  by 
the  immediate  enforcement  of  these  limitations  without 
further  investigation  to  ascertain  the  effect  of  such  action 
upon  the  people's  trade  and  commerce. 

No  factor  in  the  prosperity  of  the  State  is  more  important 
than  good  railroad  service  at  reasonable  cost.  The  people 
ought  to  have  the  best  railroad  service  at  the  lowest  reason- 
able cost,  but  the  best  service  cannot  be  provided  unless  the 
rates  allowed  are  sufficient,  under  efficient  management,  to 
pay  a  reasonable  return  upon  the  capital  required  for  neces- 
sary improvement.  It  is  also  true  that  a  simultaneous  gen- 
eral disturbance  of  rate  schedules  would  unsettle  and  harm 
the  business  and  industry  of  the  State,  since  in  the  conduct 
of  business  and  in  making  contracts  it  is  essential  to  calcu- 
late what  the  cost  of  transportation  will  be. 

In  a  matter  so  deeply  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  people 
no  final  decision  should  be  made  without  complete  investi- 
gation and  an  opportunity  for  deliberation  after  obtaining 
all  the  facts  which  have  a  bearing  upon  the  question. 

My  suggestion,  based  on  the  advice  of  members  of  the 
committee  and  its  counsel,  is  that,  under  proper  safeguards 
the  present  rates  be  continued  for  two  years,  that  during 
this  time  the  Public  Service  Commission  be  instructed  to 
investigate  the  illegal  rates  and  make  a  report  thereon 
before  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Court,  and  that  if 
the  final  decision  shall  be  to  continue  the  statutory  limita- 
tions, the  Railroad  Company  shall  be  liable  to  account  for 
the  excess  of  the  rates  charged  and  collected  during  the 
period  of  suspension  over  the  legal  limit.  For  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  this  plan,  I  suggest  that  a  law  be  enacted 
16 
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providing  that,  if  the  Railroad  Company  shall  file  with 
the  Public  Service  Commission  a  petition  asking  for  a 
suspension  thereof  (upon  condition  that  no  rate  lower  than 
the  statutory  maximum  shall  be  raised  during  the  period 
of  suspension,  and  upon  the  further  condition  and  agreement 
that  the  suspension  of  the  statutory  limitations  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  repeal  or  modify  them),  then  the  statutory 
limitations  shall  be  suspended  for  a  period  of  two  years,  and 
that  thereupon  the  Public  Service  Commission  shall  make 
a  full  investigation  of  the  illegal  rates  and  report  its  findings 
and  recommendations  on  or  before  December  1st,  1912. 
The  law  should  expressly  provide  that  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany at  the  close  of  the  period  of  suspension  shall  be 
bound  to  account  for  the  excess  of  any  unlawful  rate 
charged  during  such  period  over  the  legal  limit  unless  such 
rate  shall  have  been  duly  legalized. 

Such  a  plan  in  my  judgment  promises  a  just  and  satis- 
factory solution  of  this  difficult  problem.  It  preserves  the 
present  status  until  the  General  Court  can  act  advisedly. 
It  protects  the  public  and  is  absolutely  fair  to  the  Railroad 
Company.  But,  of  course,  such  a  solution  is  impossible 
until  a  public  utilities  law  is  enacted. 

During  the  last  two  months  it  has  been  said  repeatedly 
that  our  State  government  will  be  judged  by  its  treatment 
of  the  public  service  corporations.  This  is  true,  but  it  is 
no  less  true  that  the  public  service  corporations  are  on  trial 
before  the  people  of  the  State. 

Whatever  your  decision  in  regard  to  the  statutory  limita- 
tions on  railroad  rates  may  be,  I  appeal  to  you  without 
regard  to  party  to  carry  out  the  promises  made  in  the 
party  platforms.  The  desire  of  the  people  for  these  laws 
has  been  accumulating  strength  for  years.  You  were 
elected  to  pass  these  laws.  The  time  for  action  has  arrived. 
During  the  next  few  weeks  you  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  satisfy  or  to  disappoint  the  people.  In  this  critical 
situation  each  of  us  must  answer  for  his  own  course,  knowing 
that  the  eyes  of  his  constituents  are  upon  him  as  never 
before. 
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In  sending  to  the  General  Court  this  message  which 
brings  before  it  particularly  the  necessity  of  carrying  out 
the  pledges  of  the  platforms  of  both  parties,  I  am  not 
unmindful  of  the  language  of  Article  37  of  the  Constitution 
of  New  Hampshire,  which  provides:  ''In  the  government 
of  this  State  the  three  essential  powers  thereof — to  wit,  the 
executive,  legislative  and  judicial — ought  to  be  kept  as 
separate  from,  and  independent  of,  each  other  as  the  nature 
of  a  free  government  will  admit  or  as  is  consistent  with  that 
chain  of  connection  which  binds  the  whole  fabric  of  the 
Constitution  in  one  indissoluble  bond  of  union  and  amity." 
I  am  convinced  that  the  necessity  which  rests  upon  the 
legislature  of  carrying  out  the  mandates  of  the  popular 
will,  as  expressed  with  unanimity  in  the  party  platforms, 
is  of  so  great  and  far-reaching  importance  that  for  the 
preservation  of  "the  whole  fabric  of  the  Constitution  in 
one  indissoluble  bond  of  union  and  amity"  it  is  necessary 
for  every  citizen  of  the  State,  and  particularly  for  the 
Chief  Executive  of  the  State,  to  call  upon  the  legislative 
department  of  the  government  for  the  fulfillment  of  its 
duty  to  the  people.  If  that  duty  is  not  fulfilled,  I  believe 
it  will  be  a  conspicuous  failure  of  representative  government 
and  will  be  so  understood  by  the  people  of  New  Hampshire.

"Sect.  17.  If  any  person  shall  adulterate  milk,  skim- 
milk  or  cream  with  water  or  otherwise  to  be  sold,  or  shall 
sell  or  offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  with  intent  to 
sell,  any  adulterated  or  unwholesome  milk,  skim-milk  or 
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cream,  containing  any  coloring  matter  or  preservative^ 
or  any  milk  produced  from  sick  or  diseased  cows,  or  cows 
fed  upon  any  substance  which  may  be  deleterious  to  the 
quality  of  milk,  skim-milk  or  cream,  or  shall  sell  or  offer 
for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell  as  milk^ 
any  milk  from  which  the  cream  or  a  part  thereof  has  been 
removed,  he  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more 
than  sixty  days,  or  both.  If  upon  analysis  any  milk  shall 
be  found  to  contain  less  than  twelve  per  cent,  of  milk 
solids,  or  in  the  case  of  skim-milk,  less  than  eight  and  one- 
half  per  cent,  of  milk  solids  exclusive  of  fat,  or  in  the  case 
of  cream,  less  than  eighteen  per  cent,  of  butter-fat,  or  in 
the  cases  of  butter  and  renovated  butter,  less  than  eighty 
per  cent,  of  butter-fat  or  more  than  sixteen  per  cent,  of 
water,  such  products  shall  not  be  deemed  as  of  standard 
quality;  and  the  sale,  offering  for  sale  or  having  in  posses- 
sion with  intent  to  sell,  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
of  milk,  skim-milk,  cream,  butter  or  renovated  butter 
which  fails  to  conform  to  the  requirements  herein  specified 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars. 

"Sect.  18.  Whoever  shall  sell  any  article  or  compound 
commonly  known  as  renovated  butter,  or  process  butter, 
in  quantity  less  than  the  original  unbroken  package  as 
duly  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Internal  Revenue  Department,  shall  stamp 
upon  the  outside  of  such  broken  or  retail  package  as  deliv- 
ered to  the  purchaser  the  words :  Renovated  Butter,  in  letters 
not  less  than  three-eighths  of  an  inch  square,  of  plain,  un- 
condensed  Gothic  caps.  No  renovated  or  process  butter 
shall  be  exposed  for  sale  in  other  than  the  original  package 
in  which  it  was  received  and  which  bears  the  labeling  as 
required  by  the  United  States  commissioner  of  internal 
revenue.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
offense;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  of  health, 
its  agents,  and  the  health  officers  or  milk  inspectors  of  cities 
and  towns  whenever  they  may  have  evidence  of  the  violation 
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of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  of  those  of  chapter 
115,  Laws  of  1895,  relating  to  oleomargarine,  to  file  the  neces- 
sary information  with  the  proper  chief  of  police  or  the  county 
solicitor,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  chief  of  police  and 
county  solicitor  to  prosecute  offenders  under  these  acts  to 
final  judgment  and  sentence."

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll.

The  question  being  stated. 

Shall  the  amendment  reported  by  the  minority  of  the 
committee  be  adopted? 

The  affirmative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  amend- 
ment was  adopted  and  the  bill  as  amended  ordered  to  a 
third  reading  tomorrow  morning  at  11  o'clock. 
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Senator  Bean  moved  that  the  rules  be  so  far  suspended 
that  the  bill  be  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading  by  title 
at  the  present  time. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  rules  be  so  suspended? 

On  motion  of  Senator  Boutwell,  the  bill  was  laid  on  the 
table  and  made  a  special  order  for  tomorrow  morning  at 
11  o'clock.

CONCURRENT    RESOLUTION. 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate 
concurring.  That  we  heartily  endorse  and  approve  the 
honest  efforts  of  President  Taft  to  lighten  the  burdens  of 
the  people  and  to  promote  friendly  and  mutually  profitable 
reciprocal  relations  between  the  United  States  and  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  and  that  we  recognize  such  efforts 
in  the  reciprocity  agreement  negotiated  between  said 
countries,  and  urge  our  senators  and  representatives  in 
Congress  to  cooperate  with  the  president  in  the  passage 
of  this  measure  and  all  such  legislation  as  will  promote  the 
welfare  of  our  people,  our  state  and  our  nation;  and  that 
a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  transmitted  by  the  clerk  of  the 
House  to  President  Taft  and  each  of  our  senators  and 
representatives. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  recommendation  of  the  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee "that  the  Senate  do  not  concur"  be  adopted? 

Senator  Merrill  raised  a  point  of  order  asking  if  it  would 
be  in  order  at  the  present  time  to  move  to  substitute  the 
report  of  the  minority  of  the  committee  for  that  of  the 
majority. 

The  chair  ruled  in  the  negative. 

The  question  recurring, 
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Shall  the  recommendation  of  the  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee ''that  the  Senate  do  not  concur"  be  adopted? 

The  negative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote. 

Senator  Pender  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll. 

The  following  named  senators  voted  in  the  affirmative : 

Senators  Cross  (District  No.  1),  Cheney,  Prentiss,  Cross 
(District  No.  10),  Chapman,  Leggett  and  Pender. 

The  following  named  senators  voted  in  the  negative: 

Senators  Rogers,  Gerry,  Bean,  Merrill,  Boutwell,  Doe, 
Goodnow,  Hayden,  Ahern,  Lucier,  Stevenson  and  Paul. 

Senators  Hosford  and  Jewell  were  paired. 

Seven  senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and 
twelve  senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  negative 
prevailed  and  the  recommendation  of  the  majority  of  the 
committee  was  not  adopted. 

Senator  Merrill  moved  that  the  Senate  concur  with  the 
House  in  the  passage  of  the  concurrent  resolution. 

The  chair  ruled  that  motion  of  the  Honorable  Senator 
from  District  No.  7  was  not  in  order,  as  the  Senate's  negative 
vote  on  the  question  of  the  adoption  of  the  recommendation 
of  the  majority  of  the  committee  "that  the  Senate  do  not 
concur"  was  equivalent  to  a  vote  of  concurrence,  and  so 
the  Senate  concurred  with  the  House  in  the  passage  of  the 
resolution. 

Senator  Hosford  offered  the  following  resolution  and 
moved  its  adoption: 

Whereas,  the  President  has  called  Congress  together  in 
extraordinary  session  to  consider  a  trade  agreement  with 
Canada,  and 

Whereas,  we  believe  in  the  principle  of  reciprocity  as 
advocated  by  James  G.  Blaine  and  William  McKinley,  but 
not  in  any  agreement  that  is  not  reciprocal  in  fact  as  well 
as  in  name, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  we  approve  of  any  agreement  that 
does  not  compel  our  industrial  classes  and  our  farmers  to 
compete  with  cheap  labor  and  cheap  land,  and  we  urge  our 
senators  and  representatives  to  use  all  honorable  means

to  secure  the  adoption  of  such  an  agreement  as  will  not 
deprive  the  farmers  of  the  United  States  of  the  benefit  of 
the  markets  of  the  United  States  or  bring  our  laboring 
classes  into  competition  with  cheap  labor. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  resolution  offered  by  the  Honorable  Senator 
from  District  No.  2  be  adopted? 

Senator  Ahern  moved  that  the  resolution  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  resolution  be  indefinitely  postponed? 

On  the  above  question,  the  chair,  being  in  doubt,  ordered 
a  division. 

Senator  Hosford  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Senator  Boutwell  moved  that  the  resolution  be  laid  on 
the  table  and  made  a  special  order  for  tomorrow  afternoon 
at  3.10  o'clock. 

The  chair  moved  that  the  motion  of  the  Honorable 
Senator  from  District  No.  9  was  not  in  order,  stating  that  a 
motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  takes  precedence  over  a 
motion  to  lay  on  the  table. 

The  question  recurring, 

Shall  the  resolution  be  indefinitely  postponed? 

Senator  Hosford  having  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays,  the 
clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll.

Real  estate  shall  be  taxed  independently  of  any 
mines  or  ores  contained  therein  until  such  mines  or  ores  shall 
become  a  source  of  profit;  except  when  such  mines  or  ores, 
or  rights  therein,  are  owned  by  some  person  other  than  the 
one  to  whom  such  real  estate  is  taxed,  in  which  case  they 
shall  be  taxed  as  real  estate  to  such  other  person. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  amendment  be  adopted? 

(Discussion  ensued.) 
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The  affirmative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote,  and  the 
amendment  was  adopted.  The  bill  as  amended,  was  then 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  3.00  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Merrill,  the  following  entitled  bill 
(passed  by  the  Senate  March  7,  1911),  House  Bill  No.  466, 
"An  act  in  relation  to  pandering,  to  define  and  prohibit  the 
same  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment  thereof,"  was 
recalled  from  the  governor  for  purpose  of  amendment.

Senator  Doe,  for  the  Committee  on  Incorporations,  to 
whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  182,  An  act  to  incorpo- 
rate the  Nute  Charitable  Association,  having  considered  the 
same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amendments 
and  recommended  its  passage: 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  inserting  after  the  name, 
"Harry  L.  Avery"  the  following:  "Bard  B.  Plummer, 
Joseph  H.  Avery,  Walter  E.  Looney,  Charles  D.  Fox, 
Moses  G.  Chamberlain."  Strike  out  after  the  word  ''Mil- 
ton" and  "Samuel  D.  Felker  of  Rochester."  Strike  out 
after  the  word  "three"  in  said  section  and  insert  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "seven,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  Everet  F.  Fox,  Charles  A.  Jones, 
M.  A.  H.  Hart,  Harry  L.  Avery,  Walter  E.  Looney,  Charles 
D.  Fox,  Moses  G.  Chamberlain,  and  their  successors  are 
hereby  made  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Nute 
Charitable  Association,  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities 
incident  to  corporations  of  a  similar  nature,  and  by  that 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued.  Harry  L.  Avery  or  Charles 
A.  Jones  may  call  the  first  meeting  of  said  association  by 
letter  mailed  to  each  member  of  said  association  at  least 
seven  days  prior  to  the  date  set  for  said  first  meeting. 

Amend  section  3  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words 
"the  members  of"  and  insert  after  the  word  "shall"  the  follow- 
ing: "consist  of  nine  who  shall."  Insert  after  the  word  "direc- 
tors" the  following:  "a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute 
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a  quorum."  Insert  after  the  word  "officers"  the  following: 
"The  treasurer  shall  give  such  satisfactory  bonds  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as  the  corporation  may  deem 
proper,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

Sect.  3.  Said  corporation  shall  consist  of  nine  who  shall 
be  its  directors,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  they  may  elect  from  their  number  a  presi- 
dent, secretary,  and  treasurer,  and  all  other  necessary  offi- 
cers. The  treasurer  shall  give  such  satisfactory  bonds  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as  the  corporation  may 
deem  proper.  The  members  may  fill  any  vacancy  that  may 
arise  in  their  body.  The  place  of  business  of  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  in  Milton,  N.  H. 

Amend  the  bill  by  adding  after  section  6,  the  following 
section : 

Sect.  7.  Said  corporation  shall  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  January  of  each  year,  render  a  report  to  the  select- 
men of  said  Milton,  containing  statement  of  funds  on  hand, 
how  invested,  income  received  during  the  year,  number  of 
persons  assisted  and  accounts  of  sucn  assistance  csnsistent 
with  the  terms  of  said  will  and  with  the  provisions  of  section 
8  of  this  act. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  all  the  remaining 
sections.

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  present 
title  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  "An  act 
to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  revise 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Keene."

Section  1.  The  mayor  of  the  city  of  Keene  shall  appoint 
as  soon  as  may  be,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city 
council  in  joint  convention,  three  suitable  persons,  who, 
together  with  said  mayor  and  the  city  solicitor  of  said  city, 
shall  constitute  a  committee  to  revise  the  charter  of  said 
city.  The  persons  so  appointed  shall  be  residents  of  said 
city,  but  shall  not  be  members  of  the  city  council  nor  incum- 
bents of  any  other  municipal  office,  and  not  more  than  two 
of  them  shall  belong  to  the  same  pohtical  party.  When 
said  appointments  are  made  and  confirmed,  the  city  clerk 
shall  certify  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  committee 
to  the  secretary  of  state,  and  at  their  first  meeting,  which 
shall  be  called  by  the  mayor,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
committee,  shall  organize  by  choosing  one  of  their  members 
as  clerk. 
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The  report  was  accepted,  amendments  adopted  and  the 
bill  as  amended  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon 
at  3  o'clock. 

Senator  Merrill,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to 
whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  525,  An  act  relating  to 
firearms,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same 
with  the  following  resolution:

Amend  the  title  of  said  bill  bj^  striking  out  the  whole 
of  said  title  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
new  title:  An  act  legalizing  the  biennial  elections  held  by 
the  inhabitants  of  Ward  3,  Franklin,  since  the  year  1895. 

Amend  said  bill  be  striking  out  all  of  section  1  thereof 
and  by  renumbering  section  2  so  as  to  read  section  1  and  by 
renumbering  section  3  so  as  to  read  section  2,  so  that  said 
bill  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  votes  and  proceedings  at  all  bien- 
nial elections  held  by  the  inhabitants  of  Ward  3,  Franklin, 
since  the  year  1895,  are  hereby  legahzed  and  confirmed. 

Sect.  2,  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  passage. 

Senator  Pender  moved  that  the  Senate  concur  with  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  its  amendments  to  the  above 
entitled  bill. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  Senate  concur? 

Senator  Ahem  moved  that  the  bill  and  amendments  be

Thirteen  senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and 
nine  senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  affirmative 
prevailed  and  the  Senate  voted  to  concur  with  the  House 
in  its  amendments. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  House  of 
Representatives  concurs  with  the  Honorable  Senate  in  the 
passage  of  the  following  entitled  bill,  with  amendments,  in 
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the  passage  of  which  amendments  the  House  asks  the  con- 
currence of  the  Honorable  Senate: 

Senate  Bill  No.  42,  An  act  to  revise  the  charter  of  the 
city  of  Nashua. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  section  27  all  after 
the  word  "term"  where  it  first  appears,  so  that  said  section 
when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  27.  In  case  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  alder- 
man from  any  cause,  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  choose 
some  duly  qualified  person  not  already  a  member  of  that 
body  to  fill  the  same.  In  case  any  officers  other  than  mayor 
and  aldermen  shall  be  required  to  be  chosen  by  popular 
vote  at  municipal  elections,  vacancies  occurring  in  such 
offices  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  aldermen  for  the 
residue  of  the  unexpired  term. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  figures  "1915" 
in  the  last  fine  of  section  38,  and  substituting  in  place  thereof 
the  figures  "1913,"  so  that  said  section  when  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

Sect.  38.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board  of  assessors 
consisting  of  six  members,  who  shall  have  all  the  powers  and 
be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  by  law  conferred  or  imposed 
on  assessors  of  taxes  in  cities,  and  perform  such  further 
duties  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe by  ordinance.  At  the  first  primary  to  be  holden 
under  this  act,  there  shall  be  nominated  six  candidates 
for  the  board  of  assessors,  who  shall  be  nominated  as  can- 
didates for  the  term  of  four  years.  At  the  first  municipal 
election  to  be  holden  under  this  act  there  shall  be  elected 
three  assessors  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  four  years  from 
the  first  secular  day  of  January  next  following  their  election, 
and  until  their  successors  are  duly  chosen  and  qualified. 
At  each  succeeding  municipal  election  there  shall  be  chosen 
three  members  of  said  board  of  assessors  for  the  full  term  of 
four  years  each.  Rome  R.  Hooper,  James  H.  Waters  and 
Henry  H.  Davis  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until 
December  31,  1911,  and  Charles  H.  Runnells,  Charles  H. 
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Burke  and  Arthur  H.  Cotton  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  until  December  31,  1913. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  section  48, 
all  after  the  word  "continued"  where  it  first  appears,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  48.  The  police  court,  board  of  police  commis- 
sioners and  police  force,  board  of  fire  commissioners  and 
fire  department,  board  of  park  commissioners,  and  the 
boards  of  trustees  of  cemeteries  and  public  library,  sinking 
fund  and  Hunt  legacy,  and  all  other  bodies  or  officers  not 
specially  abolished  or  superseded  herein,  as  at  present 
constituted,  are  hereby  continued. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  second  para- 
graph of  section  55,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

Sect.  55.  So  much  of  the  original  charter  of  said  city, 
and  of  the  special  act  since  passed  in  amendment  or  supple- 
ment thereof  as  is  now  in  force  relative  to  police  court,  police 
commissioners,  police  force  and  fire  department  and  other 
officers  as  referred  to  in  section  48,  is  hereby  continued  in 
force,  with  the  exception  of  such  provisions  as  are  incon- 
sistent with  this  act;  but  all  special  legislation  relative  to 
the  government  of  said  city,  inconsistent  with  the  provision 
of  this  act  is  hereby  repealed.  All  general  laws  relative 
to  the  govermnent  of  cities  shall  remain  in  force  in  said  city 
so  far  as  the  same  can  be  applied  consistently  with  the 
intents  and  purposes  of  this  act,  but  shall  be  deemed  super- 
seded as  to  said  city  by  this  act  so  far  as  inconsistent  here- 
with. The  board  of  aldermen  hereby  established  shall 
cause  the  city  ordinances  to  be  thoroughly  revised  con- 
formably with  this  act  as  soon  as  practicable,  pending  such 
revision  all  existing  ordinances  and  other  municipal  regula- 
tions shall  remain  in  force  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  applied 
consistently  with  the  intents  and  purposes  of  this  act,  but 
are  hereby  annulled  so  far  as  inconsistent  herewith.  In 
all  existing  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  hereby  saved, 
references  to  the  city  councils,  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen, 
street    commissioner    or    other    bodies    or    officers    hereby

abolished  or  superseded,  or  to  bodies  or  officers  whose  con- 
stitution or  functions  are  hereby  altered,  shall  be  taken 
to  mean  the  body  or  officer  upon  whom  jurisdiction  of  the 
matter  in  question  is  conferred  by  this  act. 

Amend  said  act  by  striking  out  section  57  in  its  entirety 
and  substituting  therefor  the  following  section,  to  be  known 
as  section  57: 

This  act  shall  not  take  effect  unless  it  is  adopted  by  a 
majority  vote  at  a  special  election  to  be  holden  in  the  city 
of  Nashua  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  June,  1911.  The  select- 
men of  the  several  wards  in  said  city  shall  warn  the  meet- 
ings to  be  holden  in  their  respective  wards  to  pass  upon  the 
adoption  of  this  act,  in  the  manner  required  for  the  warn- 
ing of  regular  biennial  elections.  They  shall  insert  in 
their  warrant  an  article  providing  for  taking  the  sense  of 
the  qualified  voters  upon  the  following  question:  "Shall 
the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  revise  the  charter 
of  the  City  of  Nashua'  be  adopted?"  The  city  clerk  shall 
seasonably  furnish  to  the  selectmen  of  the  several  wards 
the  requisite  number  of  warrants  and  copies  of  the  same  in 
proper  form  for  posting  and  making  their  return  thereof. 
The  city  clerk  shall  prepare  the  ballots  for  use  at  said 
election.  The  number  of  ballots  furnished  for  use  in  each 
ward  shall  be  the  same  as  is  by  law,  required  to  be  furnished 
for  use  at  regular  biennial  elections,  and  the  laws  governing 
the  preparation  and  furnishing  of  ballots  by  the  secretary 
of  state  for  use  at  regular  biennial  elections  shall  be  followed 
by  the  city  clerk  so  far  as  applicable.  The  ballots  shall 
bear  on  their  face  the  words  City  of  Nashua,  special  elec- 
tion, June  6,  1911,  and  the  question,  "Shall  the  provisions 
of  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  revise  the  charter  of  the  city 
of  Nashua'  be  adopted?"  Beneath  said  question  shall  be 
printed  the  word  "yes"  and  the  word  "no,"  with  a  square 
immediately  opposite  each  of  said  words,  and  the  voter 
shall  indicate  his  choice  by  making  a  cross  in  the  appropriate 
square.  The  ballots  shall  be  endorsed  on  the  back,  "City 
of  Nashua,  special  election,  June  6,  1911,  official  ballot," 
with  a  facsimile  signature  of  the  city  clerk.     Said  election 
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shall  be  conducted  by  the  regular  election  officers  in  each 
ward,  and  all  laws,  applicable  to  regular  biennial  elections 
with  reference  to  the  correcting,  revising,  use  and  preserva- 
tion of  check-lists,  the  preparation  of  voting  places,  the 
manner  of  conducting  the  election,  the  counting,  record 
and  return  of  votes,  the  sealing  and  preservation  of  ballots 
and  tally-sheets,  and  the  duties  of  election  officers,  shall 
apply  to  and  govern  said  election,  except  as  herein  expressly 
modified.  The  polls  shall  be  open  for  the  reception  of  bal- 
lots in  each  ward  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  six 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  official  return  of  the  vote, 
and  the  ballots  and  tally-sheets,  duly  sealed  up,  shall  be 
delivered  by  the  ward  clerks  to  the  city  clerk  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  close  of  said  election.  The  city  clerk 
shall  seasonably  furnish  to  the  several  ward  clerks  suitable 
blanks  for  making  such  returns.  The  board  of  mayor  and 
aldermen  shall  meet  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
Thursday,  June  8,  1911,  at  the  council  chamber.  The 
city  clerk  shall  at  that  time  open  and  lay  before  them  the 
returns  of  the  votes  in  the  several  wards,  and  they  shall 
canvass  the  returns  and  declare  the  result,  which  shall  be 
duly  recorded  by  the  city  clerk.  If  it  shall  appear  that  a 
majority  of  those  voting  at  said  election  have  voted  in  the 
affirmative,  this  act  shall  be  declared  to  have  been  adopted; 
otherwise,  it  shall  be  declared  not  to  have  been  adopted. 
Ten  or  more  legal  voters  of  the  city  may  within  one  week 
after  such  canvass  file  with  the  city  clerk  a  petition  in  writ- 
ing, requesting  a  recount  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election. 
In  such  case,  the  city  clerk  shall  within  three  days  there- 
after, in  the  council  chamber,  open  the  packages  contain- 
ing the  ballots  used  at  said  election  in  presence  of  the  mayor 
and  board  of  aldermen  and  such  others  as  may  choose  to 
attend.  The  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen  shall  thereupon 
recount  the  ballots  and  declare  the  result,  which  shall  be  duly 
recorded  by  the  city  clerk,  and  shall  be  conclusive  as  to 
the  result  of  said  election.  Said  election  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  an  election  within  the  meaning  of  all  penal  statutes 
of  the  state  relating  to  offenses  against  the  purity  of  elec- 
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tions,  the  conduct  of  elections,  and  the  duties  of  supervisors 
of  the  check-Kst,  moderators,  ward  clerks,  selectmen,  inspec- 
tors of  elections,  and  all  other  persons  having  any  duties 
to  perform  with  reference  to  said  election. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Lucier,  the  Senate  voted  to  non- 
concur with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  its  amendments 
to  the  above  entitled  bill.

Any  provision  of  law  regarding  trust  companies, 
banking  companies,  loan  and  banking  companies,  or 
similar  corporations,  whether  contained  in  the  general 
statutes  or  in  the  charter  of  any  institution  incorporated 
by  this  state,  which  authorizes  or  permits  such  company 
to  issue,  sell,  or  negotiate  its  own  bonds  or  mortgage  securi- 
ties,' or  its  own  choses  in  action  secured  by  mortgage  of 
real  estate  which  are  to  be  issued,  sold,  or  negotiated  as 
investments,  or  which  authorizes  or  permits  it  to  guarantee 
the  bonds,  mortgage  securities,  or  other  choses  in  action 
of  other  persons  or  corporations  issued,  sold,  or  negotiated 
as  investments,  or  which  authorizes  or  permits  it  to  engage 
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*n  the  business  of  marine,  fire,  or  life  insurance,  or  fidelity, 
surety,  accident,  health,  liability,  credit,  title,  or  other 
form  of  casualty  insurance,  is  hereby  repealed;  and  to 
that  extent  this  act  shall  be  an  amendment  to  the  charter 
of  every  trust  company  or  similar  corporation,  and  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  for  such  companies,  or  any  of  them,  to 
accept  said  amendment.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  any  corporation  or  company  actually 
engaged  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1911,  in  the  business 
of  fidelity  and  surety  insurance  in  so  far  as  the  right  of 
such  company  to  continue  such  business  of  fidelity  and 
surety  insurance  is  concerned.

those  terms,  be  printed  on  the  wrapper  or  container  in 
which  they  are  delivered  to  the  purchaser  or  unless, 
in  the  absence  of  such  wrapper  or  container,  the  seller 
inform  the  purchaser  of  the  fact  that  such  products  are 
"cold  storage"  or  preserved,"  as  the  case  may  be. 
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Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  section  2. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  proposed  amendments  be  adopted?

No  person  shall  sell  or  deliver  any  food 
products  that  have  been  held  in  cold  storage  or  which  have 
been  packed  in  or  treated  with  any  artificial  preservative, 
unless  the  words  "cold  storage"  or  "preserved,"  as  the  case 
may  be,  in  the  meaning  commonly  assigned  to  those  terms, 
be  printed  on  the  wrapper  or  container  in  which  they 
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are  delivered  to  the  purchaser  or  unless,  in  the  absence  of 
such  wrapper  or  container,  the  seller  inform  the  pur- 
chaser of  the  fact  that  such  products  are  "cold  storage" 
or  "preserved,"  as  the  case  may  be. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  section  2. 

The  question  being  stated. 

Shall   the   vote   be   reconsidered? 

On  motion  of  Senator  Doe,  the  bill  and  pending  motion 
were  laid  on  the  table  and  made  a  special  order  for  to- 
morrow afternoon  at  3  o'clock.

Senator  Hosford  called  for  the  special  order  for  11.06 
o'clock,  it  being  House  Bill  No.  58,  An  act  to  provide  for 
the  election  of  delegates  to  national  conventions  by  direct 
vote  of  the  people.

Amend  paragraph  (3)  of  section  3  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "held"  the  following  ''and  in  towns  which  have 
adopted  the  provisions  of  chapter  78  of  the  Laws  of  1897 
relative  to  the  election  of  town  officers"  and  by  striking  out 
the  word  "city"  before  the  word  "election,"  so  that  said 
paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(3)  In  cities  where  an  election  is  held  on  the  day  on 
which  the  primary  is  required  under  the  terms  of  this  act 
to  be  held  and  in  towns  which  have  adopted  the  provisions 
of  chapter  78  of  the  Laws  of  1897  relative  to  the  election  of 
town  officers,  the  primary  ballot  hereinafter  provided  for, 
may  be  given  to  the  voter  coincidentally  with  the  ballot 
used  for  the  purposes  of  said  election. 

The  question  being  stated. 

Shall  the  proposed  amendment  be  adopted? 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

The  negative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote. 

Senator  Merrill  called  for  a  division. 

On  division,  fourteen  senators  voted  in  the  affirmative, 
and  seven  senators  voted  in  the  negative.  The  affirmative 
prevailed  and  the  amendments  were  adopted.

The  affirmative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote. 

The  bill  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  after- 
noon at  3  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Pender,  the  rules  were  so  far  sus- 
pended that  the  bill  was  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading 
by  title  at  the  present  time.

The  negative  pre- 
vailed and  the  motion  to  substitute  the  report  of  the 
minority  for  that  of  the  majority  was  negatived. 

The  bill  being  on  its  second  reading.  Senator  Merrill 
offered  the  following  amendments  and  moved  their  adoption: 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Section  1.  Section  3  of  chapter  153,  Laws  of  1909, 
is  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following: 
"Hereafter  no  legislative  caucus  for  the  nomination  of 
candidate  for  United  States  senator  shall  be  held  by  the 
members  of  any  party,  but  all  party  candidates  for  such 
office  shall  be  nominated  at  a  primary  in  accordance  with 
this  act,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

Sect.  3.  Hereafter  all  candidates  for  elective  offices 
shall  be  nominated: 

(1)  By  a  primary  held  in  accordance  with  this  act,  or 

(2)  By  nomination  papers,  signed  and  filed  as  provided 
by  existing  statutes. 

Hereafter  no  legislative  caucus  for  the  nomination  of 
candidate  for  United  States  senator  shall  be  held  by  the 
members  of  any  party,  but  all  party  candidates  for  such 
office  shall  be  nominated  at  a  primary  in  accordance  with 
this  act. 

Sect.  2.  Amend  section  4  of  said  chapter  by  inserting 
the  following  as  paragraph  3 : 

(3)  In  years  preceding  a  session  of  the  Legislature 
which  shall  be  called  upon  to  vote  for  a  United  States 
senator,  party  candidates  for  the  office  of  United  States 
senator  shall  be  nominated  at  such  primary. 

Further  amend  said  section  4  by  renumbering  paragraph 
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3  as  paragraph  4,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

Sect.  4.  (1)  A  primary  shall  be  held  at  the  regular 
polling  places  in  each  town  and  ward  in  the  state  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  September,  1910,  and  biennially  there- 
after, for  the  nomination  of  all  candidates  to  be  voted 
for  at  the  November  election,  except  presidential  electors. 

(2)  At  each  such  primary  there  shall  be  elected  in  each 
town  and  ward,  from  the  legal  voters  in  such  town  or  ward 
as  many  state  delegates  as  such  town  or  ward  is  entitled 
to  elect  representatives  to  the  General  Court  at  the  election 
next  following  such  primary. 

(3)  In  years  preceding  a  session  of  the  Legislature 
which  shall  be  called  upon  to  vote  for  a  United  States 
senator  party  candidates  for  the  office  of  United  States 
senator  shall  be  nominated  at  such  primary. 

(4)  Primaries  shall  be  conducted  by  the  regular  election 
ofiicers  as  elections  are  conducted  under  existing  laws. 

Sect.  3.  Amend  paragraph  (2)  (a)  of  section  6  of  said 
chapter  by  inserting  after  the  word  "governor"  the  words 
"United  States  senator,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

(2)  Declarations  of  candidacy  shall  be  filed  as  follows: 

(a)  For  governor,  United  States  senator  or  any  other 
officer  to  be  voted  for  throughout  the  state,  or  United 
States  senators,  members  of  Congress,  councilors,  state 
senators  and  for  county  oflacers,  with  the  secretary  of  state. 

(b)  For  members  of  the  house  of  representatives,  mod- 
erator, supervisors  of  the  check-list,  and  delegates  to 
state  conventions,  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  within 
which  such  officers  are  to  be  voted  for. 

Sect.  4.  Amend  section  7  of  said  chapter  by  inserting 
after  paragraph  1  the  following: 

(2)  For  United  States  senator  one  hundred  dollars. 

Further  amend  said  section  by  renumbering  the  suc- 
ceeding paragraphs  to  correspond,  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  7.     At  the  time  of  filing  declarations  of  candidacy 
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each  candidate,  or  some  persons  for  him,  shall  pay  to  the 
officer  with  whom  the  same  are  filed  the  following  fees : 

(1)  For  governor,  one  hundred  dollars. 

(2)  For  United  States  senator,  one  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  For  any  state  officer,  other  than  governor,  to  be 
voted  for  throughout  the  state,  fifty  dollars. 

(4)  For  representative  in  Congress,  fifty  dollars. 

(5)  For  councilor,  twenty-five  dollars. 

(6)  For  state  senator,  ten  dollars. 

(7)  For  county  officers,  five  dollars. 

(8)  For  member  of  the  house  of  representatives,  two  dol- 
lars. 

(9)  For  supervisor  of  check-list,   one  dollar. 

(10)  For  moderator,  one  dollar. 

Sect.  5.  Amend  paragraph  (4)  (a)  of  section  14  of  said 
chapter  by  inserting  after  the  word  "governor"  the  words 
"United  States  senator,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

(4)  No  candidate,  however,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  recount 
unless  he  shall  pay  to  the  secretary  of  state  at  the  time  of 
filing  his  application,  fees  as  follows: 

(a)  If  a  candidate  for  governor,  or  other  officer  voted  for 
throughout  the  state,  or  United  State  senator,  one  hundred 
dollars; 

(b)  If  a  candidate  for  member  of  Congress,  fifty  dollars; 

(c)  If  a  candidate  for  councilor,  twenty-five  dollars; 

(d)  If  a  candidate  for  a  county  office,  ten  dollars; 

(e)  If  a  candidate  for  state  senator,  ten  dollars; 

(f)  If  a  candidate  for  member  of  the  house  of  represen- 
tatives, five  dollars; 

(g)  If  a  candidate  for  supervisor  of  the  check-list,  five 
dollars; 

(h)  If  a  candidate  for  moderator,  five  dollars. 

The  question  being  stated. 

Shall  the  proposed  amendment  be  adopted?

Senate  Bill  No.  6,  An  act  relating  to  the  licensing  and 
the  regulating  of  the  receiving,  boarding  and  keeping  of 
infants. 

Amend  section  2  by  inserting  the  words  "in  its  discre- 
tion" after  the  word  "may"  in  the  first  sentence  of  said 
section  (Hne  2  on  printed  bill),  by  inserting  the  words  "and 
any  further  restrictions  or  regulations  which  the  state 
board  of  charities  and  correction  may  deem  necessary" 
after  the  words  "one  time"  in  the  third  sentence  (line  10 
on  printed  bill),  by  adding  the  words  "and  any  revocation 
thereof"  to  the  end  of  the  fifth  sentence  (after  "thereof" 
line  20  on  printed  bill),  and  by  adding  the  following  at  the 
end  of  said  section:  "Such  premises  shall  also  be  subject 
to  visitation  and  inspection  at  any  time  by  the  solicitor  of 
the  county  and  the  mayor,  selectmen  and  police  officers  of 
the  city  or  town." 

Amend  section  4  by  adding  the  following  at  the  end 
thereof:  "and  any  other  facts  regarding  such  infant  which 
said  board  may  direct.  In  the  case  of  the  death  of  any 
such  infant,  the  licensee  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  said 
board  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  stating  the 
date  and  cause  of  its  death,  the  duration  of  its  illness,  and 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  attending  physician  and 
undertaker,  and  shall  also  enter  said  facts  upon  said  record. 
Said  record,  together  with  all  written  contracts  relative  to 
such  infants,  shall  be  open  to  examination  by  any  person 
authorized  by  this  act  to  inspect  the  hcensed  premises. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  changing  the  number  of  the 
concluding  section  from  15  to  16,  and  by  striking  out  the 
present  section  14  (added  by  amendment  in  the  Senate)  and 
substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following  revised  section 
14  and  new  section  15: 

Sect.  14.  No  citizen  of  this  state  or  other  person  sub- 
ject  to   its  jurisdiction   shall   print,   pubhsh,    circulate   or 
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cause  or  procure  to  be  printed,  published  or  circulated  in 
this  state  any  press  or  other  advertisement  of,  or  in  any 
other  manner  publicly  solicit  within  the  state  patronage 
for  any  boarding  house  for  infants,  located  either  within  or 
without  this  state,  nor  print,  publish,  circulate  or  cause 
or  procure  to  be  printed,  pubhshed  or  circulated  without 
this  state  any  press  or  other  advertisement  of,  or  otherwise 
publicly  solicit  outside  this  state  patronage  for,  any  board- 
ing house  for  infants  located  within  this  state,  whether 
maintained  by  himself  or  others;  except  that  any  such  insti- 
tution duly  licensed  under  this  act  may  display  a  sign 
containing  the  name  of  the  institution  but  no  other  words 
or  information.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
a  license  issued  under  this  act,  knowingly  make  any  false 
entry  or  statement  in  connection  with  any  record,  notice, 
information  or  report  required  by  this  act,  knowingly 
give  false  information  to  or  otherwise  attempt  to  deceive 
or  mislead  any  one  engaged  in  investigation  or  inspection 
under  the  authority  of  this  act,  or  otherwise  violate  any 
provision  of  this  act  for  whose  infringement  no  penalty 
is  hereinbefore  specifically  provided,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  or 
imprisonment. 

Sect.  15.  If  facts  shall  come  to  the  attention  of  any 
physician,  undertaker,  officer  authorized  to  issue  burial 
permits  or  other  person,  indicating  that  any  infant  kept 
at  a  boarding  house  for  infants  is  being  cruelly  treated  or 
that  its  life  or  health  is  endangered  by  lack  of  suitable 
nourishment,  care,  nursing  or  medical  attendance,  or  that 
the  death  of  any  infant  dying  at  such  an  institution  may 
have  been  occasioned  by  such  cruelty  or  neglect,  such  per- 
son shall  forthwith,  under  penalty  of  a  fine  of  ten  dollars 
for  each  day's  failure,  give  notice  thereof  to  the  state  board 
of  charities  and  correction  and  to  the  county  solicitor  of 
the  county.  Upon  receipt  of  such  notice  said  board 
may,  and  said  sohcitor  shall,  immediately  investigate  the 
case,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  sohcitor  to  cause 
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the  custodian  or  custodians  of  such  infant  to  be  arrested 
and  criminally  prosecuted  for  cruelty  to  children,  man- 
slaughter or  murder  as  the  case  may  be,  if  probable  cause 
appears  for  such  prosecution.

MAJORITY    AND    MINORITY    REPORTS. 

Senator  Hosford,  for  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  322,  An  act 
to  establish  a  public  service  commission,  having  considered 
the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amendments 
and  recommended  its  passage: 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hosford,  reading  of  the  amend- 
ments reported  by  the  committee  was  dispensed  with, 
except  the  proposed  new  section  22. 

Amend  paragraph  (c)  of  section  1  by  changing  the 
period  at  the  end  thereof  to  a  comma  and  by  adding  the 
following,  "or  owning  or  operating  any  ferry  or  toll  bridge," 
so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(c)  The  term  "public  utility"  shall  include  every  cor- 
poration, company,  association,  joint  stock  association, 
partnership  and  person,  their  lessees,  trustees  or  receivers 
appointed  by  any  court  whatsoever,  except  municipal 
corporations,  owning,  operating  or  managing  any  plant 
or  equipment  or  any  part  of  the  same  for  the  conveyance 
of  telephone  or  telegraph  messages  or  for  the  manufacture 
of  furnishing  of  light,  heat,  power  or  water  for  the  public, 
or  owning  or  operating  any  ferry  or  toll  bridge. 

Amend  paragraph  (a)  of  section  2  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following,  "The  chairman  of  the  commission 
shall  be  appointed  and  commissioned  as  such,"  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  2.  (a)  A  public  service  commission  is  hereby 
created  to  be  composed  of  three  competent  persons.  Im- 
mediately after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  governor  shall, 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  council,  appoint  such 
commissioners.  The  term  of  one  such  appointee  shall 
terminate  on  the  first  Monday  of  May,  1913.  The  term 
of  the  second  such  appointee  shall  terminate  on  the  first 
Monday  of  May,  1915.  The  term  of  the  third  such 
appointee  shall  terminate  on  the  first  Monday  in  May, 
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1917.  Prior  to  May  1  in  the  year  1913,  and  in  each  year 
thereafter  when  the  term  of  a  commissioner  is  about 
to  expire,  there  shall  be  appointed  and  confirmed  in  the 
same  manner  one  commissioner  for  the  term  of  six  years 
from  the  first  Monday  of  May  in  that  year.  Each  com- 
missioner so  appointed  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  appointed  and  qualified.  Any  vacancies  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor  for  the  unex- 
pired term  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  council.  The 
chairman  of  the  commission  shall  be  appointed  and  com- 
missioned as  such. 

Amend  paragraph  (d)  of  section  2  by  striking  out  the 
words  "serve  on  or  under  any  committee  of  any  political 
party,  nor,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

(d)  No  member  of  the  commission  shall  render  any 
professional  service  for  any  railroad  corporation  in  this 
or  any  other  state,  or  for  any  public  utility  in  this  state, 
or  act  as  attorney,  or  render  professional  service  against 
any  such  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility;  nor  shall 
he  be  a  member  of  a  firm  which  renders  any  such  service; 
nor  shall  he  directly  or  indirectly  be  a  part  to  any  con- 
tract with  any  such  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility, 
except  a  contract  for  the  transportation  of  telephone  or 
telegraph  messages,  or  of  passengers  or  property,  or  a 
contract  for  the  purchase  of  water,  gas  or  electricity  or 
for  other  similar  service.  No  commissioner  shall  hold 
any  national  or  other  state  office  of  profit  except  the 
office  of  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public.  If  any 
commissioner  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  para- 
graph he  may  be  removed  by  the  governor  and  council 
3.S  for  malfeasance  in  office. 

Amend  paragraph  (e)  of  section  2  by  striking  out  the 
whole  of  said  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

(e)  The  annual  salary  of  the  chairman  shall  be  thirty- 
two  hundred  dollars,  that  of  the  clerk  three  thousand 
dollars,  and  that  of  the  other  member  twenty-seven  hun- 
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dred  dollars,  and  shall  be  paid  from  the  state  treasury 
in  equal  quarterly  payments. 

Amend  paragraph  (a)  of  section  3  by  inserting  after 
the  first  word  "laws"  of  said  paragraph  the  words  ''except 
in  so  far  as  inconsistent  with  the  powers  and  duties  imposed 
by  this  act,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

Sect.  3.  (a)  All  the  powers  and  duties  imposed  and 
conferred  upon  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  under 
existing  laws,  except  in  so  far  as  inconsistent  with  the 
powers  and  duties  imposed  by  this  act,  are  hereby  imposed 
and  conferred  upon  the  public  service  commission  created 
by  this  act,  and  all  proceedings  and  appeals  which  under 
existing  laws  are  required  to  be  brought  before  the  board 
of  railroad  commissioners  shall  hereafter  be  brought  before 
said  commission,  it  being  the  intent  hereof  to  substitute  said 
public  service  commission  with  all  the  powers  and  duties 
imposed  upon  the  same  by  this  act  in  the  place  of  said  board 
of  railroad  commissioners;  provided,  however,  that  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
shall  continue  to  be  exercised  by  that  board  till  May  1, 
1911,  until  which  date  said  board  of  railroad  commission- 
ers now  in  office  shall  continue  to  serve  at  their  present 
salary,  and  on  which  date  the  powers  of  said  board  shall 
terminate  and  said  board  shall  be  abolished. 

Amend  paragraph  (c)  of  section  3  by  adding  after  the 
word  "before"  the  following,  "the  supreme  court  under  the 
provisions  of  sections  18,  19  and  20  of  chapter  156  of  the 
PubHc  Statutes,  or  before,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(c)  The  passage  of  this  act  shall  not  affect  pending 
actions  or  proceedings,  but  all  actions  and  proceedings 
pending  before  the  supreme  court  under  the  provisions  of 
sections  18,  19  and  20  of  chapter  156  of  the  Pubhc  Statutes, 
or  before  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  on  May  1, 
1911,  shall  thereafter  be  acted  upon  and  determined  by  the 
public  service  commission  in  all  respects  as  if  said  actions 
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and  proceedings  had  been  originally  instituted  before  said 
commission. 

Amend  section  4  by  inserting  the  word  "reasonably" 
before  the  word  ''safe,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read   as  follows: 

Sect.  4.  Every  railroad  corporation  and  every  public 
utility  shall  furnish  such  service  and  facilities  as  shall  be 
reasonably  safe  and  adequate  and  in  all  respects  just  and 
reasonable.  All  charges  made  or  demanded  by  any  rail- 
road corporation  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or 
property,  or  for  any  service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  in 
connection  therewith  and  all  charges  made  or  demanded 
by  any  public  utility  for  the  transmission  of  telephone  or 
telegraph  messages  or  for  gas,  electricity  or  water  or  any 
service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  in  connection  therewith, 
shall  be  just  and  reasonable  and  not  more  than  is  allowed 
by  law  or  by  order  of  the  commission.  Every  charge  that 
is  unjust  or  unreasonable  or  in  excess  of  that  allowed  by  law 
or  by  order  of  the  commission  is  prohibited. 

Amend  section  6  by  adding  after  the  word  ''utilities"  the 
words  "for  their  business  within  this  st^te"  and  by  adding 
after  the  word  "corporations"  the  words  "and  pubhc 
utilities,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

Sect.  6.  The  commission  may  whenever  it  deems  advis- 
able establish  a  system  of  accounts  and  records  to  be  used 
by  railroad  corporations  and  by  public  utilities  for  their 
business  within  this  state  and  may  classify  the  said  rail- 
road corporation  and  pubUc  utihties  and  prescribe  a 
system  of  accounts  for  each  class,  and  may  prescribe  the 
manner  in  which  said  accounts  shall  be  kept;  'provided, 
however,  that  railroad  corporations  and  public  utilities 
shall  not  be  required  to  keep  any  system  of  accounts  and 
records,  which  would  conflict  witn  any  requirements  made 
of  them  by  the  interstate  commerce  commission. 

Amend  paragraph  (b)  of  section  7  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "corporations"  in  said  paragraph  the  following 
words,  "and  public  utilities  subject  to  regulation  by  the 
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interstate  commerce  commission,"  so  that  said  paragraph 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(b)  Unless  the  commission  otherwise  orders,  no  change 
shall  be  made  in  any  rate,  fare,  charge  or  price,  which  shall 
have  been  filed  and  published  by  a  railroad  corporation  or 
public  utility  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
section  except  after  thirty  days'  notice  to  the  commission 
and  such  notice  to  the  public  as  the  commission  within  ten 
days  after  receipt  of  the  notice  aforesaid  shall  direct. 
In  the  case  of  railroad  corporations  and  public  utilities 
subject  to  regulation  by  the  interstate  commerce  commis- 
sion, the  requirements  relative  to  the  filing  of  schedules 
with  the  commission  and  to  the  publication  thereof  shall 
conform  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  requirements  of  the 
interstate  commerce  commission  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  Congress  entitled  ''An  act  to  regulate  commerce 
and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary 
thereto." 

Amend  paragraph  (c)  of  section  7  by  striking  out  the 
word  "twelve"  in  said  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "six,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended 
shall   read  as  follows: 

(c)  Whenever  any  schedule  shall  be  filed  with  the  com- 
mission under  paragraph  (b)  of  this  section  stating  new  and 
higher  rates,  fares,  charges  or  prices,  which  the  railroad 
corporation  or  public  utility  fifing  the  same  purposes  to 
put  into  force,  the  commission  may  investigate  the  reason- 
ableness of  such  proposed  rates,  fares,  charges  or  prices. 
Pending  any  such  investigation  and  the  decision  thereon, 
the  commission  shall  have  power,  by  an  order  served 
upon  the  railroad  corporation  or  pubfic  ut^fity  affected, 
to  suspend  said  schedule,  and  to  forbid  the  demanding  or 
collecting  of  the  rates,  fares,  charges  or  prices,  covered  by 
the  schedule  for  such  period  or  periods  not  to  exceed  six 
months  in  all  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  commission  may  be 
necessary  for  such   investigation. 

Also  amend  paragraph  (d)  of  section  7  by  striking  out  the 
words  "in  the  judgment  of  the  commission"  also  the  words 
24 
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"in  all  respects,"  and  by  inserting  after  the  word  "reason- 
able" the  following  words:  "or  be  taken  to  prevent  tele- 
phone, telegraph  and  cable  companies  from  entering  into 
contracts  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commission  with 
common  carriers  for  the  exchange  of  services,  or  to  affect 
existing  contracts  relating  thereto";  also  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "estabhshing"  the  words  "differential  rates  or" 
and  by  inserting  after  the  word  "said"  the  words  "rates 
or,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

(d)  No  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  shall  make 
or  give  any  undue  or  unreasonable  preference  or  advantage 
to  any  person  or  corporation  or  to  any  locality  or  to  any 
particular  description  of  service  in  any  respect  whatsoever, 
or  subject  any  particular  person  or  corporation  or  locality 
or  any  particular  description  of  service  to  any  undue  or 
unreasonable  prejudice  or  disadvantage  in  any  respect 
whatsoever;  'provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  be  taken  to  require  absolute  uniformity  in 
the  charges  made  and  demanded  by  public  utilities  when 
the  circumstances  render  any  lack  of  uniformity  reasonable 
or  be  taken  to  prevent  telephone,  telegraph  and  cable 
companies  from  entering  into  contracts,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  commission,  with  common  carriers  for  the 
exchange  of  services,  or  to  affect  existing  contracts  relating 
thereto;  and  provided,  further,  that  said  provisions  shall  not 
be  taken  to  prohibit  a  public  utihty  from  establishing 
differential  rates  or  a  sliding  scale  for  the  automatic  adjust- 
ment of  such  charges  if  said  rates  or  sliding  scale  shall  be 
reasonable  and  just. 

Amend  section  7  by  adding  thereto  the  following  new 
paragraph : 

(e)  No  corporation  engaged  in  the  generation  of  electrical 
energy  by  water  power  shall  engage  in  the  business  of 
transmitting  or  conveying  the  same  beyond  the  confines  of 
the  state  unless  it  shall  first  file  notice  of  its  intention  so  to 
do  with  the  public  service  commission  and  obtain  an  order 
of  said  commission  permitting  it  to  engage  in  such  business. 
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The  commission  may  of  its  own  motion  or  on  application  of 
any  person,  investigate  or  make  inquiry,  in  a  manner  to 
be  determined  by  it,  as  to  the  existence  of  an  available 
market  at  fair  rates  within  the  state;  and  if  it  shall  find  that 
such  a  market  does  not  exist  within  a  reasonable  distance 
of  the  power  development,  it  may  make  an  order  granting 
such  permission  and  may  impose  the  condition  that  con- 
sumers within  the  state  shall  be  furnished  service  by  said 
corporation  upon  terms  as  favorable  as  shall  be  granted 
to  consumers  outside  the  state,  having  due  regard  to  all 
facts  and  conditions  which  may  affect  said  subject. 

Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall 
apply  to  corporations  now  engaged  in  the  business  of  trans- 
mitting such  electrical  energy  to  any  place  outside  the  state, 
but  any  addition  to  such  energy  generated  from  any  water 
power  except  such  as  it  may  be  using  in  connection  with  such 
business  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  come 
under  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph. 

Provided,  further,  that  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph 
shall  not  apply  to  the  transmission  of  electrical  energy 
generated  from  water  powers  upon  the  Connecticut 
river;  nor  shall  they  prevent  any  railroad  corporation 
doing  business  in  this  state  from  transmitting  electric 
energy  beyond  the  confines  of  the  state  for  the  purpose  of 
operating  its  road  between  some  point  in  this  state  and  any 
point  or  points  outside  the  state. 

Amend  paragraph  (b)  of  section  8  by  striking  out  the 
word  "fail"  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"neglect  or  refuse";  also  by  inserting  after  the  word  "ques- 
tion" the  words  "la^vfully  asked  by  the  commission,"  also 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  paragraph  the  following  words: 
"unless  it  shall  be  excused  by  the  commission  from  making 
such  report  or  answer  or  the  time  for  making  the  same 
shall  be  extended  by  the  commission,"  so  that  said  para- 
graph as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

(b)  If  any  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  shall 
neglect  or'  refuse  to  make  and  file  any  report  within  a  time 
specified  by  the  commission,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
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make  specific  answer  to  any  question  lawfully  asked  by 
the  commission,  such  railroad  corporation  or  public  util- 
ity shall  forfeit  to  the  state  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  and  every  day  it  shall  continue  to  be  in  default 
with  respect  to  such  report  or  answer  unless  it  shall  be 
excused  by  the  commission  from  making  such  report  or 
answer  or  the  time  for  making  the  same  shall  be  extended 
by  the  commission. 

Amend  paragraph  (c)  of  section  10  by  inserting  a  comma 
after  the  word  "insufficient"  and  by  striking  out  the  words 
"to  afford  a  reasonable  return  upon  the  capital  invested," 
so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(c)  Upon  complaint  made  by  the  city  council,  or  city 
councils  of  any  city,  or  by  the  mayor  of  any  city,  or  by  the 
selectmen  of  any  town  in  which  a  public  utility  is  author- 
ized to  manufacture,  sell  or  supply  gas  or  electricity  for 
heat,  light  or  power,  or  to  supply  water,  or  to  transmit 
telephone  or  telegraph  messages,  or  upon  the  complaint  in 
writing  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  customers  or  sub- 
scribers of  such  public  utility  in  cities  of  thirty  thousand 
or  more  inhabitants,  or  of  not  less  than  fifty  in  cities  of 
twenty  thousand  or  more  inhabitants,  or  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  in  any  other  city  or  town,  or  upon  the  petition 
of  a  public  utility  supplying  said  gas,  electricity  or  water, 
or  transmitting  such  messages  as  to  the  quality  of  the  service 
furnished  by  such  public  utility,  or  the  charges  made  there- 
for, or  that  such  charges  are  insufficient,  the  commission 
shall  investigate  as  to  the  cause  for  such  complaint.  It 
may  personally  or  by  its  experts  inspect  the  works,  sys- 
tem, plant,  devices,  appliances,  and  methods  used  by  such 
public  utility  in  manufacturing  and  supplying  such  gas, 
electricity  or  water,  or  transmitting  such  messages,  and 
may  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined  the  books  and  papers 
of  such  public  utility  pertaining  to  the  service  complained 
of. 

Amend  paragraph  (a)  of  section  11  by  inserting  a  comma 
after  the  word  "insufficient"  and  by  striking  out  the  words 
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"to  yield  reasonable  compensation  for  the  service  rendered," 
so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  11.  (a)  Whenever  the  commission  shall  be  of 
opinion,  after  a  hearing  had  upon  its  own  motion  or  upon  a 
complaint,  that  the  rates,  fares  or  charges  demanded  or 
collected  or  proposed  to  be  demanded  or  collected  by  any 
railroad  corporation  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or 
property  within  the  state  are  unjust  or  unreasonable  or 
that  the  regulations  or  practices  of  such  railroad  corpora- 
tion affecting  such  rates  are  unjust  or  unreasonable,  or 
in  any  wise  in  violation  of  any  provision  of  law,  or  that  the 
maximum  rates,  fares  or  charges,  chargeable  by  any  such 
railroad  corporation  are  insufficient,  the  commission  shall 
determine  the  just  and  reasonable  rates,  fares,  and  charges 
to  be  thereafter  observed  and  in  force  as  the  maximum  to 
be  charged  for  the  service  to  be  performed,  and  shall  fix 
the  same  by  order  to  be  served  upon  all  railroad  corpora- 
tions by  which  such  rates,  fares,  and  charges  are  thereafter 
to  be  observed;  provided,  however,  that  when  any  railroad 
corporation  shall  seek  the  benefit  of  any  order  of  the  com- 
mission allowing  said  railroad  corporation  to  charge  and 
collect  rates  higher  than  charged  at  the  time  said  order  is 
asked  for,  the  burden  of  proving  the  necessity  of  the  increase 
shall  be  upon  said  railroad  corporation,  and  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  the  commission  shall  not  allow  an  increase  above 
any  rate  prescribed  or  limited  by  statute. 

Amend  paragraph  (b)  of  section  11  by  striking  out  said 
paragraph  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

(b)  Whenever  the  commission  shall  be  of  the  opinion, 
after  a  hearing,  had  upon  its  own  motion  or  upon  com- 
plaint, that  any  part  of  any  railroad  within  the  state, 
reasonably  requires  alteration  or  reconstruction,  or  that 
the  regulations,  practices,  equipment,  apphances,  or  service 
of  any  railroad  corporation  in  respect  to  transportation  of 
persons  or  property  within  the  state,  are  unjust,  unreason- 
able, unsafe,  improper  or  inadequate  the  commission 
shall  notify  the  railroad  in  writing  of  its  opinion  and  rec- 
ommendations in  respect  thereto  and  shall  insert  in  their 
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next  report  to  the  governor  and  council  an  account  of  their 
proceedings  and  recommendations.  If  the  railroad  shall 
unreasonably  neglect  or  refuse  to  adopt  the  recommenda- 
tions of  said  commission,  the  commission  may  make  an 
order  as  hereinafter  prescribed  in  cases  affecting  the  public 
safety.  In  any  case  where  the  safety  of  the  pubhc  or  of  the 
employees  of  such  railroad  is  concerned,  the  commission 
may  in  the  first  instance  determine  the  reconstruction  or 
alteration  reasonably  required  or  the  just,  reasonable, 
safe,  adequate  and  proper  regulations,  practices,  equipment, 
appliances  and  service  thereafter  to  be  in  force,  or  to  be  pro- 
vided, and  shall  fix  and  prescribe  the  same  by  order  to  be 
served  upon  every  railroad  corporation  to  be  bound  thereby ; 
and  thereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such  railroad 
corporation  to  observe  and  obey  each  and  every  require- 
ment of  every  such  order  so  served  upon  it,  and  to  do  every- 
thing necessary  or  proper  in  order  to  secure  absolute  com- 
pKance  with,  and  observance  of,  every  such  order  by  all 
of  its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Amend  paragraph  (c)  of  section  11  by  inserting  a  comma 
after  the  word  "insufficient"  and  by  striking  out  the  words 
"to  yield  reasonable  compensation  for  any  service  furnished 
by  it,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows; 

(c)  Whenever  the  commission  shall  be  of  the  opinion  after 
a  hearing  had  on  its  own  motion  or  upon  complaint  that 
any  public  utility  is  demanding  or  collecting,  or  proposes  to 
demand  or  collect  charges  unjustly  or  unreasonably  high, 
or  upon  petition  that  the  charges  are  insufficient,  the 
commission  shall  determine  the  just  and  reasonable  charges 
and  may  by  order  fix  the  maximum  price  to  be  charged; 
provided,  however,  that  when  any  public  utility  shall  seek 
the  benefit  of  an  order  of  the  commission  allowing  said 
public  utility  to  demand  and  collect  charges  higher  than 
have  been  before  charged,  or  than  have  been  before  allowed 
by  order  of  the  commission,  the  burden  of  proving  the 
necessity  of  the  increase  shall  be  upon  said  public  utility. 

Amend  paragraph  (d)  of  section  1 1  by  adding  at  the  end 
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thereof  the  following  new  sentence:  "Nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  prevent  a  public  utility  at  any  time  from  enter- 
ing into  a  contract  with  a  customer  for  a  period  exceeding 
two  years  at  rates  then  lawful,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as 
amended    shall    read    as    follows: 

(d)  The  rates,  fares  and  charges  fixed  and  allowed  by  the 
commission  to  be  charged  and  collected  by  any  railroad 
corporation  and  the  charges  allowed  by  it  to  be  charged 
by  any  public  utility  shall  be  the  rates,  fares,  charges  or 
prices  to  be  charged  by  the  railroad  corporation  or  by  the 
public  utility  affected  by  the  order  of  the  commission  fixing 
the  same  for  such  period  of  time  not  exceeding  two  years, 
as  shall  be  prescribed  in  the  order  of  the  commission,  unless 
the  same  shall  be  suspended  or  set  aside  by  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  a  public  utility  at  any  time  from  entering  into  a 
contract,  with  a  customer  for  a  period  exceeding  two  years 
at  rates  then  lawful. 

Amend  paragraph  (a)  of  section  12  by  striking  out  the 
words  "benefit  of  the"  and  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"pubhc"  the  word  "good,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  12.  (a)  Without  first  having  obtained  the 
permission  of  the  commission  no  railroad  corporation 
shall  begin  the  construction  of  an  extension  of  its  railroad 
or  of  any  branch  thereof,  and  the  commission  shall  grant 
such  permission  whenever,  after  due  hearing,  it  shall 
determine  that  such  construction  or  extension  would  be 
for  the  public  good  and  not  otherwise.  If  the  petition 
shall  be  granted,  the  railroad  corporation  shall  file  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  a  copy  of  the  petition 
and  of  the  order  of  the  commission  thereon.  Authority 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  only 
be  exercised  within  two  years  after  the  same  is  granted; 
and  shall  not  be  exercised  thereafter. 

Amend  paragraph  (a)  of  section  13  by  striking  out 
the  word  "benefit"  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
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words  "good  and  not  otherwise,"  so  that  said  paragraph 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  13.  (a)  No  public  utility  shall  commence  within 
this  state  the  business  of  transmission  of  telephone  or 
telegraph  messages  or  of  supplying  the  public  with  gas, 
electricity  or  water,  or  shall  engage  in  such  business  or 
begin  the  construction  of  a  plant,  line,  main  or  other 
apparatus  or  appliance  intended  to  be  used  therein  in 
any  city  or  town  in  which  at  the  time  it  shall  not  already  be 
engaged  in  such  business  or  shall  exercise  any  right  or  privi- 
lege under  any  franchise  hereafter  granted  (or  any  franchise 
heretofore  granted  but  not  heretofore  actually  exercised) 
in  such  town,  without  first  having  obtained  the  permission 
and  approval  of  the  commission.  The  commission  shall 
grant  such  permission  whenever  it  shall,  after  due  hearing, 
determme  and  find  that  such  engaging  in  business,  such 
construction  or  such  exercise  of  the  right,  privilege  or 
franchise  would  be  for  the  public  good  and  not  otherwise; 
and  may  prescribe  such  terms  and  conditions  upon  the 
exercise  of  the  privilege  granted  under  such  permission 
as  it  shall  consider  for  the  public  interest.  Authority 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  only 
be  exercised  within  two  years  after  the  same  shall  be 
granted  and  shall  not  be  exercised  thereafter. 

Amend  paragraph  (d)  of  section  13  by  striking  out 
the  word  "to"  before  the  word  "acquire"  in  the  first  in- 
stance in  said  paragraph  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word  "should,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

(d)  Whenever  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  meet  the 
reasonable  requirements  of  service  to  the  public  that 
any  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  subject  to  super- 
vision under  this  act,  should  construct  a  line,  branch  line, 
extension  or  a  pipe-line,  conduit,  line  of  poles,  towers 
or  wires  across  the  land  of  any  other  person  or  corporation, 
or  should  acquire  land  for  necessary  extension  of  any 
plant  or  works  operated  by  such  railroad  corporation  or 
public   utility,    and   such    railroad    corporation   or   public 
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utility  cannot  agree  witli  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land 
as  to  the  necessity  or  the  price  to  be  paid  therefor,  such 
railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  may  petition  the 
commission  for  such  rights  and  easements  or  for  permis- 
sion to  take  such  lands  as  may  be  needed  for  said  purposes. 
Said  commission  shall,  upon  due  notice  to  all  parties 
in  interest,  hear  and  determine  the  necessity  for  the  right 
prayed  for  and  the  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor, 
and  shall  render  judgment  accordingly.  In  the  case 
of  railroad  corporations  the  proceedings  in  said  matters 
shall  be  as  is  provided  in  chapter  158  of  the  Public  Statutes 
relating  to  taking  for  railroad  purposes;  and  any  party 
aggrieved  shall  have  the  same  rights  of  appeal  as  are  therein 
provided.  In  the  case  of  a  public  utility,  the  petition 
shall  set  out  the  title  and  the  description  of  the  land  in- 
volved, the  rights  to  be  taken  therein  and  the  public  use 
for  which  the  same  are  desired,  and  the  petition  and  final 
decree  thereon  shall  be  recorded,  if  said  petition  shall  be 
granted,  in  the  registry  of  deeds  in  the  county  or  counties 
in  which  the  real  estate  effected  thereby  is  located;  any 
party  aggrieved  by  the  order  of  the  commission  awarding 
damages  may  within  sixty  days  after  the  entry  or  the 
order  and  not  afterwards  file  in  the  superior  court  of  the 
county  in  which  the  land  is  located  a  petition  to  have 
the  damages  assessed  by  a  jury,  upon  which  petition 
order  of  notice  shall  issue  and  after  the  order  of  notice 
has  been  complied  with  the  court  shall  assess  such  damages 
by  jury. 

Amend  paragraph  (a)  of  section  14  by  changing  the 
period  at  the  end  of  said  paragraph  to  a  semi-colon  and 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  paragraph  the  following 
words:  ^^ Provided,  however,  that  no  public  utility  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  required  to  apply 
to  the  commission  for  authority  to  issue  stocks,  bonds, 
notes  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  except  for  the 
acquisition  of  property,  the  construction,  completion, 
extension  or  improvement  of  its  facilities  or  the  improve- 
ment or  maintenance  of  its  service  within  this  state  or 
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the  discharge  or  refunding  of  its  obligations  or  reimburse- 
ment of  moneys  actually  expended  for  such  purposes," 
so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  14.  (a)  No  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility 
shall  issue  any  stock,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidence  of 
indebtedness  payable  more  than  twelve  months  after  the 
date  thereof,  without  first  procuring  an  order  of  the  com- 
mission authorizing  the  same.  Upon  petition  of  the  direc- 
tors of  a  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  the  commission 
mission  shall,  after  public  notice  and  hearing,  determine  the 
amount  of  stock  or  bonds  which  in  its  opinion  is  reasonably 
requisite  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  issue  is  to  be  made, 
and  shall  within  thirty  days  after  final  hearing  upon  such 
petition  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  a  certificate 
setting  out  the  amount  of  the  increase  which  it  has  author- 
ized, and  the  purposes  for  which  the  proceeds  of  such  new 
stock  or  bonds  may  be  used.  No  railroad  corporation 
or  public  utility  shall  apply  the  proceeds  of  any  stock, 
bonds  or  notes  to  any  other  purposes  than  those  specified 
in  the  order  of  the  commission  authorizing  the  issue  of  the 
same.  Every  railroad  corporation  and  public  utility  issu- 
ing stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  file  with  the 
commission  an  account  showing  in  such  detail  as  the  com- 
mission shall  require  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  of  such 
issue;  provided,  however,  that  no  public  utility  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  required  to  apply  to  the  com- 
mission for  authority  to  issue  stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other 
evidence  of  indebtedness  except  for  the  acquisition  of  prop- 
erty, the  construction,  completion,  extension  or  improve- 
ment of  its  facilities  or  the  improvement  or  maintenance  of 
its  service  within  this  state  or  the  discharge  or  refunding 
of  its  obligations  or  reimbursement  of  moneys  actually 
expended  for  such  purposes. 

Amend  paragraph  (b)  of  section  14  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "of"  and  before  the  word  "making"  the  following 
words:  "building  or  purchasing  power  houses,  shops  or 
other  structures  and  machinery  or  equipment  for  the  same, 
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or  of";  also  by  inserting  after  the  word  "improvements" 
the  following  words,  "or  additions  to  its  plant,  rolling  stock 
or  appHances,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

(b)  A  railroad  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  building  a 
branch  or  extension  of  its  railroad;  or  of  aiding  in  the 
construction  of  another  railroad;  or  of  taking  stock  in  an 
elevator  corporation  and  erecting  and  operating  elevators 
upon  its  own  road  and  upon  those  leased  to  or  operated  by 
it;  or  of  building  depots  or  of  abolishing  grade  crossings  or 
of  building  or  purchasing  power  houses,  shops  or  other 
structures  and  machinery  or  equipment  for  the  same;  or 
of  making  permanent  improvements  or  additions  to  its 
plant,  rolling  stock  or  appliances;  or  of  purchasing  the 
shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  railroad  corporation  whose 
railroad  property  is  leased  to  or  operated  by  it,  or  of  any 
other  railroad  corporation  a  majority  of  the  capital  stock 
of  which  is  owned  by  the  purchasing  road;  or  of  paying 
or  refunding  its  funded  debt,  or  of  paying  floating  indebted- 
ness or  money  borrowed,  where  such  debt  or  indebtedness 
was  created  or  the  money  used  for  any  of  the  purposes 
hereinbefore  enumerated,  may  from  time  to  time,  with  the 
authority  of  the  commission  as  herein  provided,  increase 
its  capital  stock  or  bonds  beyond  the  amounts  fixed  and 
limited  by  its  articles  of  association  or  its  charter,  or  by  any 
act  of  the  general  court,  provided  that  such  increase  shall 
first  be  authorized  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stock- 
holders present  at  any  meeting  of  the  corporation  duly  called 
for  that  purpose. 

Amend  section  14  by  inserting  the  following  new  para- 
graph : 

(e)  The  commission  may  authorize  a  public  utility  to  issue 
its  stocks  or  bonds  in  payment  for  property  or  stocks, 
bonds  or  other  securities  of  like  corporations  which  it  may 
lawfully  acquire,  upon  such  terms  as  the  commission  may 
approve,  having  due  regard  to  the  public  good. 

Amend  paragraph  (b)  of  section  16,  by  striking  out  the 
word  "chapter"  wherever  it  appears  in  said  paragraph  and 
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inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "act,"  so  that  said 
paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(b)  All  actions  and  proceedings  under  this  act  and  all 
sections  and  proceedings  commenced  or  prosecuted  by 
order  of  the  commission,  or  to  which  the  commission  may 
be  a  party  or  in  which  any  question  arises  under  this  act, 
or  under  or  concerning  any  order  or  action  of  the  com- 
mission, shall  be  preferred  over  all  other  civil  causes  except 
election  causes,  in  all  courts  of  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  shall  be  heard  and  determined  in  preference  to  all 
other  civil  business  pending  therein  excepting  election  causes 
irrespective  of  position  on  the  calendar,  and  any  such 
action  or  proceeding  may  upon  motion  of  counsel  for  the 
state  be  heard  in  a  different  county  from  that  in  which  it  was 
begun  if  such  course  will  expedite  a  final  decision. 

Amend  paragraph  (i)  of  section  17  by  striking  out  the 
word  "presented"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"prosecuted,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

(i)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
appeals  from  the  assessment  of  damages  in  eminent  domain 
proceedings,  but  such  appeals  shall  be  taken  and  prose- 
cuted as  provided  in  section  13  of  this  act. 

Amend  section  18  by  striking  out  the  whole  thereof  and 
inserting   in   its   place   the    following: 

Sect.  18.  Every  railroad  corporation  and  public  utility 
and  all  officers  and  agents  of  the  same  shall  obey,  observe, 
and  comply  with  every  order  made  by  the  commission,  under 
authority  of  this  act  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  and  remain 
in  force.  Any  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  which 
shall  violate  any  provision  of  this  act,  or  which  fails, 
omits  or  neglects  to  obey,  observe  or  comply  with  any 
order  or  any  direction  or  requirement  of  the  commission, 
shall  be  fined  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars. 
Every  officer  and  agent  of  any  such  railroad  corporation  or 
public  utility  who  shall  wilfully  violate  or  who  procures, 
aids  or  abets  any  violation  of  this  act,  or  who  wilfully  fails 
to  obey,  observe,  and  comply  with  any  order  of  the  com- 
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mission  or  any  provision  of  any  order  of  the  commission, 
or  who  procures,  aids  or  abets  any  such  railroad  corporation 
or  pubhc  utihty  in  its  failure  to  obey,  observe  and  comply 
with  any  such  order  or  provision  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor and  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars. 

Add  section  22. 

Sect.  22.  (a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission  to 
investigate  fully  the  subject  of  steam  railroads  rates  for  fares 
and  freights  upon  the  railroads  leased  or  united  under  the 
authority  of  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  chapter  5  of 
the  Laws  of  1889,  and  chapter  156  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
and  to  report  to  the  governor  as  soon  as  may  be  and  not 
later  than  December  1,  1912,  its  recommendations  as  to  the 
repeal,  suspension  or  modification  of  these  statutes,  and  to 
make  such  other  recommendations  in  reference  to  rates  for 
fares  and  freights  as  it  may  deem  proper. 

(b)  Upon  the  filing  by  a  railroad  corporation  with  the 
commission  of  schedules  showing  the  present  rates  for 
fares  and  freights  between  points  in  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  between  points  in  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  points  on  other  parts  of  said  railroad,  together 
with  a  properly  executed  agreement  in  the  form  set  forth 
in  (c)  of  this  section,  and  upon  the  fifing  by  said  commis- 
sion with  the  secretary  of  state  of  a  certificate  stating  that 
such  schedules  and  agreement  have  been  filed  with  it, 
said  railroad  corporation  shall  have  authority  until  July 
1,  1913,  to  demand  and  collect  the  rates  for  fares  and  freights 
now  in  force.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  repeal- 
ing, suspending  or  modifying  the  statutes  referred  to  in 
(a)  of  this  section,  except  in  so  far  as  the  operation  thereof 
is  affected  by  the  authority  herein  specifically  conferred 
upon  such  railroad  corporation. 

(c)  The  agreement  to  be  filed  as  provided  in  (b)  of  this 
section  shall  be  in  the  following  form  : 

The    railroad    company,    a 

corporation  doing  business  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
and  operating  the  following  railroads,  leased  or  united  under

the  statutes  referred  to  in  section  22  (a)  of  an  act  enti- 
tled "An  act  to  establish   a   Public  Service  Commission" 

hereby  accepts  the  provisions  of  section  22  of  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  establish  a  Public  Service  Commission,"  and 
agrees  that  nothing  therein  contained  shall  be  construed 
as  repealing,  suspending  or  modifying  chapter  100,  Laws  of 
1883,  chapter  5,  Laws  of  1889,  and  chapter  156  of  the  Pub- 
lic Statutes,  except  in  so  far  as  the  operation  thereof  is 
affected  by  the  authority  specifically  conferred  upon  the 
company  by  said  act. 

The  said  company  also  agrees  that  no  rates  for  fares  and 
freights  between  points  on  lines  leased  or  united  under  the 
authority  of  said  statutes  and  points  on  other  parts  of  said 
railroad  shall  be  raised  prior  to  July  1,  1913;  this  shall  not 
be  construed  to  apply  to  rates  made  by  a  joint  committee 
over  which  it  has  no  control. 

(d)  For  the  purposes  of  conducting  the  investigation  pro- 
vided for  in  (a)  of  this  section,  the  commission  shall  have 
all  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  this  act,  and  in  addition  to 
the  powers  conferred  upon  said  commission  by  section  2, 
paragraph  (f )  of  this  act,  said  commission  may,  without  the 
approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  expend  a  sum  not 
exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000),  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  such  further  sums 
as  may  be  necessary,  in  employing  counsel,  stenogra- 
phers, experts,  accountants,  and  others  whose  assistance  it 
may  require  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed 
upon  it  by  this  act. 

(e)  This  section  shall  take  effect  and  the  authority  men- 
tioned in  (b)  of  this  section  shall  be  granted  from  and  after 
the  filing  by  the  commission  with  the  secretary  of  state  of 
the  certificate  herein  above  referred  to,  and  not  before. 

Senators  Merrill  and  Lucier,  for  a  minority  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill 
No.  322,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  pubhc  service  com- 
mission," join  with  the  majority  of  said  committee  in  recom- 
mending the  passage  of  the  bill  with  all  the  amendments 
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contained  in  the  report  of  the  majority  except  the  amend- 
ment adding  the  new  section  22  to  said  bill,  which  amend- 
ment they  are  unable  to  recommend.  They  therefore 
reported  the  bill  with  the  recommendation  that  the  amend- 
ments recommended  by  the  majority,  with  the  exception  of 
the  last  amendment  adding  said  section  22,  be  adopted, 
and  that  the  bill  as  so  amended  ought  to  pass. 

The  reports  were  accepted. 

Senator  Merrill  moved  that  the  report  of  the  minority 
be  substituted  for  that  of  the  majority,  and  with 
that  motion  pending,  the  bill  and  reports  be  laid  on  the 
table  and  made  a  special  order  for  Tuesday  morning  next 
at  11.30  o'clock  (the  proposed  amendments  to  be  printed 
in  the  meanwhile). 

The  question  being  stated. 

Shall  the  bill  and  reports,  with  pending  motion,  be 
laid  on  the  table  and  made  a  special  order? 

The  negative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote. 

Senator  Lucier  called  for  a  division. 

On  division,  nine  senators  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  ten 
senators  voted  in  the  negative,  and  the  motion  was  negatived. 

Senator  Lucier  requested  another  division  be  had  to 
verify  the  vote. 

Senator  Hosford  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll. 

The  following  named  senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 

Senators  Gerry,  Bean,  Merrill,  Prentiss,  Boutwell, 
Rich,  Hayden,  Ahern,  and  Lucier. 

The  following  named  senators  voted  in  the  negative: 

Senators  Cross  (District  No.  1),  Hosford,  Rogers, 
Cheney,  Cross  (District  No.  10),  Doe,  Chapman,  Steven- 
son, Jewell  and  Pender. 

Nine  senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  ten 
senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  negative  pre- 
vailed and  the  motion  to  make  the  bill,  reports  and  pend- 
ing motion,  a  special  order,  was  negatived. 

Senator  Merrill  moved  that  the  report  of  the  minority 
be  substituted  for  that  of  the  majority. 
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The  negative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hosford,  the  amendments  reported 
by  a  majority  of  the  committee  were  adopted. 

On  request  of  Senator  Hosford,  the  amendments  were 
then  read. 

Senator  Lucier  moved  that  the  amendments  be  amended 
by  striking  out  section  22  of  said  amendments. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  amendments  be  so  amended? 

On  the  above  question  Senator  Lucier  demanded  the 
yeas  and  nays. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll. 

The  following  named  senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 

Senators  Merrill,  Prentiss,  Boutwell,   Rich,  and  Lucier. 

The  following  named  senators  voted  in  the  negative: 

Senators  Cross  (District  No.  1),  Hosford,  Rogers,  Cheney, 
Cross  (District  No.  10),  Doe,  Chapman,  Stevenson  and 
Pender. 

Senators  Ahern  and  Jewell  were  paired. 

Five  senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and 
nine  senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  negative 
prevailed  and  the  motion  to  amend  was  negatived. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Merrill,  the  bill  was  laid  on  the 
table,  to  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  the 
amendments   to    be   printed    and   distributed   meanwhile. 

Senator  Stevenson,  for  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  543,  An  act 
to  create  a  permanent  tax  commission  and  to  provide  for 
the  taxation  of  certain  public  service  corporations  and  com- 
panies, having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with 
the  following  amendments  and  recommended  its  passage: 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  words  "the  gover- 
nor, with  advice  of  the  council,"  in  the  second  line  of  said 
section  of  the  printed  bill,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "the  supreme  court  and  commissioned  by  the 
governor,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

Sect.    2.     The    members   of   said    commission   shall    be 
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appointed  by  the  supreme  court  and  commissioned  by  the 
governor;  and  any  member  may  be  removed  by  the  same 
authority  for  inefficiency,  neglect  of  duty  or  malfeasance 
in  office,  but,  before  removal,  the  member  shall  be  furnished 
with  a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him,  and  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard  in  defense. 

Amend  section  3  by  adding  after  the  word  "act"  in  the 
third  line  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill,  the  words 
"one  of  whom  shall  be  of  the  leading  minority  party," 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

Sect.  3.  The  three  persons  first  to  compose  said  com- 
mission shall  be  appointed  withm  fifteen  days  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  one  of  whom  shall  be  of  the  leading 
minority  party.  Of  such  three  persons  one  shall  be  ap- 
pointed and  designated  to  serve  for  a  term  ending  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  March,  1913;  one  for  a  term  ending  on 
the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  1915,  and  one  for  a  term 
ending  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  1917,  each  of 
said  terms  to  begin  upon  the  qualification  of  the  person 
appointed  therefor.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  terms 
of  the  three  commissioners  first  appointed  as  aforesaid, 
each"  succeeding  commissioner  shall  be  appointed  and  hold 
his  office  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  his  predecessor,  except  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  each  commissioner  shall  hold 
his  office  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  appointed  and 
qualified. 

Amend  section  5  by  striking  out  the  words  "governor, 
with  advice  of  the  council,"  in  the  first  line  of  said  section 
of  the  printed  bill,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"supreme  court,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

Sect.  5.  The  supreme  court  shall  designate  one  mem- 
ber of  the  commission  to  act  as  chairman,  and  another 
member  to  act  as  secretary;  the  members  so  designated 
shall  serve  in  such  Capacities  until  the  expiration  of  their 
terms  of  office,  or  until  vacancies  occur,  and  thereafter  such 
designation  shall  be  made  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term 
25 
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of  office  of  any  member  and  the  appointment  of  a  suc- 
cessor. The  secretary  shall  be  in  attendance  at  the  office 
of  the  commission  in  the  state  house  during  regular  office 
hours  daily,  except  when  elsewhere  engaged  in  the  perfor- 
mance of  the  duties  of  his  office,  holidays  and  reasonable 
vacations  excepted.  A  majority  of  said  commissioners 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  the  busi- 
ness and  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  commission. 

Amend  section  7  by  striking  out  the  word  "clerical"  in 
the  sixteenth  line  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill,  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  7.  The  annual  salary  of  the  secretary  of  the 
commission  shall  be  three  thousand  dollars,  and  of  each  of 
the  other  members  of  the  commission,  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars,  and  such  shall  be  paid  from  the  state  treasury 
in  equal  quarterly  payments. 

Supplies  required  by  the  commission,  and  necessary 
expenses  of  the  commission,  and  such  assistants  as  may 
be  employed,  while  on  the  business  of  the  commission,  and 
fees  of  witness  summoned  by  the  commission  shall  be  paid 
by  the  state  upon  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council. 

Said  commission  may  appoint  a  stenographer  at  a  salary 
not  exceeding  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  which  shall 
be  paid  from  the  state  treasury  in  equal  quarterly  pay- 
ments, and,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council, 
such  other  assistants  as  may  be  necessary. 

Amend  paragraph  (5)  of  section  8  by  inserting  the  word 
"to"  after  the  word  "adding"  in  the  twenty-fifth  line  of 
said  section  of  the  printed  bill,  so  that  said  paragraph  as 
amended    shall    read    as    follows: 

(5)  In  the  year  of  1912,  and  every  second  year  there- 
after, to  equalize  the  valuation  of  the  property  in  the 
several  towns  and  cities  in  the  state  by  adding  to  or  deduct- 
ing from  the  aggregate  valuations  of  the  property  in  towns 
and  cities  such  sums  as  will  bring  said  valuations  to  the 
true  and  market  value  of  said  property,  so  that  any  public 
taxes  that  may  be  apportioned  among  them  shall  be  equal 
and  just  as  between  them. 
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Amend  section  10  by  striking  out  the  words  "shall  have 
full  power  by  proper  proceedings  to  bring  such  witnesses 
before  the  commission  and  to  punish  them  as  for  contempt" 
in  lines  12,  13  and  14  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following,  "may  apply  to 
any  justice  of  the  superior  court,  upon  proof  by  affidavit 
of  the  facts,  for  an  order  returnable  in  not  more  than  five 
days,  directing  any  person  so  refusing  to  show  cause  before 
the  justice  making  the  order  or  any  other  justice  of  the 
superior  court  why  he  should  not  be  committed  as  for  con- 
tempt; upon  the  return  of  such  order,  the  justice  before 
whom  the  matter  shall  come  for  hearing  shall  examine 
under  oath  such  person  whose  testimony  may  be  relevant 
and  such  person  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard; 
and  if  the  justice  shall  determine  that  such  person  has 
refused  without  legal  excuse  to  be  examined  or  to  answer 
a  legal  and  pertinent  question  or  to  produce  a  book  or 
paper  which  he  was  ordered  to  bring,  he  may  forthwith 
commit  the  offender  as  for  contempt,  so  to  remain  until 
he  submits  to  do  the  act  which  he  was  so  required  to  do  or 
is  discharged  according  to  law,"  so  that  said  section  as 
amended    shall    read    as    follows: 

Sect.  10.  Justices  of  the  peace  and  all  other  magis- 
trates empowered  to  issue  subpoenas  and  compel  the  at- 
tendance of  witnesses  in  the  courts  of  this  state  shall  have 
the  same  power  to  compel  their  attendance  and  the  pro- 
duction of  evidence  in  any  proceeding  before  the  tax  com- 
mission. Witnesses  summoned  to  appear  before  the 
tax  commission  shall  receive  the  same  fees  for  travel 
and  attendance  as  if  summoned  to  appear  before  and  in 
attendance  upon  the  superior  court.  Witnesses  who 
refuse  or  neglect  to  appear,  or  who  refuse  to  testify  may 
be  compelled  to  do  so,  and  for  that  purpose  the  commis- 
sion may  apply  to  any  justice  of  the  superior  court, 
upon  proof  by  affidavit  of  the  facts,  for  an  order  return- 
able in  not  more  than  five  days,  directing  any  person 
so  refusing  to  show  cause  before  the  justice  making  the 
order  or  any  other  justice  of  the  superior  court  why  he 
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should  not  be  committed  as  for  contempt;  upon  the 
return  of  such  order,  the  justice  before  whom  the  matter 
shall  come  for  hearing  shall  examine  under  oath  such 
person  whose  testimony  may  be  relevant  and  such  person 
shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard;  and  if  the 
justice  shall  determine  that  such  person  has  refused  with- 
out legal  excuse  to  be  examined  or  to  answer  a  legal  and 
pertinent  question  or  to  produce  a  book  or  paper  which 
he  was  ordered  to  bring,  he  may  forthwith  commit  the 
offender  as  for  contempt,  so  to  remain  until  he  submits 
to  do  the  act  which  he  was  so  required  to  do  or  in  dis- 
charged according  to  law.  In  any  investigation  or  hearing 
the  tax  commission  shall  not  be  bound  by  the  technical 
rules  of  evidence,  excepting,  however,  references  made 
to  the  tax  commission  by  the  superior  court. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  section  11  and 
substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new  section: 

Sect.  11.  Every  railroad,  railway,  express,  telephone 
and  telegraph  corporation  or  company,  and  every  parlor, 
sleeping  or  dining-car  corporation  or  company,  or  other 
corporation  or  company  not  a  railroad  company  owning 
any  cars  operated  for  profit  on  any  railroad  in  this  state, 
shall  pay  to  the  state  an  annual  tax,  as  of  the  first  day  of 
April  of  each  year,  upon  the  actual  value  of  its  property 
used  in  its  ordinary  business  which  would  not  be  exempt 
from  taxation  if  owned  by  a  natural  person  or  ordinary 
business  corporation,  at  a  rate  as  nearly  equal  as  may 
be  to  the  average  rate  of  taxation  at  that  time  upon  other 
property  throughout  the  state. 

Amend  section  13  by  inserting  before  the  word  "value" 
in  line  9  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill  the  word  "actual"; 
further  amend  by  striking  out  in  said  line  9  the  word  "such" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "said";  and  fur- 
ther amend  by  inserting  in  line  10  of  said  section  of  the 
printed  bill  after  the  word  "companies"  the  following, 
"used  in  their  ordinary  business  in  this  state  and  not 
exempt  from  taxation,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows : 
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Sect.  13.  The  tax  commission  in  determining  the  actual 
value  of  the  property  and  estate  of  said  corporations  or 
companies,  shall  hold  public  hearings  at  times  and  places, 
notices  of  which  shall  be  given  in  advance.  Representa- 
tives of  the  state  and  of  such  corporations  and  companies 
and  other  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  appear,  be  heard  and 
offel"  evidence.  The  tax  commission  shall  receive  and  con- 
sider all  evidence  tending  to  show  the  actual  value  of  the 
property  and  estate  of  said  corporations  and  companies 
used  in  their  ordinary  business  in  this  state  and  not  exempt 
from  taxation,  and  upon  all  the  evidence  determine  the 
actual  value  of  the  same. 

Amend  section  14  by  inserting  after  the  word  "state"  in 
line  8  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill  the  following  "used 
in  their  ordinary  business  in  this  state  and  not  exempt 
from  taxation";  and  further  amend  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "company"  in  line  13  of  said  section  of  the  printed 
bill  the  following,  "representing  permanent  improvements 
or  extensions,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows : 

Sect.  14.  In  determining  the  actual  value  of  the  prop- 
erty and  estate  in  this  state  of  any  such  corporation  or 
company,  the  tax  commission  shall  make  careful  inquiry 
into  the  condition  of  all  of  the  property  and  estate,  whether 
within  or  without  the  state,  in  order  that  the  actual  value 
of  all  that  portion  of  the  property  and  estate  of  such  cor- 
poration or  company  as  is  within  this  state  used  in  their 
ordinary  business  in  this  state  and  not  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, may  be  accurately  fixed  and  determined.  It  shall 
ascertain  and  consider  as  evidence  the  fair  average  market 
value  of  the  stocks  and  bonds  for  one  year  prior  to  the  first 
day  of  April  preceding  the  assessment  and  the  fair  market 
value  of  any  other  funded  or  floating  debt  of  any  such  cor- 
poration or  company  representing  permanent  improvements 
or  extensions.  In  any  case  where  the  market  value  of  the 
stocks  and  bonds  of  any  such  corporation  or  company  can- 
not be  ascertained  for  want  of  actual  market  sales,  or  for 
any  other  reason,  the  net  receipts  of  any  such  corporation 
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or  company,  which  shall  be  the  difference  between  the 
gross  earnings,  whether  by  lease  or  by  operation,  and  the 
operating  expenses  and  taxes  of  the  preceding  year,  capital- 
ized at  such  per  cent,  as  appears  to  be  equitable  under  all 
the  circumstances,  shall  be  considered  as  evidence  of  the 
value  of  the  property  and  estate  of  such  corporation  or 
company. 

Amend  section  15  bj^  adding  after  the  word  "considera- 
tion" in  line  7  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill  the  follow- 
ing, "among  other  things,  so  that  the  first  paragraph  thereof 
shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  15.  When  only  a  portion  of  the  property  and  estate 
of  any  such  corporation  or  company  is  located  mthin  the 
state,  the  tax  commission  in  determining  the  actual  value 
thereof,  shall  consider  its  proportionate  value  to  all  the 
property  and  estate  of  such  corporation  or  company.  In 
making  a  proportionate  valuation,  the  commission  shall 
take  into  consideration,  among  other  things: 

Further  amend  said  section  15  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "companies"  in  line  16  of  said  section  of  the  printed 
bill  the  following,  "or  other  corporations  or  companies  not 
railroad  companies  owning  any  cars  operated  for  profit  on 
any  railroad  in  this  state,"  so  that  sub-paragraph  (c)  of 
said  section  15  shall  read  as  follows: 

(c)  In  the  case  of  parlor,  sleeping  and  dining-car  corpora- 
tions or  companies,  or  other  corporations  or  companies  not 
railroad  companies  owTiing  any  cars  operated  for  profit  on 
any  railroad  in  this  state,  the  proportion  of  the  total  num- 
ber of  car-miles  or  the  number  of  miles  traversed  by  its 
cars,  taken  singlj^,  within  the  state,  during  the  preceding 
year,  to  the  total  number  of  such  car-miles  during  the  same 
period,  both  within  and  without  the  state. 

Amend  section  16  by  striking  out  in  line  2  of  said  section 
of  the  printed  bill  the  word  "June"  and  inserting  in  the 
place  thereof  the  word  "July";  and  further  amend  by 
inserting  after  the  word  "company"  in  line  35  of  said 
section  of  the  printed  bill,  the  following,  "or  other  cor- 
poration  or    company   not    a    railroad    company   owning 
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any  cars  operated  for  profit  on  any  railroad  in  this  state," 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  16.  Every  such  corporation  or  company  shall 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  annually,  deliver  to  the 
tax  commission  a  statement  under  oath,  showing  number 
and  par  value  of  the  shares  of  each  class  of  its  stock,  and 
the  market  value  of  each  share  as  of  the  first  day  of  April, 
the  dividends  paid  per  share  on  each  class  of  stock  during 
the  preceding  year  and  the  dates  of  such  payment  the 
date  of  issue,  the  number  and  denomination  of  each  issue 
of  its  bonds,  the  interest  paid  during  the  preceding  year, 
and  the  market  value  of  each  of  said  bonds,  the  amount 
of  its  floating  indebtedness,  with  the  interest  paid  on  the 
same,  and  the  average  market  value  of  said  floating  in- 
debtedness during  said  preceding  year,  the  gross  receipts 
from  whatever  source  derived  for  said  preceding  year, 
the  amount  expended  from  said  receipts  for  operating 
expenses,  not  including  any  sum  expended  for  physical 
betterment  or  transferred  to  surplus  or  sinking  funds  during 
said  preceding  year,  the  amount  expended  for  physical 
betterments  or  transferred  to  surplus  or  sinking  funds 
during  the  preceding  year,  and  whence  derived,  and  the 
amount  of  money  actually  on  hand  in  cash  on  said  first 
day  of  April.  Every  railroad  or  railway  corporation 
or  company  shall,  in  addition,  state  its  total  trackage 
whether  within  or  without  the  state  and  its  total  trackage 
within  this  state;  every  express  corporation  or  company, 
the  whole  length  of  the  lines  of  rail  or  water  routes  over 
which  the  company  did  business  during  the  preceding 
year,  whether  within  or  without  the  state,  and  the  whole 
length  of  such  lines  within  this  state;  every  telegraph  or 
telephone  corporation  or  company,  the  total  length  of 
its  lines,  whether  within  or  without  the  state,  and  the 
total  length  of  its  lines  within  this  state;  and  every  parlor, 
sleeping  or  dining-car  corporation  or  company  or  other 
corporation  or  company  not  a  railroad  company  owning 
any  cars  operated  for  profit  on  any  railroad  in  this  state, 
the  total  number  of  car-miles,  of  the  number  of   miles 
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traversed  by  its  cars  taken  singly,  whether  within  or  without 
the  state  during  the  preceding  year,  and  the  total  number 
of  such  car-miles  during  the  same  period  within  the  state. 
Such  corporations  or  companies  shall  also  furnish  to  the 
commission  such  further  information  and  evidence  as 
may  be  required  by  it. 

Amend  section  24  by  inserting  after  the  word  ''company" 
in  the  fourth  line  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill,  the 
following,  "or  other  corporations  or  companies  not  rail- 
road companies  owning  any  cars  operated  for  profit  on 
any  railroad  in  this  state";  and  further  amend  said  section 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof,  the  words  "as  provided 
by  existing  laws,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

Sect.  24.  The  real  estate  of  any  railroad,  railway, 
express,  telephone  and  telegraph  corporation  of  company, 
and  parlor,  sleeping  or  dining-car  corporation  or  company, 
or  other  corporations  or  companies  not  railroad  companies 
owning  any  cars  operated  for  profit  on  any  railroad  in  this 
state,  not  used  in  its  ordinary  business  shall  be  appraised 
and  taxed  by  the  authorities  of  the  towns  and  cities  in 
which  it  is  situated,  as  provided  by  existing  laws. 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  543,  "An 
act  to  create  a  permanent  tax  commission  and  to  provide 
for  the  taxation  of  certain  public  service  corporations  and 
companies,"  join  with  the  majority  of  said  committee  in 
recommending  the  passage  of  the  bill  with  all  the  amend- 
ments contained  in  the  report  of  the  majority,  except  the 
amendment  to  section  2  of  said  bill,  which  amendment 
he  is  unable  to  recommend.  He  therefore  reports  the  bill 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  amendments  recom- 
mended by  the  majority,  with  the  exception  of  the  amend- 
ment to  said  section  2,  be  adopted;  and  that  the  bill 
as  so  amended  ought  to  pass. 

CHARLES  L.  RICH. 

The  reports  were  accepted. 
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Senator  Stevenson  (in  behalf  of  Senator  Rich,  who  signed 
the  minority  report  on  said  bill)  moved  that  the  report 
of  the  minority  be  substituted  for  that  of  the  majority  and 
with  that  motion  pending,  on  motion  of  the  same  sena- 
tor the  bill  and  reports  were  made  a  special  order  for 
Tuesday  morning  next  at  11.30  o'clock;  the  proposed 
amendments  to  be  printed  and  distributed  meanwhile.

Senator  Stevenson  called  for  the  special  order  for  11.30 
o'clock,  it  being  House  Bill  No.  543,  An  act  to  create  a 
permanent  tax  commission  and  to  provide  for  the  taxa- 
tion of  certain  public  service  corporations  and  companies. 

The  question  being  stated. 

Shall  the  report  of  the  minority  be  substituted  for  that 
of  the  majority? 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  chair,  being  in  doubt,  ordered  a 
division. 

On  division,  nine  senators  voted  in  the  affirmative  and 
twelve  senators  voted  in  the  negative,  and  the  motion  to 
substitute  was  negatived. 

On  the  above  question  Senator  Merrill  demanded  the 
yeas  and  nays. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll.

On  motion  of  Senator  Stevenson,  the  amendments 
proposed  by  the  majority  of  the  committee  were  read  by 
the  clerk. 

The  question  being  stated. 

Shall  the  amendments  proposed  by  a  majority  of  the 
committee  be  adopted? 

On  request  of  Senator  Merrill,  the  question  was  divided 
and  the  first  section  of  the  proposed  amendments  was 
taken  up  and  considered,  viz. : 

"Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  words  'the  gov- 
ernor, with  advice  of  the  council'  in  the  second  line  of  said 
section  of  the  printed  bill,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  'the  Supreme  Court  and  commissioned  by  the 
governor,'  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

"Sect.  2.  The  members  of  said  commission  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Supreme  Court  and  commissioned  by 
the  governor;  and  any  member  may  be  removed  by  the 
same  authority  for  inefficiency,  neglect  of  duty  or  mal- 
feasance in  office,  but,  before  removal,  the  member  shall 
be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him,  and 
have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  defense." 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  above  amendment  be  adopted? 

The  affirmative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote. 

Senator  Merrill  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll. 

The  following  named  senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 

Senators  Cross  (District  No.  1),  Hosford,  Rogers, 
Cheney,  Bean,  Prentiss,  Cross  (District  No.  10),  Chap- 
man, Leggett,  Stevenson,  Jewell,  Paul  and  Pender. 
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The  following  named  senators  voted  in  the  negative: 

Senators  Gerry,  Merrill,  Boutwell,  Guptill,  Doe,  Good- 
now,  Rich,  Hayden,  and  Lucier. 

Thirteen  senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and 
nine  senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  affirmative 
prevailed  and  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  question  being  stated. 

Shall  the  remaining  sections  of  the  proposed  amendment 
be  adopted?     viz.: 

Amend  section  3  by  adding  after  the  word  "act"  in  the 
third  hne  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill  the  words  ''one 
of  whom  shall  be  of  the  leading  minority  party,"  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  3.  The  three  persons  first  to  compose  said  com- 
mission shall  be  appointed  within  fifteen  days  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  one  of  whom  shall  be  of  the  leading 
minority  party.  Of  such  three  persons  one  shall  be  ap- 
pointed and  designated  to  serve  for  a  term  ending  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  March,  1913;  one  for  a  term  ending 
on  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  1915,  and  one  for  a  term 
ending  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  1917,  each  of  said 
terms  to  begin  upon  the  qualification  of  the  person  appointed 
therefor.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  the  three 
commissioners  first  appointed  as  aforesaid,  each  succeeding 
commissioner  shall  be  appointed  and  hold  his  office  for  the 
term  of  six  years  from  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  his 
predecessor,  except  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  each  commissioner  shall  hold  his  office 
until  his  successor  shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified. 

Amend  section  5  by  striking  out  the  words  "governor, 
with  advice  of  the  council"  in  the  first  line  of  said  section 
of  the  printed  bill,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"Supreme  Court,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

Sect.  5.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  designate  one  member 
of  the  commission  to  act  as  chairman,  and  another  member 
to  act  as  secretary;  the  members  so  designated  shall  serve 
in  such  capacities  until  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of 
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office,  or  until  vacancies  occur,  and  thereafter  such  desig- 
nation shall  be  made  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
office  of  any  member  and  the  appointment  of  a  successor. 
The  secretary  shall  be  in  attendance  at  the  office  of  the 
commission  in  the  state  house  during  regular  office  hours 
daily,  except  when  elsewhere  engaged  in  the  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  holidays  and  reasonable  vacations 
excepted.  A  majority  of  said  commissioners  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  and  the 
performance  of  the  duties  of  the  commission. 

Amend  section  7  by  striking  out  the  word  "clerical"  in 
the  sixteenth  line  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill,  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  7.  The  annual  salary  of  the  secretary  of  the  com- 
mission shall  be  three  thousand  dollars,  and  of  each  of  the 
other  members  of  the  commission,  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars,  and  such  shall  be  paid  from  the  state  treasury  in 
equal  quarterly  payments. 

Supplies  required  by  the  commission,  and  necessary 
expenses  of  the  commission,  and  such  assistants  as  may 
be  employed,  while  on  the  business  of  the  commission, 
and  fees  of  witnesses  summoned  by  the  commission  shall 
be  paid  by  the  state  upon  the  approval  of  the  governor  and 
council. 

Said  commission  may  appoint  a  stenographer  at  a  salary 
not  exceeding  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  which  shall 
be  paid  from  the  state  treasury  in  equal  quarterly  pay- 
ments, and,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council, 
such  other  assistants  as  may  be  necessary. 

Amend  paragraph  (5)  of  section  8  by  inserting  the  word 
"to"  after  the  word  "adding"  in  the  twenty-fifth  line  of 
said  section  of  the  printed  bill,  so  that  said  paragraph  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(5).  In  the  year  of  1912,  and  every  second  year  there- 
after, to  equalize  the  valuation  of  the  property  in  the 
several  towns  and  cities  in  the  state  by  adding  to  or  deduct- 
ing from  the  aggregate  valuations  of  the  property  in  towns 
and  cities  such  sums  as  will  bring  said  valuations  to  the 
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true  and  market  value  of  said  property,  so  that  any  public 
taxes  that  may  be  apportioned  among  them  shall  be  equal 
and  just  as  between  them. 

Amend  section  10  by  striking  out  the  words  "shall  have 
full  power  by  proper  proceedings  to  bring  such  witnesses 
before  the  Commission  and  to  punish  them  as  for  con- 
tempt" in  lines  12,  13  and  14  of  said  section  of  the  printed 
bill,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following,  "may 
apply  to  any  justice  of  the  Superior  Court,  upon  proof 
by  affidavit  of  the  facts,  for  an  order  returnable  in  not 
more  than  five  days,  directing  any  person  so  refusing  to 
show  cause  before  the  justice  making  the  order  or  any 
other  justice  of  the  Superior  Court  why  he  should  not  be 
committed  as  for  contempt;  upon  the  return  of  such 
order,  the  justice  before  whom  the  matter  shall  come  for 
hearing  shall  examine  under  oath  such  person  whose  testi- 
mony may  be  relevant  and  such  person  shall  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard;  and  if  the  justice  shall  determine 
that  such  person  has  refused  without  legal  excuse  to  be 
examined  or  to  answer  a  legal  and  pertinent  question  or 
to  produce  a  book  or  paper  which  he  was  ordered  to  bring, 
he  may  forthwith  commit  the  offender  as  for  contempt, 
so  to  remain  until  he  submits  to  do  the  act  which  he  was  so 
required  to  do  or  is  discharged  according  to  law,"  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  10.  Justices  of  the  peace  and  all  other  magis- 
trates empowered  to  issue  subpoenas  and  compel  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  in  the  courts  of  this  state  shall 
have  the  same  power  to  compel  their  attendance  and  the 
production  of  evidence  in  any  proceeding  before  the  Tax 
Commission.  Witnesses  summoned  to  appear  before  the 
Tax  Commission  shall  receive  the  same  fees  for  travel 
and  attendance  as  if  summoned  to  appear  before  and  in 
attendance  upon  the  superior  court.  Witnesses  who  refuse 
or  neglect  to  appear,  or  who  refuse  to  testify  may  be 
compelled  to  do  so,  and  for  that  purpose  the  Commission 
may  apply  to  any  justice  of  the  Superior  Court,  upon 
proof  by  affidavit  of  the  facts,  for  an  order  returnable  in 
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not  more  than  five  days,  directing  any  person  so  refusing 
to  show  cause  before  the  justice  making  the  order  or  any 
other  justice  of  the  Superior  Court  why  he  should  not  be 
committed  as  for  contempt;  upon  the  return  of  such  order 
the  justice  before  whom  the  matter  shall  come  for  hearing 
shall  examine  under  oath  such  person  whose  testimony 
may  be  relevant  and  such  person  shall  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard;  and  if  the  justice  shall  determine  that 
such  person  has  refused  without  legal  excuse  to  be  examined 
or  to  answer  a  legal  and  pertinent  question  or  to  produce 
a  book  or  paper  which  he  was  ordered  to  bring,  he  may 
forthwith  commit  the  offender  as  for  contempt,  so  to  remain 
until  he  submits  to  do  the  act  which  he  was  so  required  to 
do  or  is  discharged  according  to  law.  In  any  investigation 
or  hearing  the  Tax  Commission  shall  not  be  bound  by  the 
technical  rules  of  evidence,  excepting,  however,  references 
made  to  the  Tax  Commission  by  the  Superior  Court. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  section  11  and 
substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new  section: 

Sect.  11.  Every  railroad,  railway,  express,  telephone 
and  telegraph  corporation  or  company,  and  every  parlor, 
sleeping  or  dining  car  corporation  or  company,  or  other 
corporation  or  company  not  a  railroad  company  owning 
any  cars  operated  for  profit  on  any  railroad  in  this  state, 
shall  pay  to  the  state  an  annual  tax,  as  of  the  first  day  of 
April  of  each  year,  upon  the  actual  value  of  its  property 
used  in  its  ordinary  business  which  would  not  be  exempt 
from  taxation  if  owned  by  a  natural  person  or  ordinary 
business  corporation,  at  a  rate  as  nearly  equal  as  may  be 
to  the  average  rate  of  taxation  at  that  time  upon  other 
property  throughout  the  state. 

Amend  section  13  by  inserting  before  the  word  "value" 

in  line  9  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill  the  word  ''actual"; 

further  amend  by  striking  out  in  said  fine  9  the  word  "such" 

and  inserting  in  the  place  thereof  the  word  "said";  and 

further  amend  by  inserting  in  line  10  of  said  section  of  the 

printed    bill    after    the  word    "companies"  the    following, 

"used  in  their  ordinary  business  in  this  state  and  not  exempt 
26 
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from  taxation,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

Sect.  13.  The  Tax  Commission  in  determining  the  actual 
value  of  the  property  and  estate  of  said  corporations  or 
companies,  shall  hold  public  hearings  at  times  and  places, 
notices  of  which  shall  be  given  in  advance.  Representa- 
tives of  the  state  and  of  such  corporations  and  companies 
and  other  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  appear,  be  heard  and 
offer  evidence.  The  Tax  Commission  shall  receive  and 
consider  all  evidence  tending  to  show  the  actual  value  of  the 
property  and  estate  of  said  corporations  and  companies 
used  in  their  ordinary  business  in  this  state  and  not  exempt 
from  taxation,  and  upon  all  the  evidence  determine  the 
actual  value  of  the  same. 

Amend  section  14  by  inserting  after  the  word  "state" 
in  line  8  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill  the  following, 
"used  in  their  ordinary  business  in  this  state  and  not 
exempt  from  taxation";  and  further  amend  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "company"  in  line  13  of  said  section  of  the 
printed  bill  the  following,  "representing  permanent 
improvements  or  extensions,"  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  14.  In  determining  the  actual  value  of  the  prop- 
erty and  estate  in  this  state  of  any  such  corporation  or 
company,  the  Tax  Commission  shall  make  careful  inquiry 
into  the  condition  of  all  of  the  property  and  estate,  whether 
within  or  without  the  state,  in  order  that  the  actual  value 
of  all  that  portion  of  the  property  and  estate  of  such  corpo- 
ration or  company  as  is  within  this  state  used  in  their 
ordinary  business  in  this  state  and  not  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, may  be  accurately  fixed  and  determined.  It  shall 
ascertain  and  consider  as  evidence  the  fair  average  market 
value  of  the  stocks  and  bonds  for  one  year  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  April  preceding  the  assessment  and  the  fair 
market  value  of  any  other  funded  or  floating  debt  of  any 
such  corporation  or  company  representing  a  permanent 
improvements  or  extensions.  In  any  case  where  the  market 
value  of  the  stocks  and  bonds  of  any  such  corporation  or 
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company  cannot  be  ascertained  for  want  of  actual  market 
sales,  or  for  any  other  reason,  the  net  receipts  of  any  such 
corporation  or  company,  which  shall  be  the  difference  be- 
tween the  gross  earnings,  whether  by  lease  or  by  operation, 
and  the  operating  expenses  and  taxes  of  the  preceding 
year,  capitalized  at  such  per  cent,  as  appears  to  be  equitable 
under  all  the  circumstances,  shall  be  considered  as  evidence 
of  the  value  of  the  property  and  estate  of  such  corporation 
or  company. 

Amend  section  15  by  adding  after  the  word  "consid- 
eration" in  line  7  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill  the 
following,  "among  other  things,"  so  that  the  first  para- 
graph thereof  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  15.  When  only  a  portion  of  the  property  and 
estate  of  any  such  corporation  or  company  is  located  within 
the  state,  the  Tax  Commission,  in  determining  the  actual 
value  thereof,  shall  consider  its  proportionate  value  to  all 
the  property  and  estate  of  such  corporation  or  company. 
In  making  a  proportionate  valuation,  the  Commission 
shall  take  into  consideration  among  other  things: — 

Further  amend  said  section  15  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "companies"  in  line  16  of  said  section  of  the  printed 
bill  the  following  "or  other  corporations  or  companies  not 
railroad  companies  owning  any  cars  operated  for  profit 
on  any  railroad  in  this  state,"  so  that  sub-paragraph  (c) 
of  said  section  15  shall  read  as  follows: 

(c)  In  the  case  of  parlor,  sleeping,  and  dining  car  corpo- 
rations or  companies,  or  other  corporations  or  companies 
not  railroad  companies  owning  any  cars  operated  for  profit 
on  any  railroad  in  this  state,  the  proportion  of  the  total 
number  of  car-miles  or  the  number  of  miles  traversed  by 
its  cars,  taken  singly,  within  the  state,  during  the  preced- 
ing year,  to  the  total  number  of  such  car -miles  during  the 
same  period,  both  within  and  without  the  state. 

Amend  section  16  by  striking  out  in  line  2  of  said  section 
of  the  printed  bill  the  word  "June"  and  inserting  in  the 
place  thereof  the  word  "July" ;  and  further  amend  by  insert- 
ing after  the  word  "company"  in  line  35  of  said  section  of 
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the  printed  bill  the  following  "or  other  corporation  or 
company  not  a  railroad  company  owning  any  cars  operated 
for  profit  on  any  railroad  in  this  state,"  so  that  said  section 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  16.  Every  such  corporation  or  company  shall, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  annually,  deliver  to  the 
Tax  Commission  a  statement  under  oath,  showing  number 
and  par  value  of  the  shares  of  each  class  of  its  stock,  and 
the  market  value  of  each  share  as  of  the  first  day  of  April, 
the  dividends  paid  per  share  on  each  class  of  stock  during 
the  preceding  year  and  the  dates  of  such  payments,  the 
date  of  issue,  the  number  and  denomination  of  each  issue 
of  its  bonds,  the  interest  paid  during  the  preceding  year, 
and  the  market  value  of  each  of  said  bonds,  the  amount 
of  its  floating  indebtedness,  with  the  interest  paid  on  the 
same,  and  the  average  market  value  of  said  floating 
indebtedness  during  said  preceding  year,  the  gross  receipts 
from  whatever  source  derived  for  said  preceding  year,  the 
amount  expended  from  said  receipts  for  operating  expenses, 
not  including  any  sum  expended  for  physical  betterment 
or  transferred  to  surplus  or  sinking  funds  during  said  pre- 
ceding year,  the  amount  expended  for  physical  betterments 
or  transferred  to  surplus  or  sinking  funds  during  the 
preceding  year,  and  whence  derived,  and  the  amount  of 
money  actually  on  hand  in  cash  on  said  first  day  of  April. 
Every  railroad  or  railway  corporation  or  company  shall, 
in  addition,  state  its  total  trackage,  whether  within  or 
without  the  state,  and  its  total  trackage  within  this  state; 
every  express  corporation  or  company,  the  whole  length 
of  the  lines  of  rail  or  water  routes  over  which  the  company 
did  business  during  the  preceding  year,  whether  within 
or  without  the  state,  and  the  whole  length  of  such  lines 
within  this  state;  every  telegraph  or  telephone  corporation 
or  company,  the  total  length  of  its  lines,  whether  within  or 
without  the  state,  and  the  total  length  of  its  lines  within 
this  state;  and  every  parlor,  sleeping  or  dining  car  corpo- 
ration or  company  or  other  corporation  or  company  not 
a  railroad  company  owning  any  cars  operated  for  profit 
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on  any  railroad  in  this  state,  the  total  number  of  car- 
miles,  of  the  number  of  miles  traversed  by  its  cars,  taken 
singly,  whether  within  or  without  the  state  during  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  total  number  of  such  car-miles 
during  the  same  period  within  the  state.  Such  corporations 
or  companies  shall  also  furnish  to  the  commission  such 
further  information  and  evidence  as  may  be  required 
by  it. 

Amend  section  24  by  inserting  after  the  word  "company" 
in  the  fourth  line  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill  the 
following:  ''or  other  corporations  or  companies  not  rail- 
road companies  owning  any  cars  operated  for  profit  on 
any  railroad  in  this  state";  and  further  amend  said  section 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof,  the  words  "as  provided  by 
existing  laws,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

Sect.  24.  The  real  estate  of  any  railroad,  railway, 
express,  telephone  and  telegraph  corporation  or  company, 
and  parlor,  sleeping  or  dining  car  corporation  or  company, 
or  other  corporations  or  companies  not  railroad  companies 
owning  any  cars  operated  for  profit  on  any  railroad  in  this 
state,  not  used  in  its  ordinary  business  shall  be  appraised 
and  taxed  by  the  authorities  of  the  towns  and  cities  in 
which  it  is  situated,  as  provided  by  existing  laws. 

The  affirmative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote  and  the 
amendments  were  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Stevenson,  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  bill  was  adopted : 

Amend  section  3  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  word 
"first"  when  it  appears  in  the  first  fine  of  said  section. 

Senator  Doe  offered  the  following  amendment  and 
moved  its  adoption: 

Amend  section  8,  by  adding  after  the  last  line  thereof  a 
new  clause,  as  follows: 

(16)  The  tax  commission  shall  keep  a  complete  and 
detailed  record  of  their  proceedings,  including  the  evidence 
presented,  and  a  transcript  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  such 
record  shall  be  made  and  furnished  at  any  time  upon  tender 
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to  the  secretary  of  the  commission  of  the  reasonable  expense 
of  making  such  transcript. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  amendment  offered  by  the  Honorable  Senator 
from  District  No.  12,  be  adopted? 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

The  negative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote  and  the 
amendment  was  rejected. 

The  bill,  as  amended  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading 
this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hosford,  the  rules  were  so  far  sus- 
pended that  the  bill  was  made  in  order  for  a  third  read- 
ing by  title  at  the  present  time. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  by  title,  passed  and 
sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  concurrence  in 
Senate  amendments.

The  following  entitled  bill.  House  Bill  No.  538,  An  act 
to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  bureau  of  labor  (in  Senate 
new  draft),  having  been  printed,  was  taken  from  the  table 
and  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Stevenson,  the  rules  were  so  far 
suspended  that  the  bill  was  made  in  order  for  a  third  read- 
ing by  title  at  the  present  time. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  by  title,  passed  and 
sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  concurrence  in 
Senate  new  draft.

counties  woodcock  may  be  killed  between  the  fifteenth  day 
of  September  and  the  first  day  of  December  next  following.

Section  1.     The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent 

of  the  council,  shall  appoint  three  oculists  of  good  repute 

residing  and  practicing  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire, 

who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  registration  in  optometry;

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but  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  said  board  unless 
he  shall  have  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  optometry 
as  hereinafter  defined  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  six 
years  previous  to  his  appointment.  The  term  for  which  the 
members  of  said  board  shall  hold  their  office  shall  be  three 
years,  except  that  one  of  the  members  of  the  board  first 
to  be  appointed  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  one  for  the  term  of  two  years  and  one  for  the  term 
of  three  years  respectivelj^,  and  until  their  successor  shall 
be  duly  appointed  and  qualified.  Any  vacancy  occurring 
in  said  board  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  in  conformity 
with  this  section;  and  any  member  of  the  board  may  be 
removed  from  office  for  cause  by  the  governor  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council. 

Amend  section  4  by  striking  out  in  the  first  sentence  after 
the  word  "who"  the  word  "was"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "had"  and  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"act"  the  word  "been"  and  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"state"  the  words  "for  the  preceding  six  years,"  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  4.  Within  six  months  from  the  time  this  act  takes 
effect  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  who  had  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  been  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  optometry  in  this  state  for  the  preceding  six  years  to 
cause  his  name,  residence  and  place  of  business  to  be  regis- 
tered with  said  board,  who  shall  keep  a  book  for  that  pur- 
pose.

Senator  Hosford  withdrew  his  demand  for  the  yeas  and 
nays,  and  called  for  a  division. 

On  division,  twelve  senators  voted  in  the  affirmative  and 
nine  senators  voted  in  the  negative.  The  affirmative  pre- 
vailed, and  the  report  of  the  minority  was  substituted  for 
that  of  the  majority. 

Senator  Merrill  moved  that  the  rules  be  so  far  suspended 
that  the  bill  be  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading  by  title 
at  the  present  time.

The  state  board  of  charities  and  correction 
may,  in  its  discretion,  grant  licenses  to  maintain  boarding 
houses  for  infants.  Every  application  therefor  shall  first 
be  approved  by  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town  in 
which  such  boarding  house  is  to  be  maintained.  Such 
license  shall  be  granted  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year, 
shall  state  the  name  of  the  licensee,  the  particular  premises 
in  which  the  business  may  be  carried  on,  the  number  of 
infants  which  may  be  boarded  there  at  one  time,  and  any 
further  restrictions  or  regulations  which  the  state  board  of 
charities  and  correction  may  deem  necessary,  and,  if 
required  by  said  board,  it  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  on  the  licensed  premises.  No  greater  number  of 
infants  shall  be  kept  at  one  time  on  the  premises  than  is 
authorized  by  the  license,  and  no  infant  shall  be  kept  in 
a  building  or  place  not  designated  in  the  license.  A  record 
of  licenses  issued  shall  l)e  kept  by  the  state  board  of  chari- 
ties and  correction,  which  shall  forthwith  give  notice  to  the 
board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  licensee

resides  of  the  granting  of  such  Hcense  and  of  the  terms 
thereof  and  any  revocation  thereof.  The  state  board  of 
charities  and  correction  and  boards  of  health  of  cities  and 
towns  shall  annually,  and  may,  at  any  time,  visit  and 
inspect,  or  designate  a  person  to  visit  and  inspect,  premises 
so  licensed.  Such  premises  shall  also  be  subject  to  visita- 
tion and  inspection  at  any  time  by  the  solicitor  of  the  county 
and  the  mayor,  selectmen  and  police  officers  of  the  city  or 
town.

Said 
board  shall  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
appoint  a  civil  engineer  and  fix  his  compensation  as  agent 
of  said  board,  for  a  term  of  six  years  from  the  first  Tuesday 
of  April,  1911,  and  thereafter  in  every  sixth  year,  to  hold 
office  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  quahfied,  the 
official  title  of  said  agent  shall  be  "engineer." 

The  duties  of  the  board  shall  be  advisory  in  nature, 
they  shall  prescribe  or  lay  out  beforehand  the  work  con- 
templated under  this  act.  The  duties  of  the  engineer 
shall  be  administrative  and  executive  in  nature,  and  to 
him  shall  be  committed  the  carrying  into  effect  or  to 
completion  all  the  work  prescribed  or  laid  out  by  the 
board ;  to  this  end  said  board  shall  delegate  to  him  authority 
in  the  management  and  control  of  the  office,  horses,  wagons, 
machinery,  tools,  equipment,  buildings  and  other  property 
provided  for  carrying  out  the  work  contemplated  under 
this  act,  the  authority  to  employ,  appoint  or  hire,  to 
dismiss  or  discharge  such  subordinate  officers,  agents, 
clerks  and  other  persons  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 
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Said  board  shall  adopt  a  schedule  of  grades  of  relative 
positions  to  include  all  subordinate  officers,  agents,  clerks 
and  other  persons  who  are  employed  or  may  be  employed 
in  carrying  into  effect  or  to  completion  the  work  contem- 
plated under  this  act,  and  said  board  shall  determine 
and  fix  the  compensation  thereof.  The  engineer  shall 
act  as  clerk  of  the  board  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties 
heretofore  pertaining  to  the  office  of  the  chief  engineer 
of  the  city.

Whoever  between  April  first  and  October 
fifteenth  destroys  any  mink,  sable,  martin,  fisher,  otter, 
muskrat,  skunk  or  fox,  forfeits  five  dollars  ($5)  for  each 
animal  so  destroyed,  except  that  any  person  may  kill  fox 
or  skunk  at  any  time  said  person  sees  fit  on  his  own  land. 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted  and  the 
bill  as  amended  ordered  to  a  third  reading  tomorrow  morn- 
ing at  10  o'clock. 

Senator  Boutwell,  for  the  Committee  on  Forestry,  to 
whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  217,  An  act  in  amend- 
ment of  chapter  128,  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  "An  act  to 
improve  the  state  system  of  forest  protection,"   having 
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considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendment  and  recommended  its  passage. 

Amend  section  2  of  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking 
out  in  the  third  line  of  said  section  2  the  word  "salaries" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "a  salary,"  and  by 
striking  out  in  the  fourth  line  of  section  2  the  figures  ".$1,800" 
and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  figures  "$2,500,"  so 
that  said  section  2  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  2.  The  forestry  commission  shall  appoint  a  state 
forester  to  serve  at  the  will  of  the  commission  at  a  salary 
to  be  fixed  by  them,  not  exceeding  $2,500  a  year.  The 
state  forester  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  forestry 
commission,  execute  all  matters  pertaining  to  forestry 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  state,  and  shall  be  allowed 
reasonable  traveling,  field  expenses  and  office  expenses 
in  the  necessary  performance  of  his  official  duties.  It 
shall  be  the  dury  of  the  state  forester  to  direct,  aid  and 
cooperate  with  all  district  chiefs,  forest  fire  wardens  and 
other  employees  of  the  state,  as  provided  for  in  this  act, 
and  see  that  they  take  such  action  as  is  authorized  by 
law  to  prevent  and  extinguish  forest  fires  and  to  do  other 
work  which  the  forestry  commission  may  undertake  for 
the  protection,  improvement  and  extension  of  forests. 
He  shall  as  far  as  his  other  duties  may  permit,  carry  on 
an  educational  course  of  lectures  within  the  state,  and  may 
conduct  exhibits  on  forestry  at  fairs  within  the  state. 
He  may  under  the  direction  of  the  forestry  commission 
conduct  investigations  within  the  state  on  forestry  matters 
and  publish  for  distribution  literature  of  scientific  or  gen- 
eral interest  pertaining  thereto.  He  shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  forestry  commission,  prepare  biennially 
a  report  to  the  governor  on  the  progress  and  condition 
of  state  forest  work  and  recommend  therein  plans  for 
improving  the  state  system  of  forest  protection,  manage- 
ment, replacement  and  extension.  Such  report  shall 
contain  an  itemized  statement  of  all  expenses  incurred 
or  authorized  by  the  state  forester  or  by  the  forestry 
commission.

to  the  power  of  the  said  commission  at  any  time  after  the 
commission  has  completed  the  investigation  and  made  the 
report  as  provided  in  section  1  of  this  act,  to  reduce  any 
of  such  rates  by  determining,  as  provided  in  the  act  entitled, 
"An  act  to  estabhsh  a  Public  Service  Commission,"  just 
and  reasonable  charges  and  by  fixing  the  maximum  price 
to  be  charged;  upon  condition  that  none  of  the  rates  for 
fares  and  freights  now  in  force  upon  said  railroad  between 
points  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  between  points 
in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  points  on  other  parts 
of  said  railroad,  shall  be  raised  until  the  Public  Service 
Commission  has  completed  the  investigation  and  made 
the  report  as  provided  in  section  1  of  this  act.  Nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  as  repealing,  suspending  or  modi- 
fying the  statutes  referred  to  in  section  1  of  this  act, 
except  in  so  far  as  the  operation  thereof  is  affected  by  the 
authority  herein  specifically  conferred  upon  such  railroad 
company.  After  the  completion  of  the  investigation  and 
the  filing  of  the  report  as  provided  in  section  1  of  this  act, 
upon  the  determination  by  the  Public  Service  Commission 
that  any  rate  in  excess  of  the  maximum  prescribed  by  stat- 
ute is  unjust  or  unreasonable, any  person  shall  have  the  right 
to  sue  for  and  recover  any  excess  over  such  maximum  paid 
by  him  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  unless  the  repayment 
of  such  excess  would  be  a  violation  of  any  penal  provision 
of  any  statute  against  the  granting  of  rebates  or  discrim- 
inations.

of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the  Pubfic  Statues, 
except  in  so  far  as  the  operation  thereof  is  affected  by  the 
authority  specifically  conferred  by  this  act.  And  said  rail- 
road company  further  agrees  that  it  will  not  voluntarily 
raise  or  endeavor  to  raise  any  of  its  rates  for  fares  and 
freights  now  in  force  between  points  in  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire,  or  between  points  in  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  points  on  other  parts  of  said  railroad  prior  to  the 
time  that  said  commission  has  completed  the  investiga- 
tion and  made  the  report  as  provided  in  section  1  of  an 
act  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  matter  of  steam  rail- 
road rates  for  fares  and  freights  upon  the  railroads  leased  or

Senators  Cross  (District  No.  10),  Chapman,  and  Jewell, 
for  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was 
referred  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  12,  Joint  resolution 
appropriating  money  for  the  use  of  Dartmouth  College, 
having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  without 
amendment   and   recommended   its   passage. 

Senators  Stevenson  and  Rich,  for  a  minority  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Joint 
Resolution  No.  12,  Joint  resolution  appropriating  money 
for  the  use  of  Dartmouth  College,  being  unable  to  agree 
with  a  majority  of  the  committee,  and  having  considered 
the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amendments 
and  recommended  their  passage: 

Amend  the  joint  resolution  by  striking  out  the  word 
"twenty"  in  the  third  line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word  "ten";  further  amend  the  joint  resolution  by 
striking  out  all  after  the  word  "shall"  in  the  ninth  line  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following,  "be  for  the  purpose 
of  estabhshihg  for  each  year  forty  scholarships  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  ten  for  members  of  each  freshman, 
Sophomore,  junior  and  senior  class.  Said  scholarships  to 
be  awarded  to  worthy  and  needy  students  resident  of  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire,  the  balance  of  said  sum  to  be 
used  by  said  college  in  its  educational  work,"  so  that  said 
joint  resolution  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

That  in  recognition  of  the  eminent  service  rendered 
by  Dartmouth  College  in  the  cause  of  higher  education  and 
for  the  general  advancement  of  learning,  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  appropriated  and  paid  out  of  the 
state  treasury  to  the  trustees  of  Dartmouth  College,  on  the 
warrant  of  the  governor,  on  the  first  day  of  September  each 
year  for  a  period  of  two  years  next  after  the  passage  of  this 
resolution,  for  use  by  said  college  in  its  educational  work. 

This  appropriation  shall  be  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
for  each  year  forty  scholarships  of  two  hundred  dollars 
each,    ten    for    members    of    each    freshman,    sophomore, 
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junior  and  senior  class.  Said  scholarsliips  to  be  awarded 
to  worthy  and  needy  students  resident  of  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire,  the  balance  of  said  sum  to  be  used  by 
said  college  in  its  educational  work. 

The  reports  were  accepted. 

Senator  Stevenson  moved  that  the  report  of  the  minority 
be  substituted  for  that  of  the  majority. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  report  of  the  minority  be  substituted  for  that 
of  the  majority? 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  the  above  question  Senator  Stevenson  demanded 
the  yeas  and  nays.

The  following  report  from  the  Committee  of  Conference 
on  House  Bill  No.  458,  entitled  ''An  act  in  amendment  of 
chapter  95  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1903,  entitled  'An  act 
to  regulate  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquor,'  as  amended 
by  chapter  49  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1905,"  was  received: 
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The  Committee  on  Conference  on  the  non-concurrence 
of  the  House  with  the  Senate  in  the  adoption  of  the  Senate 
amendment  to  House  Bill  No.  458,  entitled  "An  act  in 
amendment  of  chapter  95  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1903, 
entitled  'An  act  to  regulate  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquor,' 
as  amended  by  chapter  49  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1905," 
recommend  that  the  Senate  recede  from  its  action  in 
adopting  the  amendment  and  that  the  following  amend- 
ment be  adopted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives: 

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  adding  after  the  words

First,  on  Sunday; 

Second,  on  any  other  day  except  between  the  hours  of 
six  in  the  morning  and  ten  at  night;  unless  the  town  or 
board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  where  such 
licensee  carries  on  business  shall  extend  the  hours  not 
later  than  eleven  o'clock  at  night,  which  such  town  or 
board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  is  hereby  authorized  to  do; 

Third,  on  the  day  of  any  general  or  city  election  or  town 
meeting;  or  on  the  day  when  a  primary  is  held  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  chapter  153  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1909,  or  under  the  provisions  of  any  city  charter; 
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Fourth,  on  a  state  or  national  legal  holiday; 

And  that  the  bill  as  so  amended  be  passed.

The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  and 
authority  to  construct  a  dam  across  the  Lamprey  river  in 
the  town  of  Epping  in  the  said  state  of  New  Hampshire, 
below  its  confluence  with  the  Pawtuckaway  river  at  West 
Epping  and  auxiliary  or  storage  dams  across  said  Lamprey 
river  at  points  in  the  towns  of  Raymond,  Deerfield  and 
Candia,  together  with  all  necessary  wings,  retaining  walls, 
canals,  gates,  power  houses,  mills,  shops  and  the  necessary 
appurtenances;  all  to  develop  the  water  power  of  the  said 
Lamprey  river  at  the  point  where  said  dams  shall  be 
constructed  and  for  running  and  operating  water  mills, 
for  erecting  reservoirs  of  water  and  for  equalizing  the  flow 
of  the  same ;  to  its  use  and  to  the  use  of  their  mills  for  manu- 
facturing and  municipal  purposes  and  to  use  and  sell  water 
power  from  said  dams  and  reservoirs  and  from  said  water 
mills  for  municipal  and  manufacturing  purposes  and  to 
manufacture,  produce  and  sell  therefrom  electricity  for 
furnishing  power  for  any  and  all  uses,  lighting  the  streets 
and  highways,  lighting  and  heating  buildings,  manufact- 
uries  and  other  places,  and  to  enter  into  and  execute  con- 
tracts, agreements  or  covenants  in  relation  to  the  objects 
31 
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of  the  corporation,  and  of  enforcing  the  same,  and  any 
municipahty  to  which  electricity  may  be  furnished  is 
hereby  authorized  to  contract  with  this  corporation  for 
electricity  for  public  uses  on  such  terms  as  the  parties  may 
agree  to,  and  to  raise  money  therefor  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  town  charges.  Said  corporation  shall  be  capable 
of  taking  and  holding  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  neces- 
sary for  the  purposes  of  said  corporation,  and  to  acquire 
and  hold  any  estate  real  or  personal  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  the  debts  due  said  corporation,  accruing  in 
the  regular  business  of  said  corporation;  and  may  for  the 
purpose  of  distributing  and  delivering  electricity  for  the 
purposes  as  herein  provided,  erect  and  maintain  lines  and 
conduits  under,  in  or  upon  the  streets  and  highways  of  any 
town  or  city,  linder  such  regulations  therefor  as  are  pro- 
vided under  the  general  laws  of  the  state.  The  said  cor- 
poration shall  have  the  power  to  construct  and  maintain 
a  plant  for  producing  electricity  by  steam,  or  other  than 
water  power  as  auxiliary  to  the  water  power  that  it  may 
develop  as  herein  provided,  but  shall  not  go  into  the  busi- 
ness of  selling  or  transmitting  power  until  this  water  power 
is  developed.  This  corporation  shall  not  enter  into  the 
business  of  lighting  in  the  towns  of  Newmarket,  Durham, 
Lee,  Raymond,  Epping,  Newfields  or  Brentwood,  or  either 
of  them,  unless  it  shall  first  acquire  by  purchase  the  plant 
and  property  in  operation  therein.  In  case  it  makes  such 
purchase  it  shall  have  with  respect  to  the  plant,  property 
and  franchise  purchased,  all  the  franchises  and  privileges 
herein  enumerated.  This  corporation  shall  not,  until 
otherwise  permitted  by  future  act  of  the  Legislature,  carry 
on  any  business  in  this  state  outside  of  the  counties  of 
Rockingham  and  Strafford. 

The  bill  as  amended  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading 
this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Guptill,  the  rules  Were  so  far 
suspended  that  the  bill  was  made  in  order  for  a  third  read- 
ing by  title  at  the  present  time.

Whereas,  it  is  widely  advocated  that  the  ravages  of 
the  disease  known  as  tuberculosis  can  be  materially  lessened 
by  the  employment  of  proper  precautionary  methods,  and 
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Whereas,  there  is  a  universal  demand  for  the  adoption 
of  some  measures  or  method  tending  to  the  control  of  the 
spread  of  such  disease, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  the  council  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  commission 
to  consist  of  five  competent  persons,  to  investigate  the 
subject-matter  of  the  disease  of  tuberculosis  and  to  recom- 
mend, not  later  than  December  1,  1912,  some  compre- 
hensive plan  to  control,  or  prevent  the  spread  of  such 
disease,  such  commission  is  to  serve  without  compensation, 
but  the  reasonable  expenses,  as  allowed  by  the  governor 
and  council  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated.

MAJORITY    AND    MINORITY    REPORTS. 

Senator  Cross  (District  No.  10),  for  a  majority  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill 
No.  79,  An  act  to  amend  chapter  268  of  the  Laws  of  1895, 
and  to  provide  for  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  a 
highway  to  Christine  lake  or  North  pond  in  Stark,  having 
considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  without  amend- 
ment and  recommended  its  passage. 

Senator  Rich,  for  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  79,  An  act  to  amend 
chapter  268  of  the  Laws  of  1895,  and  to  provide  for  the 
laying  out  and  construction  of  a  highway  to  Christine 
lake  or  North  pond  in  Stark,  being  unable  to  agree  with 
the  majority  of  said  committee,  reported  the  same  with 
the  following  amendments  and  recommended  its  passage: 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  substituting  the  following: 

Section  1.  Section  4,  chapter  268  of  the  Laws  of  1895, 
is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor: 

The  right  of  fishing  and  taking  ice  from  said  lake  is 
hereby  forever  reserved  to  the  public,  subject  to  the 
reasonable  restrictions  hereinafter  mentioned,  which  shall 
be  applicable  to  all  persons  whether  members  of  the  club 
or  otherwise.  No  person  shall  take  any  fish  from  said 
lake  between  the  first  day  of  October  and  the  first  day  of 
June.     For  the  purpose  of  fish  propagation  in  said  lake, 
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the  corporation  may  take  fish  therefrom  during  the  winter 
months  solely  for  breeding  purposes,  but  the  spawn  and 
young  fry  thus  obtained  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
restocking  the  lake. 

Sect.  2.  Section  5  of  said  chapter  is  also  hereby  repealed, 
and  the  following  substituted  in  place  therefor: 

A  suitable  landing  for  the  purpose  of  launching  boats 
and  mooring  the  same  to  said  landing  shall  be  constructed 
on  the  waters  of  said  lake,  or  North  pond,  at  the  terminus 
of  the  oldest  existing  wagon-path  to  the  lake,  as  set  apart 
and  marked  and  fixed  by  permanent  monuments  by  the 
Percy  Summer  Club  in  the  year  1895  from  the  point  on  the 
lands  of  said  club  nearest  the  main  street  in  the  village  of 
Percy,  in  said  Stark,  and  the  public  shall  at  all  times  have 
the  free  use  of  the  way  so  set  apart,  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
passing  and  repassing  to  and  from  said  lake,  and  making  and 
repairing  said  way.  The  Percy  Summer  Club  shall  not  be 
responsible  for  the  making,  maintenance  or  repairs  of  said 
way,  nor  for  damages  to  any  person  using  the  same.  All 
persons  desiring  to  fish  in  said  lake  shall  have  the  right  to 
fasten  their  boats  to  said  landing. 

Sect.  3.  Section  6  is  also  hereby  repealed  and  the 
following  inserted  in  place  therefor. 

For  the  purpose  of  encouraging  the  building  of  cottages 
upon  the  land  around  said  lake,  and  attracting  permanent 
summer  visitors  thereto,  it  is  hereby  provided  that  if  any 
person  shall  wilfully  trespass  upon  any  land  of  the  Percy 
Summer  Club  situated  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  easterly ' 
line  of  Lot  Numbered  2,  in  Range  19,  of  the  lots  and  ranges 
in  said  Stark,  said  line  to  be  definitely  marked  and  fixed 
by  permanent  monuments  by  the  owners  of  the  Percy 
Summer  Club,  on  or  before  June  1,  1911,  he  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  first  offence, 
and  fifty  dollars  for  each  subsequent  offence. 

Sect.  4.  The  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  repairing  said  highway,  and  con- 
structing said  landing. 
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Sect.  5.  This  act  may  be  altered,  amended,  or  repealed 
whenever  the  pubhc  good  may  require,  and  this  act  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage.

The  interest  secured 
shall  belong  to  the  county. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage  and 
all  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

petition  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  a  certifi- 
cate setting  out  the  amount  of  the  increase  which  it  has 
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authorized,  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  proceeds  of  such 
new  stock  or  bonds  may  be  used.  No  railroad  corporation 
or  pubhc  utility  shall  apply  the  proceeds  of  any  stock, 
bonds  or  notes  to  any  other  purpose  than  those  specified 
in  the  order  of  the  commission  authorizing  the  issue  of  the 
same.  Every  railroad  corporation  and  public  utility  issu- 
ing stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  file  with  the 
commission  an  account  showing  in  such  detail  as  the  com- 
mission shall  require  the  deposition  of  the  proceeds  of  such 
issue;  provided,  however,  that  no  public  utility  or  railroad 
corporation  not  owning,  operating  or  maintaining  a  rail- 
road within  this  state,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  required  to  apply  to  the  commission  for  authority 
to  issue  stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidence  of  indebted- 
ness except  for  the  acquisition  of  property,  the  construction, 
completion,  extension  or  improvement  of  its  facilities  or 
the  improvement  or  maintenance  of  its  service  within  this 
state,  or  the  discharge  or  refunding  of  its  obligations  or 
reimbursement  of  moneys  actually  expended  for  such 
purposes. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole  of 
section  22,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  22.  (a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  public  service  com- 
mission to  investigate  fully  the  subject  of  steam  railroad 
rates  for  fares  and  freights  upon  the  railroads  leased  or 
united  under  the  authority  of  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of 
1883,  chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  and  all  matters  relating  thereto,  and  report 
to  the  governor,  for  the  information  and  use  of  the  governor 
and  the  Legislature,  as  soon  as  may  be  and  not  later  than 
December  1,  1912,  the  general  situation  in  respect  to  such 
rates  and  other  related  matters,  together  with  such  recom- 
mendations with  reference  to  the  subject-matter  as  it  may 
deem  proper. 

(b)  Upon  the  fiHng  by  a  railroad  corporation  with  the 
public  service  commission,  Avithin  thirty  (30)  days  after  all 
three  of  the  commissioners  appointed  under  the  act  entitled, 
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"An  act  to  establish  a  public  service  commission,"  shall 
have  duly  qualified,  of  schedules  showing  the  present  rates 
for  fares  and  freights  between  points  in  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire  and  between  points  in  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  points  on  other  parts  of  said  railroad,  together 
with  a  properly  executed  stipulation  and  agreement  in  the 
form  set  forth  in  section  3  of  this  act,  and  upon  the  filing 
by  the  said  commission  with  the  secretary  of  state  ofa  cer- 
tificate stating  that  such  schedules  and  agreements  have 
been  filed  with  it,  said  railroad  corporation  shall  have 
authority  until  July  1,  1913,  to  demand  and  collect  rates  for 
fares  and  freights  now  in  force  in  excess  of  the  maximum 
prescribed  by  statute;  subject,  however,  to  the  power  of  said 
commission  at  any  time  after  the  commission  has  com- 
pleted the  investigation  and  made  the  report  as  provided 
in  section  1  of  this  act,  to  reduce  any  of  such  rates  by  deter- 
mining, as  provided  in  the  act  entitled,  "An  act  to  estab- 
lish a  public  service  commission,"  just  and  reasonable 
charges  and  by  fixing  the  maximum  price  to  be  charged; 
upon  condition  that  none  of  the  rates  for  fares  and  freights 
now  in  force  upon  said  railroad  between  points  in  the  state 
of  New  Hampshire  and  between  points  in  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire  and  points  on  other  parts  of  said  railroad,  shall 
be  raised  until  the  public  service  commission  has  completed 
the  investigation  and  made  the  report  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion 1  of  this  act.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as 
repealing,  suspending,  or  modifying  the  statutes  referred 
to  in  section  1  of  this  act,  except  in  so  far  as  the  operation 
thereof  is  affected  by  the  authorit}^  herein  specifically  con- 
ferred upon  such  railroad  company.  After  the  completion 
of  the  investigation  and  the  filing  of  the  report  as  provided 
in  section  1  of  this  act,  upon  the  determination  of  the  public 
service  commission  that  anj^  rate  in  excess  of  the  maximum 
prescribed  by  statute  is  unjust  or  unreasonable,  any  person 
shall  have  the  right  to  sue  for  and  recover  any  excess  over 
such  maximum  paid  by  him  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
unless  the  repayment  of  such  excess  would  be  a  violation 
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of  any  penal  provisions  of  any  statute  against  the  granting 
of  rebates  or  discriminations. 

(c)  The  agreement  to  be  filed,  as  provided  in  section 
2  of  this  act,  shall  be  in  the  following  form: 

The railroad  company .... 

a  corporation  doing  business  in  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  owning  the  following  railroads 

and  operating  the  following  railroads 

hereby  accepts  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled,  "An  act 
relating  to  the  matter  of  steam  railroad  rates  for  fares 
and  freights  upon  the  railroads  leased  or  united  under 
the  authority  of  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  chapter 
5,  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chaptei  156  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
and  providing  for  a  full  investigation  thereof  and  agrees 
that  nothing  in  said  act  shall  be  construed  as  repealing, 
suspending  or  modifying  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883, 
chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the  Public 
Statutes.  And  said  railroad  company  further  agrees 
that  it  will  not  voluntarily  raise  or  endeavor  to  raise  any 
of  its  rates  for  fares  and  freights  now  in  force  between 
points  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  or  between  points 
in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  points  on  other  parts 
of  said  railroad  prior  to  the  time  that  said  commission 
has  completed  the  investigation  and  made  the  report 
as  provided  in  section  1  of  an  act  entitled,  "An  act 
relating  to  the  matter  of  steam  railroad  rates  for  fares 
and  freights  upon  the  railroads  leased  or  united  under 
the  authority  of  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  chapter 
5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the  Public  Statiutes, 
and  providing  for  a  full  investigation  thereof.  This  agree- 
ment shall  not  be  construed  as  prohibiting  changes  in 
classification  made  by  the  Official  Classification  Committee, 
subject,  however,  to  the  right  of  the  public  service  com- 
mission, upon  notice  and  hearing  as  provided  in  the 
Public  Service  Commission  Act,  to  require  in  any  case 
the  retention  of  the  existing  classification. 
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•  (d)  For  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  investigation 
provided  for  in  section  1  of  this  act,  the  public  service 
commission  shall  have  all  the  powers  conferred  upon  it 
by  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  public  service 
commission,"  and,  in  addition  to  the  powers  conferred 
upon  said  commission  by  section  2,  paragraph  (f)  of  said 
act,  said  commission  may,  without  the  approval  of  the 
governor  and  council  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
governor  and  council  such  further  sums  as  may  be  necessary 
in  employing  counsel,  stenographers,  experts,  accountants 
and  others  whose  assistance  it  may  require  in  the  per- 
formance of  the   duties  imposed   upon  it,  by  this  act. 

(e)  If  the  commission  shall  find  that  any  rate  or  rates 
investigated  by  it  are  unjust  or  unreasonable,  it  shall 
by  order  fix  such  rate  or  rates  upon  a  reasonable  and  fair 
basis,  and  the  railroad  shall  have  the  same  right  to  appeal 
from  such  order  as  is  given  in  the  act  entitled,  "An  act 
to  establish  a  public  service  commission,"  except  that, 
in  the  case  of  rates  now  in  excess  of  the  maximum  pre- 
scribed by  statute,  no  railroad  company  shall  have  any 
right  to  appeal  from  an  order  of  said  commission  reducing 
such  excessive  rate  unless  such  reduction  shall  be  to  a 
point  below  such  maximum  and  then  only  as  to  so  much 
of  such  reduction  as  shall  be  below  such  maximum.  The 
public  service  commission  shall  not  have  the  power  to 
change  or  to  authorize  the  change  of  any  particular  rate 
or  rates  until  it  shall  have  completed  the  investigation 
and  made  the  report  provided  for  in  section  1  hereof 
and  in  no  case  shall  said  public  service  commission  have 
authority  to  permit  any  rate  now  below  the  maximum 
fixed  by  law  to  be  raised  above  such  maximum,  nor  to  per- 
mit any  rate  now  exceeding  such  maximum  to  be  raised. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  question  being  stated. 

Shall  the  amendments  reported  by  the  committee  be 
adopted? 

(Discussion  ensued.) 
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On  motion  of  Senator  Lucier,  the  question  as  to  the 
adoption  of  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  committee 
was  divided. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Lucier,  the  first  amendment 
proposed  by  the  committee  was  adopted,  to  wit: 

Amend  paragraph  (a)  of  section  14  by  inserting  between 
the  word  "utihty"  and  the  word  "subject"  in  the  last  sen- 
tence of  said  paragraph  (a)  the  following  words:  "or 
railroad  corporation  not  owning,  operating  or  maintaining 
a  railroad  within  this  state,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  14.  (a)  No  railroad  corporation  or  pubhc  utility 
shall  issue  any  stock,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidence  of 
indebtedness  payable  more  than  twelve  months  after 
the  date  thereof,  without  first  procuring  an  order  of  the 
commission  authorizing  the  same.  Upon  petition  of  the 
directors  of  a  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  the 
commission  shall,  after  public  notice  and  hearing,  determine 
the  amount  of  stock  or  bonds  which  in  its  opinion  is  reason- 
ably requisite  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  issue  is  to 
be  made,  and  shall  within  thirty  days  after  the  final  hearing 
upon  such  petition  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
state  a  certificate  setting  out  the  amount  of  the  increase 
which  it  has  authorized,  and  the  purposes  for  which  the 
proceeds  of  such  new  stock  or  bonds  may  be  used.  No 
railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  shall  apply  the  pro- 
ceeds of  any  stock,  bonds  or  notes  to  any  other  purposes 
than  those  specified  in  the  order  of  the  commission  author- 
izing the  issue  of  the  same.  Every  railroad  corporation 
and  public  utility  issuing  stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other 
evidence  of  indebtedness  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  file  with  the  commission  an  account 
showing  in  such  detail  as  the  commission  shall  require 
the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  of  such  issue;  provided, 
however,  that  no  public  utility  or  railroad  corporation 
not  owning,  operating  or  maintaining  a  railroad  within 
this  state,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
required   to    apply   to    the    commission    for   authority   to 
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issue  stocks,  bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness 
except  for  the  acquisition  oi  property,  the  construction, 
completion,  extension  or  improvement  of  its  facihties, 
or  the  improvement  or  maintenance  of  its  service  within 
this  state,  or  the  discharge  or  refunding  of  its  obHgations 
or  reimbursement  of  moneys  actually  expended  for  such 
purposes. 

Senator  Lucier  moved  that  section  22  of  the  amendments 
to  said  bill  (previously  adopted,  by  the  Senate),  be  striken 
out. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  amendment  (section  22)  previously  adopted  by 
the  Senate,  be  stricken  out? 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  motion  of  Senator  Ahem,  the  Senate  voted  to  take  a 
recess  of  five  minutes. 

(Recess.) 

Upon  reassembling,  the  further  consideration  of  House 
Bill  No.  322,  An  act  to  establish  a  public  service  commission, 
and  proposed  amendments,  was  taken  up. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  proposed  amendment  (section  22)  previously 
adopted  by  the  Senate,  be  stricken  out? 

The  chair  ruled  that  the  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert, 
as  proposed  by  the  Honorable  Senator  from  District  No. 
20,  was  indivisible. 

Senator  Lucier  then  withdrew  his  motion  to  strike  out 
section  22  of  the  amendments  previously  adopted  by  the 
Senate. 

Senator  Lucier  then  moved  that  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee be  amended  by  striking  out  section  22  of  the  original 
bill  and  inserting  nothing  in  its  place. 

Senator  Pender  moved  that  the  motion  of  the  Honorable 
Senator  from  District  No.  20  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  question  being  stated. 

Shall  the  motion  be  indefinitely  postnoned?

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Senator  Lucier  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call^  the  roll. 

The  following  named  senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 

Senators  Cross  (District  No.  1),  Hosford,  Rogers,  Cheney, 
Cross  (District  No.  10),  Guptill,  Doe,  Chapman,  Leggett, 
Ahern,  Stevenson,  Jewell,  Paul  and  Pender, 

The  following  named  senators  voted  in  the  negative: 

Senators  Gerry,  Bean,  Merrill,  Prentiss,  Boutwell,  Good- 
now.  Rich,  Hayden  and  Lucier. 

Fourteen  senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and 
nine  senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  affirmative 
prevailed  and  the  motion  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

Senator  Pender  moved  that  the  remaining  amendments 
reported  by  the  committee,  be  adopted. 

The  question  being  stated. 

Shall  the  remaining  amendments  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee, be  adopted?  to  wit: 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole  of 
section  22,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  22.  (a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  public  ser- 
vice commission  to  investigate  fully  the  subject  of  steam 
railroad  rates  for  fares  and  freights  upon  the  railroads 
leased  or  united  under  the  authority  of  chapter  100  of  the 
Laws  of  1883,  chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter 
156  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  all  matters  relating  thereto, 
and  report  to  the  governor,  for  the  information  and  use 
of  the  governor  and  the  Legislature,  as  soon  as  may  be  and 
not  later  than  December  1,  1912,  the  general  situation  in 
respect  to  such  rates  and  other  related  matters,  together 
with  such  recommendations  with  reference  to  the  subject- 
matter  as  it  may  deem  proper.

on  other  parts  of  said  railroad,  shall  be  raised  until  the 
public  service  commission  has  completed  the  investiga- 
tion and  made  the  report  as  provided  in  section  1  of  this 
act.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  repealing,  sus- 
pending or  modifying  the  statutes  referred  to  in  section  1 
of  this  act,  except  in  so  far  as  the  operation  thereof  is 
affected  by  the  authority  herein  specifically  conferred  upon 
such  railroad  company.  After  the  completion  of  the  inves- 
tigation and  the  filing  of  the  report  as  provided  in  section 
1  of  this  act,  upon  the  determination  by  the  public 
service  commission  that  any  rate  in  excess  of  the  max- 
imum prescribed  by  statute  is  unjust  or  unreasonable,  any 
person  shall  have  the  right  to  sue  for  and  recover  any  excess 
over  such  maximum  paid  by  him  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  unless  the  repayment  of  such  excess  would  be  a  viola- 
tion of  any  penal  provision  of  any  statute  against  the  grant- 
ing of  rebates  or  discriminations. 

(c)  The  agreement  to  be  filed,  as  provided  in  section  2 
of  this  act,  shall  be  in  the  following  form:

company,  a  corporation  doing  business  in  the  state  of 
New    Hampshire    and    owning     the    following     railroads 

and  operating  the  following  railroads 

hereby  accepts  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  relating  to  the  matter  of  steam  railroad  rates  for  fares 
and  freights  upon  the  railroads  leased  or  united  under 
the  authorit}^  of  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  chapter 
5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
and  providing  for  a  full  investigation  thereof"  and  agrees 
that  nothing  in  said  act  shall  be  construed  as  repealing,  sus- 
pending or  modifying  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883, 
chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the  Pubhc 
Statutes.  And  said  railroad  company  further  agrees  that 
it  will  not  voluntarily  raise  or  endeavor  to  raise  any  of  its 
rates  for  fares  and  freights  now  in  force  between  points  in  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire  or  between  points  in  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  and  points  on  other  parts  of  said  railroad 
prior  to  the  time  that  said  commission  has  completed  the 
investigation  and  made  the  report  as  provided  in  section  1 
of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  matter  of  steam 
railroad  rates  for  fares  and  freights  upon  the  railroads 
leased  or  united  under  the  authority  of  chapter  100  of 
the  Laws  of  1883,  chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter 
156  of  the  Public  Statutes  and  providing  for  a  full  investi- 
gation thereof."  This  agreement  shall  not  be  construed  as 
prohibiting  changes  in  classification  made  by  the  Official 
Classification  Committee,  subject,  however,  to  the  right 
of  the  public  service  commission,  upon  notice  and  hearing 
as  provided  in  the  Public  Service  Commission  Act,  to 
require  in  any  case  the  retention  of  the  existing  classi- 
fication. 

(d)  For  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  investigation 
provided  for  in  section  1  of  this  act,  the  public  service 
commission  shall  have  all  the  powers  conferred  upon  it 
by  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  public  service 
commission,"    and,   in   addition   to   the   powers   conferred

upon  said  commission  by  section  2,  paragraph  (f)  of  said 
act,  said  commission  may,  without  the  approval  of  the 
governor  and  council,  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  ($10,000)  and  with  the  approval  of  the  governor 
and  council  such  further  sums  as  may  be  necessary  in  em- 
ploying counsel,  stenographers,  experts,  accountants  and 
others  whose  assistance  it  may  require  in  the  performance 
of  the  duties  imposed  upon  it  by  this  act. 

(e)  If  the  commission  shall  find  that  any  rate  or  rates 
investigated  by  it  are  unjust  or  unreasonable,  it  shall  by 
order  fix  such  rate  or  rates  upon  a  reasonable  and  fair  basis, 
and  the  railroad  shall  have  the  same  right  to  appeal  from 
such  order  as  is  given  in  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  establish 
a  public  service  commission,"  except  that,  in  the  case  of  rates 
now  in  excess  of  the  maximum  prescribed  by  statute,  no 
railroad  company  shall  have  any  right  to  appeal  from  an 
order  of  said  commission  reducing  such  excessive  rate  unless 
such  reduction  shall  be  to  a  point  below  such  maximum  and 
then  only  as  to  so  much  of  such  reduction  as  shall  be 
below  such  maximum.  The  public  service  commission 
shall  not  have  the  power  to  change  or  to  authorize  the 
change  of  any  particular  rate  or  rates  until  it  shall  have 
completed  the  investigation  and  made  the  report  provided 
for  in  section  1  hereof,  and  in  no  case  shall  said  public 
service  commission  have  authority  to  permit  any  rate  now 
below  the  maximum  fixed  by  law  to  be  raised  above  such 
maximum,  nor  to  permit  any  rate  now  exceeding  such 
maximum  to  be  raised. 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

The  affirmative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote. 

Senator  Lucier  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll. 

The  following  named  senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 

Senators  Cross  (District  No.  1),  Hosford,  Rogers,  Cheney, 
Cross  (District  No.  10),  Guptill,  Doe,  Chapman,  Leggett, 
Stevenson,  Jewell,  Paul  and  Pender. 

The  following  named  senators  voted  in  the  negative: 
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Senators  Gerry,  Bean,  Merrill,  Prentiss,  Boutwell,  Good- 
now.  Rich,  Hayden,  Ahern  and  Lucier. 

Thirteen  senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and 
ten  senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  affirmative 
prevailed  and  the  remaining  amendments  reported  by  the 
committee  were  adopted. 

The  bill  as  amended  was  then  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance  under  the  rule. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Stevenson,  the  Senate  voted  to  take 
a  recess  of  fifteen  minutes. 

(Recess.) 

The  senate  reassembled. 

COMMITTEE    REPORTS. 

Senator  Stevenson,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  322,  An  act  to  estab- 
lish a  public  service  commission,  having  considered  the 
same,  reported  the  same  without  amendment  and  recom- 
mended its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Ahern,  the  rules  were  so  far 
suspended  that  the  bill  was  made  in  order  for  a  third  read- 
ing by  title  at  the  present  time. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  by  title,  passed 
and  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  concurrence 
in  Senate  amendments. 

SPECIAL    ORDER, 

Senator  Ahern  called  for  the  special  order  for  2.30 
o'clock,  it  being  House  Bill  No.  261,  An  act  for  the  better 
enforcement  of  the  laws  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquor  in  no-license  cities  and  towns. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  amendments  reported  by  the  committee  be 
adopted? 

The  affirmative  prevailed  on  a  viva  voce  vote  and  the 
amendments  were  adopted. 
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On  motion  of  Senator  Lucier,  the  rules  were  so  far  sus- 
pended that  the  bill  was  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading 
by  title  at  the  present  time. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  by  title,  passed 
and  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  concurrence 
in  Senate  amendments. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Stevenson,  the  Senate  adjourned.

Senator  Merrill,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary, 
to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  587,  An  act  estab- 
lishing a  board  of  highway  supervisors,  having  considered 
the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

Senator  Chapman,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to 
whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  432,  An  act  to  equahze 
the  appraisal  of  property,  having  considered  the  same, 
reported  the  same  with  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  of  the  com- 
mittee adopted. 

Senator  Merrill,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary, 
to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  23,  An  act  to  regulate 
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the  transmission  of  electric  energy  to  places  outside  this 
state,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with 
the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate,  the  subject- 
matter  having  been  covered  by  another  bill  favorably 
reported  by  the  committee.  The  report  was  accepted  and 
the  resolution  adopted. 

Senator  Merrill,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary, 
to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  64,  An  act  to  expedite 
the  trial  of  cases  in  the  superior  court,  having  considered 
the  same,  reported  the  same  without  recommendation. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Merrill,  the  bill  was  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Senator  Cross  (District  No.  10),  for  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  534, 
An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  158  of  the  Laws  of  1909, 
entitled  "An  act  for  the  support  and  encouragement  of 
common  schools,"  having  considered  the  same,  reported 
the  same  without  amendment  and  recommended  its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Cheney,  the  rules  were  so  far  sus- 
pended that  the  bill  was  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading 
by  title  at  the  present  time. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  by  title  and  passed. 

Senator  Merrill,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to 
whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  535,  An  act  authorizing 
the  insurance  commissioner  to  license  persons  to  procure 
fire  insurance  in  unlicensed  companies  in  certain  cases, 
having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the 
following  amendment  and  recommended  its  passage. 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said  section 
and  inserting  in  the  place  thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  2.  Every  such  licensee  shall  on  or  before  the 
tenth  day  of  each  month  execute  and  file  with  the  insurance 
commissioner  a  statement  under  oath  covering  all  insurance 
policies  procured  by  him  under  his  said  license  during 
the  calendar  month  next  preceding  giving   the    name  of 
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the  company  issuing  each  of  said  policies,  the  name  and 
residence  of  the  insured,  the  amount,  term  and  premium 
of  each  policy  and  the  kind  of  property  insured  thereby, 
and  that  he  was  unable  to  procure  in  companies  admitted 
to  do  business  in  the  state  the  amount  of  insurance  necessary 
to  protect  said  property.  Provided,  that  such  licensed 
person  shall  not  offer  any  portion  of  such  insurance  to 
any  company  which  is  not  possessed  of  cash  assets  amount- 
ing to  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  shall 
be  determined  by  the  insurance  commissioner,  or  one  which 
has  within  the  preceding  twelve  months  been  in  an  mipaired 
condition.  And  no  person,  unless  he  shall  be  so  licensed, 
shall  act  or  aid  in  any  manner  in  placing  fire  insurance 
on  property  other  than  his  own  in  this  state  in  any  company 
which  is  not  duly  authorized  to  transact  business  in  this 
state. 

Amend  section  6  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  following 
words,  "And  this  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage," 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

Sect.  6.  Section  15  of  chapter  169  of  the  Public  Statutes 
and  all  other  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted,  and 
the  bill  as  amended  ordered  to  a  third  reading  tomorrow 
morning  at  10  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hosford,  the  rules  were  so  far  sus- 
pended that  the  bill  was  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading 
by  title  at  the  present  time. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  by  title,  passed  and 
sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  concurrence  in 
Senate  amendments. 

Senator  Merrill,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary, 
to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  572,  An  act  in  relation 
to  employer's  liability  and  workmen's  compensation, 
having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the 
following  amendments  and  recommended  its  passage. 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  from  lines  14,  15,  16 
and  17  of  the  printed  bill  the  words  "occasioned  to  such 
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workmen  and  to  his  dependents  as  hereinafter  defined, 
or,  in  case  there  are  no  such  dependents,  to  his  estate," 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "now  recoverable 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  191  of  the  Public  Statutes." 
Further  amend  said  section  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
the  following  words:  "The  damages  provided  for  by.  this 
section  shall  be  recovered  in  an  action  on  the  case  for  neg- 
ligence," so  that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read: 

Sect.  2.  If,  in  the  course  of  any  of  the  employments 
above  described,  personal  injury  by  accident  arising  out 
of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment  is  caused  to  any 
workman  employed  therein,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  failure 
of  the  employer  to  comply  with  any  statute,  or  with  any 
order  made  under  authority  of  law,  or  by  the  negligence  of 
the  employer  or  any  of  his  or  its  officers,  agents  or  em- 
ployees, or  by  reason  of  any  defect  or  insufficiency  due  to 
his,  its  or  their  negligence  in  the  condition  of  his  or  its 
plant,  ways,  works,  machinery,  cars,  engines,  equipment, 
or  appliances,  then  such  employer  shall  be  liable  to  such 
workman  for  all  damages  occasioned  to  him,  or,  in  case  of 
his  death,  to  his  personal  representatives  for  all  damages 
now  recoverable  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  191  of 
the  Public  Statutes.  The  workman  shall  not  be  held  to 
have  assumed  the  risk  of  any  injury  due  to  any  cause  speci- 
fied in  this  section;  but  there  shall  be  no  liability  under 
this  section  for  any  injury  to  which  it  shall  be  made  to 
appear  by  a  preponderance  of  evidence  that  the  negligence 
of  the  plaintiff  contributed.  The  damages  provided  for 
by  this  section  shall  be  recovered  in  an  action  on  the  case 
for  negligence. 

Amend  the  second  proviso  of  section  3  by  striking  out 
the  words  "serious  and  wilful  misconduct"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  "intoxication,  violation  of  law, 
or  serious  or  wilful  misconduct,"  so  that  said  proviso,  as 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows :  Provided,  That  the  employer 
shall  not  be  liable  in  respect  of  any  injury  to  the  workman 
which  is  caused  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  intoxication. 
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violation  of  law,   or  serious  or  wilful  misconduct  of  the 
workman. 

Amend  section  4  by  inserting  a  comma  (,)  after  the  word 
"hereunder"  in  line  7  of  said  section  as  printed. 

Amend  clause  (a)  of  section  6  by  inserting  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following:  "But  in  no  event  shall  such  sum 
exceed  three  thousand  dollars.  Any  weekly  payments 
made  under  this  act  shall  be  deducted  from  the  sum  so 
fixed." 

Amend  clause  (b)  of  section  6  by  striking  out  all  after 
the  word  "earnings"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words:  "such  proportion  of  the  benefits  provided  for  those 
wholly  dependent  as  the  amount  of  the  wage  contributed 
by  the  deceased  to  such  partial  dependents  at  the  time  of 
injury  bore  to  the  total  wage  of  the  deceased,"  so  that  said 
paragraph  (b)  shall  read  as  follows: 

(b)  If  such  widow,  children  or  parents  at  the  time  of  _ 
his  death  are  in  part  only  dependent  upon  his  earnings, 
such  proportion  of  the  benefits  provided  for  those  wholly 
dependent  as  the  amount  of  the  wage  contributed  by  the 
deceased  to  such  partial  dependents  at  the  time  of  injury 
bore  to  the  total  wage  of  the  deceased. 

Amend  paragraph  (2)  of  section  6  by  striking  out  the 
words  "three  times"  in  line  38  of  said  section  as  printed 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "one-half";  by 
striking  out  the  word  "daily"  in  line  39  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word  "weekly";  by  striking  out  the 
words  "six  years"  in  lines  59  and  61  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "three  hundred  weeks,"  and  further 
amend  said  paragraph  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
the  following:  "No  such  payment  shall  be  due  or  payable 
for  any  time  prior  to  the  giving  of  the  notice  required  by 
section  5  of  this  act,  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows:  "Where  total  or  partial  incapacity 
for  work  at  any  gainful  employment  results  to  the  workman 
from  the  injury,  a  weekly  payment  commencing  at  the  end 
of  the  second  week  after  the  injury  and  continuing  during 
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such  incapacity,  subject  as  herein  provided,  not  exceeding 
fifty  percentum  of  his  average  weeekly  earnings  when 
at  work  on  full  time  during  the  preceding  year  during  which 
he  shall  have  been  in  the  employment  of  the  same  employer, 
or  is  he  shall  have  been  in  the  employment  of  the  same 
employer  for  less  than  a  year,  then  a  weekly  payment  of 
not  exceeding  one  half  the  average  weekly  earnings  on  full 
time  for  such  less  period.  In  fixing  the  amount  of  the  weekly 
payment,  regard  shall  be  had  to  the  difference  between  the 
amount  of  the  average  earnings  of  the  workman  before 
the  accident  and  the  average  amount  he  is  able  to  earn 
thereafter  as  wages  in  the  same  employment  or  otherwise. 
In  fixing  the  amount  of  the  weekly  payment,  regard  shall 
be  had  to  any  payment,  allowance  or  benefit  which  the  work- 
man may  have  received  from  the  employer  during  the  period 
of  his  incapacity,  and  in  the  case  of  partial  incapacity  the 
weekly  payment  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  difference 
between  the  amount  of  the  average  weekly  earnings  of  the 
workman  before  the  accident  and  the  average  weekly 
amount  which  he  is  earning  or  is  able  to  earn  in  the  same 
employment  or  otherwise  after  the  accident,  but  shall 
amount  to  one  half  of  such  difference.  In  no  event  shall 
any  compensation  paid  under  this  act  exceed  the  damage 
suffered,  nor  shall  any  weekly  payment  payable  under 
this  act  in  any  event  exceed  ten  dollars  a  week  or  extend 
over  more  than  three  hundred  weeks  from  the  date  of  the 
accident.  Such  payment  shall  continue  for  such  period 
of  three  hundred  weeks  provided  total  or  partial  disability 
continue  during  such  period.  No  such  payment  shall  be  due 
or  payable  for  any  time  prior  to  the  giving  of  the  notice 
required  by  section  5  of  this  act." 

Amend  the  first  sentence  of  section  9  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "question"  in  line  1  of  said  section  the  words 
"as  to  compensation,"  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "law" 
in  line  3  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word  "equity"  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "herein"  in 
line  3  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"hereinafter,"    so   that   said  sentence,   as  amended,  shall 
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read  as  follows:  "Any  question  as  to  compensation  which 
may  arise  under  this  act  shall  be  determined  by  agreement 
or  by  an  action  at  equity  as  hereinafter  provided." 

Amend  section  10  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word 
"services"  in  line  6  to  and  including  the  word  "services" 
in  line  9,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
"Weekly  payments  due  under  this  act  shall  not  be  assign- 
able or  subject  to  levy,  execution,  attachment  or  satisfac- 
tion of  debts,"  so  that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall 
read:  Sect.  10.  Any  person  entitled  to  weekly  payments 
under  this  act  against  any  employer  shall  have  the  same 
preferential  claim  therefor  against  the  assets  of  the  employer 
as  is  allowed  by  law  for  a  claim  by  such  person  against 
such  employer  for  unpaid  wages  or  personal  services. 
Weekl}'^  payments  due  under  this  act  shall  not  be  assign- 
able or  subject  to  levy,  execution,  attachment  or  satisfac- 
tion of  debts.  Any  right  to  receive  compensation  under 
this  act  shall  be  extinguished  by  the  death  of  the  person 
entitled  thereto. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  adopted  and 
the  bill  as  amended  ordered  to  a  third  reading  tomorrow 
morning  at  10  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Ahern,  the  rules  were  so  far  sus- 
pended that  the  bill  was  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading 
by  title  at  the  present  time. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  by  title. 

The  question  being  stated, 

Shall  the  bill  pass? 

Senator  Hosford  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays.

Senator  Merrill,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary, 
to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  591,  An  act  in  amend- 
ment of  section  8,  chapter  35  of  Laws  of  1905,  and  of 
section  20  of  chapter  155  of  Laws  of  1909,  relating  to  main- 
tenance of  highways,  having  considered  the  same,  reported 
the  same  with  the  following  amendments  and  recommended 
its  passage. 

Amend  section  1  by  striking  out  the  words,  "to  be  divided 
in  proportion  to  the  mileage  of  state  aid  roads  in  such 
cities,  towns  and  places,  and,"  so  that  said  section  1  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  8  of  chapter  35  of  the  Laws  of 
1905  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  entire  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  8.  All  highways  within  any  city,  town  or  place 
improved  by  the  expenditure  of  said  joint  fund  shall  there- 
after be  maintained  by  the  city,  town  or  place  within 
which  they  are  located  at  the  expense  of  such  city,  town 
or  place,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  governor  and  council; 
and  in  case  any  city,  town  or  place  shall  neglect  to  make 
repairs  ordered  by  the  governor  and  council,  such  repairs 
shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and 
council,  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  and  the  cost  thereof 
shall  be  added  to  the  state  tax  for  such  city,  town  or  place 
for  the  next  year;  except  that  assistance  shall  be  rendered 
by  the  governor  and  council  to  such  cities,  towns  or  places 
by  the  application  therefor  on  non-trunk  fine  roads  of 
thirty-five  per  cent,  of  the  net  revenue  from  automobile 
fees  and  fines,  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  treasury  on  the 
warrant  of  the  governor. 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  2.  Section  20  of  chapter  38  of  the  Laws  of  1905, 
added  to  said  chapter  by  chapter  55  of  the  Laws  of  1909, 
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is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  20.  The  highways  designated  under  section  15 
and  16  of  this  act  shall  be  maintained  by  the  city,  town 
or  place,  within  which  they  are  located  at  the  expense 
of  such  city,  town  or  place,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  governor  and  council,  and  in  case  any  city,  town  or 
place  shall  neglect  to  make  repairs  ordered  by  the  governor 
and  council  such  repairs  shall  be  made  under  the  direction 
of  the  governor  and  council  at  the  expense  of  the  state, 
and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  added  to  the  state  tax  for 
that  city,  town  or  place  for  the  next  year;  except  that 
assistance  shall  be  rendered  by  the  governor  and  council 
to  such  cities,  towns  or  places  as  are,  in  their  opinion, 
equitably  entitled  thereto  by  the  application  therefor  of 
sixty-five  per  cent,  of  the  net  revenue  from  automobile 
fees  and  fines,  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  treasury  on  the 
warrant  of  the  governor. 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendments  adopted  and 
the  bill  as  amended  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance 
under  the  rule.

state  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  appointments; 
to  make  and  negotiate  loans  for  itself  and  others;  to  loan, 
borrow  and  deal  in  money  and  securities,  and  to  do  a  general 
banking  business.  Provided,  however,  the  funds  held  by 
said  trust  company  in  the  capacity  of  trustees  shall  be  lia- 
ble only  to  the  same  taxation  as  like  funds  in  the  hands  of 
individual  trustees. 
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Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  same  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  2.  The  name  of  the  Rochester  bank  is  hereby 
changed  to  the  Rochester  Trust  Company,  to  be  located 
and  have  its  place  of  business  at  Rochester  in  the  county 
of  Strafford,  and  the  charter  of  said  Trust  Company  is 
hereby  renewed  and  extended  for  the  full  term  of  twenty 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  is  subject  to  all  the 
laws  of  this  state,  now  or  hereafter  in  force,  pertaining  to 
the  government  and  control  of  banks  doing  a  general  bank- 
ing or  trust  company  business. 

Amend  section  3  by  striking  out  section  3  and  substitut- 
ing therefor  the  following: 

Sect.  3.  Said  company  shall  have  a  capital  stock  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  each,  with  authority  to  increase  its  capital  to  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  may  acquire  and  hold  real 
estate  for  its  own  use  to  the  value  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  exclusive  of  such  real  estate  as  may  be  taken  in  good 
faith  for  indebtedness  or  held  as  security.  Said  corporation 
shall  not  commence  business  until  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  paid  in  cash,  and  no  cer- 
tificate of  shares  shall  be  issued  until  the  par  value  of  the 
same  has  been  fully  paid  and  a  certificate  thereof  shall 
have  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  veri- 
fied by  the  oath  of  the  directors.

Report  of  the  Committee  of  Conference  on  House  Bill 
No.  543,  "An  act  to  create  a  permanent  tax  commission 
and  to  provide  for  the  taxation  of  certain  public  service 
corporations  and  companies,"  and  amendments. 

The  committee  of  conference  appointed  to  consider 
House  Bill  No.  543,  "An  act  to  create  a  permanent  tax 
commission  and  to  provide  for  the  taxation  of  certain 
public  service  corporations  and  companies,"  and  amend- 
ments, recommend  that  the  Senate  adopt  the  following 
amendments  to  its  amendments  previously  adopted.  The 
committee  further  recommend  that  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives recede  from  its  position  of  non-concurrence 
to  the  Senate  amendments  and  that  it  adopt  the  Senate 
amendments  as  amended  by  the  committee  of  conference; 
said  amendments  recommended  by  the  committee  of 
conference  being  as  follows,  viz.: 
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Amend  section  8,  subdivision  4,  by  striking  out  the 
whole  of  said  subdivision  and  substituting  in  the  place 
thereof  the  following:  "To  assess  the  taxes  upon  railroad, 
railway,  telegraph,  telephone,  express,  dining,  sleeping 
and  parlor-car  companies  and  corporations  or  other  cor- 
porations or  companies  not  a  railroad  corporation  or 
company  owning  any  cars  operated  for  profit  on  any  rail- 
road in  this  state  as  by  law  provided." 

Amend  section  11  by  inserting  after  the  word  "property" 
in  the  seventh  line  of  said  section,  the  words  "and  estate," 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  11.  Every  railroad,  railway,  express,  telephone 
and  telegraph  corporation  or  company,  and  every  parlor, 
sleeping  or  dining-car  corporation  or  company,  or  other 
corporation  or  company  not  a  railroad  company  owning 
any  cars  operated  for  profit  on  any  railroad  in  this  state, 
shall  pay  to  the  state  an  annual  tax,  as  of  the  first  day  of 
April  of  each  year,  upon  the  actual  value  of  its  property 
and  estate,  used  in  its  ordinary  business  which  would  not 
be  exempt  from  taxation  if  owned  by  a  natural  person 
or  ordinary  business  corporation,  at  a  rate  as  nearly  equal 
as  may  be  to  the  average  rate  of  taxation  at  that  time 
upon  other  property  throughout  the  state. 

Amend  section  26  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said  section 
and  substituting  in  the  place  thereof  the  following :  "Chap- 
ter 63  of  the  Public  Statutes  relating  to  the  state  board 
of  equalization  is  hereby  repealed.  Sections  1,  3,  4,  5,  7, 
8,  9,  10,  11  and  12,  chapter  64  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
sections  8  and  9  of  chapter  15  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
sections  3  and  4  of  chapter  57  of  the  Public  Statutes," 
chapter  91  of  the  Laws  of  1907  and  chapter  81  of  the  Laws 
of  1907,  are  hereby  repealed;  said  repeal  to  take  effect 
March  31,  1912,  provided  that  said  repeal  shall  in  no 
way  effect  any  rights  in  or  to  any  taxes  assessed  under 
said  laws,  but  as  to  any  such  taxes  said  laws  shall  be  in 
force  and  effect : 

Amend   section   27   by   adding   "except   sections    11    to 
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25  inclusive  which  shall  take  effect  March  31,  1912,"  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

Sect.  27.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  irs  passage, 
except  sections  11  to  25  inclusive,  which  shall  take  effect 
March  31,  1912.

Mr.  President: 

The  House  of  Representatives  concurs  with  the  Honorable 
Senate  in  the  passage  of  the  following  entitled  bill,  with 
amendments,  in  the  passage  of  which  amendments  the 
House  asks  the  concurrence  of  the  Honorable  Senate: 

Senate  Bill  No.  81,  An  act  to  revive,  amend  and  extend 
the  Dover  Loan  and  Trust  Company. 

Amend  by  striking  out  in  the  fourth  line  of  the  second 
section  of  the  printed  bill  the  word  "fifty"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  "one  hundred";  further  amend 
by  striking  out  in  the  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  lines  of  the 
same  section  of  the  printed  bill  the  words  "with  authority 
to  increase  its  capital  stock  to  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars"; further  amend  by  inserting  in  the  twelfth  line  of 
the  same  section  of  the  printed  bill  after  the  word  "paid" 
the  word  "in,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

Sect.  2.  Amend  section  2  of  said  act  by  striking  out  the 
whole  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:    Sect.  2.     Said  corporation  shall  have  a  capital 
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of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each;  and  may  acquire  and  hold  real  estate 
for  its  own  use  to  the  value  of  forty  thousand  dollars  exclu- 
sive of  such  real  estate  as  may  be  taken  in  good  faith  for 
indebtedness  or  held  as  security  and  shall  not  begin  business 
until  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  paid 
in  in  cash.  The  charter  of  said  Loan  and  Trust  Company 
is  hereby  renewed  and  extended  for  the  full  term  of  twenty 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  is  subject  to  all  the 
laws  of  this  state,  now  or  hereafter  in  force,  pertaining  to  the 
government  and  control  of  banks  doing  a  general  banking 
or  loan  and  trust  company  business. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Stevenson  the  Senate  concurred 
•with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  its  amendments  to 
the  above  entitled  bill. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives had  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

That  House  Bill  No.  543,  An  act  to  create  a  permanent 
tax  commission  and  to  provide  for  the  taxation  of  certain 
public  service  corporations  and  companies,  with  accom- 
panying amendments  and  conferees  report  be  recommitted 
to  the  committee  of  conference  for  the  purpose  of  having 
said  bill  and  reports  returned  to  the  Honorable  Senate  so 
that  said  body  may  vote  to  adopt  the  insertion  of  the  words 
"and  estate"  in  section  11  inadvertently  omitted  through 
an  error. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives concurs  with  the  Honorable  Senate  in  the  passage  of 
the  following  entitled  bill  with  amendments,  in  the  passage 
of  which  amendments  it  asks  the  concurrence  of  the  Hon- 
orable Senate: 

Senate  Bill  No.  86,  An  act  in  favor  of  the  Industrial 
School. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence  of  sec- 
tion 1  and  all  of  section  2,  and  add  the  following  sections: 

Sect.  2.  The  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized,  under 
the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  to  borrow  said  sum 
of  eighty  thousand  dollars,  on  the  credit  of  the  state;   and 
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to  issue  bonds,  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  therefor,  in  the 
name  and  on  behalf  of  the  state,  ten  thousand  dollars 
thereof  to  be  paid  annually,  beginning  on  July  1,  1920, 
at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  three  and  one-half  per 
cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  days 
of  January  and  July  of  each  year;  such  bonds  to  have  inter- 
est warrants  or  coupons  attached  thereto;  said  coupons  to 
be  signed  by  the  state  treasurer,  and  said  bonds  and 
coupons  to  be  made  payable  at  such  place  as  the  governor 
and  council  shall  designate. 

Sect.  3.  Said  bonds  shall  be  designated  New  Hampshire 
State  Industrial  School  bonds,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the 
treasurer,  and  countersigned  by  the  governor,  and  shall  be 
deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  state.  The 
secretary  of  state  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  bonds  counter- 
signed by  the  governor,  showing  the  number  and  amount 
of  each  bond,  the  time  of  countersigning,  the  time  when 
payable,  and  the  date  of  the  delivery  to  the  state  treasurer. 
The  treasurer  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  bonds  disposed  of 
by  him,  showing  the  number  thereof,  the  name  of  the  per- 
son to  whom  sold,  the  amount  received  for  the  same,  the 
date  of  the  sale,  and  the  time  when  payable.  The  treas- 
urer may  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  to  the  best  advan- 
tage for  the  state,  but  no  bond  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  its 
par  value,  nor  shall  such  bonds  be  loaned,  pledged  or  hypoth- 
ecated in  any  way  whatever. 

Sect.  4.  Said  bonds  when  owned  by  residents  or  sav- 
ings banks  of  this  state  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

Sect.  5.  The  governor  shall  draw  his  orders  on  the  state 
treasurer  for  the  amounts  that  may  be,  or  become  due 
from  time  to  time,  under  the  contracts  of  the  trustees, 
approved  by  the  governor  and  council,  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  after  said  bills  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by 
the  governor  and  council,  to  an  arnount  not  exceeding  the 
proceeds  of  said  bonds. 

Sect.  6.  To  provide  for  the  purposes  enumerated  in  sec- 
tion 1  of  this  act,  pending  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  as  above 
provided,  the  governor  and  council  may,  and  hereby  are 
36 
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authorized,  to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  state,  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  twenty-jfive  thousand  dollars 
($25,000),  and  to  use  an  amount  of  the  avails  of  said  bonds, 
when  sold,  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  the 
money  so  borrowed. 

Sect.  7.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Chapman,  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  its  amendments  to 
the  above  entitled  bill. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Rogers,  the  Senate  voted  to  take  a 
recess  of  fifteen  minutes,

Senate  Bill  No.  85,  An  act  in  amendment  of  section  10 
and  17  of  chapter  78  of  the  Laws  of  1897,  relating  to  the 
manner  of  conducting  caucuses  and  elections. 

Senate  Bill  No.  53,  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Southern 
New  Hampshire  Development  and  Power  Company. 

COMMITTEE    REPORTS. 

Senator  Cross  (District  No.  10),  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  654,  An 
act  to  provide  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  an  annual 
state  tax  for  the  term  of  two  years,  having  considered  the 
same,  reported  the  same  without  amendment  and  recom- 
mended its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Stevenson,  the  rules  were  so  far 
suspended  that  the  bill  was  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading 
by  title  at  the  present  time. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  by  title  and  passed. 

Senator  Cross  (District  No.  10),  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  591,  An 
act  in  amendment  of  section  8,  chapter  35  of  Laws  of  1905, 
and  of  section  20  of  chapter  155  of  Laws  of  1909,  relating 
to  maintenance  of  highways,  having  considered  the  same, 
reported  the  same  without  amendment  and  recommended 
its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third 
reading  tomorrow  morning  at  10  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Stevenson,  the  rules  were  so  far 
suspended  that  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time  by  title  at  the 
present  time. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  by  title,  passed  and 
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sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  concurrence  in 
Senate  amendment. 

Senator  Stevenson,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to 
whom  was  referred  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  125,  Joint 
resolution  in  favor  of  Albert  P.  Davis  and  others,  having 
considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendment  and  recommended  its  passage: 

Amend  the  joint  resolution  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
the  following: 

That  Miss  Helen  George  be  paid  S25.00;  that  Miss 
Margaret  E.  Collins  be  paid  $25.00;  that  the  Herald 
Publishing  Company  be  paid  $3.00;  that  the  Chronicle 
and  Gazette  Publishing  Company  be  paid  $1.50;  that 
George  J.  Foster  and  Company  be  paid  $5.00. 

Amend  the  amendment  to  the  joint  resolution  by  striking 
out  the  figures  "$17,630.80"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  figures  "$17,690.30,"  so  that  the  amendment  will  read 
as  follows : 

Amend  the  first  line  of  said  resolution  by  striking  out 
the  figures  "$14,282.88"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
figures,  "$17,690.30,"  and  further  amend  by  adding  the 
following  at  the  end  of  said  resolution, — "that  Louis  D. 
Brandeis  in  connection  with  the  special  rate  committee 
be  paid  $35.00;  that  William  M.  Haggett  in  connection 
with  the  special  rate  committee  be  paid  $641.50;  that 
Edmund  S.  Cook  in  connection  with  the  special  rate  com- 
mittee be  paid  $1059.39;  that  Sherman  E.  Burroughs 
in  connection  with  the  special  rate  committee  be  paid 
$1,094.94;  that  Robert  Rantoul  in  connection  with  the 
special  rate  committee  be  paid  $492.59;  that  R.  W.  Pills- 
bury  be  paid  for  expenses  of  L.  D.  Brandeis  in  connection 
with  the  special  rate  committee  $15.50;  that  N.  C.  Nelson 
&  Co.  for  employees'  badges  be  paid  $9.00. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  adopted  and 
the  joint  resolution"  as  amended  ordered  to  a  third  reading 
tomorrow  morning  at  10  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Stevenson,  the  rules  were  so  far 
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suspended  that  the  joint  resolution  was  made  in  order  for 
a  third  reading  at  the  present  time. 

The  joint  resolution  was  then  read  a  third  time, 
passed  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  con- 
currence in  Senate  amendments. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Stevenson,  the  Senate  voted  to 
take  a  recess  until  8  o'clock  p.  m. 

(Recess.) 

The  Senate  reassembled. 

REPORT   OF    COMMITTEE    OF    CONFERENCE. 

The  committee  of  conference  on  House  Bill  No.  322, 
"An  act  to  establish  a  public  service  commission,"  recom- 
mends that  the  House  of  Representatives  recede  from  its 
position  of  non-concurrence  with  all  of  the  amendments 
adopted  by  the  Senate  except  the  amendment  to  paragraph 
(e)  of  section  2  and  the  amendment  adding  section  22  to 
said  bill  with  respect  to  which  amendments  the  committee 
recommends  that  the  House  of  Representatives  adhere  to 
its   position   of  non-concurrence. 

The  committee  further  recommends  that  the  Senate 
recede  from  its  position  in  adopting  the  amendment  to 
paragraph  (e)  of  section  2  and  the  amendment  adding  sec- 
tion 22  to  said  bill. 

The  committee  further  recommends  that  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  Senate  adopt  the  following  amend- 
ments : 

Amend  paragraph  (e)  of  section  2  by  striking  out  the 
whole  of  said  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following : 

(e)  The  annual  salary  of  the  chairman  shall  be  thirty- 
five  hundred  dollars,  that  of  the  clerk  thirty-two  hundred 
dollars,  and  that  of  the  other  member  three  thousand 
dollars,  and  shall  be  paid  from  the  state  treasury  in  equal 
quarterly  payments. 

Amend  paragraph  (d)  of  section  7  by  adding  after  the 
word  "scale"  where  it  last  appears  in  said  paragraph  the 
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following,  "subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commission," 
so  that  said  paragraph  (d)  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(d)  No  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  shall  make 
or  give  any  undue  or  unreasonable  preference  or  advantage 
to  any  person  or  corporation  or  to  any  locality  or  to  any 
particular  description  of  service  in  any  respect  whatsoever, 
or  subject  any  particular  person  or  corporation  or  locality 
or  any  particular  description  of  service  to  any  undue  or 
unreasonable  prejudice  or  disadvantage  in  any  respect 
whatsoever;  provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  be  taken  to  require  absolute  uniformity  in 
the  charges  made  and  demanded  by  the  public  utilities  when 
the  circumstances  render  any  lack  of  uniformity  reasonable 
or  be  taken  to  prevent  telephone,  telegraph  and  cable  com- 
panies from  entering  into  contracts,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  commission,  with  common  carriers  for  the  exchange  of 
services,  or  to  affect  existing  contracts  relating  thereto; 
and  provided,  further,  that  said  provisions  shall  not  be  taken 
to  prohibit  a  public  utility  from  establishing  differential 
rates  or  a  sliding  scale  for  the  automatic  adjustment  of 
such  charges  if  said  rates  or  sliding  scale,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  commission,  shall  be  reasonable  and  just. 

Amend  section  18  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: "or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months  or  both," 
so  that  said  section  18  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  18.  Every  railroad  corporation  and  public  utility 
and  all  officers  and  agents  of  the  same  shall  obey,  observe, 
and  comply  with  every  order  made  by  the  commission, 
under  authority  of  this  act  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  and 
remain  in  force.  Any  railroad  corporation  or  public  util- 
ity which  shall  violate  any  provisions  of  this  act,  or  which 
fails,  omits  or  neglects  to  obey,  observe  or  comply  with  any 
order  or  direction  or  requirement  of  the  commission,  shall 
be  fined  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars.  Every 
ojficer  and  agent  of  any  such  railroad  corporation  or  public 
utility  who  shall  wilfully  violate  or  who  procures,  aids  or 
abets  any  violation  of  this  act,  or  who  wilfully  fails  to  obey, 
observe  and  comply  with  any  order  of  the  commission,  or 
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who  procures,  aids  or  abets  any  such  railroad  corporation 
or  public  utility  in  its  failure  to  obey,  observe  and  comply 
with  any  such  order  or  provision  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months  or  both. 

Amend  section  21  by  striking  out  the  words,  "upon 
its  passage"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
words,  "May  15,  1911,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  21.  Sections  18,  19  and  20  of  chapter  156  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  and  chapter  19  of  the  Laws  of  1897, 
chapter  42  of  the  Laws  of  1901,  chapter  50  of  the  Laws 
of  1909  and  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1907  are  expressly 
repealed;  provided,  however,  that  such  repeal  shall  not 
affect  the  rights  of  either  party  in  any  proceeding  now 
pending.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  which  in  any  way 
conQict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  repealed  so  far 
as  they  do  conflict,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  May  15, 
1911. 

Further  named  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  word  "May" 
wherever  it  appears  except  in  section  21,  and  substituting 
in  place  thereof  the  word  "June"; 

And  that  the  bill  as  so  amended  be  passed.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OF  CONFERENCE. 

The  committee  of  conference  on  House  Bill  No.  650, 
entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  matter  of  steam  railroad 
rates  for  fares  and  freights  upon  the  railroads,  leased  or 
united,  under  the  authority  of  chapter  100  of  the  Laws 
of  1883,  chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of 
the  Public  Statutes,  and  providing  for  a  full  investigation 
thereof,"  recommend  that  the  House  of  Representatives 
recede  from  its  position  of  non-concurrence  with  the  amend- 
ments adopted  by  the  Senate.

Those  marked  with  an  asterisk  were  not  present,  but 
appeared  and  qualified  later,  as  will  be  found  in  the  daily 
proceedings  of  the  House. 

The  Clerk  then  called  the  House  to  order  and  stated  that 
the  first  business  before  the  House  was  the  election  of  a 
temporary  presidong  officer. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pillsbury  of  Londonderry  Mr. 
Whitcher  of  Haverhill  was  elected  temporary  presiding 
officer  and  was  escorted  to  the  chair  by  Mr.  Pillsbury 
of  Londonderry 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ahem  of  Concord  the  House  pro- 
ceeded to  the  election  of  a  Speaker  by  ballot.  The  pre- 
siding officer  appointed  Messrs.  Couch  of  Concord  and 
Stevens  of  Landaff  as  a  committee  to  receive,  sort  and 
count  the  votes.  Mr.  Couch  for  the  committee  reported 
the  following  result  of  the  ballot: 

Whole  number  of  votes  cast 385 

Necessary  to  a  choice 193 

Alvin  F.  Wentworth  had 1 

Rufus  N.  Ellwell  had 1 

Samuel  D.   Felker  had 175 

Frank  A.   Musgrove   had 208 

and  Frank  A.  Musgrove,   having   a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast,  was  declared  duly  elected  Speaker. 
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The  Chairman  appointed  as  a  committee  to  escort  the 
Speaker  to  the  Chair,  Messers.  Perkins  of  Manchester 
and  Felker  of  Rochester. 

The  Speaker  addressed  the  House  as  follows: 

Gentlemen: 

I  am  deeply  appreciative  of  this  honor  which,  by  your 
votes,  you  have  conferred  upon  me.  I  am  not  unmindful 
that  the  honor  carries  with  it  great  respnsibihty.  It 
shall  be  my  conscientious  endeavoT  to  meet  that  responsi- 
bility impartially  towards  all  members  and  faithfully  to 
the  state.  We  have  work  of  vital  importance  ahead  of 
us  and  the  Speaker  most  earnestly  requests  from  all 
members  that  earnest  co-operation  essential  to  the  success 
of  this  session. 

I  can  truthfully  say  that  in  my  canvass  for  the  nomina- 
tion for  Speaker  I  have  been  the  candidate  of  no  special 
interests  or  individual.  I  have  made  no  promise  or  trade 
with  any  person,  directly  or  indirectly,  and  I  am  free  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  this  office  without  fear  or  favor. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  state  my  attitude  upon  one  or  two 
matters  concerning  which  I  have  very  definite  opinion. 

I  am  extremely  anxious  that  we  be  attentive  to  business 
and  make  an  earnest,  systematic  endeavor  for  an  early 
final  adjournment.  There  are  two  fundamental  causes 
of  long  sessions,  non-attendance  of  members  and  the 
holding  of  bills  by  committees. 

The  custom  of  non-attendance  doubtless  develops  during 
the  first  two  weeks  of  the  session,  when  business  is  being 
formulated  and  is  not  immediately  pressing,  and  the  custom 
continues  until  it  does  seriously  affect  business.  I  believe 
that  we  should  give  to  the  business  of  state  the  same  faith- 
ful application  that  we  give  to  our  own  private  business. 
I  believe  it  our  duty  to  give  more  than  two  working  days  a 
week,  and  as  soon  as  our  work  is  staked  out  I  trust  that  we 
will  willingly  get  busy,  devote  all  the  possible  time  to  that 
work  and  strive  for  early  adjournment.  For  such  accom- 
plishment the  speaker  will  co-operate  with  the  members. 
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The  holding  of  bills  by  committees,  as  a  leverage  for  or 
against  other  measures,  or  for  the  purpose  of  killing  the 
bills  themselves,  I  trust  we  shall  discourage.  The  inevitable 
result  of  such  practice  is  a  congestion  of  work  at  the  close 
of  the  session  and  consequent  inadequate  consideration  of 
important  measures.  Committees  are  designed  as  a 
medium  for  dispatching  business  and  every  bill  which  goes 
to  a  committee  is  still  the  rightful  property  of  the  whole 
House  and  should  be  returned  to  the  House  in  season  for 
adequate  consideration  before  final  adjournment.  The 
speaker  will  co-operate  with  committees  along  the  lines  of 
this  suggestion,  and  favors  a  House  rule  requiring  committee 
reports  upon  all  bills  prior  to  a  specified  time  before  final 
adjournment. 

Kindred  to  the  suggestion  just  made,  I  would  state  that 
in  my  mind  it  would  be  a  praiseworthy  accomphshment  for 
us  to  clear  the  speaker's  desk  of  all  business  before  final 
adjournment.  I  believe  that  every  measure  which  comes 
before  us  for  consideration  is  entitled  to  at  least  our  official 
disapproval  and  that  we  should  not  leave  the  speaker's 
desk  full  of  unfinished  business  at  the  close  of  the  session. 

Upon  the  question  of  method  of  selecting  House  com- 
mittees, I  would  state  that  I  shall  welcome  the  pleasure  of 
the  House.  In  this  matter,  as  in  all  others  which  may 
arise,  I  shall  be  but  the  servant  of  this  House.  In  launch- 
ing my  candidacy  for  this  office,  I  said  that  I  did  not  beheve 
a  speaker  should  arrogate  to  himself  too  much  power. 
I  had  in  mind  this  very  power  of  a  speaker  to  select  preju- 
diced committees.  Should  the  House  decide  that  the  speaker 
should  appoint  the  committees,  after  the  usual  custom, 
it  will  be  my  intention  to  announce  immediately  the  com- 
mittee on  elections.  There  are  several  disputed  election 
cases  which  should  be  promptly  considered,  in  justice  to 
those  whose  rights  are  involved  and  in  the  interest  of  econ- 
omy for  the  state.  And,  further,  inasmuch  as  the  general 
work  of  the  session  cannot  progress  until  standing  commit- 
tees are  appointed,  I  shall  endeavor  to  appoint  all  com- 
mittees before  the  close  of  the  present  week. 
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Public  office  is  not  designed  for  the  promotion  of  the 
individual;  public  office  should  mean  pubhc  service,  and 
that  service  demands  impartial  committees  based  upon 
qualifications  and  experience. 

Consistent  with  this  policy  to  secure  competent,  im- 
partial committees,  I  believe  it  a  sound  principle  that  no 
state  institution  or  commission  should  select  House  com- 
mittees to  consider  those  questions  in  which  they  are  inter- 
ested; neither  should  committees  be  "loaded"  against 
them.  They  are  entitled  to  unprejudiced  consideration, 
but  they  should  not  appoint  juries  to  try  their  own  cases. 
A  speaker  should  welcome  suggestions  from  authorities  of 
these  institutions,  and  from  individuals,  but  he  should 
eventually  make  his  selections  without  dictation  and  in 
accordance  with  his  own  honest  judgment. 

If  your  speaker  selects  the  committees,  he  shall  ask  of 
committee  chairmen  agreement  with  the  suggestions  already 
made  as  to  holding  of  bills,  reporting  the  same  promptly 
to  the  House,  helping  to  clean  the  speaker's  desk  of  business, 
and  striving  for  early  final  adjournment,  and  a  willingness 
at  all  times  to  co-operate  with  the  speaker,  and  welcome 
suggestions  from  him,  for  the  facilitation  of  business. 

Nor  does  the  speaker  desire  any  unnecessary  power  in 
appointing  House  attaches.  On  the  contrary,  I  would  state 
frankly  that  there  is  grave  doubt  whether  the  number  of 
attaches  of  this  House  has  not  grown  beyond  its  actual  needs. 
I  would  recommend  an  immediate  inquiry  into  this  matter, 
through  a  committee,  and  would  welcome  economy  by  any 
reduction  which  may  be  made  consistent  with  working 
efficiency.  In  the  selection  of  these  attaches,  the  speaker 
will  endeavor  to  consider  the  apparent  majority  desire  of 
the  members  and  will  aim  at  a  somewhat  equitable  distri- 
bution among  different  sections  of  the  state,  so  far  as  these 
two  factors  may  be  considered  without  detriment  to  our 
work. 

There  is  one  parliamentary  custom  which  I  wish  to  dis- 
regard. I  refer  to  the  custom  of  appointing  as  one  member 
of  a  committee  that  member  who  offers  the  resolution  creat- 
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ing  said  committee.  The  custom  is  doubtless  based  on  the 
assumption  that  the  member  who  introduces  the  resolution 
is  interested  in  the  object  for  which  the  committee  is 
created,  and  therefore  quahfied  to  serve  on  said  committee. 
To  my  mind  strict  adherence  to  such  custom  makes  it 
impossible  for  the  speaker  always  to  make  logical  selections; 
members  themselves  sometimes  comment  that  the  member 
who  makes  the  resolution  is  seeking  position,  and  if  in 
instances  the  custom  is  not  followed  the  member  affected 
thinks. that  unjust  exception  has  been  made  in  such  instance. 
Your  speaker  will  not  attempt  always  to  follow  that  custom. 

One  more  suggestion:  I  believe  that  when  the  House  is 
taking  a  division  vote  the  accuracy  of  that  vote  should  be 
satisfactorily  safeguarded.  I  have  in  mind  the  tendency 
of  members  to  stand  in  the  aisles  and  near  the  doors,  making 
it  difficult  for  the  tellers  to  count  the  vote.  A  mistake  by 
one  vote  may  pass  or  defeat  important  legislation.  I 
would  recommend  that  when  a  vote  by  division  is  called 
for,  every  member  be  seated,  the  aisles  and  doorways  be 
cleared,  and  that  then,  according  to  House  rules,  when  the 
vote  is  being  taken  the  "members  rise  in  their  places  and 
remain  standing  until  counted." 

In  conclusion  I  would  state  that  these  suggestions  are 
made  in  the  utmost  good  faith  and  are  not  designed  as 
criticism.  I  believe  that  committee  assignments  should  be 
made  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  I  urge  that  the 
members  get  their  bills  before  the  House  at  once  that 
committees  may  promptly  begin  work.  I  again  urge 
regularity  of  attendance,  a  full  working  week,  faithful 
committee  service,  and  an  earnest  endeavor  to  complete 
our  work  with  the  greatest  possible  economy  of  time  and 
expense  and  to  secure  an  early  final  adjournment  with  the 
speaker's  desk  cleared  of  business. 

The  chair  awaits  your  pleasure.

Harrie  M.  Young  and  Bernard  W.  Carey  then  appeared 
and  were  duly  qualified  by  taking  the  oath  as  clerk  and 
assistant  clerk,  respectively.

Resolved,  That  the  clerk  be  authorized  to  secure  the 
services  of  a  stenographer  for  the  use  of  the  clerks  and  mem- 
bers of  the  House.

Resolved,  That  the  Honorable  Senate  be  informed  that 
the  House  of  Representatives  has  organized  by  the  election 
of  Frank  A.  Musgrove  as  speaker,  Harrie  M.  Young  as

Senator  Prentiss  of  District  No.  8  reported  that  the  com- 
mittee appointed  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency,  Henry  B. 
Quinby,  Governor,  had  attended  to  that  duty  and  that  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  had  a  communication  which  he 
desired  to  make  to  the  Legislature. 

The  Governor,  attended  by  the  Honorable  Council,  ap- 
peared and  made  the  following  address : 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives: 

Although  not  the  usual  custom  in  this  state  for  a  retiring 
Governor  to  communicate  by  message  with  the  incoming 
Legislature  yet  I  feel  justified  in  acceding  to  the  sugges- 
tion of  your  joint  resolution  by  reason  of  the  progress  made 
and  the  things  of  importance  accomphshed  during  the  ad- 
ministration now  drawing  to  a  close. 

Assuming  the  oath  of  office  as  Chief  Executive  in  Jan- 
uary, 1909,  a  constant  and  conscientious  effort  was  immedi- 
ately begun  by  me  and  those  associated  with  me  to  redeem 
the  pledges  made  to  the  people  prior  to  the  election,  the 
results  of  which,  with  my  approval,  placed  laws  upon  our 
statute  book  fulfilling  every  promise  and  which  abolished 
the  railroad  pass,  restricted  the  influence  of  the  lobby, 
estabhshed  the  direct  primary,  equaUzed  the  tax  rate  of 
corporations  and  individuals,  reduced  yet  further  the  traf- 
fic in  intoxicants  and  greatly  enlarged  the  scope  of  our  edu- 
cational system  making  increased  appropriations  there- 
for with  a  view  of  giving  to  the  children,  of  the  country 
districts  especially,  better  facilities  for  securing  an  educa- 
tion. 

Other  laws  were  enacted  by  that  Legislature  which  have 
been  potent  in  promoting  the  general  welfare,  among  them 
that  under  which  was  created  the  office  of  the  State  Audi- 
tor,   whose   watchful   scrutiny   and   capable  management 
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are  rapidly  systematizing  the  business  methods  of  our 
Commonwealth. 

The  Forestry  Commission  was  re-organized  and  a  State 
Forester  appointed,  under  whose  supervision,  among  other 
advances,  a  system  of  fire  control  has  been  inaugurated. 

Weekly  payments  are  required  to  be  made  to  railway 
employees. 

The  National  Guard  has  been  reorganized  and  the 
establishment  now  fully  conforms  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Federal  Government. 

The  State  assumes  its  own  fire  insurance,  and  regular 
inspections  are  made  of  its  buildings  by  a  competent  expert, 
and  appliances  installed  and  measures  adopted  to  prevent 
conflagrations. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  and  Council  there 
has  been  estabhshed  a  new  Normal  School  at  Keene;  new 
buildings  have  been  erected  at  the  Normal  School  at 
Plymouth,  at  the  School  for  the  Feeble  minded  at  Laconia, 
and  at  the  State  Hospital  at  Concord,  the  latter  including  a 
ward  and  a  yard  for  the  criminal  insane. 

The  three  trunk  fines  (authorized  by  the  last  Legislature) 
have  been  laid  out  and  much  of  them  constructed  although 
we  have  found  it  necessary  to  issue  but  $250,000  of  the 
$500,000  of  bonds  authorized  for  the  two  years,  thus  saving 
an  appreciable  amount  in  interest. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  say  that  the  work  assigned  to 
the  Governor  and  Council  by  the  last  Legislature  was  quite 
extensive  in  volume  and  important  in  character,  but  none 
of  it  has  been  neglected.  The  most  conspicuous  evidence  of 
executive  activity  is  to  be  found  in  the  changes  which  you 
see  in  this  building  in  which  you  are  assembled.  The 
limitations  imposed  by  the  law  under  which  the  remodelling 
of  the  State  House  was  undertaken  were  somewhat  em- 
barassing  as  regards  both  time  and  money  but  they  have 
been  complied  with  and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  inform  you 
that  all  exepnditures  for  this  work  have  been  met  with 
current  funds  and  that  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to

issue  any  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  the  last  Legislature  for 
the  purpose. 

In  conclusion  I  will  say  that  while  the  appropriations  of 
the  session  of  1909  called  for  extraordinary  disbursements 
during  the  past  two  years  yet  in  that  period  a  substantial 
reduction  has  been  made  in  the  State  debt. 

I  welcome  you  most  cordially  to  this  scene  of  your  labors 
and  trust  the  coming  session  may  be  a  profitable  one  for 
New  Hampshire  and  a  very  pleasant  one  for  you  all. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Chapman  of  District  No.  16, —

2  and  Messrs.  Perkins  of  Manchester,  Wentworth  of 
Plymouth  and  Felch  of  Sunapee. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Stevenson  of  District  No.  21, — 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to 
wait  upon  Thomas  Entwistle,  Harry  T.  Lord,  Benjamin 
F.  Greer,  John  M.  Gile,  and  George  H.  Turner  and  inform 
them  officially  of  their  election  to  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  chairman  named  as  such  committee  Senator  Ste- 
venson of  District  No.  21  and  Messrs.  Hill  of  Concord  and 
Johnson  of  Newport.

We  find  on  inquiry  that  there  are  four  doorkeepers 
necessary  for  the  care  of  the  doors.  Four  have  already 
been  elected,  one  being  designated  as  doorkeeper  of  the 
committee  rooms.  We  see  no  reason  why  he  should  not 
act  and  perform  the  duties  at  the  fourth  door  of  the  House. 

We  have  found  also  that  one  library  messenger  practi- 
cally did  all  the  work  of  that  office,  and  in  a  satisfactory 
manner,  in  1909,  though  two  held  the  office.  We  there- 
fore recommend  but  one. 

This  eliminates  from  the  list  of  employees  of  the  House 
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the  assistant  sergeant-at-arms,  one  library  messenger,  the 
Speaker's  page,  the  Judiciary  Committee  messenger  and 
the  stenographer  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
five  in  all.

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The  Governor,  Governor-elect  and  the  Honorable  Coun- 
cil then  came  in,  and  the  Hon.  Robert  P.  Bass,  Governor- 
elect,  then  took  and  subscribed  the  oath  of  office  and  the 
oath  of  allegiance  before  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
in  the  presence  of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  where- 
upon the  Hon.  WiUiam  D.  Swart,  President  of  the  Senate, 
made  proclamation  as  follows: 

Robert  P.  Bass,  having  been  duly  elected  Governor  of 
New  Hampshire,  accepted  the  office  and  taken  the  oath 
prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  I  do  therefore  declare  and 
proclaim  His  Excellency,  Robert  P.  Bass,  Governor  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  to  hold  the  office  during  the 
period  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  state, 
and  I  present  Your  Excellency  with  a  copy  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  state  as  a  guide  in  the  discharge  of  your 
official  duties. 

His  Excellency  then  read  the  following  message : 

The  permanent  success  of  a  representative  democracy 
depends  primarily  on  two  conditions,  first,  that  the  govern- 
ment shall  not  fall  under  the  control  of  any  group,  class 
or  portion  of  the  community,  secondly,  that  those  elected 
to  office  by  the  people  shall  keep  faith  with  their  constit- 
uents. It  should  be  a  source  of  profound  satisfaction 
to  every  thoughtful  citizen  interested  primarily  in  the 
welfare  of  this  Republic  that  the  country  is  being  stirred 
today  from  end  to  end  with  political  unrest.  There  can 
be  no  progress  without  movement,  and  the  political  move- 
ment in  the  United  States  today  means,  to  my  mind,  that 
the  people  are  meeting  the  emergency  of  the  hour,  that 
they  will  make  our  representative  government  as  successful 
under  the  new  conditions  of  our  civilization  as  it  has  been 
under  the  old.  So  sudden  and  gigantic  has  been  our 
growth  that  to  us  have  come  greater  riches  than  to  any 
other  nation  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  I  believe  that  the 
people  of  the  United  States  will  rise  to  the  height  of  their 
opportunity,  that  they  will  be  able  to  make  use  of  the 
great  wealth  and  resources  which  Providence  has  granted 
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to  them  without  succumbing  to  the  control  and  domina- 
tion of  wealth,  which  has  so  often  proved  the  destruction 
of  nations.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  a 
spasmodic  awakening  to  the  importance  of  the  fundamental 
principles  which  underlie  our  form  of  government  is  not 
sufficient  to  secure  and  retain  control  of  that  government 
in  the  hands  of  the  people.  There  is  necessity  for  the 
continued  interest  of  every  public-spirited  citizen,  there  is 
necessity  for  hard  constructive  work,  in  which  every 
citizen  should  have  a  share.  Here  in  New  Hampshire 
during  the  coming  months  the  General  Court  will  be 
occupied  in  constructive  work  of  the  greatest  importance 
to  the  welfare  of  the  State.  During  these  months  it  is  the 
civic  duty  of  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  to  help  in 
putting  through  those  measures  which  they  desire  to  see 
written  on  the  statute  books  and  which  justice  and  govern- 
ment by  the  people  require. 

Although,  in  the  selection  of  their  officers  and  represen- 
tatives, the  people  act  through  the  machinery  of  parties, 
nevertheless  they  have  chosen  us  to  serve  the  interests 
of  the  State  as  a  whole.  There  is  a  demand  on  the  part 
of  the  citizens  of  New  Hampshire,  irrespective  of  party, 
for  certain  progressive  legislation  which  will  develop  the 
function  of  our  government  to  meet  new  economic  condi- 
tions. The  platforms  of  both  parties  call  for  action  of 
this  character.  We  are  in  honor  bound  to  do  everything 
in  our  power  to  carry  out  each  and  every  pledge  which  we 
have  solemnly  made  to  the  people  of  New  Hampshire, 
and  which  they  have  endorsed.  Let  me  urge  you  all  not 
to  allow  party  strife  to  interfere  with  the  wisdom  of  your 
deliberations  and  the  effectiveness  of  your  actions,  but 
rather  to  work  together  in  harmony  towards  that  common 
goal  of  progress,  the  general  welfare  of  New  Hampshire. 

You  will  be  called  upon  to  consider  some  of  the  most 
important  and  intricate  problems  submitted  to  any  legis- 
lature in  our  State  for  a  generation.  They  will  require 
the  most  diligent  investigation  before  they  may  be  wisely 
solved.     Hard  as  is  the  task,   its  successful  accomplish- 
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ment  will  bring  to  you  a  worthy  place  in  the  history  of 
New  Hampshire. 

Therefore,  let  me  urge  you  to  reverse  the  custom  of  some 
previous  legislatures.  Frequently  it  has  happened  that 
little  or  nothing  has  been  accomplished  during  the  first 
few  weeks  of  the  session.  Weighty  measures  affecting 
the  interests  of  the  whole  State  have  been  left  to  the  last. 
Too  often  this  has  led  to  trading  and  log-rolling  in  regard 
to  bills  of  importance  which  should  have  been  considered 
solely  on  their  merits.  I  cannot  urge  you  too  strongly  to 
take  up  without  delay  the  consideration  and  investigation 
of  the  many  difficult  questions  before  you. 

Governor  Quinby  addressed  you  yesterday  relative  to 
the  work  accomplished  by  the  different  state  departments 
during  his  administration.  He  has  told  you  of  the  very 
gratifying  condition  and  progress  of  our  various  state 
activities.  I  shall,  therefore,  confine  myself  chiefly  to 
the  consideration  of  future  action  on  our  part.  Owing 
to  the  large  number  of  live  questions  now  under  considera- 
tion, it  will  be  impossible  for  me  in  this  message  to  treat, 
as  I  should  like,  all  the  functions  and  services  of  many 
of  the  departments  of  state. 

STATE    FINANCES.

The  total  receipts  include  the  issuance  of  $250,000  high- 
way bonds  now  authorized  by  statute.  Should  the  State 
debt  not  be  increased  by  the  issue  of  these  bonds,  there 
would  be  a  slight  deficit  at  the  close  of  the  financial  year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  strictest  economy  is  necessary  to 
maintain  the  present  satisfactory  financial  condition  of  the 
State.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  direct  taxation 
be  not  increased. 

STATE    AUDITOR. 

The  establishment  of  the  office  of  State  Auditor  by  the 
last  Legislature  has  proved  of  decided  benefit  in  effecting 
economies  and  exact  conformity  to  our  laws  respecting 
expenditures. 
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The  State  Auditor  is  collecting  estimates  for  the  two  years 
next  ensuing.  These  data  tabulated,  printed  with  brief 
explanation  and  distributed  to  the  members  of  the  Senate 
and  House  would  assist  your  committees  in  the  consideration 
of  appropriations. 

ECONOMIES    OF   ADMINISTRATION. 

The  necessary  extension  of  governmental  functions  must 
naturally  increase  expenditures,  but  there  should  be  no 
unnecessary  outlays.  All  demands  should  be  scanned  with 
the  greatest  care.  Where  intelligent  investigation  shows 
real  need  for  additional  funds,  such  demands  should 
receive  your  sympathetic  consideration  in  the  light  of  the 
resources  of  the  State.  It  should  be  the  desire  of  every 
department  head,  not  merely  to  extend  his  work  for  the 
good  of  the  State,  but  to  endeavor  by  concentrated  effort, 
by  proper  organization  and  by  securing  the  most  efficient 
service,  to  reduce  the  annual  charges  of  his  department. 

SYSTEMATIC    APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  practice  instituted  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, whereby  the  expenditures  for  each  year  were  incor- 
porated in  a  budget  bill,  was  helpful  in  obtaining  systematic 
appropriation.     This  practice  should  be  continued. 

In  order  to  avoid  ill-timed  or  ill-advised  allowances  and, 
in  order  that  a  fair  division  of  the  revenue  of  the  State 
amongst  the  different  branches  of  the  government  be  made, 
I  recommend  that  a  comprehensive  plan  be  framed  to  cover 
a  series  of  years.  Although  such  a  plan  will  not  be  binding 
on  succeeding  legislatures,  it  will  serve  as  a  valuable  and 
authoritative  guide.  It  should  be  based  on  an  investiga- 
tion and  consideration  of — 

1.  The  present  needs  of  existing  State  institutions  and 
enterprises. 

a,  Maintenance. 

b.  Improvements  and  extensions. 
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2.  Future  needs  of  these  institutions  in  the  light  of 
information  now  obtainable. 

a,  Maintenance. 

b,  Additions. 

3.  New  institutions  on  lines  of  State  activity. 

4.  What  economies  or  retrenchment  may  be  effected 
without  decreasing  the  efficiency  of  the  service  rendered. 

From  the  findings  of  such  an  investigation  the  State 
should  be  enlightened  relative  to — 

1.  The  extent  of  the  problem  involved  in  the  present 
and  future  care  of  its  sick  and  dependent. 

2.  The  wisest  and  most  effective  plan  for  the  application 
of  its  resources  available  for  such  purposes. 

3.  What  appropriations  are  most  urgently  needed  at  this 
session. 

4.  What  sum  the  State  can  devote  annually  to  its  chari- 
table and  penal  institutions. 

At  this  session  you  will  be  asked  to  appropriate  money 
for  many  purposes,  among  them  the  following: 

The  establishment  of  a  state  industrial  school  for  girls. 

The  establishment  of  a  state  workhouse  for  those  con- 
victed of  petty  crimes. 

A  dormitory  for  epileptics  at  the  State  School  for  the 
Feeble-Minded. 

An  appropriation  for  the  treatment  of  indigent  crippled 
and  tuberculous  children. 

The  erection  of  a  new  building  for  housing  the  124  insane 
still  remaining  at  county  almshouses. 

Provision  for  the  proper  isolation  and  treatment  of 
those  affected  with  tuberculosis  both  in  its  incipient  and 
advanced  stages. 

The  care  by  the  State  of  the  insane,  the  dependent,  and 
those  mentally  deficient,  has  been  of  inestimable  benefit 
to  those  unfortunates.  Our  State  charitable  and  penal 
institutions  should  be  developed  and  maintained  to  the 
highest  degree  of  efficiency  consonant  with  our  income. 
Most  of  these  institutions  ask  every  year  for   additional 
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buildings  or  equipment,  often  unquestionably  badly  needed. 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  revenues  of 
the  State  are  distinctly  limited,  consequently  it  is  important 
that  we  use  the  public  funds  where  they  are  most  needed 
and  to  the  best  possible  advantage. 

CORPORATIONS   AND    POLITICS. 

There  is  a  universal  demand  on  the  part  of  the  people  of 
our  State  that  corporations  get  out  and  keep  out  of  politics. 
Heretofore,  they  have  been  in  politics  for  their  own  selfish 
ends,  and  to  a  degree  that  was  highly  injurious  to  the  inter- 
ests of  our  citizens. 

The  President  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  has 
recently  emphatically  expressed  his  intention  of  taking  his 
corporation  out  of  politics.  He  has  declared  his  purpose 
of  coming  openly  and  frankly  before  the  Legislature  to  ask 
for  such  action  as  in  his  judgment  is  needed  by  his  cor- 
poration. 

It  is  most  desirable  to  bring  about  a  proper  relation 
between  corporations  and  the  people  whom  they  serve  and 
from  whom  they  primarily  derive  their  privileges.  We 
should  do  all  in  our  power  to  further  such  conditions.  To 
that  end,  let  us  see  that  the  corporations  receive  fair  play 
in  every  instance  and  that  they  be  not  subjected  to  any 
unjust  legislation.  On  the  other  hand,  we  should  vigilantly 
scrutinize  all  proposed  legislation.  During  our  tenure  of 
office  we  are  the  trustees  of  the  rights  of  the  citizens  of 
New  Hampshire,  who  elected  us  to  carry  out  certain 
definite  policies. 

PUBLIC    UTILITIES    COMMISSION. 

All  our  enterprises,  whether  agricultural,  industrial  or 
commercial,  are  to  some  extent  dependent  upon  transporta- 
tion. In  this  State  the  railroad  and  express  companies 
have  virtual  monopolies,  consequently  it  is  of  vast  impor- 
tance to  our  people  that  there  be  adequate  regulation  of  these 
corporations.  We  should  also  have  the  same  regulation  of 
the  telephone,  telegraph,  light,  heat  and  power  companies, 
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to  the  end  that  they  may  be  so  dealt  with  as  to  protect  the 
right  and  interest  of  the  pubhc.  The  platforms  of  both 
parties  call  for  the  abolition  of  the  present  Railroad  Com- 
mission. The  functions  of  the  Commission  as  now  con- 
stituted are  limited  in  scope.  There  is  a  lack  of  precision 
in  the  statutes  by  which  the  powers  of  the  board  are  granted 
and  an  absence  of  proper  means  to  enforce  its  findings.  I 
recommend  that  you  create  a  public  service  commission  to 
take  the  place  of  the  present  Railroad  Commission.  It 
should  have  authority  fully  to  regulate  rates,  service  and 
capitalization  of  all  public  service  companies.  For  this 
most  important  and  difficult  service  the  highest  grade  of 
men  should  be  secured.  To  this  end  reasonable  salaries 
should  be  granted.  Appointments  should  also  be  made, 
for  terms  of  substantial  length,  to  the  end  that  the  com- 
missioners may  be  removed  as  far  as  possible  from  political 
influences. 

railroad  rates. 

By  statutes  passed  in  1883  and  1889,  the  State  author- 
ized railroad  consolidation,  but  only  on  condition  that  rates 
for  fares  and  freights  should  not  be  increased  beyond  those 
then  existing. 

The  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  availed  itself  of  the  author- 
ity thus  conferred,  and  thereby  accepted  the  conditions 
upon  which  the  authority  was  granted.  The  conditions 
were  observed  until  about  1903,  when  many  rates  were 
increased  without  legislative  authority.  In  1908,  the 
Attorney-General  instituted  legal  proceedings  in  behalf 
of  the  State  to  enforce  the  statutory  provision  against 
such  increases.  The  Supreme  Court  held  unanimously 
that  these  conditions  were  binding  upon  the  railroad. 
These  illegal  rates  are  still  in  force. 

In  view  of  the  declared  intention  of  the  officers  of  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  to  come  before  the  Legislature 
and  ask  for  action  legalizing  existing  rates,  I  have  talked 
with  the  General  Solicitor  of  the  railroad  and  with  many 
citizens  and  attorneys  of  our  State  not  connected  with  the 
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railroad,  and  I  have  come  to  these  conclusions,  which  I 
suggest  for  your  consideration. 

While  expressing  its  intention  of  complying  with  this 
provision  of  the  law,  the  railroad  asks  relief  therefrom. 
Its  officials  represent  that  increased  operating  expenses, 
including  a  large  advance  in  wages,  necessitate  higher 
rates  in  order  to  meet  expenses  and  pay  a  reasonable 
return  on  the  present  and  future  capitalization  of  the 
corporation.  They  maintain  further  that  the  present 
low  rates  required  by  law  will  hamper  the  railroad  in  rais- 
ing the  funds  necessary  for  the  improvement  and  better- 
ment of  the  property. 

This  declaration  and  claim  on  the  part  of  the  railroad 
should  receive  your  immediate  consideration.  It  is  most 
desirable  that  such  improvements  be  installed  as  will  pro- 
vide better  transportation  facilities  within  our  State  with 
the  least  delay  possible.  You  should  treat  this  whole 
matter  with  the  utmost  fairness  and  impartiality.  The 
development  of  our  railroad  under  an  economical  and  pro- 
gressive management  is  an  important  factor  in  the  growth 
and  prosperity  of  our  commercial,  industrial  and  agricul- 
tural enterprises.  Such  development  should  not,  however, 
be  accomplished  in  a  way  to  lay  an  undue  burden  upon  the 
public  at  present  and  for  all  future  time. 

The  statutes  authorizing  the  consolidation  gave  to  the 
State  a  unique  power  of  control  over  rates  that  should  not 
be  surrendered.  As  long  as  this  law  is  on  the  statute  books 
it  should  be  enforced.  The  questions  involved  are  very 
intricate  and  of  vital  importance,  not  only  to  us  but  to 
coming  generations.  You  will  bear  in  mind  that  practi- 
cally all  the  data  involved  are  in  the  hands  of  the  party 
seeking  relief,  that  its  case  will  be  prepared  and  presented 
by  the  most  eminent  attorneys  and  skilled  experts  that 
money  can  provide.  It  is  clearly  your  duty  to  see  that  the 
interests  of  the  people  are  equally  well  represented  and 
safeguarded.  Every  presumption  should  be  made  in  favor 
of  the  continuance  of  ancient  safeguards  established  for 
the  defence  of  the  rights  of  the  people  against  oppression 
of  monopoly  and  those  safeguards  should  neither  be  with- 
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drawn,  released  nor  suspended  except  for  strong  reasons 
clearly  demonstrated.  On  the  other  hand,  you  should  not 
use  your  power  to  oppress  either  individual  or  corporation, 
but  to  do  exact  justice  to  all.  You  should  not  decide  upon 
any  form  of  remedy  until  you  have  the  facts  clearly  before 
you.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  burden  of  proof 
is  upon  the  petitioner  who  seeks  relief  from  the  present 
lawful  rates. 

With  the  information  at  hand  it  is  difficult  to  recommend 
any  definite  solution  of  this  problem.  A  possible  method 
of  treating  the  matter  is  for  you  to  appoint  at  once  a  special 
committee  to  hold  hearings  in  order  to  ascertain  the  facts 
bearing  upon  the  case.  In  justice  to  all  concerned  this 
committee  should  make  every  effort  to  prepare  and  pre- 
sent an  early  report  on  these  facts. 

If,  upon  this  report  and  upon  all  the  information  at  your 
command,  you  are  satisfied  that  the  railroad  has  substanti- 
ated its  claims  as  to  the  necessity  for  some  relief  and  if 
you  find  such  claim  to  be  equitable  and  just,  you  could 
incorporate  in  the  act  creating  a  public  service  commission 
the  following  provisions : 

1.  That  the  commission  shall  have  power  to  provide 
temporary  relief  from  any  burdensome  condition  for  a 
definite  limited  period. 

2.  That  it  be  made  the  immediate  duty  of  this  commis- 
sion to  make  during  this  period  of  temporary  relief  an 
exhaustive  investigation  of  all  rates  affected  by  the  stat- 
utes of  consolidation. 

3.  That  the  commission  shall  have  full  power  to  deal 
with  all  questions  relating  to  the  reasonableness  or  unrea- 
sonableness of  any  rate  or  rates  and  to  make  and  enforce 
their  orders  and  decrees  in  respect  thereto. 

4.  That  at  the  same  time  there  shall  be  specifically 
reserved  and  retained  in  the  State  all  the  rights  which  it 
now  has  over  all  such  rates. 

You  will  appreciate  the  importance  of  giving  to  this 
commission  ample  facilities  and  powers  and  funds  for  the 
conduct  of  this  work. 
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The  final  determination  of  the  reasonableness  of  any  par- 
ticular rates  should  rest  only  upon  a  more  complete  investi- 
gation than  it  is  within  our  power  to  make  during  this 
session. 

EXPRESS    RATES. 

On  the  petition  of  the  State  Board  of  Trade  the  Railroad 
Commissioners  held  a  prolonged  hearing  some  years  ago 
and  took  much  testimony  relative  to  express  rates  in  New 
Hampshire.  As  a  result  of  this  hearing  the  State  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  made  a  ruling  ordering  reductions 
in  express  rates.  These  lower  rates  have  not  yet  been  put 
in  force.  The  express  company  took  an  appeal  to  the 
Superior  Court.  The  whole  matter  is  still  pending,  for 
there  are  no  funds  available  to  prepare  and  conduct  this 
case  for  the  State.  Experience  has  taught  us  that  effective 
regulation  is  essential  to  protect  the  pubhc  from  exorbi- 
tant rates.  We  are  not  getting  effective  regulation  of 
express  rates.  As  a  first  step  to  that  end,  I  recommend 
that  the  Attorney-General  be  directed  to  represent  the 
interest  of  the  State  in  this  appeal  and  that  the  necessary 
funds  be  provided  therefor.  Such  action  should  be  taken 
at  once  in  order  that  the  public  may  be  subjected  to  no 
further  delay  in  the  proper  adjustment  of  these  rates. 
There  should  further  be  provision  for  the  appearance  of 
the  Attorney-General,  when  so  directed  by  the  Governor, 
at  hearings  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
relative  to  fixing  rates  and  service  on  traffic  partly  within 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

THE    ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

The  business  interests  of  the  State  have  for  many  years 
been  constantly  increasing,  consequently  more  work  falls 
upon  the  legal  representative  of  the  State.  I  recommend 
that  the  Attorney-General  be  required  to  give  his  services 
exclusively  to  the  duties  of  his  office  and  that  his  salary 
be  correspondingly  increased.  His  duties  and  authority 
should  be  fully  defined.  He  should  be  at  the  Capitol  when 
the  Legislature  is  in  session. 
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TAXATION. 


The  general  belief  in  the  inequalities  of  our  system  of  tax- 
ation led  to  the  appointment  of  what  is  known  as  the  Tax 
Commission  of  1908.  After  exhaustive  research,  the  find- 
ings of  that  Commission  were  embodied  in  a  report  which 
should  be  made  the  basis  of  an  effective  legislative  program 
to  remedy  the  inequalities  now  existing. 

There  is  at  present  great  discrepancy  in  the  valuation  of 
property  for  the  purposes  of  taxation  throughout  the  State. 
Real  estate  is  now  appraised  too  high  in  comparison  with 
other  property.  To  remedy  existing  inequalities,  the  Tax 
Commission  of  1908  recommends  the  following  action,  in 
which  recommendation  I  concur, — ^the  creation  of  a  perma- 
nent tax  commission  with  the  power  to  correct  local 
inequalities  of  assessment.  Our  existing  laws  call  for  the 
appraisal  of  all  taxable  property  at  its  full  and  true  value 
in  money.  This  is  rarely  done  at  the  present  time.  Such 
a  Commission  would  see  to  it  that  all  property  is  so 
appraised  at  its  full  value,  thereby  effecting  a  correspond- 
ing decrease  in  the  rate  of  taxation. 

It  would  also  appraise  the  property  of  our  public  service 
corporations.  They  should  bear  their  fair  share  of  the 
burden  of  taxation,  no  more,  no  less.  In  order  to  avoid 
differences  of  opinion,  haphazard  valuations  and  conse- 
quent litigation,  the  Commission  should  be  instructed  as  to 
the  method  to  be  pursued  in  reaching  such  valuation. 
Furthermore,  the  fullest  publicity  concerning  the  findings 
of  the  Commission  is  recommended.  In  this  connection,  I 
suggest  for  your  consideration  that  bill  which  was  passed 
by  the  last  House  of  Representatives  and  which  was  known 
as  the  "Wyman  Bill." 

When  this  system  is  put  in  force  you  should  provide 
for  some  new  method  of  taxing  timber  lands.  Where  the 
timber  is  all  cut  at  once,  our  forest  lands  yield  an  income 
at  intervals  of  from  forty  to  eighty,  or  one  hundred  years. 
Appraised  at  their  full  value,  they  would  be  called  upon 
to  bear  a  greater  proportion  of  the  burden  of  taxation  than 
the  return  from  such  land  would  warrant.     The  reason  for 
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this  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  income  derived  from  such 
property  is  so  long  deferred.  During  this  entire  period, 
the  owner  must  advance  the  taxes  without  any  expectation 
of  return  until  his  crop  matures,  in  forty,  fifty,  or  seventy- 
five  years,  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  report  of  the  Forestry  Commission  of  1908  and  the 
report  of  the  Tax  Commission  of  that  year  both  contained 
the  same  suggestion  for  a  new  method  of  taxing  timber 
lands.  I  recommend  it  to  your  consideration.  I  do  not 
believe  that  timber  land  should  be  exempt  from  taxation, 
but  it  does  seem  reasonable  that  a  portion  of  such  taxes 
should  be  deferred  until  the  timber  is  mature  or  the  crop 
harvested,  when  the  entire  tax  should  be  paid.  Such  a 
method  can  best  be  applied  first  to  young  growing  timber. 

RAILROAD    TAX   APPEAL. 

The  Board  of  Equalization  for  the  year  1909  increased 
the  tax  assessed  upon  the  property  of  the  railroads,  tele- 
phone and  telegraph  companies  in  the  State  from  $488,- 
419.48  to  $793,564.84.  Practically  the  same  assessment 
was  made  for  the  present  year.  The  railroads  have  ap- 
pealed from  both  assessments  to  the  Supreme  Court,  where 
the  case  is  now  pending.  I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  this  assessment  was  made  by  a  responsible  board 
acting  in  good  faith  and  upon  honest  convictions.  Prin- 
ciples are  involved  which  will  have  a  far-reaching  effect 
upon  future  assessments.  Various  persons  have  performed 
services  without  compensation,  in  the  preparation  of  the 
State's  case.  The  Attorney-General  has  no  funds  at  his 
command  with  which  to  pay  for  such  services,  nor  for  the 
expenses  necessary  in  carrying  the  case  to  its  conclusion. 
I  recommend,  therefore,  that  sufficient  money  be  appro- 
priated for  the  use  of  the  Attorney-General  in  these  cases. 
The  protection  of  the  rights  of  the  State  in  this  litigation 
requires  immediate  legislative  action. 
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constitutional  convention. 

A  large  majority  of  the  voters  who  expressed  themselves 
at  the  last  election  as  to  the  advisability  of  calling  a  Con- 
stitutional Convention  voted  in  favor  of  such  action.  I 
recommend  the  enactment  of  a  measure  calling  for  the 
election  of  delegates  to  such  a  convention. 

The  Convention  should  be  held  at  the  earliest  possible 
date,  in  order  that  any  amendments  adopted  by  the  people 
may  be  available  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature.  As 
the  constitutional  powers  of  the  Legislature  in  this  respect 
are  questioned,  inquiry  should  be  made  of  the  Supreme 
Court  as  to  whether  delegates  to  the  Convention  can  be 
elected  and  proposed  amendments  be  submitted  to  the 
people,  at  special  elections  called  for  that  purpose. 

INCOME   TAX   AMENDMENT. 

I  recommend  the  ratification  of  the  proposed  amendment 
to  the  Federal  Constitution  authorized  by  Congress  whereby 
the  National  Government  is  given  authority  to  impose  a 
tax  on  incomes. 

CORRUPT    PRACTICES. 

Every  possible  step  should  be  taken  to  put  a  stop  to  the 
buying  of  votes  at  the  primaries  and  at  general  elections. 
The  continuation  of  this  practice  will  surely  undermine 
the  very  foundation  of  our  government.  I  strongly  urge 
you  to  take  such  action  as  will,  in  your  judgment,  put  a 
stop  to  this  evil. 

The  expenditures  of  candidates  and  of  political  parties 
should  be  subject  to  reasonable  limitation,  and  the  purposes 
for  which  such  expenditures  may  be  incurred  should  be 
prescribed  by  law.  Candidates  for  important  offices  and 
all  political  committees  should  be  required  to  file  a  sworn 
public  statement  of  their  campaign  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures before  and  after  the  primaries  and  general  elections. 

All  contributions  by  corporations  for  political  purposes 
should  be  prohibited  by  law. 
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the  direct  primary  law. 

I  recommend  the  extension  of  the  direct  primary  law  so 
that  delegates  to  National  Conventions  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  direct  vote  of  the  members  of  each  party. 

I  also  urge  upon  you  the  consideration  of  extending  the 
direct  primary  law  so  as  to  embrace  the  nomination  of 
candidates  for  the  United  States  Senate.  Personally,  I 
favor  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  the  United  States 
Senate  by  direct  vote  of  the  people. 

employers'    liability   and    workman's    compensation. 

The  new  conditions  attending  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  our  industrial  enterprises  make  it  desirable  that  the 
common  law  now  in  force  relative  to  contributory  negli- 
gence, the  assumption  of  risk,  and  the  so-called  "fellow 
servant"  doctrine  be  largely  modified  by  statute.  Many 
states  and  the  Federal  government  have  already  taken  such 
action. 

I  urge  you  to  give  this  matter  your  early  attention  and  to 
enact  such  legislation  as  will  better  protect  our  workingmen 
and  women,  and  those  dependent  upon  them,  in  the  event 
of  accidental  death  or  injury  while  employed  by  public 
service  corporations  and  in  industrial  establishments.  In 
the  consideration  of  this  question  I  refer  you  especially  to 
the  New  York  liability  law  enacted  under  Governor  Hughes' 
administration  and  at  his  recommendation,  and  to  the 
Federal  Employers'  Liability  Act  enacted  during  the 
administration  and  at  the  suggestion  of  President  Roosevelt. 

Supplementary  to  the  foregoing,  we  should  have  a  work- 
man's compensation  act,  which  should  secure  a  certain 
fixed  sum  graduated  in  amount  to  the  injury  received, 
irrespective  of  the  negligence  of  either  party.  This  should 
likewise  apply  to  our  industrial  enterprises  and  public 
service  corporations. 

The  financial  burden  of  the  industrial  accident  should  be 
frankly  recognized  as  part  of  the  cost  of  production.  It 
is  time  that  the  community  at  large  pay  this  debt  of  flesh 
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and  blood,  which  it  is  in  honor  bound  to  take  from  the 
shoulders  of  those  least  able  to  bear  it,  the  famihes  of  the 
workingmen.  On  this  subject  I  wish  to  quote  from  a 
speech  of  so  able  and  conservative  a  lawyer  as  Senator  Root 
of  New  York: — 

"It  seems  to  me  that  our  present  system  of  dealing  with 
those  injuries  that  come  to  the  employees  in  our  great 
industrial  life  is  foolish,  wasteful,  ineffective  and  barbarous. 
The  cost  of  support,  which  is  made  necessary  by  the  injuries 
suffered  in  a  business,  is  just  as  much  a  part  of  the  cost  of 
the  business  as  the  tools  that  are  worn  out  and  the  material 
that  is  consumed.  It  ought  to  be  paid  for  by  the  business 
as  a  part  of  that  cost  and  not  left  to  the  charity  of  the 
Nation  at  large." 

The  present  system  of  employers'  liability  is  generally 
recognized  as  being  highly  unsatisfactory.  The  New  York 
Commission,  appointed  by  Governor  Hughes  to  investigate 
this  subject,  reports  the  following  objections  to  the  existing 
system : — 

1.  That  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  workmen  injured 
by  accidents  of  employment  get  a  substantial  compensation 
and,  therefore,  as  a  rule,  they  and  their  dependents  are 
forced  to  a  lower  standard  of  living  and  often  become  bur- 
dens upon  the  state  through  public  or  private  charity. 

2.  That  the  system  is  wasteful,  being  costly  to  em- 
ployers and  the  state,  and  of  small  benefit  to  the  victims  of 
accidents. 

3.  That  the  system  is  slow  in  operation,  involving,  of 
necessity,  great  delay  in  the  settlement  of  cases. 

4.  That  the  operation  of  the  law  breeds  antagonism 
between  employers  and  employees. 

They  showed  that  in  115  cases  of  married  men,  killed 
by  accidents  of  employment  in  Erie  County,  New  York, 
thirty-eight  cases  received  no  compensation  whatever, 
nine  more  received  $100  or  less,  thirty-four  cases  received 
from  $101  to  $500,  fourteen  cases  received  between  $501 
and  $2,000,  and  only  eight  cases  received  over  $2,000. 
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Out  of  1,040  cases  of  injury  investigated,  44%  received 
nothing,  33%  received  less  than  50%  of  money  loss  in 
wages  and  expenses.  Of  sixty  cases  of  permanent  partial 
disability  forty  received  less  than  $100,  fourteen  received 
between  $101  and  $500,  five  received  between  $501  and 
$2,000,  and  one  received  over  $2,000. 

At  present  a  large  proportion  of  the  amount  actually 
paid  by  the  employer  in  case  of  accident  or  death  never 
reaches  the  victims  of  such  accident  or  their  dependents. 
Much  of  it  is  absorbed  in  lawyers'  fees  and  court  costs.  A 
well-adjusted  and  equitable  workman's  compensation  law 
would,  on  the  one  hand,  relieve  the  employer  of  the  expense 
of  fighting  all  his  accident  cases  and,  on  the  other  hand, 
insure  to  the  employee  prompt  and  reasonable  payment 
without  litigation,  without  delay  and  without  expense. 

The  drafting  and  enactment  of  such  a  law,  although 
difficult,  is  to  my  mind  of  paramount  importance  to  a 
large  percentage  of  the  people  of  our  state.  The  change 
which  it  would  bring  about  would  be  in  line  with  the 
progress  and  the  betterment  of  conditions  for  which  we  are 
all  striving. 

BUREAU    OF   LABOR. 

It  has  been  clearly  demonstrated  for  some  years  that 
the  Bureau  of  Labor  in  its  present  form  does  not  justify 
its  existence.  It  should  be  either  entirely  abolished  or  so 
thoroughly  reorganized  that  it  will  be  of  some  real  use  in 
advancing  and  protecting  the  interests  of  the  working  men 
and  women  of  New  Hampshire. 

Properly  organized  factory  inspection  is  one  of  the  avail- 
able means  of  preventing  industrial  accidents.  In  this 
connection,  I  ask  you  to  consider  legislation  which  shall 
secure  proper  ventilation  and  sanitation,  the  safeguarding 
of  machinery  and  boiler  inspection.  As  uniformity  of  laws 
in  this  respect  in  different  states  is  desirable,  I  recommend 
to  your  attention  the  findings  of  the  National  Civic  Federa- 
tion relative  thereto.

CHILD  labor. 

The  moral,  intellectual  and  physical  development  of  the 
children  of  our  State  is  of  fundamental  importance.  With 
the  coming  generations  rest  the  growth  and  advance  of  our 
race  and  civilization,  as  well  as  the  safety  and  permanency 
of  our  institutions  and  government.  The  State  cannot 
guard  its  children  too  zealously  during  their  period  of 
growth  and  education.  To  that  end  our  laws  relative  to 
child  labor  should  be  rewritten.  I  recommend  that  the 
employment  of  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  be 
limited  to  eight  hours  a  day  and  that  their  employment  at 
night  be  entirely  prohibited. 

A  more  effective  system  of  ascertaining  the  age  of  minors 
before  they  are  granted  certificates  authorizing  their 
employment  in  factories  should  be  instituted.  A  more 
extended  and  systematic  method  of  inspection  for  the 
enforcement  of  our  child  labor  laws  should  be  provided. 
This  work  may  well  be  continued  for  the  present  under 
the  direction  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction. 

DEPENDENT   MINORS. 

Our  present  laws  relating  to  the  care  of  dependent  chil- 
dren are  inadequate.  So  far  as  possible  such  children  should 
be  given  the  benefit  of  wholesome  home  influences.  The 
experience  of  other  states  shows  that  this  can  be  done  under 
state  supervision  without  large  expense,  and  to  the  great 
benefit  of  these  little  unfortunates. 

LYING-IN    HOSPITALS    AND    CHILDREN'S     BOARDING    HOUSES. 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  lying-in  hospitals 
and  boarding  houses  for  infants  have  been  established  in 
certain  sections  of  the  State,  in  considerable  numbers.  The 
traffic  in  fittle  children  carried  on  through  some  of  these 
institutions  has  created  conditions  within  our  borders,  the 
continuance  of  which  would  justly  subject  us  to  censure. 
Humanity  and  self-respect  alike  demand  that  an  end  be 
put  to  these  revolting  practices.     I  recommend  to  you  a 
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thorough  investigation  of  this  subject,  and  suggest  as  a 
possible  remedy  the  h censing  of  all  lying-in  hospitals  under 
suitable  regulations  with  the  provision  that  they  be  open 
to  medical  inspection;  also  that  all  boarding  houses  for  in- 
fants and  children  be  licensed  and  regularly  inspected  by  an 
agent  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections. 

LIQUOR. 

The  general  policy  of  dealing  with  the  liquor  traffic  is  a 
matter  for  your  consideration. 

If  you  determine  to  continue  the  present  local  option 
law,  I  recommend  to  your  favorable  consideration  all  such 
measures  as  will  tend  to  restrict  to  a  minimum  the  use  of 
intoxicants.  Such  towns  as  vote  for  no-license  should  be 
given  the  most  effective  legal  protection  which  can  be 
devised. 

Provision  should  be  made  for  closing  all  saloons  on  days 
when  primaries  are  held. 

EDUCATION. 

The  law  enacted  by  the  last  Legislature  providing  for 
state  aid  to  schools  has  resulted  in  decided  benefit  to  our 
common  schools.  The  150  towns  affected  raised  their 
average  school  year  to  between  thirty-three  and  thirty-four 
weeks.  During  the  last  two  years  over  twice  as  many 
teachers  have  received  a  state  certificate  as  in  the  previous 
fourteen  years.  The  amount  appropriated  was  not  suffi- 
cient fully  to  carry  the  law  into  full  effect.  Some  twenty 
towns  were  cut  out  this  year  from  benefiting  under  this  act. 
I  recommend  that  this  appropriation  be  extended  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  this  law. 

It  would  be  well  were  the  State  in  a  position  to  see  that 
the  money  so  distributed  is  used  by  the  towns  for  purposes 
provided  by  this  statute. 

Such  funds  as  are  needed  for  the  efficient,  but  economical 
operation  of  our  two  normal  schools  should  be  provided. 
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state  college. 

The  New  Hampshire  State  College  at  Durham  is  per- 
forming invaluable  service  to  the  State  in  fitting  our  young 
men  for  more  progressive  and  profitable  methods  of  using 
and  developing  our  natural  resources. 

It  has  recently  received  for  the  first  time  the  income  of 
the  Thompson  fund.  This  should  in  a  measure  reheve  the 
State  of  at  least  a  part  of  the  burden  of  maintenance,  but 
our  State  should,  nevertheless,  stand  squarely  behind  this 
institution  and  see  that  it  is  maintained  upon  a  high  plane 
of  efficiency  and  usefulness. 

STATE    HIGHWAYS. 

The  law  enacted  by  the  last  Legislature,  which  calls  for 
the  construction  of  three  state  highways  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts line  to  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  provides  that 
these  highways  shall  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the 
towns  through  which  they  pass.  This  provision  of  the  law 
should  be  changed.  The  trunk  lines  often  pass  through 
small  towns  for  a  distance  of  from  five  to  ten  miles  each. 
The  burden  of  properly  maintaining  such  roadways  is  out 
of  all  proportion  to  the  resources  of  these  communities; 
consequently  very  httle  maintenance  or  repair  work  is  done. 
Unless  an  efficient  system  of  maintenance  is  carried  out  year 
by  year,  the  initial  outlay  on  these  roads  will  soon  be  a 
complete  loss.  If  we  are  to  maintain  our  state  highways, 
the  work  must  be  done  and  the  expense  borne  in  part  at 
least  by  the  State. 

The  problem  of  properly  caring  for  these  roads  is  a  large 
one  and  calls  for  immediate  consideration.  Automobile 
traffic  is  the  chief  source  of  the  destruction  of  our  state 
roads;  consequently,  I  recommend  that  automobile  fees 
be  increased  in  proportion  to  the  weight  and  horse  power  of 
the  machines  and  that  the  money  so  derived  be  applied  to 
maintaining  our  state  highways. 

Under  present  conditions  our  state  roads  promise  to 
become  extensive.     They  require  systematic  supervision 
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under  plans  which  should  extend  over  periods  of  years. 
Under  these  conditions  it  is  a  question  whether  they 
should  be  left  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  and 
Council,  whose  duties  are  each  year  increasing  and  whose 
term  of  office  is  limited  to  two  years. 

FORESTRY. 

The  work  of  the  Forestry  Commission  may  profitably  be 
continued  and  enlarged  with  the  especial  view  of  furnish- 
ing better  fire  protection  and  creating  a  state  nursery. 

As  fast  as  the  resources  of  the  State  will  justly  permit,  it 
should  acquire  forest  tracts  for  three  purposes:  First,  to 
demonstrate  scientific  reforestation,  thinning  and  cutting; 
second,  to  prevent  denudation  of  our  watersheds  and  to 
preserve  an  even  stream  flow;  and,  third,  to  protect  the 
scenic  beauties  of  our  mountains,  which  are  a  financial 
asset  to  the  whole  state.  Under  this  last  head,  there  is  an 
immediate  demand  for  the  purchase  of  the  timber  land  in 
Crawford  Notch,  which  in  the  course  of  the  next  two  years 
will  be  completely  cut  over.  In  acquiring  such  tracts  too 
great  precaution  cannot  be  taken  to  protect  the  interests  of 
the  State  from  the  payment  of  excessive  prices. 

GYPSY    AND    BROWN-TAIL    MOTHS. 

The  area  within  New  Hampshire  infected  by  these  insect 
pests  is  constantly  increasing.  The  state  work  to  control 
their  depredations  should  be  entirely  reorganized. 

WATER   POWER. 

The  proper  use  and  development  of  water  power  are 
essential  to  the  increased  prosperity  of  the  State.  A 
thorough  investigation  of  this  natural  resource  should  be 
made  by  the  State  in  order  to  ascertain  how  it  may  profit- 
ably guide,  assist  and  control  the  development  and  use  of 
water  power  within  its  borders  in  the  interest  of  the  com- 
monwealth. 
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CONCLUSION. 

With  you  rests  the  responsibility  of  framing  and  enact- 
ing those  measures  for  the  good  of  the  State  which  the 
people  confidently  expect.  To  an  unusual  extent  is  the 
attention  of  our  citizens  centered  upon  you.  Today  the 
nation  looks  to  New  Hampshire  to  lead  in  progress  and  in 
blazing  the  way  to  better  conditions.  You  will,  I  know, 
meet  and  overcome  all  difficulties  with  which  you  are  con- 
fronted and,  inspired  by  the  great  constructive  work  before 
you,  wisely  achieve  all  that  is  expected  of  the  Legislature 
of  1911.

COMMITTEE  REPORTS. 

Mr.  Whitcher  of  Haverhill  for  the  Committee  on  Rules 
presented  the  following  resolution: 
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Resolved,  That  the  rules  of  the  last  session  be  the  rules 
of  this  session  and  that  the  same  be  printed  in  today's 
Journal. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

Rules  of  the  House, 
of  the  duty  of  the  speaker. 

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  precisely  the  hour 
to  which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned,  and  shall  im- 
mediately call  the  members  to  order. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order,  may  speak  on 
points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from 
his  seat  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any  two  mem- 
bers. 

3.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit: 
"As  many  as  are  of  opinion  that  (as  the  case  may  be)  say 
Aye";  and  after  the  affirmative  vote  is  expressed,  "Those 
of  a  contrary  opinion  say  No."  If  the  Speaker  doubts, 
or  a  division  is  called  for,  the  House  shall  divide.  Those 
in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their 
seats  and  stand  till  they  be  counted,  and  afterwards  those 
in  the  negative  shall  rise  and  stand  till  they  be  counted. 
The  Speaker  shall  then  rise  and  state  the  decision  of  the 
House. 

4.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it 
sitting. 

5.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  House. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  designate  to  which  of  the  standing 
committees  all  memorials,  petitions,  accounts,  or  other 
matters  shall  be  referred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
House. 

7.  The  Speaker  shall  not  be  called  upon  to  vote  unless 
the  House  be  equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to 
the  minority,  will  make  the  division  equal;  and  in  case  of 
such  equal  division  the  question  shall  be  lost. 
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8.  All  acts,  addresses,  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be 
assigned  by  the  Speaker;  and  all  writs,  warrants,  or  sub- 
poenas, issued  by  order  of  the  House,  shall  be  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  attested  by  the  clerk, 

9.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in 
the  galleries,  the  speaker  or  chairman  of  the  committee  of 
the  whole  house  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  same  to 
be   cleared. 

10.  No  person  but  the  members  and  officers  of  the 
House,  members  of  the  council,  and  members  of  the  Senate, 

.  the  secretary  of  the  state,  treasurer,  and  clerks  of  the  Senate, 
shall  be  admitted  within  the  door  of  the  Representatives' 
chamber  unless  by  invitation  of  the  Speaker,  or  some  mem- 
ber of  the  House,  with  the  consent  of  the  Speaker,  except 
in  public  hearings,  parties,  their  counsel  and  witnesses,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Speaker. 

11.  The  Speaker  shall  have  power  to  substitute  any 
member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  such  substitution 
not  to  extend  beyond  one  legislative  day. 

OF  DECORUM  AND  DEBATE. 

12  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  make 
a  motion,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise 
from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  the  Speaker. 

13.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  House,  the 
Speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order;  in 
which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately 
sit  down,  and  the  question  of  order  shall  then  be  distinctly 
stated  from  the  chair;  and  in  all  cases  where  a  member 
shall  be  called  to  order  for  uttering  disrespectful  words,  upon 
the  request  of  any  member  the  words  objected  to  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing  by  the  member  so  calling  to  order; 
after  which  the  member  so  called  to  order  may  explain,  and 
the  question  shall  be  open  to  debate,  as  in  other  cases,  and 
decided  by  the  Speaker,  whose  decision  shall  be  submitted 
to  unless  an  appeal  be  made  to  the  House,  by  a  member,  in 
which  case  the  only  question  shall  be,  "Is  the  Speaker's 
decision  correct?"  which  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
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If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he 
may  proceed;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  may  require  it,  he 
shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

14.  In  all  cases  the  member  first  rising  shall  speak  first. 
When  two  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Speaker 
shall  name  the  person  to  speak. 

15.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  House;  nor  more  than  once 
until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

16.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  ad- 
dressing the  House,  no  one  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the 
House;  nor  in  such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking, 
shall  entertain  private  discourse;  nor,  while  a  member  is 
speaking  shall  pass  between  him  and  the  chair;  nor  shall 
any  member  leave  his  seat  while  the  yeas  and  nays  are 
calling. 

17.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event 
of  which  he  is  directly  interested;  nor  in  any  case  where  he 
was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put ;  nor  sit  upon  any 
committee  when  he  is  directly  interested  in  the  question 
under  consideration.  In  case  of  such  interest  of  a  member 
of  a  committee,  the  fact  shall  be  reported  to  the  House,  and 
another  person  substituted  on  that  question  in  his  place. 

18.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  a 
question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House,  for 
special  reason,  shall  excuse  him. 

19.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  shall  be 
seconded  and  stated  from  the  chair;  and  when  a  motion 
shall  be  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 
if  desired  by  the  Speaker  or  any  member,  and  delivered  at 
the  table,  and  read  by  the  Speaker,  before  the  same  shall  be 
debated. 

20.  No  petition  shall  be  received  by  the  House  unless  it 
be  presented  by  a  member  thereof,  nor  until  the  substance 
of  said  petition  be  concisely  minuted,  and  the  name  of  the 
member,  and  the  town  he  represents,  recorded  upon  the 
back  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker  to 
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state,  in  the  first  place,  the  substance  of  the  petition  as 
minuted  on  the  back  thereof. 

21.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  it  shall  be  in 
possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any 
time  before  an  amendment. 

22.  When  any  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall 
be  received,  but,  first,  to  adjourn;  second,  to  lay  on  the 
table;  third,  for  the  previous  question;  fourth,  to  postpone 
indefinitely;  fifth,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day;  sixth,  to 
commit;  seventh,  to  amend;  which  several  motions  shall 
have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 
Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous 
question,  and  to  take  from  the  table,  shall  be  decided  with- 
out debate. 

23.  The  Speaker  shall  put  the  previous  question  in  the 
following  form:  "Shall  the  main  question  now  be  put?"  and 
all  debate  upon  the  main  question  shall  be  suspended  until 
the  previous  question  has  been  decided.  After  the  adoption 
of  the  previous  question,  the  sense  of  the  House  shall  forth- 
with be  taken  upon  pending  amendments,  in  their  regular 
order,  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  The  motion  for 
the  previous  question  shall  not  be  put  unless  demanded  by 
three  members. 

24.  All  incidental  questions  of  order  arising  after  a  mo- 
tion for  the  previous  question  and  related  to  the  subjects 
affected  by  the  order  of  the  previous  question  shall  be  de- 
cided without  debate. 

25.  If  the  previous  question  is  decided  in  the  negative, 
it  shall  not  be  again  in  order  until  after  adjournment,  but 
the  main  question  shall  be  left  before  the  House  and  disposed 
of  as  though  the  previous  question  had  not  been  put. 

26.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same 
shall  not  be  acted  upon  during  the  session  except  by 
unanimous  consent. 

27.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question 
when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it;  and  upon  a  motion  to 
amend,  a  refusal  to  strike  out  words  shall  neither  preclude 
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amendment  to  such  words  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and 
insert. 

28.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall 
preclude  all  amendment  to  the  main  question,  and  all 
motions  and  reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  House. 

29.  No  new  motion  shall  be  admitted,  under  color  of 
amendment,  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  under  debate. 

30.  No  vote  shall  be  reconsidered,  unless  the  motion  for 
reconsideration  be  made  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the 
majority,  nor  unless  the  notice  of  such  motion  be  given  on 
the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  passed,  or  on  the  next  day 
on  which  the  House  shall  be  in  session,  between  the  hours 
of  10  and  12  o'clock. 

31.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for  and  objected 
to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the 
House. 

32.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any 
committee  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  if  he  is  then  a 
member  of  two  other  committees  which  have  not  reported. 

33.  Each  member  shall  seasonably  and  punctually  at- 
tend to  his  duty  in  the  House,  and  no  one  shall  absent  him- 
self from  the  service  of  the  House  unless  he  have  leave,  or 
be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

34.  The  Speaker  shall  appoint  a  teller  for  each  division 
of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  report  to  the  chair 
the  state  of  the  vote,  whenever  a  division  of  the  House  is 
called  for. 

OF  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

35.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  ap- 
pointed early  in  the  January  session: 

A  committee  on  revising  and  compiling  the  laws  of  the 
state;  a  committee  on  national  affairs;  a  committee  on 
elections;  a  commttee  on  the  judiciary;  a  committee  on 
banks;  a  committee  on  the  state  prison;  a  committee  on 
insurance;  a  committee  on  the  state  agricultural  college;  a 
committee  on  agriculture;  a  committee  on  manufactures;  a 
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committee  on  appropriations;  a  committee  on  retrenchmen 
and  reform;  a  committee  on  military  affairs;  a  committee 
on  education;  a  committee  on  the  state  normal  school;  a 
committee  on  incorporations;  a  committee  on  towns;  a 
committee  on  county  affairs;  a  committee  on  labor;  a  com- 
mittee on  State  hospital;  a  committee  on  railroads;  a  com- 
mittee on  roads,  bridges,  and  canals;  a  committee  on  un- 
finished business;  a  committee  on  mileage;  a  committee  on 
fisheries  and  game;  a  committee  on  the  industrial  school; 
a  committee  on  soldiers'  home;  a  committee  on  claims;  a 
committee  on  forestry;  a  committee  on  public  health;  a 
committee  on  public  improvements;  a  committee  on  school 
for  the  feeble-minded;  a  committee  on  ways  and  means;  a 
committee  on  liquor  laws,  to  consist  of  fifteen  members 
each;  a  committee  on  journal  of  the  house,  to  consist  of 
three  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Speaker;  a  com- 
mittee on  rules,  to  consist  of  five  members,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Speaker. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  revising  and  com- 
piling the  laws  to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  those  sub- 
jects, and  recommend  such  changes,  modifications,  and  ad- 
ditions as  may  be  desirable;  also  to  consider  all  bills,  reso- 
lutions, and  reports  of  committees  relating  to  those  subjects 
which  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  national  affairs 
to  consider  all  matters  of  national  concern,  all  matters  re- 
ferred to  the  state  by  the  general  government,  and  all 
matters  pertaining  to  our  federal  relations,  that  may  be 
referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  elections  to  ex- 
amine and  report  upon  the  certificates  or  other  credentials 
of  the  election  of  the  members  returned  to  serve  in  this 
House,  and  to  take  into  consideration  all  petitions  and  other 
matters  in  relation  to  elections  or  returns  as  shall  be  pre- 
sented, or  come  into  question,  and  shall  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  judiciary 
to  take  into  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the 
judiciary  system  of  the  state;  and  all  matters  where  a  con- 
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stitutional  question  is  involved.  All  applications  for  acts 
of  incorporation  which  under  the  rules  would  be  referred 
to  the  committee  on  incorporations  or  manufactures,  shall 
first  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary  to  in- 
quire whether  the  object  of  the  applicants  cannot  be  ob- 
tained by  voluntary  incorporation  under  the  general  laws 
of  the  state  and  shall  report  accordingly. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  banks  to  consider 
all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  banks,  and  all  sub- 
jects relating  to  such  institutions  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  state  prison 
to  take  into  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the 
state  prison,  to  examine  all  reports  and  accounts  that  may 
be  submitted  by  the  warden,  or  that  may  be  otherwise  re- 
ferred to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  insurance  to  con- 
sider all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  insurance  com- 
panies, and  all  subjects  relating  to  insurance  companies, 
domestic  and  foreign,  and  whether  life,  fire,  marine  acci- 
dental, or  of  any  other  character,  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  state  agricul- 
tural college  to  examine  into  the  rules  and  government  of 
the  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Me- 
chanic Arts,  and  all  matters  connected  therewith,  and  all 
such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  agriculture  to 
take  into  consideration  all  matters  concerning  the  agricul- 
tural interests,  and  the  incorporation  of  agricultural  soci- 
ties,  that  shall  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  manufactures  to 
consider  all  matters  concerning  the  manufacturing  interests 
of  the  state,  and  all  applications  for  incorporation  for  manu- 
facturing purposes,  which  shall  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  appropriations 
to  examine  and  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the 
treasury,  to  report  what  sum  it  may  be  necessary  to  raise 
as  a  state  tax,  and  on  every  subject  touching  the  financial 
interests  of  the  state  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  retrenchment 
and  reform  to  take  into  consideration  the  public  expendi- 
tures and  all  questions  relating  thereto;  and  also  to  consider 
all  questions  relating  to  the  subject  of  administrative  reforms 
in  the  various  departments  of  the  state  government  that 
may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  military  affairs 
to  consider  all  applications  for  altering  and  amending  laws 
regulating  the  militia  of  this  state,  and  for  the  removal  of 
military  officers,  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  education  to  con- 
sider all  subjects  relative  to  the  regulation  of  school  dis- 
tricts and  schools,  and  all  matters  concerning  education 
that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  state  normal 
school  to  examine  in  relation  to  the  government  of  the 
state  normal  school,  and  all  matters  conected  therewith, 
and  all  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  incorporations 
to  consider  all  applications  for  acts  of  incorporation,  and  all 
other  matters  which  may  come  in  question  relative  to  bodies 
corporate,  that  may  be  referred  to  it,  excepting  those  re- 
lating to  towns,  parishes,  turnpikes,  railroads,  canals,  banks, 
agricultural  societies,  and  factories. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  towns  to  con- 
sider all  applications  for  the  alteration  of  town  lines  by  the 
annexation  of  one  portion  of  a  town  to  another,  and  all 
applications  for  incorporation  of  towns  by  division  of  towns, 
or  otherwise,  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  county  affairs 
to  consider  all  applications  for  the  alteration  of  county  lines 
or  the  creation  of  new  counties,  the  salaries  of  county  officers 
the  settlement  of  paupers,  and  all  other  matters  relating  to 
county  affairs  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  labor  to  consider 
all  petitions  relating  to  labor  and  wages,  and  all  other  mat- 
ters relating  thereto  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  state  hospital  to 
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examine  all  accounts  of  the  state  hospital,  particularly  of 
those  relating  to  the  expenditure  of  moneys  appropriated 
by  the  state;  to  examine  into  the  rules  and  government 
of  the  institution,  and  all  matters  of  general  interest  con- 
nected therewith,  and  all  such  matters  as  shall  be  referred 
to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  railroads  to  con- 
sider all  petitions  for  the  incorporation  of  railroads,  for 
alterations,  and  all  matters  relative  thereto  that  may  be 
referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  roads,  bridges 
and  canals  to  consider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation 
of  turnpikes,  bridges  or  canals,  and  for  the  alteration  of 
tolls,  and  all  matters  relative  thereto  that  may  be  referred 
to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  unfinished  busi- 
ness to  examine  and  report,  from  the  journals  of  the  last 
session,  all  such  matters  as  were  then  pending  and  undeter- 
mined. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  mileage  to  as- 
certain the  distance  traveled  by  each  member  of  the  House, 
and  report  to  the  House  the  names  of  the  several  members 
and  the  mileage  allowed  to  each. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  fisheries  and 
game  to  consider  all  matters  concerning  the  location, 
growth,  cultivation,  protection,  improvement,  and  pre- 
servation of  fish  and  game  within  the  state,  and  all  matters 
relative  thereto,  which  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  industrial 
school  to  examine  the  rules  and  government  of  the  in- 
stitution, and  all  matters  of  general  interest  connected  there 
with,  and  all  such  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  soldiers'  home  to 
consider  all  the  matters  pertaining  to  the  soldiers'  home 
that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  forestry  to  con- 
sider all  matters  relating  to  the  forests  of  the  state  and 
public  parks  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  public  health 
to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  health  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  state  and  vital  statistics  that  may  be  re- 
ferred to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  public  improve- 
ments to  consider  all  matters  pertaining  to  public  improve- 
ments in  the  state  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  school  for  the 
feeble-minded  to  examine  the  rules  and  government  of  the 
institution,  and  all  matters  of  general  interest  connected 
therewith,  and  all  such  matters  as  may  be  referred  ot  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  claims  to  audit, 
adjust,  and  report  on  all  accounts  and  claims  that  may  be 
presented  for  allowance,  except  accounts  for  printing,  mili- 
tary accounts,  and  accounts  for  engrossing  bills. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  journal  of  the 
house  from  day  to  day,  and  before  the  commencement  of 
the  morning  session,  to  examine  the  journal  of  the  preceding 
day,  and  report  to  the  house  at  once  any  errors;  provided, 
however,  that  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read 
at  the  opening  of  any  morning  session  whenever  requested 
by  any  ten  members. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  ways  and  means 
to  examine  and  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the 
treasury,  to  consider  and  report  on  all  bills  and  resolutions 
relating  to  raising  money  by  a  state  tax,  the  apportionment 
of  the  same,  and  all  other  methods  proposed  for  raising  a 
revenue  for  the  state;  and  to  consider  and  report  upon  every 
other  subject  touching  the  financial  interests  of  the  state 
that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  liquor  laws  to 
consider  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  liquor  laws  of  the 
state  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  rules  to  consider 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  rules  of  procedure  of  the  house 
that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

36.  All  other  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 
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37.  The  standing  committees  shall  attend  at  their  re- 
spective committee-rooms  two  hours  before  the  meeting  of 
the  House  in  the  morning,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the 
House  shall  order;  and  no  committee  shall  sit  during  the 
sitting  of  the  House  unless  when  the  Speaker  shall  consider 
it  necessary.  The  committees  shall  promptly  consider  and 
report  on  all  matters  referred  to  them. 

38.  The  first  named  member  of  any  committee  appointed 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  chairman;  and  in  case 
of  his  absence,  or  being  excused  by  the  House,  the  next 
named  member,  and  so  on,  as  often  as  the  case  may  happen, 
unless  the  committee,  by  a  majority  of  the  number,  elect  a 
chairman.  And  when  any  committee  shall  report  otherwise 
than  by  bill,  they  shall,  if  the  subject  admit  of  it,  subjoin 
to  their  report,  a  resolution  making  such  disposition  of  the 
matter  committed  to  them  as  to  the  committee  shall  seem 
expedient. 

39.  Whenever  it  shall  not  be  convenient  for  any  standing 
committee  to  attend  properly  to  all  the  business  which  may 
be  properly  referred  to  it,  the  Speaker  may,  on  a  vote  of  the 
House  to  that  effect,  appoint  an  additional  committee  on  the 
same  subject,  to  consist  of  the  same  number  of  members  as 
the  original  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  that  subject  which 
shall  be  referred  to  it  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

OF  BILLS. 

40.  All  petitions,  memorials  and  other  papers  addressed 
to  the  House  and  all  bills  and  resolutions  to  be  introduced 
in  the  House,  shall  be  endorsed  with  the  name  of  the  person 
or  committee  presenting  them,  with  the  subject  matter  of 
the  same,  and  shall  be  placed  by  the  members  presenting 
them  in  a  box  provided  for  the  purpose  by  the  clerk.  The 
Speaker  shall  take  them  up  for  introduction  at  the  morning 
session. 

41.  Every  bill  and  resolution  orignially  introduced  into 
the  House  shall  be  expressed  in  words  clearly,  so  that  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  refer  to  any  other  act  or  statute  to 
ascertain  the  meaning  thereof. 
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42.  Every  bill  shall  have  three  several  readings  in  the 
House  previous  to  its  passage.  The  first  reading  shall  be  for 
information;  and  thereupon,  if  it  be  not  rejected  or  other- 
wise disposed  of  by  the  House,  the  question  shall  be,  "Shall 
the  bill  be  read  a  second  time?"  and  if  ordered  to  a  second 
reading  it  shall  immediately  be  read  a  second  time  by  its 
title,  be  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed  under  Rule  46, 
and  be  by  the  Speaker  referred  to  the  appropriate  standing 
committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House.  No 
bill  after  it  has  been  read  a  second  time  shall  have  a  third 
reading  until  after  an  adjournment.  The  time  assigned  for 
the  third  reading  of  bills  and  resolutions  shall  be  three  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 

43.  No  amendment  shall  be  made  but  upon  the  second 
reading  of  a  bill  or  joint  resolution;  and  all  bills  and  reso- 
lutions shall  be  in  writing,  with  the  name  of  the  member  and 
the  town  he  represents  on  the  back  thereof.  The  orders  of 
the  day  for  the  reading  of  bills  and  joint  resolutions  shall 
hold  for  every  succeeding  day  until  disposed  of. 

44.  All  bills,  and  all  votes  and  resolutions  that  are  neces- 
sary to  be  carried  to  the  Senate  for  their  concurrence,  may 
be  sent  by  the  assistant  clerk. 

45.  Every  bill  shall  be  marked  on  the  first  page  "House 
bill,"  and  every  joint  resolution  shall  be  marked  "House 
joint  resolution,"  and  each  bill  and  resolution  shall  be 
regularly  numbered,  beginning  with  No.  1,  and  continuing 
consecutively,  as  each  bill  or  joint  resolution  is  introduced 
into  the  House. 

46.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  introduced  into  the 
House,  either  by  a  member  or  by  a  committee,  shall  be 
declared  by  the  Speaker  laid  upon  the  table,  after  it  has  been 
read  a  second  time,  and  the  clerk  shall  procure  a  sufiicient 
number  of  copies,  printed  on  paper  of  uniform  size,  for  the 
use  of  the  House,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  distributed  to 
the  members,  and  when  printed  the  bill  shall  be  immediately 
delivered  to  the  committee  to  which  it  shall  have  been 
referred.  Bills  and  joint  resolutions  received  from  theSenate 
shall  be  printed  at  the  same  stage  of  their  procedure  unless 
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they  have  been  printed  in  the  Senate  and  copies  distributed 
in  the  House. 

47.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  which  has  been  favor- 
ably reported  with  material  changes  by  the  committee 
having  it  in  charge  shall  be  declared  by  the  Speaker  laid 
upon  the  table  and  the  same  shall  be  printed  and  distrib- 
uted as  required  by  Rule  46;  and  when  said  bills  and  joint 
resolutions  are  so  printed  and  distributed  the  clerk  shall, 
after  one  day,  cause  the  same  to  be  laid  on  the  Speaker's 
table,  and  they  shall  be  taken  up  in  their  order,  without 
motion  and  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  as  they  would 
have  been  had  they  not  been  declared  laid  upon  the  table. 

48.  All  bills  and  joint  resolutions  appropriating  money, 
reported  from  any  committee,  shall  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  appropriations  for  revision. 

49.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be  res- 
cinded without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion 
therefor;  nor  suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  therefor  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE  HOUSE. 

50.  The  House  may  resolve  itself  into  committee  of  the 
whole  House  at  any  time,  on  the  motion  of  a  member  made 
for  that  purpose;  and  in  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole 
House  the  Speaker  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  a  chairman  to 
preside  in  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

51.  Upon  bills  and  resolutions  committed  to  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  House,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  first 
be  read  throughout  by  the  clerk,  and  then  again  read  and 
debated  by  clauses,  leaving  the  preamble  of  the  bill  to  be 
last  considered;  the  body  of  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  not 
be  defaced  or  interlined,  but  all  amendments,  noting  the 
page  and  line,  shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  clerk  on  a  sep- 
arate paper,  as  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  com- 
mittee and  so  reported  to  the  House.  After  report,  the  bill 
or  resolution  shall  again  be  subject  to  be  debated  and 
amended  by  clauses  before  a  question  to  pass  it  to  a  third 
reading  be  taken. 
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52.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  House  shall  be  observed 
in  committee  of  the  whole  House,  so  far  as  they  may  be 
applicable,  except  the  rule  limiting  the  time  of  speaking. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  OF  THE  DAY. 

53.  The  Speaker  shall  call  for  petitions  from  members  of 
the  House.  The  petitions  having  been  presented  and  dis- 
posed of,  reports  first  from  the  standing  and  then  from  the 
select  committees,  shall  be  called  for  and  disposed  of.  And 
the  above  business  shall  be  done  in  no  other  part  of  the  day, 
except  by  permission  of  the  House. 

54.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was 
engaged  at  the  last  preceding  adjournment,  if  called  for  by 
any  member,  shall  have  the  preference  over  all  other  busi- 
ness except  the  general  order  of  the  day;  and  no  motion,  or 
any  other  business  except  the  general  order  of  the  day, 
shall  be  received  without  special  leave  of  the  House,  until 
the  former  is  disposed  of.

BILLS  AND  JOINT  RESOLUTIONS  INTRODUCED. 

The  following  bills  and  joint  resolutions  were  severally 
introduced,  read  a  first  and  second  time,  laid  upon  the 
table  to  be  printed  and  referred  as  follows: 

By  Mr.  Cutter  of  Jaffrey,  House  Bill  No.  1,  An  act 
repealing  chapter  48  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1893  being 
An  act  establishing  a  Labor  Bureau,  and  all  amendments 
thereto.

Joint  Resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States. 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  (two- 
thirds  of  each  House  concurring  therein).  That  the  following 
article  is  proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  which,  when  ratified  by  the  legislatures 
of  three-fourths  of  the  several  states,  shall  be  valid  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  as  a  part  of  the  constitution: 

"Article  XVI.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  lay  and 
collect  taxes  on  incomes,  from  whatever  source  derived,  with- 
out apportionment  among  the  several  states,  and  without 
regard  to  any  census  or  enumeration."

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

At  present  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  confers 
the  right  upon  Congress  to  lay  a  tax  on  all  kinds  of  property, 
either  directly  or  indirectly.  It  further  provides  that  a 
direct  tax  must  be  apportioned  among  the  several  states 
according  to  population,  because  the  average  wealth  of  in- 
dividuals is  not  equal. 

Prior  to  1894  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
held  that  an  income  tax  was  not  a  direct  tax  and,  conse- 
quently, need  not  be  apportioned  according  to  population. 
In  1894  that  court  held,  in  Pollock  v.  Farmers  Loan  & 
Trust  Co.,  that  an  act  of  Congress  levying  an  income  tax 
not  imposed  according  to  population  was  unconstitutional. 

The  proposed  sixteenth  amendment  to  the  constitution 
provides  that  Congress  shall  have  the  power  to  levy  and 
collect  a  tax  on  incomes  from  whatever  source  derived 
without  apportionment  among  the  several  states  and  with- 
out regard  to  any  census  or  enumeration. 

Some  critics  of  the  amendment  herewith  transmitted 
hold  that  it  endangers  the  resources  and  the  credit  of  the 
states  and  municipalities.  In  my  judgment,  this  is  not  a 
valid  objection.  A  tax  upon  all  incomes  from  whatever 
source  derived  does  not  discriminate  against  either  state  or 
municipahty.  All  securities  would  be  subject  to  the  same 
burden,  consequently  their  relative  value  would  be  un- 
changed. Were  state  bonds  exempted  from  this  tax  they 
would  at  once  increase  in  price  as  compared  with  all  other 
securities.  Being  included,  the  relative  value  of  all  sources 
of  income  would  remain  unchanged  and,  as  a  practical 
matter,  their  market  value  should  not  be  affected. 

Congress  should  be  given  the  right  to  levy  an  income 
tax  as  provided  in  this  amendment,  for  in  an  emergency 
such  power  might  be  of  vital  importance  to  the  life  of  the 
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nation.  The  proposed  amendment  would  restore  to  the 
Federal  Government  a  power  for  many  years  exercised  by 
it  in  times  of  need. 

An  income  tax  is  the  most  equitable  form  of  taxation, 
because  it  draws  upon  citizens  directly  in  proportion  to 
their  abihty  to  bear  the  burden. 

The  resolution  proposing  the  income  tax  amendment 
received  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Senate  and  the  almost 
unanimous  vote  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Loyalty  to  our  country  demands  that  we  give  to  the 
National  Government  every  power  necessary  to  protect 
and  maintain  itself  under  all  circumstances  and  all  dangers. 

For  these  reasons  I  believe  you  should  adopt  the  proposed 
16th  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution.

To  define  the  law  against  polygamy  as  clearly  as  the  law 
is  defined  against  bigamy. 

The  contract  made  by  Utah  with  the  United  States 
Government  when  admitted  as  a  state  was  that  polygamy 
should  cease.  From  that  day  to  the  present  Joseph  Smith 
and  the  majority  of  his  followers  have  lived  in  polygamy 
and  new  polygamous  conditions  have  continued.  The 
doctrine  of  the  Mormon  Church  is  the  more  spiritual  its 
followers  become  the  more  will  they  practice  polygamy. 
The  Government  of  the  United  Stdtfes  takie^  precedence 
over  the  government  of  the  Mormon  Church.  When  the 
Mormon  hierarchy  discovers  that  the  sentiment  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States  is  positive  in  its  denunciation 
of  polygamy,  the  Mormon  Church  has  a  new  revelation, 
and  again  throughout  the  press  of  the  country  is  the 
announcement  of  the  doing  away  of  polygamy.  Soon  the 
announcement  is  made  to  the  press  that  there  was  no 
authority  for  the  statement.  The  question  that  faces 
every  legislator  is,  shall  the  United  States  Government 
be  maintained  or  shall  the  Mormon  hierarchy  rule  the 
government.  It  is  only  necessary  to  refer  to  the  proceed- 
ings before  the  United  States  Committee  on  Privileges 
and  Elections  to  be  convinced  that  polygamy  is  the  funda- 
mental doctrine  of  the  Mormon  Church.  Reference  should 
also  be  made  to  Pearson's  Magazine  for  September,  October, 
and  November,  1910,  which  will  clearly  explain  the  situa- 
tion. 

The  concensus  of  opinion  of  statesmen  and  the  great 
majority  who  are  considering  the  welfare  of  our  nation  is 
an  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution  prohibiting 
polygamy  and  polygamous  practices.  A  concurrent  reso- 
lution for  an  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution  pro- 
hibiting polygamy  and  polygamous  practices  has  passed 
thirteen  states:  New  York,  West  Virginia,  Delaware, 
Missouri,  Maine,  Iowa,  North  Dakota,  New  Jersey,  North 
Carohna,  Pennsylvania,  Minnesota,  California  and  Wash- 
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ington.  When  two  thirds  of  the  states  have  passed  this 
resolution  Congress  will  act  as  is  the  case  of  the  concur- 
rent resolution  which  has  passed  all  but  four  of  the  states 
in  regard  to  the  direct  vote  of  the  people  for  senators  of 
the  United  States.  The  following  resolution  is  a  Federal 
concurrent  resolution,  is  not  referred  to  a  committee, 
is  acted  upon  by  both  houses,  does  not  lie  on  the  table  but 
under  the  rules  to  be  called  up  and  acted  upon  by  the 
assembly  as  a  whole: 

Whereas,  It  appears  from  investigation  recently  made 
by  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  and  otherwise,  that 
polygamy  still  exists  in  certain  places  in  the  United  States 
notwithstanding  prohibiting  statutes  enacted  by  the  sev- 
eral states  thereof,  and 

Whereas,  The  practice  of  polygamy  i!s  generally  con- 
demned by  the  people  of  the  United  States,  and  there  is 
a  demand  for  the  more  effectual  prohibition  thereof  by 
placing  the  subject  under  Federal  jurisdiction  and  control, 
at  the  same  time  reserving  to  each  state  the  right  to  make 
and  enforce  its  own  laws  relating  to  marriage  and  divorce; 
now,  therefore, 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  the  application 
be  made  and  hereby  is  made  to  Congress  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  for  the  calling  of  a  Convention  to  propose  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  whereby 
polygamy  and  polygamous  cohabitation  shall  be  prohibited, 
and  Congress  shall  be  given  power  to  enforce  such  prohi- 
bition by  appropriate  legislation. 

Resolved,  That  the  Legislatures  of  all  other  States  of  the 
United  States,  now  in  session  or  when  next  convened,  be 
and  they  hereby  are  respectfully  requested  to  join  in  this 
application  by  the  adoption  of  this  or  an  equivalent  reso- 
lution. 

Resolved  further,  That  the  secretary  of  state  be  and  he 
hereby  is  directed  to  transmit  copies  of  this  application 
to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  several  members  of  said  bodies  repre- 
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senting  this  state  therein;   also  to  transmit  copies  hereof 
to  the  Legislatures  of  all  other  states  of  the  United  States. 

The  reading  of  the  resolution  having  commenced,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord,  the  further  reading  was 
dispensed  with,  the  resolution  laid  upon  the  table  to  be 
printed  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary.

Whereas,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  Massachusetts 
legislature,  approved  June  18,  1909,  the  absolute  control  of 
that  corporation  has  passed  to  a  Massachusetts  corporation, 
known  as  the  Boston  Railroad  Holding  Company,  subject 
to  the  right  of  Massachusetts  to  purchase  the  assets  of  the 
Holding  Company,  including  its  controlling  interest  in  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  at  a  price  to  be  fixed  by  the 
courts  of  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  by  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  the  Boston 
Railroad  Holding  Company  is  a  private  business  corporation 
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not  subject  to  the  railroad  laws  of  that  state  and  claimed 
not  to  be  subject  to  the  railroad  laws  of  this  state;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  body  that  the  Boston 
Railroad  Holding  Company  should  be  subject  to  the  same 
publicity,  regulation,  and  control  by  this  state  as  is  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  which  it  holds  and  controls  and 
that  this  state  should  have  equal  right  with  the  state  of 
Massachusetts  to  purchase  the  assets  of  the  Boston  Railroad 
Holding  Company,  including  its  controlling  interest  in  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Judiciary  Committee  be  instructed  to 
make  diligent  and  careful  inquiry  into  the  subject  of  this 
resolution  and  to  prepare  and  report  bills  to  give  it  effect.

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"action"  in  the  eleventh  line  of  said  section  the  words 
"except  as  to  prior  encumbrances,"  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Any  justice  of  the  Superior  Court,  in  term  time 
or  in  vacation,  after  such  notice  to  the  defendant  as  the 
court  may  order,  upon  being  satisfied  that  new  or  additional 
security  for  the  enforcement  of  any  judgment  or  decree 
that  may  be  made  in  behalf  of  the  plaintiff,  is  reasonably 
necessary,  may,  upon  such  terms  as  justice  may  require, 
make  an  order  permitting  new  or  additional  attachments, 
or  trustee  process,  to  be  made  after  the  service  of  the  writ 
or  petition  upon  the  defendant,  within  such  time  as  the 
court  may  limit.  Any  attachment  or  trustee  process  made 
or  served  under  such  order,  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  a 
lien,  between  the  parties  to  the  action,  except  as  to  prior 
encumbrances,  as  though  it  had  been  made  before  service 
of  the  writ  or  petition  upon  the  defendant. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted  and 
the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Foss  of  Dover,  for  the  Committee  on  Insurance, 
reported  the  following  entitled  bill,  House  Bill  No.  535,  An 
act  authorizing  the  insurance  commissioner  to  license  per- 
sons to  procure  fire  insurance  in  unlicensed  companies  in 
certain  cases,  with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  ought 
to  pass.

Mr.  Clark  of  Haverhill,  for  the  Committee  on  Forestry, 
to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  217,  An  act  in  amend- 
ment of  chapter  128,  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  "An  act  to 
improve  the  state  system  of  forest  protection,"  reported 
the  same  with  the  following  amendment,  and  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass: 

Amend  section  1  by  inserting  after  the  word  ''city" 
in  subsection  11  in  line  178  of  the  printed  bill  the  words 
"or  town,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

Sect.  11.  Forest  fire  wardens  and  deputy  forest  fire 
wardens  shall  make  reports  to  the  district  chief  of  the  dis- 
trict in  which  they  are  located  or  to  the  state  forester  at 
such  time  and  in  such  form  as  the  state  forester  may 
require.  If  a  warden  has  any  reason  to  believe  thac  any 
forest  or  brush  fire  in  his  city  or  town  was  caused  in  viola- 
tion of  statute  he  shall  report  to  the  state  forester  all  the 
facts  coming  within  his  knowledge.  The  state  forester 
may  then  bring  the  facts  before  the  attorney-general  of 
the  state,  who,  if  the  facts  as  reported  seem  to  him  suffi- 
cient, shall  take  action  to  recover  the  penalty  fixed  by 
statute  for  such  violation. 

Amend  section  1  by  striking  out  the  words  "the"  and 
"or"  in  subsection  12  in  line  187  of  the  printed  bill  and 
inserting  after  the  word  "forester"  the  words  "district 
chief,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Sect.  12.  No  person  shall  kindle  a  fire  upon  public 
land  without  permission  first  had  from  the  foresti'y  com- 
mission, state  forester,  district  chief,  forest  fire  warden, 
deputy  forest  fire  warden,  or  from  the  official  caretaker 
of  such  public  lahd.  No  person  shall  kindle  a  fire  upon 
the  land  of  another  without  permission  first  had  from  the 
owner  thereof  or  from  the  owner's  agent. 

Amend  section  1   by  striking  out  the  words  "or  the'' 
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in  subsection  15  in  line  198  of  the  printed  bill  and  inserting 
after  the  word  "forester"  the  words  "district  chief,"  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

Sect.  15.  The  state  forester,  district  chief,  forest  fire 
warden,  or  the  deputy  forest  fire  warden,  may  arrest, 
without  a  warrant,  any  person  or  persons  taken  by  him 
in  the  act  of  violating  any  of  the  laws  for  the  protection  of 
forest  lands,  and  bring  such  person  or  persons  forthwith 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  other  justice  having  juris- 
diction, who  shall  proceed  without  delay  to  dispose  of  the 
matter  as  justice  may  require. 

Amend  section  1  by  striking  out  in  subsection  20  in 
lines  231,  238  and  244  of  the  printed  bill  the  word  "park" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "reservation" 
and  in  line  256  the  word  "small"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "suitable,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows : 

Sect.  20.  Whenever  any  person  or  persons  shall  supply 
the  necessary  funds  therefor,  so  that  no  cost  or  expense 
shall  accrue  to  the  state,  the  forestry  commission  is  hereby 
authorized  to  buy  any  tract  of  land  and  devote  the  same 
to  the  purposes  of  a  public  reservation.  If  they  cannot 
agree  with  the  owners  thereof  as  to  the  price,  they  may 
condemn  the  same  under  the  powers  of  eminent  domain, 
and  the  value  shall  be  determined  as  in  the  case  of  lands 
taken  for  highways,  with  the  same  rights  of  appeal  and  jury 
trial.  On  the  payment  of  the  value  as  finally  determined, 
the  land  so  taken  shall  be  vested  in  the  state,  and  forever 
held  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  reservation.  The  per- 
sons furnishing  the  money  to  buy  said  land  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  lay  out  roads  and  paths  on  the  land,  and  other- 
wise improve  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  forestry 
commission,  and  the  tract  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the 
use  of  the  public.  The  forestry  commission  may  take 
means  for  the  protection  of  such  reservation  from  forest 
fire,  and,  as  far  as  compatible  with  the  wishes  of  the  donor, 
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may  plant  and  remove  trees  and  otherwise  improve  the 
forest  condition. 

The  commission  is  empowered  to  receive,  in  the  name 
of  the  state,  free  gifts  of  land  for  the  purposes  of  forestry 
in  such  manner  that  no  cost  of  purchase  shall  accrue  to 
the  state,  and  may  arrange  for  the  registration  of  necessary 
papers,  map  and  survey  the  land,  protect  it  from  fire, 
plant,  cut  and  otherwise  improve  the  forests  as  it  is  advis- 
able within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation. 

The  commission  is  empowered  to  purchase,  with  the 
consent  of  the  governor  and  council,  suitable  tracts  of 
land  for  use  in  demonstrating  the  principles  of  forestry, 
and  make  provisions  for  the  management  of  the  same,  as 
is  advisable  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation. 

All  revenues  derived  from  the  sale  of  forest  products 
from  state  land  shall  revert  to  the  state  treasury,  except 
the  revenue  derived  from  the  state  nursery,  which  shall 
be  reinvested  in  the  state  nursery  by  the  forestry  com- 
mission. 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  in  sub  section  23  Hnes 
5  and  6  of  the  printed  bill  the  words  "purchase,"  "a," 
and  "tract  of"  and  by  inserting  after  the  word  "to"  in  line 
5  the  word  "acquire,"  and  by  adding  to  said  section  the 
following:  "He  may  under  the  supervision  of  the  commis- 
sion enter  into  agreement  with  persons  or  institutions  to 
grow  seedling  trees  to  be  disposed  of  as  above  prescribed, 
if  the  commission  deems  it  expedient  so  to  do,"  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  23.  The  state  forester,  under  the  supervisoin  of 
the  forestry  commission,  is  hereby  empowered  to  acquire 
in  the  name  of  the  state  suitable  land  and  maintain  the 
same  as  a  state  forest  nursery.  He  shall  raise  seedling 
trees  of  useful  varieties  for  planting  and  shall,  on  terms 
approved  by  the  commission,  sell  said  seedling  trees  to 
persons  who  desire  to  plant  them  within  the  state.  He 
may  under  the  supervision  of  the  commission  enter  into 
agreement  with  persons  or  institutions  to   grow  seedling 
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trees  to  be  disposed  of  as  above  prescribed,  if  the  com- 
mission deems  it  expedient  so  to  do. 

Amend  section  2  by  inserting  after  the  word  "tools" 
in  sub  section  26  in  line  44  of  the  printed  bill,  the  words 
"and  apparatus,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

Sect.  26.  For  the  purpose  of  prevention  of  fire,  the  state 
forester  may  estabhsh  at  advantageous  points  throughout 
the  state  supply  stations  for  tools  and  apparatus  used  in 
fire  fighting  and  provisions  necessary  to  men  employed; 
make  proper  maps  for  the  use  of  district  chiefs  and  forest 
fire  wardens,  build  fire  trails  and  fire  lines;  employ  paid 
patrols  at  suitable  points  and  at  necessary  times,  and 
use  other  means  as  seem  advisable  to  the  commission 
within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  adopted 
and  the  bill  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
under  the  rules. 

The  undersigned,  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  62,  An

view  of  the  uses  to  which  the  various  classes  of  property

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are  put,  the  income  derived  from  them  and  the  benefit 
which  they  receive  from  governmental  protection,  will 
more  nearly  than  existing  methods  of  taxation  result  in 
each  citizen  contributing  his  share  of  the  expense  of  such 
protection  and  will  also  have  the  effect  of  producing,  in 
fact,  a  larger  contribution  to  the  public  revenues  from 
property  of  the  above-named  classes,  and 

Whereas,  the  House  of  Representatives  has  under  con- 
sideration the  passage  of  a  bill,  which  shall  provide  for  the 
levy  by  cities  and  toA^Tis  throughout  the  state  of  a  tax  upon 
certain  classes  of  intangible  property  in  the  following 
terms,  viz.: 

Personal  property  of  the  classes  hereinafter  enumerated 
is  hereby  exempt  from  all  taxation  other  than  that  imposed 
by  this  act,  and  shall  hereafter  be  subject  to  an  annual  tax 
of  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  on  each  dollar  of  the  fair  cash 
value  thereof,  viz. : 

(1)  Stock  in  public  funds,  including  all  United  States, 
state,  county,  city,  or  town  stocks  or  bonds  and  all  other 
interest-bearing  bonds  not  exempt  from  taxation  by  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  specifically  exempt  by  the 
laws  of  this  state. 

(2)  Stock  in  corporations  in  the  state,  except  where  the 
property  represented  by  the  stock  is  taxable  directly  to  the 
corporations. 

(3)  Stock  in  corporations  located  out  of  the  state,  owned 
by  persons  living  in  the  state,  except  where  either  the  stock 
or  the  property  represented  by  it  is  taxed  in  the  towns  or 
states  where  the  corporations  are  located. 

(4)  Money  on  hand  or  at  interest  more  than  the  o^^^ler 
pays  interest  for,  including  money  deposited  in  any  bank 
other  than  a  savings  bank  within  this  state,  or  loaned  on 
any  mortgage,  pledge,  obligation,  note  or  other  security, 
whether  on  interest  or  interest  be  paid  or  received  in 
advance. 

Resolved,  That  the  Speaker  of  this  House  be  directed  to 
obtain  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  soon  ag  possible 
as  to  whether,  if  the  act  were  passed,  the  foregoing  provi- 
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sions  would  violate  any  portion  of  the  constitution  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire.

appropriation  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
governor  and  council  or  such  agent  as  they  may  appoint, 
and  the  governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant 
for  the  same  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated;  Provided,  that  the  towns  of  Alexandria, 
Hill  and  Danbury  jointly  appropriate  one  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  improvement  and  maintenance  of  said  road.

"pay"  in  the  first  line  thereof  the  words  "upon  the  order 
of  the  judge  of  probate,"  and  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"thereof"  in  the  seventh  line  of  said  section  the  words  "if 
any,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Executors  and  administrators  may  pa}', 
upon  the  order  of  the  judge  of  probate,  to  cemetery  cor- 
porations or  to  cities  or  towns  having  burial  places  therein, 
a  reasonable  sum  of  money  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the 
lot  in  which  the  body  of  their  intestate  is  buried,  and  the 
monuments  thereon.  The  judge  of  probate  shall  deter- 
mine, after  notice  to  all  parties  in  interest,  to  whom  same 
shall  be  paid  and  the  amount  thereof,  if  any,  and  such  sum 
shall  be  allowed  in  the  accounts  of  such  executor  and  admin- 
istrator. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted  and 
the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Haselton  of  Manchester,  for  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  198,  An 
act  regulating  the  amount  of  money  which  executors  and 
administrators  may  expend  for  gravestones,  reported  the 
same  with  the  following  amendment,  and  the  recommenda- 
tion that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass:

Mr.  Hill  of  Warner,  for  the  Committee  on  State  House

report  to  the  House  whether  the  outer  doors  of  the  state 
house  open  in  comphance  with  chapter  116,  PubHc  Statutes, 
section  7,  and  amendments  thereto,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report : 

Section  7  of  Chapter  116  of  the  PubHc  Statutes,  as 
amended,  provides  as  follows:  "The  outer  doors  and  doors 
of  passages  leading  outward,  of  churches  hereafter  built  or 
rebuilt,  schoolhouses  containing  more  than  two  schoolrooms 
and  halls  and  other  buildings  used  for  public  gatherings, 
shall  open  outward;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  select- 
men of  towns  to  see  that  these  provisions  are  complied  with, 
and  to  prosecute  persons  who  neglect  to  do  so." 

The  outer  doors  at  both  the  easterly  and  westerly 
approaches  to  the  state  house  now  swing  inward. 

By  chapter  101,  Session  Laws  of  1909,  provision  was 
made  for  the  enlargement  and  remodeling  of  the  state 
house  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  sub- 
mitted to  the  Legislature  of  1905  by  the  governor  and 
council.  Authority  was  given  the  governor  and  council  for 
the  time  being  to  make  changes  and  modifications  in  these 
plans,  or  to  adopt  other  plans.  The  original  plans,  so  far 
as  your  committee  has  been  able  to  ascertain,  did  not 
specify  the  manner  in  which  the  outer  doors  of  the  remod- 
eled state  house  were  to  swing.  The  outer  doors  at  the 
easterly  approach  then  swung  inward.  As  no  provision 
was  made  for  their  change,  the  inference  is  irresistible  that 
the  Legislature  did  not  intend  to  include  them  within  opera- 
tions of  the  Public  Statutes,  chapter  116,  section  7.  The 
specifications  under  which  the  state  house  was  remodeled, 
dated  June  17,  1909,  provided  that  the  outer  doors  at  the 
westerly  approach  should  swing  inward.  These  specifica- 
tions had  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  who 
acted  under  the  authority  conferred  upon  them  by  chapter 
101,  Session  Laws  of  1909.  Previous  to  the  enlargement 
of  the  state  house  all  the  outer  doors  had  swung  inward, 
although  Public  Statutes,  section  7,  was  originally  enacted 
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in  1875.  The  Legislature  has  by  acquiescence,  at  least, 
approved  this  condition,  and  no  legislation  has  been  enacted 
at  any  time  with  the  view  of  changing  the  doors  so  that 
they  would  open  outward.  The  only  provision  in  Public 
Statutes,  chapter  116,  section  7,  as  amended  by  Laws  of 
1909  which  could  possibly  include  the  state  house  is  "and 
other  buildings  used  for  public  gatherings."  If  the  Legis- 
lature intended  to  include  the  state  house  within  the  opera- 
tion of  this  section  it  is  peculiar  that  it  did  not  adopt  more 
appropriate  phraseology,  and  make  some  provision  for 
changing  the  doors  at  the  easterly  approach.  Moreover, 
no  provision  is  made  for  the  enforcement  of  this  law  against 
the  state.  In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  it  does  not  appear 
to  your  committee  that  the  doors  of  the  state  house  swing 
inward  in  violation  of  Public  Statutes,  chapter  116,  section 
7,  with  amendments  thereto. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Ripley  of  Stewartstown,  for  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means,  having  considered  the  subject,  reported  the 
following  resolution  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
resolution  ought  to  pass: 

Whereas,  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  imposing  a  tax  on 
legacies  and  successions,"  known  as  House  Bill  No.  227, 
has  been  introduced  and  is  now  pending  in  this  House,  the 
essential  part  of  which  for  the  purpose  of  the  following 
resolution  is  the  first  section  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  All  property  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
state,  real  or  personal,  and  any  interests  therein,  whether 
belonging  to  inhabitants  of  the  state  or  not,  which  shall 
pass  by  will,  or  by  the  laws  regulating  intestate  succession, 
or  by  deed,  grant,  bargain,  sale  or  gift,  made  or  intended 
to  take  effect  in  possession  or  enjoyment  after  the  death 
of  the  grantor  or  donor,  absolutely  or  in  trust,  to  or  for  the 
use  of  the  father,  mother,  husband,  wife,  lineal  descendant, 
adopted  child,  or  the  lineal  descendant  of  any  adopted 
child,  the  wife  or  widow  of  a  son  or  the  husband  of  a  daugh- 
ter of  a  descendant,  shall  be  subject  to  a  tax,  for  the  use 

of  the  state,  of  one  per  cent,  of  its  value  up  to  $25,000;  of 
21 
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two  per  cent,  of  its  value  in  excess  of  $25,000  up  to  $50,000; 
of  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  its  value  in  excess  of  $50,- 
000  up  to  $100,000;  of  three  per  cent,  of  its  value  in  excess 
of  $100,000  up  to  $250,000;  and  of  five  per  cent,  of  its 
value  in  excess  of  $250,000;  and  administrators,  executors 
and  trustees,  and  any  such  grantees  under  a  conveyance 
made  during  the  grantor's  life,  shall  be  liable  for  such 
taxes,  with  interest,  until  the  same  have  been  paid;  but 
no  bequest,  devise  or  distributive  share  of  an  estate  which 
shall  so  pass  to  or  for  the  use  of  a  husband,  wife,  child  or 
adopted  child,  except  upon  its  value  in  excess  of  $10,000 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  When  the 
personal  estate  so  passing  from  any  person  not  an  inhab- 
itant of  this  state  shall  consist  in  whole  or  in  part  of  shares 
in  any  railroad  or  street  railway  company  or  telegraph 
or  telephone  company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this 
state  and  also  of  some  other  state  or  country,  so  much 
only  of  each  share  as  is  proportional  to  the  part  of  such 
company's  right  of  way  lying  within  this  state  shall  be 
considered  as  property  of  such  person  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  state  for  the  purposes  of  this  act."    Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Speaker  of  this  House  be  directed  to 
obtain  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court,  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble, as  to  whether,  if  the  act  were  passed,  said  section  would 
violate  any  provision  of  the  constitution  and,  more  partic- 
ularly, as  to  whether  any  constitutional  provision  would 
be  violated  by  the  exemption  of  $10,000  of  the  value  of 
legacies  to  widows  and  children,  or  by  the  levy  of  a  rate 
of  one  per  cent,  upon  $25,000  of  the  value  of  such  legacies, 
as  are  included  within  the  act,  with  higher  rates  upon  the 
excess,  as  provided  for  in  said  section. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  adopted.

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instead  thereof  the  word  "but,"  and  by  inserting  after  the 
words  "play,  game,  or  sport,"  the  words,  "or  vaudeville 
act,  moving  picture  show,  or  theatrical  performance," 
so  that  it  shall  read,  as  amended,  as  follows : 

"No  person  shall  do  any  work,  business,  or  labor  of  his 
secular  calling,  to  the  disturbance  of  others,  on  the  first  day 
of  the  week,  commonly  called  the  Lord's  Day,  except 
works  of  necessity  and  mercy,  and  the  making  of  necessary 
repairs  upon  mills  and  factories  which  could  not  be  made 
otherwise  without  loss  to  operatives.  By  this  act  appropri- 
ate music  or  lectures  pertaining  to  religious  subjects  are 
allowed,  providing  permission  is  granted  by  the  board  of 
mayor  and  alderman  in  the  cities,  or  the  selectmen  in  the 
towns,  wherein  such  music  or  lectures  may  be  desired,  but 
no  person  shall  engage  in  any  play,  game,  sport,  or  vaude- 
ville act,  moving  pictures  show,  or  theatrical  performance 
on  that  day."

Mr.  Cummings  of  Nashua,  for  the  Committee  on  Mili- 
tary Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Joint  Resolu- 
tion No.  27,  Joint  resolution  to  provide  for  the  erection  of 
an  armory  in  Laconia,  reported  the  same  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  joint  resolution  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  joint  resolution  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  under  the  rules. 

Mr.  Shedd  of  Nashua,  for  the  special  committee  con- 
sisting of  the  delegation  from  the  city  of  Nashua,  to  whom 
was  referred  House  Bill  No.  108,  An  act  in  addition  and 
amendment  to  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Nashville  Aque- 
duct," approved  June  19,  1852,  and  "An  act  in  amend- 
ment of  the  Pennichuck  water  works"  approved  September 
7,  1883,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amendment, 
and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to 
pass: 

Amend  said  act  by  striking  out  the  last  section  thereof 
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numbered  section  5  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  new  sections  numbered  respectively  5,  6,  7  and  8: 

Sect.  5.  Inasmuch  as  the  Hudson  Water  Company  is 
now  operating  a  water  supply  plant  in  said  town  of  Hud- 
son, now,  if  said  Hudson  Water  Company  shall  take  neces- 
sary steps  to  improve  its  water  plant  in  said  town  by  in- 
creasing the  supply  of  water,  the  size  of  its  mains  and  pipe 
lines,  and  by  increasing  the  water  pressure,  so  as  to  accom- 
plish all  such  things  as  are  needful  to  provide  said  town  and 
takers  of  water  with  a  sufficient  and  adequate  supply  of 
good  and  suitable  water  for  domestic,  fire  and  municipal 
purposes,  and  to  accompHsh  those  results  shall  take  sub- 
stantial steps  on  or  before  June  1,  1911,  and  prosecute 
such  work  of  improvement  and  complete  the  same  by 
October  1,  1911,  then  this  act  shall  take  effect  only  so  far 
as  is  hereinafter  provided  in  section  6;  but  if  said  company 
shall  not  take  such  substantial  steps  on  or  before  June  1, 
1911,  this  act  shall  take  effect  June  1,  1911,  and  if,  after 
it  shall  have  taken  such  steps,  it  shall  not  prosecute  and 
complete  such  improvements  by  October  1,  1911,  this  act 
shall  take  effect  October  1,  1911,  and  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  thereafter. 

Sect.  6.  If  the  foregoing  sections  of  this  act  shall  not 
fully  take  effect  by  reason  of  the  contingencies  recited  in 
the  preceding  section  five  (5),  nevertheless  they  shall 
so  far  take  effect  and  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize 
and  empower  the  Pennichuck  Water  Works  to  extend  its 
pipes  across  the  Merrimack  river  so  far  into  the  town  of 
Hudson  and  upon  its  streets  as  will  enable  said  company  to 
furnish  water  at  contract  prices  to  said  Hudson  Water 
Company  or  its  assigns. 

Sect.  7.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  any  contro- 
versy that  may  arise  between  the  Hudson  Water  Company 
aforesaid  and  the  town  of  Hudson  as  a  present  or  prospec- 
tive water  taker,  or  any  of  the  present  water  takers  of  the 
water  furnished  by  said  Hudson  Water  Company,  or  any 
persons  within  the  district  where  its  pipes  are  now  laid,  or 
where  its  pipes  might  reasonably  be  extended  to  accommo- 
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date  prospective  water  takers,  as  to  whether  the  said 
provisions  for  the  improvement  of  said  water  plant  have 
been  actually  complied  with,  the  Superior  Court  for  the 
county  of  Hillsborough  is  given  jurisdiction  to  try  and  to 
finally  determine  such  controversy,  when  brought  before 
it  by  petition  of  any  such  parties  interested,  provided  such 
petition  or  petitions  shall  be  brought  on  or  before  January 
1,  1912,  and  all  such  parties  so  interested  shall  have  right 
to  come  into  court  on  their  own  petition,  or  be  joined  as 
parties  to  any  such  petition,  on  such  terms  as  said  court 
may  order,  before  the  same  shall  have  been  brought  to 
trial  and  decided,  and  not  afterwards,  and  the  court  may 
in  its  discretion  order  any  such  petitions  to  be  joined  and 
consolidated  so  that  the  same  can  be  tried  together  as  far 
as  they  present  a  common  issue. 

Sect.  8.  This  act  shall  not  be  held  or  constructed  to 
repeal  or  effect  the  authority  granted  to  the  city  of  Nashua 
or  the  Pennichuck  Water  Works  by  chapter  104  of  the  act 
passed  at  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  1873,  and  if 
said  city  under  that  act  shall  purchase  or  take  the  real 
estate,  rights  and  property  of  said  corporation,  and  their 
corporate  franchises,  powers  and  privileges  under  their 
charter,  or  any  amendment  thereof,  said  city  shall  have 
the  same  right  to  operate  such  portion  of  the  plant  of  said 
company  as  is  at  the  time  in  the  town  of  Hudson  as  said 
company  shall  have  right  to  operate  at  the  time  it  is  pur- 
chased or  taken,  and  the  same  right  to  furnish  water  to 
takers  in  Hudson  and  to  said  town  of  Hudson  and  enter 
into  contracts  relating  thereto  as  said  Pennichuck  Water 
Works  shall  have. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  reading  of  the  amendment  having  commenced,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Gaffney  of  Nashua,  the  rules  were  suspended 
and  the  further  reading  of  the  amendment  dispensed  with. 
The  amendment  was  then  adopted  and  the  bill  ordered 
to  a  third  reading.

House  is  instructed  to  transmit  to  said  director  of  the 
census  a  copy  of  this  resolution.

Amend  section  1  by  inserting  the  following  after  the 
word  "shall"  in  the  fourth  Une  thereof:  "at  the  time  of 
making  such  arrest,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whenever  in  any  civil  action  a  service  of  the 
writ  or  process  is  made  by  arrest,  the  officer  making  such 
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service  shall  at  the  time  of  making  such  arrest,  deliver  to 
the  person  arrested  an  attested  copy  of  the  writ  or  process 
by  which  the  arrest  is  made.

That  the  town  of  Jaffrey,  in  the  county  of 
Cheshire,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized,  for  the  purpose  of 
lighting  its  streets  and  public  buildings,  and  for  the  pur- 
poses of  supplying  electricity  for  commercial  and  domestic 
purposes,  to  take  or  purchase  franchises  and  property  of 
any  electric  lighting  company  that  is  now,  or  may  hereafter 
be,  doing  an  electric  lighting  business  in  said  town  of 
Jaffrey,  including  dynamos,  batteries,  wires,  engines,  boil- 
ers, and  all  other  machinery,  tools  and  apparatus  used  in 
the  manufacture,  distribution  and  operation  of  such  elec- 
tric Ught  works  in  said  town  of  Jaffrey,  and  the  land  and 
buildings  connected  and  used  therewith;  and  should  said 
town  and  such  elect/ic  lighting  company  be  unable  to  agree 
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upon  what  is  a  fair  and  equitable  price  for  their  property 
either  party  may  apply  to  the  superior  court  for  said  county 
of  Cheshire,  at  a  trial  term  thereof,  for  appraisal  of  the 
value  of  said  property,  rights  and  franchises;  and  said 
court  shall  refer  the  question  to  three  disinterested  ref- 
erees to  be  selected  and  appointed  by  a  judge  of  said  court 
for  that  purpose;  and  said  board  of  referees  shall,  as  soon 
as  may  be  thereafter,  fix  a  time  for  hearing  said  parties  and 
their  witnesses,  and  report  their  findings  to  the  superior 
court,  which  shall  issue  its  decree  thereon;  and  provided 
further,  that  if  either  party  shall  elect  a  trial  by  jury,  upon 
apphcation  to  said  court  for  said  referees,  a  trial  by  jury 
shall  be  had  in  such  manner  and  under  such  regulations 
as  said  court  may  prescribe;  and  after  such  purchase  or 
taking,  the  said  town,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  may 
erect  and  maintain  poles  and  extend  wires  under  any  rail- 
road track  and  over  or  under  the  streets  in  the  said  town,  and 
may  take,  purchase  and  hold  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise, 
any  real  or  personal  estate  and  any  rights  therein,  neces- 
sary for  carrying  into  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act;  and 
may  purchase,  erect,  construct  and  maintain  such  machin- 
ery, dams,  reservoirs,  buildings  and  other  things  as  may  be 
necessary  for  said  electric  hght  works,  and  to  excavate  and 
dig  ditches  in  any  highway,  place,  square,  passway  or 
common,  or  other  place,  through  which  it  may  be  deemed 
necessary  and  proper  to  construct  said  electric  light  works, 
and  to  relay,  change,  and  repair  the  same  at  pleasure, 
having  due  regard  for  the  safety  of  its  citizens  and  the 
public  travel;  and  said  town  may  purchase  electricity 
from  other  producers  whenever  it  is  deemed  necessary. 

Amend  the  title  of  the  foregoing  bill  by  striking  out  the 
present  title  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
new  title : 

An  act  to  authorize  the  town  of  Jaffrey  to  construct  and 
maintain  an  electric  lighting  plant  for  lighting,  heating  and 
for  power  purposes.

"offense"  in  line  2:  "The  sale  of  any  commodity  that  is 
falsely  branded  as  to  weight  or  measure  shall  be  punishable 
by  a  like  penalty.  But  in  all  proceedings  under  this  sec- 
tion any  deviations  from  the  represented  weight  or  meas- 
ure of  a  commodity,  falling  Avithin  the  tolerations  adopted 
or  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  National  Bureau  of  Stand- 
ards, shall  not  be  prosecuted,"  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.     Chapter  125  of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby 
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amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  section  12  and  sub- 
stituting therefor  the  following: 

Sect.  12.  Whoever,  himself,  or  by  his  servant  or  agent, 
or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  another  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration, is  guilty  of  giving  false  or  insufficient  weight  or 
measure,  or  whoever,  for  purposes  of  buying  or  selling,  shall 
have  in  possession  any  scales,  steelyards,  balances,  or  other 
weighing  or  measuring  device  so  adjusted  as  to  falsely 
weigh  or  measure,  or  which  have  not  been  sealed  as  herein- 
before provided,  subject  to  such  exemptions  and  pro- 
visions as  may  appear  elsewhere  in  the  laws  of  this  state, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 
The  sale  of  any  commodity  that  is  falsely  branded  as  to 
weight  or  measure  shall  be  punishable  by  a  like  penalty. 
But  in  all  proceedings  under  this  section,  any  deviations 
from  the  represented  weight  or  measure  of  a  commodity, 
falling  within  the  tolerations  adopted  or  which  may  be 
adopted  by  the  National  Bureau  of  Standards,  shall  not  be 
prosecuted.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  sealers  to  file  the 
necessary  information  with  the  proper  chief  of  police  or 
county  solicitor,  whenever  they  may  secure  satisfactory 
evidence  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  and  such  chief  of  police  and  county  solicitor  shall 
prosecute  these  offenses  to  final  judgment  and  sentence. 
Provided  that  in  prosecutions  under  this  section  involv- 
ing the  sale  of  food  and  drugs,  health  officers  shall  have 
concurrent  jurisdiction  with  sealers.

Amend  section  1  by  adding  after  the  word  "committed" 
in  the  seventh  line  thereof  the  following  words,  "and  the 
same  fees  shall  be  allowed  for  copies  delivered  to  the  solic- 
itors as  are  now  allowed  for  copies  delivered  to  the  clerk 
of  the  Superior  Court,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows:

the  next  trial  term  thereof,  and  within  ten  days  of  the  date 
of  such  appeal  or  order  for  recognizance  shall  cause  true  and

OPINION   OF   THE    SUPREME    COURT. 

The  following  communication  was  read  by  the  Speaker: 

State  of  New  Hampshire

Concord,  N.  H.,  February  27,  1911. 
Hon.  Frank  A.  Musgrove, 

Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
Dear  Sir: — The  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  request 
me  to  hand  you  the  enclosed  in  answer  to  one  of  the  com- 
munications made  to  the  chief  justice  under  date  of  Feb- 
ruary 13.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

Both  questions  contained  in  the  resolution  which 
inquires  as  to  the  power  of  the  Legislature  under  the 
constitution  to  provide  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  a 
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convention  to  revise  the  constitution  should,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  undersigned,  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
be  answered  in  the  affirmative. 

The  constitution  provides  for  taking  "the  sense  of  the 
quahfied  voters  on  the  subject  of  a  revision  of  the  constitu- 
tion" at  meetings  warned  for  that  purpose  and  for  a  return 
of  the  votes  upon  the  question  to  the  general  court;  "and 
if  it  shall  appear  to  the  general  court  by  such  return  that 
the  sense  of  the  people  of  the  state  has  been  taken,  and 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  qualified  voters 
in  the  state  present  and  voting  at  said  meetings,  there  is  a 
necessity  for  a  revision  of  the  constitution,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  General  Court  to  call  a  convention  for  that 
purpose."  Const.,  Art.  98  (99).  The  imposition  of  the 
duty  of  calling  the  convention  necessarily  carries  with  it 
the  power  to  do  whatever  is  necessary  to  perform  the 
duty  which  would  include  the  determination  of  the  time 
when  the  convention  shall  be  held  and  the  delegates 
elected.  The  general  court  under  this  section  and  the 
general  power  of  legislation  entrusted  to  it  has  entire 
power  in  the  matter  except  as  such  power  is  limited  by 
some  express  constitutional  provision.  The  only  limita- 
tion is  "the  delegates  to  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner 
and  proportioned  as  representatives  to  the  general  court." 
Hence  the  delegates  must  be  elected  by  the  towns  and 
wards  in  the  same  manner  that  members  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  are  chosen;  namely,  by  the  ballots  of 
persons  qualified  to  vote  for  senators.  Const.,  Arts.  9, 
12  (13),  13  (14),  98  (99).  There  is  no  constitutional  pro- 
vision prescribing  the  time  at  which  meetings  shall  be 
held  for  the  choice  of  such  delegates  or  requiring  them  to 
be  chosen  at  meetings  for  the  regular  biennial  elections. 

If  it  has  been  thought  that  the  words  "in  the  same 
manner"  imply  that  the  choice  must  be  made  at  the  same 
time  that  representatives  are  elected,  other  provisions  of 
the  constitution  furnish  conclusive  evidence  to  the  contrary. 
Representatives  and  councillors  are  required  to  be  elected 
biennially  in  November,  but  vacancies  occurring  in  either 
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office  are  to  be  filled  "in  the  same  manner."  Const., 
Arts.  11  (14),  15  (16);  59  (70).  Necessarily  elections  to 
fill  vacancies  in  offices  with  a  two  years'  term  must  be  held 
at  other  times  than  the  regular  biennial  elections.  But 
those  who  wrote  the  constitution  did  not  think  this  fact 
would  prevent  the  election  being  made  in  the  same  manner 
The  clause  in  question  was  part  of  the  constitution  when 
adopted  in  1783,  Perpetual  Laws  (1789),  p.  31.  The  act 
calling  the  convention  of  1791  provided  for  the  election  of 
delegates  at  special  meetings  of  the  towns  on  the  second 
Monday  of  August,  1791.  Act  June  16,  1791.  Mss. 
Laws,  Vol.  6,  p.  415.  The  act  calling  the  convention  of 
1850  directed  that  meetings  for  the  election  of  delegates 
thereto  should  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October, 
1850.     Laws,  1850,  c.  959. 

The  delegates  to  the  convention  of  1876  were  by  the 
direction  of  the  Legislature  chosen  at  meetings  held  in 
November,  1876,  for  the  choice  of  presidential  electors. 
Laws,  1876,  c.  30.  Members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives were  regularly  chosen  at  the  annual  March  election 
during  all  this  period.  Const.,  Art.  XIL,  Gen.  St.,  p.  21. 
We  are  unable  to  find  any  ground  upon  which  to  base 
a  doubt  of  the  constitutional  soundness  of  the  construction 
placed  by  the  Legislature  upon  this  clause  in  1791  seven 
years  after  the  constitution  went  into  effect,  which  was 
followed  in  1850  and  1876,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
precedent  thereby  established  may  be  safely  followed, 
although  delegates  to  the  conventions  of  1889  and  1902, 
were,  doubtless  as  a  matter  of  convenience,  chosen  at  the 
biennial  elections  of  1888  and  1902.

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, the  Senate  concurring,  That  we  approve  of  the  pro- 
visions of  said  bill,  and  do  hereby  respectfully  urge  our 
senators  in  Congress  to  vote  for  and  use  every  honorable 
means  to  secure  the  passage  of  said  bill. 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution,  signed  by  the 
clerks  of  both  branches  of  this  Legislature  be  sent  to  the 
two  senators  from  New  Hampshire  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution.

Sect.  25.  The  word  "company"  as  used  in  section  11 
of  this  act  shall  apply  to  all  persons,  co-partnerships  or 
associations.  The  term  "express  corporation  or  com- 
pany" shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  corporation  or  com- 
pany engaged  in  the  business  of  transporting  property  as 
express  over  the  lines  of  railroads." 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment, 

(Discussion  ensued.)

Sect.  6.  The  delegates  so  chosen  shall  meet  in  conven- 
tion at  the  capitol  in  Concord  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
June,  A.  D.  1912,  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and 
shall  proceed  to  organize  themselves  in  convention  by

aged or  allowed  within  this  state,  or  to  come  into  this  state 
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or  leave  this  state  for  the  purpose  of  prostitution;  or  shall 
receive  or  give  or  agree  to  receive  or  give  any  money  or

OPINION    OF    SUPREME    COURT. 

Agreeable  to  a  resolution  passed  at  a  previous  session 
instructing  the  Speaker  to  ask  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme 
Court  regarding  the  constitutionality  of  certain  proposed 
tax  legislation,  the  Speaker  submitted  the  following  reply : 

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

Our  opinions  are  asked  as  to  the  constitutional  validity 
of  certain  proposed  legislation  as  to  taxation.  The  act 
set  forth  in  the  resolution  of  inquiry  fixes,  in  lieu  of  all  other 
taxes,  a  tax  at  a  uniform  specific  rate,  lower  in  proportion 
to  its  value  than  that  upon  property  in  general,  upon 
certain  subjects  enumerated  in  four  paragraphs.  As 
under  modern  business  conditions  actual  money  on  hand 
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must  be  practically  negligible  as  a  subject  of  taxation  the 
different  subjects  enumerated  are  all  included  in  the  terms 
money  on  deposit  or  at  interest  and  the  question  relates  to 
the  constitutional  validity  of  a  tax  of  this  character  upon 
credits. 

The  legal  and  economic  errors  possibly  involved  in  any 
tax  upon  credits  are  discussed  at  length  in  the  report  of 
the  tax  commission  of  1908.  "Whether  the  public  expense 
is  more  justly  and  wisely  divided  by  an  inevitably  unsuc- 
cessful effort  to  tax  all  property,  or  by  the  taxation  of  some 
class  or  classes  of  property  that  can  be  easily,  equally,  and 
certainly  taxed,  and  the  tax  of  which  is  equitably  collected 
for  the  public  from  all  classes  of  people  by  the  higher  govern- 
ment, is  not  a  judicial  question.  If  there  is  a  class  of 
property,  the  tax  of  which,  by  the  natural  law  of  tax  dis- 
tribution and  equahzation,  would  be  eventually  paid  in 
just  proportion  by  the  whole  community,  the  common 
burden  may  be  wholly  put  upon  that  class.  The  non- 
assessment  of  other  classes  of  property  would  not  be  an 
exemption  of  any  class  of  people."  Morrison  v.  Manchester, 
58  N.  H.  538,  555.  As  to  the  wisdom  of  the  proposed 
legislation  our  opinions  are  not,  and  could  not,  be  required. 
The  questions  of  law  involved  upon  which  we  may  be 
constitutionally  required  to  advise  either  branch  of  the 
legislature,  are  (1)  the  legal  validity  of  a  tax  on  credits, 
(2),  if  such  a  tax  may  be  imposed,  may  it  be  imposed  upon 
the  value  of  such  property  at  a  rate  different  from  that  upon 
property  in  general,  and  (3),  may  it  be  imposed  at  a  fixed 
rate  regardless  of  the  sum  to  be  raised. 

The  objection  to  the  validity  of  any  tax  upon  credits 
is  the  claim  that  in  effect  it  is  double  taxation  of  the 
same  property.  "It  is  a  fundamental  principle  in  taxation 
that  the  same  property  shall  not  be  subject  to  a  double 
tax,  payable  by  the  same  party  either  directly  or  indirectly." 
Savings  Bank  v.  Nashua,  46  N.  H.  389,  398;  Cheshire 
Tel.  Co.  V.  State,  63  N.  H.  167;  Smith  v.  Burley,  9  N.  H. 
423,  427.  But  if  economically  or  legally  the  taxation  of 
credits  is  double  taxation   and   constitutionally  unsound 
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such  property  rights  were  when  the  constitution  was 
adopted,  and  have  been  ever  since,  treated  as  proper 
subjects  of  taxation.  The  result  of  this  practical  and 
continuous  construction  of  the  constitution  is  that  "in 
this  state,  the  taxability  of  money  at  interest  is  not  an 
open  judicial  question.  Whether  the  assessment  of  money 
at  interest  is  a  process  of  ascertaining  the  lender's  or  the 
borrower's  just  share  of  the  public  expense,  or  an  excep- 
tional, double,  or  otherwise  wrongful  taxation  of  the 
borrower  permitted,  not  required,  by  an  erroneous  con- 
stitutional construction  established  by  legislative  usage 
and  judicial  recognition,  we  need  not  inquire.  If  the 
assessment  of  a  creditor  for  his  interest-bearing  loan  of 
money  is,  in  effect,  either  a  double  taxation  of  his  debtor, 
or  a  taxation  of  the  debtor  for  property  which,  by  convey- 
ance, or  destruction,  has  ceased  to  be  his,  .  .  .  such 
taxation  is  sustained  by  the  authority  of  precedent,  .  .  . 
too  firmly  established  to  be  overthrown  by  any  other  author- 
ity than  that  of  making  laws."  Morrison  v.  Manchester, 
58  N.  H.  538,  551,  552.  The  taxation  of  money  at  interest 
is  constitutional.     Glidden  v.  Newport,  74  N.  H.  207. 

(2).  Considering  credits  as  a  class  of  property  subject  to 
taxation  have  the  legislature  power  to  impose  a  less  burden 
upon  them  in  proportion  to  their  value  than  is  placed 
upon  other  property  either  by  diminishing  the  rate  at 
which  they  are  taxed  or  requiring  them  to  be  rated  for 
assessment  at  a  less  percentage  of  their  true  value. 

"  The  supreme  legislative  power,  vested  in  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  by  the  second  article  of  the  con- 
stitution, includes  the  power  of  taxation,  which  is  the  power 
of  causing  a  constitutional  division  to  be  made,  among  the 
members  of  the  community,  of  the  pubhc  expense,  of  which 
each  one  is,  by  the  twelfth  article  of  the  bill  of  rights, 
bound  to  contribute  his  share.  Each  one  is  bound  to  con- 
tribute his  share  of  the  expense  incurred  by  all  in  protect- 
ing the  life,  liberty  and  property  of  each,  and  promoting 
the  common  welfare.  What  each  is  bound  to  contribute 
34 
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being  a  debt  of  constitutional  origin  and  obligation,  no 
part  of  the  share  of  one  can  be  constitutionally  exacted  of 
another."  Morrison  v.  Manchester,  58  N.  H.  538,  549. 
"This  power,  inherent  in  the  people,  was  by  them  dele- 
gated to  the  general  court,  subject  to  the  condition  that  all 
taxes  imposed  should  be  proportional  and  reasonable 
upon  all  the  inhabitants  of  and  residents  within  the  state, 
and  upon  the  estates  within  the  same.  While  they  granted 
the  power  in  general  terms,  they  qualified  the  manner  of 
its  execution,  and  determined  the  subjects  upon  which  it 
should  operate.  It  was  confined  to  persons  and  estates." 
State  V.  Express  Co.,  60  N.  H.  219,  236.  "To  establish 
the  rules  by  which  each  individual's  just  and  equal  pro- 
portion of  a  tax  shall  be  determined,  is  a  task  of  much  diffi- 
culty, and  a  very  considerable  latitude  of  discretion  must 
be  left  to  the  Legislature  on  the  subject."  Opinion 
of  the  Court,  4  N.  H.  p.  570.  Since  1833  the  legis- 
lative and  judicial  construction  of  the  constitution 
has  been  that  an  equal  division  requires  a  proportional 
valuation  of  all  property  taxed  and  the  assessment  of  all 
at  the  same  rate.  The  act  of  January  4,  1833  (Laws  1832, 
c.  108)  required  the  appraisal  of  all  taxable  property,  or 
ratable  estate,  the  term  used  in  the  act,  at  its  full  and 
true  value  in  money  and  that  the  same  be  estimated  for 
assessment  at  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  precisely  as  the 
statute  now  requires.  P.  S.  c.  58,  s.  1;  ib.  c.  59,  s.  1. 
Chapter  58  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides  for  an  invoice 
of  all  taxable  property  and  requires  (s.  1)  the  selectmen  to 
appraise  all  taxable  property  therein  "at  its  full  and  true 
value  in  money."  Chapter  59  relating  to  the  assessment 
of  taxes  provides  (s.  1)  "all  taxes  shall  be  assessed  upon 
the  invoice  .  .  ,  estimating  each  poll  at  fifty  cents,  and 
taxable  property  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars  of  its  appraised  value."  Whether  this  latter 
statute  was  intended  to  avoid  difficulties  in  the  arithmeti- 
cal computation  of  individual  taxes  or  is  merely  a  survival 
of  early  provincial  raBthods  of  assessment  it  is  prob- 
ably now  generally  disregarded  in  assessing  taxes  and  its 
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only  office  is  to  effect  the  distribution  of  the  tax  between 
polls  and  estates.  Modern  practice  generally,  it  is  believed, 
treats  polls  as  appraised  at  SI 00  each  and  assesses  the  tax 
directly  upon  the  appraised  value  of  the  property,  pro- 
ducing the  same  result  as  if  the  form  of  the  statute  were 
followed.  Amoskeag  Mfg.  Co.  v.  Manchester,  70  N.  H. 
336,  346,  347.  This  scheme  of  asssessment  is,  however, 
important  to  a  correct  understanding  of  the  taxing  stat- 
utes enacted  prior  to  1833  hereinafter  considered. 

The  change  of  1833  was  made  after  the  response  of  the 
court,  June  6,  1828  (House  Jour.  1828,  p.  26)  to  a  resolution 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  passed  June  25,  1827 
(House  Jour.  1827,  p.  193),  inquiring  as  to  the  power  of 
the  legislature  in  taxation  in  which  it  was  said  of  the  equality 
prescribed  by  the  constitution,  "The  equahty,  here  in- 
tended, is  that  the  same  tax  shall  be  laid  upon  the  same 
amount  of  property,  in  every  part  of  the  state,  so  that  each 
man's  taxable  property  shall  bear  its  due  portion  of  the 
tax  according  to  its  value,"  and  of  the  share  which  each 
was  by  the  twelfth  article  declared  bound  to  contribute, 
"  it  is  very  manifest  that  '  his  share '  here  means  his  pro- 
portional part  of  the  expense,  according  to  the  amount  of 
his  taxable  estate."  4  N.  H.  p.  568.  The  precise  part 
this  enunciation  of  constitutional  principles  had  in  pro- 
ducing the  legislation  of  1833  it  is  probably  impossible  to 
ascertain  at  this  day,  but  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  regard 
it  as  one  cause  of  the  change.  The  views  announced  in 
1828  and  apparently  followed  by  the  legislature  in  1833 
have  been  frequently  reaffirmed.  Under  the  constitution 
it  has  been  said  "there  is  no  warrant  for  the  imposition 
of  any  other  tax  than  one  assessed  upon  a  proportional  and 
equal  valuation  of  all  the  different  kinds  of  property  on 
which  it  is  to  be  levied."  State  v.  Express  Co.,  60  N.  H. 
219,  246.  In  June,  1900,  in  Amoskeag  Mfg.  Co.  v.  Man- 
chester, 70  N.  H.  336,  344,  it  was  said,  "By  an  unbroken 
line  of  decisions  in  this  state  during  the  last  seventy-three 
years,  from  the  Opinion  of  the  Justices  in  1827  [1828]  (4 
N.  H.  565)  to  the  decision  in  this  case  at  the  last  term,  it 
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has  been  conclusively  settled  that  the  constitutional  rule 
of  equahty  in  taxation  requires  that  throughout  the  same 
taxing  district  the  same  tax  shall  be  laid  upon  the  same 
amount  of  property,  'so  that  each  man's  taxable  property 
shall  bear  its  due  portion  of  the  tax  according  to  its  value.' 
The  share  which  every  person  is  bound  to  contribute  for 
the  protection  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  life,  liberty,  and 
property,  to  which  he  is  entitled  (Bill  of  Rights,  Art.  12) 
is  his  proportional  part  of  the  expense  of  such  protection 
according  to  the  amount  of  his  taxable  estate."  See  Same 
Case,  70  N.  H.  200,  204,  and  authorities  cited.  The  propo- 
sition was  then  regarded  as  so  thoroughly  established  and 
understood  that  it  was  conceded  by  the  able  counsel  engaged 
for  the  plaintiffs  "that  the  constitutional  rule  of  equality 
requires  a  proportional  and  equal  valuation  of  the  different 
kinds  of  taxable  property."  76.,  p.  204.  The  constitu- 
tional method  of  making  an  equal  division  of  public  expense 
established  by  legislative  and  judicial  precedents  unvary- 
ing for  over  eighty  years  is  not  to  be  lightly  set  aside.  By 
universal  acquiescence  and  approval  the  meaning  of  the 
constitution  is  established.  State  v.  Griffin,  69  N.  H.  1, 
33;  State  v.  Hayes,  61  N.  H.  264,  322;  Railroad  v.  State, 
62  N.  H.  648,  649;  Morrison  v.  Manchester,  58  N.  H.  538, 
551,  552.  Taxing  property  at  a  lower  rate  as  proposed  upon 
its  value  produces  the  same  result  as  rating  it  for  taxation 
at  a  lower  percentage  of  that  value.  The  universal  under- 
standing has  been  that  all  property  must  be  assessed  upon 
the  same  percentage  of  its  value. 

The  only  argument  that  has  been  advanced  so  far  as 
we  are  aware  against  the  view  held  from  1833  to  the  present 
time  is  based  upon  the  claim  that  from  the  adoption  of  the 
constitution  until  1833  all  property  taxed  was  not  annually 
appraised,  but  much  of  the  property  taxed  was  rated  by 
legislative  act.  In  the  period  from  the  establishment  of 
the  colony  to  the  Revolution  there  was  constructed  "a 
complete  system  of  taxation,  built  upon  the  theory  of  taxing 
every  person  according  to  his  income.  .  .  .  From  1775  to 
1789  the  system  inherited  from  the  colonial  government 
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was  maintained  intact.  The  avowed  object  was  to  tax 
'every  person  in  proportion  to  his  income,'  and  the  bases 
were  polls,  ratable  estate,  and  faculty.  The  first  significant 
change  occurred  in  1789  when  the  income  theory  .  .  .  was 
permanently  abandoned  and  the  taxation  of  'every  person 
in  proportion  to  his  estate'  was  substituted.  As  a  natural 
consequence  the  taxation  of  a  person's  'faculty'  was  no 
longer  attempted.  Morrison  Hist.  Tax,  N.  H.,  pp.  85,  86. 
See  the  Acts  of  April  12,  1770;  January  2,  1772;  July  2, 
1776;  June  12,  1783;  February  7,  1789;  Februarys,  1791; 
February  22,  1794;  December  26,  1798;  December  19, 
1803;  December  16,  1812;  July  3,  1830.  Reprinted  in  the 
Appendix  to  Tax  Commission  Report,  1908,  pp.  214,  270. 

The  preamble  to  the  act  of  1770  is  "Whereas  there  is  no 
rule  established  by  law  for  making  rates  and  taxes,  so  that 
every  person  may  be  compelled  to  pay  in  proportion  to  his 
income,  but  the  same  hath  been  left  altogether  to  the 
arbitrary  determination  of  selectmen  and  assessors  in  the 
several  towns  and  parishes  within  this  province,  which 
causeth  much  uneasiness  and  many  complaints.  For  pre- 
venting whereof,  and  for  the  more  equal  and  just  distribu- 
tion of  the  burden  of  taxes  on  the  polls  and  estates,  .  .  . 
BE  IT  ENACTED,  etc."  The  difficulty  of  uniform  appraisal 
by  local  boards  seems  to  be  not  of  recent  origin.  The  object 
of  the  legislation  was  apparently  to  secure  a  more  equitable 
appraisal. 

After  the  change  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  taxation 
in  1789  more  attention  was  given  to  the  valuation  of 
property  included  in  the  inventory  and  to  the  taxation 
of  new  forms  of  personal  and  real  property.  Less  atten- 
tion was  paid  to  the  poll  tax  and  new  property  was  from 
time  to  time  added  to  the  list.  "Changes  in  the  valuation 
of  real  estate  were  especially  marked.  In  1803  the  valua- 
tion of  land  was  advanced,  especially  when  compared  with 
live  stock,  one  of  the  chief  items  of  the  inventory.  Again 
in  1830,  a  general  reduction  of  nearly  twenty-five  per  cent, 
was  made  in  the  valuation  of  all  classes  of  property  that 
were  arbitrarily  rated  by  legislative  act.     In  a  few  cases 
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however  the  valuation  was  increased.  Such  a  general 
readjustment  indicates  clearly  that  values  were  undergoing 
radical  changes  and  that  the  old  method  of  rating  large 
classes  of  property  by  the  legislature  for  a  term  of  years 
had  become,  under  the  influence  of  a  new  industrial  era, 
unsuited  to  these  conditions.  A  fixed  list  was  extremely 
convenient  while  values  remained  relatively  stable,  and 
proved  equitable  and  hence  satisfactory  in  its  workings. 
When  values  began  to  change  rapidly  and  new  forms  of 
property  were  appearing,  the  market  price  was  nearer  the 
just  price  than  any  that  could  be  fixed  months  in  advance 
by  the  legislature.  It  is  strictly  in  accordance  with  the 
working  of  natural  laws  that  the  rating  system  was  aban- 
doned in  1833  and  a  less  arbitrary  method  substituted 
providing  that  all  taxable  property  should  be  appraised 
at  its  true  value  in  money  by  the  local  assessors."  Morrison 
Hist.  Tax,  N.  H.  pp.  87,  88,  In  short  the  attempt  to 
determine  value,  a  question  of  fact,  by  a  rule,  like  a  question 
of  law,  failed  as  it  logically  must. 

The  fifth  article  of  the  constitution  gave  the  legislature 
power  to  "impose  and  levy  proportional  and  reasonable 
assessments."  Article  6,  while  prescribing  that  the  pub- 
lic charges  ''shall  be  assessed  on  polls  and  estates  in  the 
manner  that  has  heretofore  been  practised"  provided  that 
"in  order  that  such  assessments  may  be  made  with  equal- 
ity there  shall  be  a  valuation  of  the  estates  within  the 
state  taken  anew  once  in  every  five  years,  at  least,  and  as 
much  oftener  as  the  general  court  shall  order."  It  was 
known  how  estates  had  been  valued  since  1770  and  in 
ordering  a  new  valuation  every  five  years  like  legislative 
action  was  expected.  Accordingly  the  legislature  acted 
in  1784  and  in  1789  in  passing  the  assessment  acts  referred 
to  and  at  intervals  thereafter  until  1833  when  the  annual 
valuation  was  provided  for.  In  these  acts  much  property 
is  specified  and  rated  at  a  fixed  sum  but  they  indicate  very 
clearly  a  purpose  to  make  the  rating  of  property  approxi- 
mately proportional  to  its  value. 
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While  improved  lands  are  rated  at  a  fixed  sum  by  the 
acre,  the  acreage  is  to  be  estimated  by  the  produce  of  the 
land  or  its  capacity  to  support  stock.  While  property 
whose  rating  is  left  to  the  estimation  of  the  assessors  is 
rated  either  at  a  percentage  of  its  yearly  income  or  of  its 
value.  The  change  from  taxation  in  proportion  to  income 
to  taxation  in  proportion  to  property  had  been  gradual 
and  while  the  constitution  went  into  effect  June  2,  1784, 
the  full  effect  of  the  constitutional  provisions  were  prob- 
ably not  at  first  appreciated  for  the  assessment  act  of  June 
12,  1784,  provided  for  the  rating  of  a  person's  ''faculty" 
as  had  the  prior  acts.  The  different  acts  show  an  increas- 
ing amount  of  property  rated  according  to  its  value,  deter- 
mined by  estimation,  and  the  next  act,  February  7,  1789, 
omits  "faculty"  as  a  basis  of  taxation,  and  it  does  not 
again  appear.  The  acts  themselves  indicate  that  they  were 
understood  and  intended  to  be  appraisals  or  valuations  of 
taxable  property  made  in  a  manner  which  the  experi- 
ence of  the  time  found  most  equitable  and  just.  In  the 
act  of  1770,  stock  in  trade  and  money  at  interest  were 
rated  at  one  per  cent.,  two  years  later,  1772,  at  one  half  of 
one  per  cent.,  precisely  as  the  statute  rates  it  today.  All 
property  the  valuation  of  which  was  left  to  the  assessors 
with  an  occasional  exception  was  rated  the  same.  The 
presumption  is  and  there  is  no  evidence  to  the  contrary 
that  in  specifically  rating  other  property  the  same  percent- 
age of  its  true  value  was  intended  to  be  reached.  Instead 
of  showing  the  constitution  was  then  understood  to  author- 
ize an  arbitrary  rating  regardless  of  value  the  acts  taken 
together  show  an  adherence  to  and  an  increased  understand- 
ing of  the  meaning  of  the  constitution  as  it  has  been  since 
understood  until  in  1833  possibly  as  a  result  of  judicial 
expression  the  true  rule  was  reached,  which  has  ever  since 
been  followed.  See  Doe,  J.,  State  v.  Express  Co.  60  N.  H. 
pp.  246,  247. 

It  seems  clear  that  these  assessment  acts  were  not  in- 
tended to  be  an  arbitrary  imposition  of  specific  taxes  upon 
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the  objects  named,  but  were  in  the  language  of  the  consti- 
tution valuations  of  the  estate,  appraisals  of  the  property 
to  be  taxed  at  its  fair  value  so  that  proportional  taxes  might 
be  laid.  They  furnish  no  foundation  for  constitutional 
construction  in  opposition  to  the  practice  and  rule  since 
1833. 

From  1770  to  1794  money  at  interest  was  rated  at  the 
same  per  cent,  as  other  property  valued.  From  1772  to 
1789  at  one  half  of  one  per  cent.  From  1789  to  1833  at 
three  fourths  of  one  per  cent,  while  some  of  the  other  prop- 
erty was  rated  at  one  half  of  one  per  cent.  Whether  it 
was  considered  that  money  was  rated  higher  than  other 
property  specifically  rated  or  some  other,  hke  stock  in 
trade  at  one  half  of  one  per  cent.,  was  rated  lower  as  an 
encouragement  of  trade  cannot  be  known,  but  the  error, 
if  there  was  one  from  1794  to  1833  of  rating  money  at  in- 
terest higher  than  other  property,  corrected  in  1833,  is  not 
sufficient  evidence  of  correct  constitutional  construction 
to  authorize  its  rating  now  seventy-five  per  cent,  less  than 
other  property. 

The  proposal  of  the  bill  to  change  this  rule  antedating 
the  constitution  and  to  tax  it  at  a  rate  upon  its  true  value 
less  than  one  fourth  that  upon  other  property,  shown  by 
the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Equalization  to  average  in  the 
neighborhood  of  two  per  cent,  throughout  the  state,  or  to 
rate  it  for  assessment  at  one  eighth  of  one  per  cent,  while 
other  classes  of  property  are  rated  at  one  half  of  one  per 
cent,  involves  a  reversal  of  legislative  and  judicial  prece- 
dents maintained  unbroken  for  one  hundred  and  forty 
years  that  neither  the  legislature  nor  the  court  have  the 
power  to  make. 

If  it  is  estabhshed  that  the  method  proposed  "will  more 
nearly  than  existing  methods  of  taxation  result  in  each 
citizen  contributing  his  share  of  the  expense"  of  govern- 
ment, whether  the  change  should  be  made  is  not  a  legisla- 
tive or  a  judicial,  but  is  a  constitutional  question  and 
relief  must  be  sought  in  the  convention  of  the  people. 
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Thompson  v.  Kidder,  74  N.  H.  87,  92,  93.  A  further 
constitutional  objection  to  the  bill  is  the  fixed  rate  not 
dependent  upon  the  sum  to  be  raised.  But  as  this  objec- 
tion could  easily  be  obviated  by  authorizing  the  appraisal 
or  rating  of  the  property  in  question  at  a  lower  rate  in 
proportion  to  its  value  than  other  property,  if  that  could 
be  done,  and  the  object  of  the  legislature  substantially 
accomplished,  it  seemed  necessary  to  consider  first  the 
question  that  has  been  discussed.  The  result  renders 
discussion  of  the  other  unnecessary. 

We  are  constrained  to  answer  that  in  our  opinion  legisla- 
tion of  the  character  proposed  is  for  the  reasons  given 
beyond  the  power  of  the  legislature.

tion as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

"That  $44,500  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  and  furnishing  the  state  normal  school  building 
at  Keene,  to  wit:  a  main  school  building. 

"The  board  of  trustees  of  the  state  normal  schools  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  expend  the  said 
appropriation  or  such  part  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary. 
The  said  board  is  further  authorized  and  empowered  to 
approve  and  accept  plans  and  specifications  for  the  said 
building,  and  they  shall  employ  a  competent  engineer  or 
architect  who  shall  supervise  the  constructing  of  the  said 
building.

tions thereto,  shall  be  and  remain  taxable  in  the  several 
municipalities  in  which  such  several  properties  are  in  fact 
physically  located,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows:  "That  C.  W.  Morse,  Harden  L.  Crawford, 
Lyman  T.  Dyer,  Fitzhue  C.  Speer,  Elisha  C.  Andrews  and 
Stephen  D.  Wentworth,  their  associates  and  successors, 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the 
name  of  the  Rochester  &  Somersworth  Gas  Company  and 
are  hereby  vested  with  all  the  privileges  and  subject  to  all 
the  limitations  and  liabilities  by  the  law  incident  to  cor- 
porations of  a  similar  nature,  provided  that  if  the  present 
gas  plant  now  known  as  the  Great  Falls  Gas  Light  Com- 
pany and  the  Rochester  Gas  Light  Company  are  physi- 
cally connected,  such  connection  shall  not  in  any  way  be 
construed  as  changing  the  location  of  the  said  properties 
for  the  purposes  of  taxation,  but  all  of  the  property  of  said 
corporations  as  now  held  and  all  extensions  and  additions 
thereto,  shall  be  and  remain  taxable  in  the  several  munici- 
palities in  which  such  several  properties  are  in  fact  physi- 
cally located." 

Amend  section  3  by  striking  out  the  word  "three"  in 
line  2  and  substituting  the  word  "two,"  and  striking  out 
in  line  3  the  words  "a  like  amount"  and  substituting  "three 
hundred  thousand  dollars,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows:  "Said  corporation  shall  have  the 
right  to  issue  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  worth  of  capi- 
tal stock  and  bonds  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars."

339,  An  act  to  prohibit  the  pollution  of  the  Pemigewasset 
river  between  Eastman's  falls,  so  called,  in  Franklin,  to 
the  town  of  Ashland,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendments,  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass: 

Amend  section  1  by  striking  out  after  the  word  "in" 
in  the  fourth  line  the  following  words  "the  Pemigewasset 
river  or  any  of  its  tributaries  between  Eastman's  falls, 
so  called,  in  Franklin,  and  the  town  of  Ashland,"  and  in- 
serting in  the  place  thereof  the  following,  "any  lake,  pond 
or  stream  within  the  state,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  No  person  or  corporation  shall  put  or  cause 
to  be  put  or  placed,  any  chips,  sawdust  or  shavings  in  any 
lake,  pond  or  stream  within  the  state,  and  any  person  or 
corporation  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars. 

Amend  the  title  to  said  bill  by  striking  out  after  the  word 
"of"  in  the  second  line  the  words  "the  Pemigewasset  river 
between  Eastman's  falls,  so  called,  in  Franklin,  to  the  town 
of  Ashland,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following, 
"any  lake,  pond  or  stream  within  the  state,"  so  that  said 
title  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  "An  act  to  prohibit 
the  pollution  of  any  lake,  pond  or  stream  within  the  state." 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendments, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wentworth  of  Plymouth,  the  bill 
with  the  amendments  was  laid  upon  the  table  and  made  a 
special  order  for  Wednesday,  March  15,  at  11.05  o'clock.

Amend  chapter  117  of  the  Laws  of  1905, 
as  amended  by  chapter  117  of  the  Laws  of  1909,  by  adding  to 
the  end  of  section  14  thereof  the  following  words:  and 
provided,  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  prohibit  or  prevent  a  bona  fide  sale  of  liquor 
by  any  licensee  and  the  delivery  of  such  liquor  by  him  to 
any  resident  of  a  no-license  town  when  the  order  or  demand 
for  such  liquor  is  solely  by  or  upon  the  personal  and  unsoli- 
cited request  of  the  purchaser,  so  that  said  section  14  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

If  any  person,  partnership  or  corporation 
shall  seek,  solicit,  accept  or  transmit  in  any  no-license 
city  in  this  state  an  order  for  liquor  from  any  person  (the 
word  "liquor  "being  meant  to  include  its  meaning  as  used 
in  chapter  49  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1905),  to  be  furnished 
or  procured  at  any  other  place  in  any  no-license  city  or 
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town  in  this  state;  or  if  any  licensee  shall  fill  an  order  for 
liquor,  to  be  sent  to  any  person,  other  than  the  holder  of 
a  license  of  the  first,  fifth  or  sixth  class,  in  a  no-license  city 
or  town  in  this  state,  to  be  delivered  to  a  common  carrier, 
expressman,  truckman  or  other  person  for  transportation 
to  the  purchaser,  whether  such  carrier  or  other  person  be 
the  agent  of  the  purchaser  for  receiving  delivery  or  not, 
such  person,  partnership  or  corporation  shall  be  punished 
for  each  offence  by  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100) 
and  if  it  be  a  person  he  shall  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding 
ninety  days,  and  if  it  be  a  corporation  its  charter  may  be 
revoked  upon  petition  to  the  Superior  Court  by  the  attor- 
ney-general of  the  state,  or  the  sohcitor  of  the  county  in 
which  the  offence  is  committed;  and  any  licensee  filling 
such  order  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  violating  the  provisions 
and  conditions  of  his  license  and  shall  be  so  dealt  with  by 
the  state  board  of  license  commissioners;  provided,  however, 
that  nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  seeking,  soliciting, 
accepting  or  transmitting  of  orders  in  the  regular  course 
of  business  from  those  who  are  legally  authorized  to  sell 
liquor  in  said  no-license  cities  or  towns,  and,  provided, 
further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  prohibit  or  prevent  a  bona  fide  sale  of  liquor  by  any 
licensee  of  the  third  or  the  eighth  class  and  the  delivery  of 
such  liquor  to  any  resident  of  a  no-license  town  when  the 
order  or  demand  for  such  liquor  is  solely  upon  the  personal 
and  unsolicited  request  of  the  purchaser,  and  provided,

Section  1.  No  person  shall  fish  in  the  waters,  bays  or 
basins  supplied  by  the  Winnipesaukee  river,  between  the 
dam  at  East  Tilton  and  the  Shaker  bridge,  so  called,  over 
said  river  in  the  towns  of  Tilton  and  Northfield,  between 
the  first  day  of  November  and  the  first  day  of  May  next 
following  for  a  term  of  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this 
act.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  fined  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Tilton  of  Laconia,  the  House  concurred 
in  the  amendment  sent  down  from  the  Honorable  Senate. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  has  passed 
the  following  concurrent  resolution,  in  the  passage  of  which 
it  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives : 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives 
concurring: 

"Whereas,  it  appears  from  investigation  recently  made 
by  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  and  otherwise,  that 
polygamy  still  exists  in  certain  places  in  the  United  States 
notwithstanding  prohibitory  statutes  enacted  by  the

''Whereas,  the  practice  of  polygamy  is  generally  con- 
demned by  the  people  of  the  United  States,  and  there  is  a 
demand  for  the  more  effectual  prohibition  thereof  by 
placing  the  subject  under  Federal  jurisdiction  and  control 
at  the  same  time  reserving  to  each  state  the  right  to  make 
and  enforce  its  own  laws  relating  to  marriage  and  divorce; 
now  therefore, 

''Resolved,  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives 
concurring.  That  application  be  made  and  hereby  is  made 
to  Congress  under  the  provisions  of  Article  V  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  for  the  calling  of  a  convention 
to  propose  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  whereby  polygamy  and  polygamous  co-habitation 
shall  be  prohibited,  and  Congress  shall  be  given  power  to 
enforce  such  prohibition  by  appropriate  legislation. 

''Resolved,  That  the  Legislatures  of  all  other  states  of 
the  United  States,  now  in  session  or  when  next  convened, 
be  and  they  hereby  are  respectfully  requested  to  join  in 
this  application  by  the  adoption  of  this  or  an  equivalent 
resolution. 

"Resolved,  further  That  the  secretary  of  state  be  and  he 
hereby  is  directed  to  transmit  copies  of  this  application  to 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  several  members  of  said  bodies  repre- 
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senting  this  state  therein;  also  to  transmit  copies  hereof 
to  the  Legislatures  of  all  other  states  of  the  United  States." 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Neal  of  Acworth,  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  resolution  sent  down  from  the  Honorable 
Senate.

for  the  treatment  of  such  persons,  the  state  board  of  char- 
ity and  correction  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  to  engage 
free  beds  in  such  sanatoria  or  other  places  as  have  been 
approved  by  the  state  board  of  health  for  the  treatment 
of  such  persons  as  the  state  board  of  charity  and  correc- 
tion may  specify. 

Indigent  consumptives,  citizens  of  the  state,  who  are 
unable  to  pay  any  part  of  the  cost  of  said  treatment,  may 
be  admitted  to  said  free  beds  by  the  authority  of  the  secre- 
tary of  the  state  board  of  charity  and  correction  in  accord- 
ance with  the  ordinary  regulations  of  said  sanatoria. 

Persons  in  needy  circumstances,  who,  by  themselves, 
relatives  or  friends,  are  unable  to  pay  part  of  the  cost  of 
said  treatment,  may  be  admitted  to  said  sanatoria  or  other 
places  and  maintained  and  treated  therein  at  the  expense 
of  the  state  to  that  extent  that  they  cannot  by  themselves, 
friends  or  relatives,  chargeable  therefor,  pay  cash  cost  of 
treatment  when  the  state  board  of  charity  and  correction 
so  certify  and  stipulate  the  proportion  the  state  shall 
assume  to  pay. 

This  act  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  deprive  any  per- 
son to  whom  aid  is  rendered  of  any  right  that  he  may  have 
at  the  time  of  his  admission  to  said  sanatorium. 

To  defray  the  expenses  of  engaging  said  free  beds  and 
assisting  persons  in  needy  circumstances  to  treatment  in 
said  sanatoria,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $20,000  for  each  of  the 
years  1911-12  is  hereby  appropriated  and  the  governor  is 
authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  for  said  sum  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

This  joint  resolution  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Mr.  Wheeler  of  Manchester,  for  the  Committee  on 
Fisheries  and  Game,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Joint 
Resolution  No.  47,  Joint  resolution  for  an  appropriation 
for  the  construction  of  a  screen  across  the  outlet  of  Pleasant 
pond  in  the  town  of  Francestown,  reported  the  same  with 
the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  of  the  com- 
mittee adopted. 

MESSAGE  FROM    THE  GOVERNOR. 

The  Honorable  Secretary  of  State  appeared  and  laid 
before  the  House  the  following  message  from  His  Excel- 
lency, the  Governor:

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STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

Executive  Department. 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

In  my  first  message  to  the  General  Court  I  said:  "There 
is  a  demand  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  New  Hampshire, 
irrespective  of  party,  for  certain  progressive  legislation 
which  will  develop  the  function  of  our  government  to  meet 
new  economic  conditions.  The  platforms  of  both  parties 
call  for  action  of  this  character.  We  are  in  honor  bound 
to  do  everything  in  our  power  to  carry  out  each  and  every 
pledge  which  we  have  solemnly  made  to  the  people  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  which  they  have  endorsed."  The  session 
is  now  drawing  to  a  close.  Bills  have  been  introduced  for 
the  purpose  of  enacting  into  law  the  promises  made  to  the 
people.  These  bills  are  in  various  stages  on  their  way 
towards  final  adoption  or  rejection  by  the  General  Court, 
but  none  of  the  laws  which  the  people  of  New  Hampshire 
have  demanded  has  yet  been  passed.  The  only  one  of 
these  measures  finally  acted  upon  was  defeated.  I  refer  to 
the  bill  to  ratify  the  proposed  amendment  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  authorizing  the  Congress  to 
impose  a  tax  on  incomes.  Both  the  Republican  and 
Democratic  platforms  in  the  late  campaign  clearly  directed 
the  Legislature  to  ratify  the  income  tax  amendment.  The 
House  of  Representatives  by  a  very  large  majority  passed 
the  bill  introduced  for  this  purpose,  but  in  the  Senate  the 
bill  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  fourteen  to  nine,  a  majority 
of  the  Senators  of  each  party  voting  against  the  mandate 
given  by  their  constituents  in  the  express  declaration  of 
the  platform  of  each  party.  Such  action  not  only  alarms 
the  citizens  of  the  State  who  have  confidently  expected 
the  General  Court  to  enact  the  laws  so  emphatically  and 
unmistakably  demanded  by  the  people,  but  it  shakes  the 
faith  of  believers  in  representative  government.  The 
legislative  action  of  the  General  Court  ^t  this  session 
involves  more  than  the  good  faith  of  individual  members. 
The  merits  of  representative  government  in  New  Hampshire 
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are  on  trial.  When  the  will  of  the  people  is  plainly  mani- 
fested, if  their  legislative  agents  do  not  frame  and  enact 
fit  laws  to  carry  it  into  effect,  representative  government 
fails.  Never  in  the  history  of  any  State  have  the  people 
expressed  their  will  with  greater  clearness  or  precision  than 
at  the  last  election  in  New  Hampshire.  The  platform 
measures  were  issued  in  the  primary  campaign  for  the 
nomination  of  candidates  and  throughout  that  campaign 
were  discussed  and  debated  on  the  stump  and  in  the  press 
with  the  greatest  thoroughness.  In  the  conventions  which 
adopted  the  party  platforms  were  included  all  the  members 
of  the  present  House  and  Senate.  They  were  nominated 
under  the  direct  primary  law  and  represented  the  opinion 
and  desires  of  the  voters  as  no  party  conventions  in  this 
State  have  ever  done  before.  In  the  campaign  for  election 
the  platform  measures  were  again  debated  at  public  meet- 
ings and  in  the  newspapers  without  opposition  from  any 
quarter  and  with  the  enthusiastic  approval  of  the  people. 
In  the  main  the  platforms  of  the  Republican  and  Demo- 
cratic parties  were  in  agreement,  and  the  appeal  of  each 
party  to  the  voters  was  that  by  reason  of  its  record  and  the 
character  of  its  candidates  it  could  be  relied  upon  better  than 
the  other  party  to  enact  into  law  the  reforms  in  regard  to 
which  both  agreed.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  people 
of  New  Hampshire  want  the  platform  pledges  redeemed. 
They  have  spoken  with  no  uncertain  voice.  If  the  General 
Court  responds  by  refusing  to  execute  their  will,  the  people 
will  feel  a  just  indignation  and  resentment,  of  which  the 
consequences  cannot  be  foreseen.  Therefore,  I  urge  you 
to  pass  the  platform  measures.  The  great  majority  among 
you  beyond  question  are  loyal  to  the  people.  There  is 
danger  only  in  a  relaxation  of  vigilance  and  effort.  If  the 
opponents  of  the  popular  will  are  made  to  feel  the  force  of 
your  sentiment,  and  of  public  opinion,  the  measures  for 
which  the  people  have  fought  will  win  again.  The  bills 
which  are  platform  measures  and  which  the  General  Court 
is  therefore  under  peculiar  obligation  to  enact  are  the 
following.     I  give  the  legislative  status  of  each  bill: 
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a.  A  bill  to  establish  a  Public  Service  Commission.  The 
House  of  Representatives  has  passed  this  bill  and  it  is  now 
in  the  Senate  before  the  Judiciary  Committee. 

b.  A  bill  to  create  a  permanent  Tax  Commission  to 
replace  the  present  Board  of  Equalization.  The  purpose 
of  this  bill  is  to  equalize  taxation  throughout  the  State 
and  to  provide  effectively  that  Public  Service  Companies 
and  others  shall  bear  their  just  and  fair  share  of  the  public 
burden  of  taxation.  This  bill  was  passed  in  the  House 
of  Representatives  without  opposition,  and  it  is  now  in  the 
Senate  before  the  Finance  Committee. 

c.  A  bill  to  provide  for  workmen's  compensation.  The 
Judiciary  Committee  of  the  House  is  still  at  work  upon 
this  bill. 

d.  Corrupt  Practice  act,  to  provide  for  purity  of  elections 
and  prevent  bribery.  Passed  the  House;  now  pending 
before  the  Senate. 

e.  Publicity  of  campaign  expenditures.  Passed  House; 
now  pending  before  the  Senate. 

f.  Prohibiting  campaign  contributions  by  corporations. 
Passed  House;   now  pending  before  the  Senate. 

g.  A  bill  defining  the  duties  of  the  Attorney-General 
and  providing  that  he  shall  devote  his  entire  time  to  the 
business  of  the  State,  so  that  the  legal  interests  of  the  State 
shall  be  more  effectively  protected.  Before  Judiciary 
Committee  of  the  House. 

h.  A  bill  providing  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  national 
conventions  under  the  direct  primary  law.  Passed  the 
House;  now  pending  before  the  Senate. 

i.  A  bill  providing  for  the  assembling  of  a  constitutional 
convention.  Passed  the  House;  now  pending  before  the 
Senate. 

j.  A  bill  providing  for  increased  license  fees  for  automo- 
biles graded  in  proportion  to  their  weight  and  horse  power, 
and  appropriating  the  fees  so  received  to  the  maintenance 
of  highways.  Favorably  reported  by  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee of  the  House. 

The  foregoing  bills  have  been  carefully  drafted  so  as  to 
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carry  out  effectively  the  promises  made  to  the  people. 
They  are  subject  to  two  dangers:  First,  to  defeat;  and 
secondly,  to  such  modification  by  amendment  as  to  render 
them  ineffective.  The  latter  danger  must  be  guarded 
against  with  as  great  vigilance  and  effort  as  the  former. 

Another  matter  upon  which  the  people  have  given  no 
specific  direction  must  be  settled.  You  have  to  decide  what 
course  shall  be  taken  with  regard  to  the  limitation  upon 
railway  rates  and  fares  prescribed  by  the  Acts  of  1883  and 
1889.  If  you  take  no  action  it  will  be  the  plain  and  imme- 
diate duty  of  the  Attorney-General  to  enforce  the  present 
legal  rates. 

When  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  Company  took 
advantage  of  the  statutory  privilege  of  consolidation  it 
assumed  the  obligation  imposed  by  the  statutes  not  to  in- 
crease the  rates  for  fares  and  freight  on  the  roads  united 
under  the  statutes.  The  Supreme  Court  has  held  this  obli- 
gation to  be  a  valid  and  binding  contract.  The  greater  part 
of  the  Boston  &  Maine  mileage  in  New  Hampshire  is  subject 
to  that  contract.  Yet  in  1903  the  Railroad  Company  raised 
a  very  large  number  of  its  rates  above  the  legal  limit,  and 
these  unlawful  rates  are  still  being  collected.  There  can  be 
no  excuse  for  a  wilful  violation  of  law,  and  the  Railroad 
Company  makes  no  defense;  but  it  has  come  to  you  and 
asked  to  be  relieved  from  its  contract  with  the  State  upon 
the  ground  that  enforcement  of  the  contract  and  reduction 
of  the  illegal  rates  would  be  against  the  public  interest. 
The  argument  is  that,  though  illegal,  the  rates  which  have 
been  increased  are  in  existing  circumstances  just  and  rea- 
sonable; and,  if  they  should  be  lowered,  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  raise  other  rates  which  have  been  reduced  below  the 
statutory  limit,  and  also  the  earnings  of  the  Railroad  would 
be  so  impaired  that  intended  and  necessary  improvements 
in  New  Hampshire  would  have  to  be  abandoned. 

The  House  of  Representatives  has  appointed  a  committee 
to  investigate  the  subject  of  railroad  rates  and  fares  and 
that  committee,  with  the  aid  of  counsel,  has  taken  testi- 
mony at  a  number  of  hearings.     While  no  final  action  should

be  taken  until  the  committee  reports,  it  is  proper,  in  the 
light  of  the  testimony  given  at  the  hearings,  to  consider  what 
should  be  done. 

The  question  should  be  decided  solely  with  regard  to  the 
public  interest.  The  State  should  relinquish  no  right  with- 
out the  most  convincing  proof  that  the  public  welfare 
requires  it.  On  the  other  hand,  it  would  be  unwise  to  injure 
the  people  in  their  business  and  commerce  for  the  sake  of 
inflicting  deserved  punishment  upon  the  Railroad  Company 
for  its  wrongdoing. 

The  evidence  before  the  Rate  Committee  clearly  shows 
that  no  fair  and  rational  judgment  with  regard  to  this 
question  can  be  formed  in  time  for  final  action  at  this  ses- 
sion, because  the  facts  upon  which  such  a  judgment  must  be 
based  are  lacking.  The  Railroad  Company  has  not  furnished 
a  complete  list  of  the  maximum  rates  allowed  by  the  Acts 
of  1883  and  1889,  so  that  the  illegal  rates  are  not  yet  fully 
and  definitely  known.  No  statement  has  been  made  of  the 
receipts  and  expenses  of  the  Railroad  Company  in  New 
Hampshire.  The  Railroad  Company  has  not  even  been  able 
to  state,  upon  the  basis  of  the  present  volume  of  traffic,  how 
much  revenue  it  would  lose  if  the  unlawful  rates  were  re- 
duced to  the  legal  limit.  The  railroad  witnesses  say  that 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  rates  are  subject  to  the  statutory 
limitation,  yet  their  testimony  relates  to  only  a  few  of 
these  rates  selected  at  random.  They  do  not  know  and 
nobody  knows  what  an  orderly  examination  of  the  remain- 
ing rates  might  disclose.  Unquestionably  such  a  showing 
does  not  justify  a  claim  for  the  repeal  of  the  statutory  limi- 
tations. While  no  case  has  been  presented  which  would 
warrant  the  repeal  or  modification  of  the  statutory  limi- 
tations it  does  not  follow  that  the  public  interest  would 
be  promoted  by  the  immediate  enforcement  of  these  limi- 
tations without  further  investigation  to  ascertain  the  effect 
of  such  action  upon  the  people's  trade  and  commerce. 

No  factor  in  the  prosperity  of  the  State  is  more  important 
than  good  railroad  service  at  reasonable  cost.  The  people 
ought  to  have  the  best  railroad  service  at  the  lowest  reason-

-able  cost,  but  the  best  service  cannot  be  provided  unless  the 
rates  allowed  are  sufficient,  under  efficient  management,  to 
pay  a  reasonable  return  upon  the  capital  required  for  neces- 
sary improvement.  It  is  also  true  that  a  simultaneous  gen- 
eral disturbance  of  rate  schedules  would  unsettle  and  harm 
the  business  and  industry  of  the  State,  since  in  the  conduct 
of  business  and  in  making  contracts  it  is  essential  to  calcu- 
late what  the  cost  of  transportation  will  be. 

In  a  matter  so  deeply  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  people 
no  final  decision  should  be  made  without  complete  investi- 
gation and  an  opportunity  for  deliberation  after  obtaining 
all  the  facts  which  have  a  bearing  upon  the  question. 

My  suggestion,  based  on  the  advice  of  members  of  the 
committee  and  its  counsel,  is  that,  under  proper  safeguards 
the  present  rates  be  continued  for  two  years,  that  during 
this  time  the  Public  Service  Commission  be  instructed  to 
investigate  the  illegal  rates  and  make  a  report  thereon 
before  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Court,  and  that  if 
the  final  decision  shall  be  to  continue  the  statutory  limita- 
tions, the  Railroad  Company  shall  be  liable  to  account  for 
the  excess  of  the  rates  charged  and  collected  during  the 
period  of  suspension  over  the  legal  limit.  For  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  this  plan,  I  suggest  that  a  law  be  enacted 
providing  that,  if  the  Railroad  Company  shall  file  with 
the  Public  Service  Commission  a  petition  asking  for  a 
suspension  thereof  (upon  condition  that  no  rate  lower  than 
the  statutory  maximum  shall  be  raised  during  the  period 
of  suspension,  and  upon  the  further  condition  and  agreement 
that  the  suspension  of  the  statutory  limitations  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  repeal  or  modify  them),  then  the  statutory 
limitations  shall  be  suspended  for  a  period  of  two  years,  and 
that  thereupon  the  Public  Service  Commission  shall  make 
a  full  investigation  of  the  illegal  rates  and  report  its  findings 
and  recommendations  on  or  before  December  1st,  1912. 
The  law  should  expressly  provide  that  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany at  the  close  of  the  period  of  suspension  shall  be 
bound   to   account   for   the   excess   of   any   unlawful   rate 
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charged  during  such  period  over  the  legal  limit  unless  such 
rate  shall  have  been  duly  legalized. 

Such  a  plan  in  my  judgment  promises  a  just  and  satis- 
factory solution  of  this  difficult  problem.  It  preserves  the 
present  status  until  the  General  Court  can  act  advisedly. 
It  protects  the  public  and  is  absolutely  fair  to  the  Railroad 
Company.  But,  of  course,  such  a  solution  is  impossible 
until  a  pubhc  utilities  law  is  enacted. 

During  the  last  two  months  it  has  been  said  repeatedly 
that  our  State  government  will  be  judged  by  its  treatment 
of  the  public  service  corporations.  This  is  true,  but  it  is 
no  less  true  that  the  public  service  corporations  are  on  trial 
before  the  people  of  the  State. 

Whatever  your  decision  in  regard  to  the  statutory  limita- 
tions on  railroad  rates  may  be,  I  appeal  to  you  without 
regard  to  party  to  carry  out  the  promises  made  in  the 
party  platforms.  The  desire  of  the  people  for  these  laws 
has  been  accumulating  strength  for  years.  You  were 
elected  to  pass  these  laws.  The  time  for  action  has  arrived. 
During  the  next  few  weeks  you  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  satisfy  or  to  disappoint  the  people.  In  this  critical 
situation  each  of  us  must  answer  for  his  own  course,  knowing 
that  the  eyes  of  his  constituents  are  upon  him  as  never 
before. 

In  sending  to  the  General  Court  this  message  which 
brings  before  it  particularly  the  necessity  of  carrying  out 
the  pledges  of  the  platforms  of  both  parties,  I  am  not 
unmindful  of  the  language  of  Article  37  of  the  Constitution 
of  New  Hampshire,  which  provides:  "In  the  government 
of  this  State  the  three  essential  powers  thereof — to  wit,  the 
executive,  legislative  and  judicial — ought  to  be  kept  as 
separate  from,  and  independent  of,  each  other  as  the  nature 
of  a  free  government  will  admit  or  as  is  consistent  with  that 
chain  of  connection  which  binds  the  whole  fabric  of  the 
Constitution  in  one  indissoluble  bond  of  union  and  amity." 
I  am  convinced  that  the  necessity  which  rests  upon  the 
legislature  of  carrying  out  the  mandates  of  the  popular 
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will,  as  expressed  with  unanimity  in  the  party  platforms, 
is  of  so  great  and  far-reaching  importance  that  for  the 
preservation  of  "the  whole  fabric  of  the  Constitution  in 
one  indissoluble  bond  of  union  and  amity"  it  is  necessary 
for  every  citizen  of  the  State,  and  particularly  for  the 
Chief  Executive  of  the  State,  to  call  upon  the  legislative 
department  of  the  government  for  the  fulfilment  of  its 
duty  to  the  people.  If  that  duty  is  not  fulfilled,  I  believe 
it  will  be  a  conspicuous  failure  of  representative  government 
and  will  be  so  understood  by  the  people  of  New  Hampshire.

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  previous  question  was  ordered.

The  bill  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morse  of  Newmarket,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  bill  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading  by 
its  title  and  passage  at  the  present  time. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  and  passed  and  sent 
to  the  Senate  for  concurrence.

Resolved,  That  the  vote  whereby  the  message  of  His 
Excellency,  the  Governor,  was  ordered  printed,  be  recon- 
sidered, as  a  sufficient  number  have  already  been  ordered.

the  word  "term"  where  it  first  appears,  so  that  said  section 
when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  27.  In  case  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  alder- 
man from  any  cause,  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  choose 
some  duly  qualified  person  not  already  a  member  of  that 
body  to  fill  the  same.  In  case  any  officers  other  than  mayor 
and  aldermen  shall  be  required  to  be  chosen  by  popular 
vote  at  municipal  elections,  vacancies  occurring  in  such 
offices  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  aldermen  for  the 
residue  of  the  unexpired  term.

This  act  shall  not  take  effect  unless  it  is 
adopted  by  a  majority  vote  at  a  special  election  to  be 
holden  in  the  city  of  Nashua  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  June, 
1911.  The  selectmen  of  the  several  wards  in  said  city  shall 
warn  the  meetings  to  be  holden  in  their  respective  wards 
to  pass  upon  the  adoption  of  this  act,  in  the  manner  required 
for  the  warning  of  regular  biennial  elections.  They  shall 
insert  in  their  warrant  an  article  providing  for  taking  the 
sense  of  the  qualified  voters  upon  the  following  question: 
''Shall  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  revise  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  Nashua'  be  adopted?"  The  city 
clerk  shall  seasonably  furnish  to  the  selectmen  of  the 
several  wards  the  requisite  number  of  warrants  and  copies 
of  the  same  in  proper  form  for  posting  and  making  their 
return  thereof.  The  city  clerk  shall  prepare  the  ballots  for 
use  at  said  election.  The  number  of  ballots  furnished  for 
use  in  each  ward  shall  be  the  same  as  is  by  law  required  to 
be  furnished  for  use  at  regular  biennial  elections,  and  the 
laws  governing  the  preparation  and  furnishing  of  ballots 
by  the  secretary  of  state  for  use  at  regular  biennial  elections 
shall  be  followed  by  the  city  clerk  so  far  as  apphcable. 
The  ballots  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words  "City  of 
Nashua,  Special  Election,  June  6,  1911,"  and  the  question 
"Shall  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  revise  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  Nashua'  be  adopted?"  Beneath  said 
question  shall  be  printed  the  word  "Yes"  and  the  word 
"No,"  with  a  square  immediately  opposite  each  of  said 
words,  and  the  voter  shall  indicate  his  choice  by  making  a 
cross  in  the  appropriate  square.  The  ballots  shall  be 
indorsed  on  the  back,  "City  of  Nashua,  Special  Election, 
June  6,  1911,  Official  Ballot,"  with  a  fac-simile  of  the 
signature  of  the  city  clerk.  Said  election  shall  be  conducted 
by  the  regular  election  officers  in  each  ward,  and  all  laws 
applicable  to  regular  biennial  elections  with  reference  to 
the  correcting,  revising,  use  and  preservation  of  check- 
40 
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lists,  the  preparation  of  voting  places,  the  manner  of  con- 
ducting the  election,  the  counting,  record  and  return  of 
votes,  the  seaHng  and  preservation  of  ballots  and  tally- 
sheets,  and  the  duties  of  election  officers,  shall  apply  to 
and  govern  said  election,  except  as  herein  expressly  modified. 
The  polls  shall  be  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  in 
each  ward  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  six  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon.  The  official  return  of  the  vote,  and  the 
ballots  and  tally-sheets,  duly  sealed  up,  shall  be  delivered 
by  the  ward  clerks  to  the  city  clerk  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  the  close  of  said  election.  The  city  clerk  shall 
seasonably  furnish  to  the  several  ward  clerks  suitable  blanks 
for  making  such  returns.  The  board  of  mayor  and  alder- 
men shall  meet  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  Thursday, 
June  8,  1911,  at  the  council  chamber.  The  city  clerk 
shall  at  that  time  open  and  lay  before  them  the  returns  of 
the  votes  in  the  several  wards,  and  they  shall  canvass  the 
returns  and  declare  the  result,  which  shall  be  duly  recorded 
by  the  city  clerk.  If  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of 
those  voting  at  said  election  have  voted  in  the  affirmative, 
this  act  shall  be  declared  to  have  been  adopted.  Otherwise, 
is  shall  be  declared  not  to  have  been  adopted.  Ten  or 
more  legal  voters  of  the  city  may  within  one  week  after  such 
canvass  file  with  the  city  clerk  a  petition  in  writing  request- 
ing a  recount  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election.  In  such 
case,  the  city  clerk  shall  within  three  days  thereafter, 
in  his  office,  open  the  packages  containing  the  ballots  used 
at  said  election,  in  presence  of  the  mayor  and  city  solicitor. 
The  mayor,  city  clerk  and  city  soHcitor  shall  thereupon 
recount  the  ballots  and  declare  the  result,  which  shall  be 
duly  recorded  by  the  city  clerk,  and  shall  be  conclusive  as 
to  the  result  of  said  election.  Said  election  shall  be  deemed

on  at  the  November  election.  All  declarations  of  candi- 
dates for  the  office  of  assessors  shall  be  filed  with  the  city 
clerk  of  the  city  of  Manchester  twenty  days  before  said 
primary,  with  a  fee  of  ten  dollars  ($10)  for  each  candidate 
for  assessor.  The  secretary  of  state  is  hereby  empowered 
to  receive  the  names  of  the  aforesaid  candidates  for  the 
office  of  assessors  of  the  city  of  Manchester  and  have  same 
printed  on  all  ballots  sent  to  said  city  of  Manchester. 

If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  said  board  the  common  council 
shall  call  a  special  election  to  fill  any  unexpired  term.  The 
assessors  shall  take  their  office  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
January  next  following  their  election. 

The  election  of  the  assessors  for  the  city  of  Manchester 
shall  be  governed  by  chapter  153  of  the  Laws  of  1909, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  for  herein.

($125),  and  a  suitable  office  for  said  board  shall  be  furnished 
and  provided  by  said  city.

Amend  said  act  by  striking  out  section  57  in  its  entirety 
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and  substituting  therefor  the  following  section,  to  be  known 
as  section  57: 

This  act  shall  not  take  effect  unless  it  is  adopted  by  a 
majority  vote  at  a  special  election  to  be  holden  in  the  city 
of  Nashua  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  June,  1911.  The  select- 
men of  the  several  wards  in  said  city  shall  warn  the  meet- 
ings to  be  holden  in  their  respective  wards  to  pass  upon  the 
adoption  of  this  act,  in  the  manner  required  for  the  warn- 
ing of  regular  biennial  elections.  They  shall  insert  in 
their  warrant  an  article  providing  for  taking  the  sense  of 
the  qualified  voters  upon  the  following  question:  "Shall 
the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  revise  the  charter 
of  the  City  of  Nashua'  be  adopted?"  The  city  clerk  shall 
seasonably  furnish  to  the  selectmen  of  the  several  wards 
the  requisite  number  of  warrants  and  copies  of  the  same  in 
proper  form  for  posting  and  making  their  return  thereof. 
The  city  clerk  shall  prepare  the  ballots  for  use  at  said 
election.  The  number  of  ballots  furnished  for  use  in  each 
ward  shall  be  the  same  as  is  by  law  required  to  be  furnished 
for  use  at  regular  biennial  elections,  and  the  laws  governing 
the  preparation  and  furnishing  of  ballots  by  the  secretary 
of  state  for  use  at  regular  biennial  elections  shall  be  followed 
by  the  city  clerk  so  far  as  applicable.  The  ballots  shall 
bear  on  their  face  the  words  "City  of  Nashua,  special  elec- 
tion, June  6,  1911,"  and  the  question,  "Shall  the  provisions 
of  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  revise  the  charter  of  the  city 
of  Nashua'  be  adopted?"  Beneath  said  question  shall  be 
printed  the  word  "yes"  and  the  word  "no,"  with  a  square 
immediately  opposite  each  of  said  words,  and  the  voter 
shall  indicate  his  choice  by  making  a  cross  in  the  appropriate 
square.  The  ballots  shall  be  endorsed  on  the  back,  "City 
of  Nashua,  special  election,  June  6,  1911,  official  ballot," 
with  a  facsimile  signature  of  the  city  clerk.  Said  election 
shall  be  conducted  by  the  regular  election  officers  in  each 
ward,  and  all  laws,  applicable  to  regular  biennial  elections 
with  reference  to  the  correcting,  revising,  use  and  preserva- 
tion of  check-lists,  the  preparation  of  voting  places,  the 
manner  of  conducting  the  election,  the  counting,  record 
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and  return  of  votes,  the  sealing  and  preservation  of  ballots 
and  tally-sheets,  and  the  duties  of  election  officers,  shall 
apply  to  and  govern  said  election,  except  as  herein  expressly 
modified.  The  polls  shall  be  open  for  the  reception  of  ])al- 
lots  in  each  ward  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  six 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  official  return  of  the  vote, 
and  the  ballots  and  tally-sheets,  duly  sealed  up,  shall  be 
delivered  by  the  ward  clerks  to  the  city  clerk  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  close  of  said  election.  The  city  clerk 
shall  seasonably  furnish  to  the  several  ward  clerks  suitable 
blanks  for  making  such  returns.  The  board  of  mayor  and 
aldermen  shall  meet  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
Thursday,  June  8,  1911,  at  the  council  chamber.  The 
city  clerk  shall  at  that  time  open  and  lay  before  them  the 
returns  of  the  votes  in  the  several  wards,  and  they  shall 
canvass  the  returns  and  declare  the  result,  which  shall  be 
duly  recorded  by  the  city  clerk.  If  it  shall  appear  that  a 
majority  of  those  voting  at  said  election  have  voted  in  the 
affirmative,  this  act  shall  be  declared  to  have  been  adopted; 
otherwise,  it  shall  be  declared  not  to  have  been  adopted. 
Ten  or  more  legal  voters  of  the  city  may  within  one  week 
after  such  canvass  file  with  the  city  clerk  a  petition  in  writ- 
ing, requesting  a  recount  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election. 
In  such  case,  the  city  clerk  shall  within  three  days  there- 
after, in  the  council  chamber,  open  the  packages  contain- 
ing the  ballots  used  at  said  election,  in  presence  of  the  mayor 
and  board  of  aldermen  and  such  others  as  may  choose  to 
attend.  The  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen  shall  thereupon 
recount  the  ballots  and  declare  the  result,  which  shall  be  duly 
recorded  by  the  city  clerk,  and  shall  be  conclusive  as  to 
the  result  of  said  election.  Said  election  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  an  election  within  the  meaning  of  all  penal  statutes 
of  the  state  relating  to  offences  against  the  purity  of  elec- 
tions, the  conduct  of  elections,  and  the  duties  of  supervisors 
of  the  check-list,  moderators,  ward  clerks,  selectmen,  inspec- 
tors of  elections,  and  all  other  persons  having  any  duties 
to  perform  with  reference  to  said  election. 

The  reading  of  the  amendment  having  commenced,  on 
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motion  of  Mr.  Gaffney  of  Nashua,  the  further  reading  of  the 

amendment  was  dispensed  with. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment, 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

(The  Speaker  in  the  chair.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gaffney,  the  rules  were  suspended  and 
the  bill  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading  by  its  title  and 
passage  at  the  present  time. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  and  passed  and  sent 
to  the  Senate  for  concurrence  in  the  amendment.

UNFINISHED    BUSINESS. 

Mr.  Upton  of  Bow  called  for  the  unfinished  business. 
House  Joint  Resolution  No.  113,  Joint  resolution  ratify- 
ing the  sixteenth  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  America. 

The  third  reading  being  in  order,  Mr.  Upton  of  Bow 
moved  that  the  joint  resolution  be  laid  upon  the  table 
and  made  a  special  order  for  Wednesday,  March  22,  at 
11.05  o'clock. 

Mr.  Whitcher  of  Haverhill  rose  to  a  parliamentary 
inquiry  as  to  whether  a  similar  joint  resolution  having 
been  introduced,  passed,  sent  to  the  Senate  and  by  that 
body  indefinitely  postponed  could  properly  be  introduced 
into  the  House  again. 

Mr.  Felker  of  Rochester  raised  the  point  of  order  that 
it  was  not  in  order  for  the  Speaker  to  rule  on  a  point  of 
order  on  a  question  already  passed  upon. 

The  Speaker  ruled  the  point  of  order  not  well  taken,  inas- 
much as  the  question  raised  was  a  parliamentary  inquiry. 

In  reply  to  the  parliamentary  inquiry,  the  Speaker 
stated  that  had  the  question  been  raised  as  to  the  parlia- 
mentary standing  of  the  joint  resolution  when  it  was  intro- 
duced, he  would  have  held  against  the  joint  resolution  on 
the  ground  that  a  legislative  body  may  not  act  a  second 
time  upon  a  resolution,  except  through  the  medium  of 
reconsideration,  and  that  at  the  time  the  joint  resolution 
was  introduced  it  was  too  late  to  reconsider  under  the  rules. 
If  it  were  competent  to  act  repeatedly  upon  the  same  sub- 
ject similar  action  could  be  demanded  so  often  as  to  fore- 
stall legislation,  but  the  parliamentary  inquiry  not  having 
been  raised  when  the  joint  resolution  was  on  its  first  read- 
ing, the  House  by  unanimous  consent  accepted  the  com- 
mittee report,  and  as  anything  is  possible  in  a  parliamen- 
tary body  by  unanimous  consent,   the  acceptance  of  the 
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joint  resolution  when  it  came  from  the  committee  has 
given  the  joint  resolution  parliamentary  standing,  but  it 
would  not  have  had  standing  had  a  point  of  order  been 
raised  against  it  at  the  time  the  joint  resolution  was  reported 
to  the  House. 

Mr.  El  well  moved  that  the  House  adjourn. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  negative  prevailed. 

Mr.  Elwell  asked  for  a  division. 

A  division  being  had,  64  gentlemen  voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  106  gentlemen  voted  in  the  negative,  and  a  quorum 
of  the  House  not  being  present  at  5.55  o'clock  the  House 
was  declared  adjourned.

eleven  o'clock  at  night,  which  such  town  or  board  of  mayor 
and  aldermen  is  hereby  authorized  to  do; 

Third,  on  the  day  of  any  general,  city  or  primary  election 
or  town  meeting; 

Fourth,  on  a  state  or  national  legal  holiday. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment  sent  down  from 
the  Honorable  Senate, 

Mr.  Robertson  of  Tamworth  moved  that  the  House  non- 
concur and  ask  for  a  committee  of  conference. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  to  non-concur, 

Mr.  Wagner  of  Manchester,  Ward  2,  moved  to  lay  the 
bill  and  amendment  upon  the  table. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  negative  prevailed. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  to  non-concur, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  affirmative  prevailed. 

The  Speaker  appointed  as  members  of  the  committee  of 
conference  on  the  part  of  the  House,  Messrs.  Robertson 
of  Tamworth,  Whitcher  of  Haverhill  and  Pickard  of 
Hancock. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  con- 
curred with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage 
of  the  following  entitled  bill,  with  amendment,  in  the 
passage  of  which  amendment  the  Senate  asked  the  concur- 
rence of  the  House  of  Representatives:

Section  1.  Section  4  of  chapter  55  of  the  Public  Statutes 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  at  the  end  of 
said  section:  Except  when  such  mines  or  ores,  or  rights 
therein,  are  owned  by  some  person  other  than  the  one  to 
whom  such  real  estate  is  taxed,  in  which  case  they  shall  be 
taxed  as  real  estate  to  such  other  person,  so  that  said 
section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows:

House  Bill  No.  125,  An  act  in  amendment  of  and  in 
addition  to  chapter  127  of  the  Public  Statutes  as  amended 
in  1901,  1903  and  1909  relating  to  the  sale  of  dairy  products 
and  butter  substitutes. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  the  sixteenth  and 
seventeenth  lines  of  section  1,  the  words  "or  less  than  three 
per  cent,  of  butter-fat,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  127  of  the  Pubhc  Statutes  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  sections  17  and  18 
and  substituting  therefor  the  following : 

''Sect.  17.  If  any  person  shall  adulterate  milk,  skim- 
milk  or  cream  with  water  or  otherwise  to  be  sold,  or  shall 
sell  or  offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  with  intent  to 
sell,  any  adulterated  or  unwholesome  milk,  skim-milk  or 
cream,  containing  any  coloring  matter  or  preservative, 
or  any  milk  produced  from  sick  or  diseased  cows,  or  cows 
fed  upon  any  substance  which  may  be  deleterious  to  the 
quality  of  milk,  skim-milk  or  cream,  or  shall  sell  or  offer 
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for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell  as  milk, 
any  milk  from  which  the  cream  or  a  part  thereof  has  been 
removed,  he  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more 
than  sixty  days,  or  both.  If  upon  analysis  any  milk  shall 
be  found  to  contain  less  than  twelve  per  cent,  of  milk 
solids,  or  in  the  case  of  skim-milk,  less  than  eight  and  one- 
half  per  cent,  of  milk  solids  exclusive  of  fat,  or  in  the  case 
of  cream,  less  than  eighteen  per  cent,  of  butter-fat,  or  in 
the  cases  of  butter  and  renovated  butter,  less  than  eighty 
per  cent,  of  butter-fat  or  more  than  sixteen  per  cent,  of 
water,  such  products  shall  not  be  deemed  as  of  standard 
quality;  and  the  sale,  offering  for  sale  or  having  in  posses- 
sion with  intent  to  sell,  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
of  milk,  skim-milk,  cream,  butter  or  renovated  butter 
which  fails  to  conform  to  the  requirements  herein  specified 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars. 

"Sect.  18.  Whoever  shall  sell  any  article  or  compound 
commonly  known  as  renovated  butter,  or  process  butter, 
in  quantity  less  than  the  original  unbroken  package  as 
duly  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Internal  Revenue  Department,  shall  stamp 
upon  the  outside  of  such  broken  or  retail  package  as  deliv- 
ered to  the  purchaser  the  words:  Renovated  Butter,  in 
letters  not  less  than  three-eighths  of  an  inch  square,  of  plain, 
uncondensed  Gothic  caps.  No  renovated  or  process  butter 
shall  be  exposed  for  sale  in  other  than  the  original  package 
in  which  it  was  received  and  which  bears  the  labehng  as 
required  by  the  United  States  commissioner  of  internal 
revenue.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
offense;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  of  health, 
its  agents,  and  the  health  officers  or  milk  inspectors  of  cities 
and  towns  whenever  they  may  have  evidence  of  the  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  of  those  of  chapter 
115,  Laws  of  1895,  relating  to  oleomargarine,  to  file  the 
necessary  information  with  the  proper  chief  of  police  or  the 
county  solicitor,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  chief  of 
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police  and  county  solicitor  to  prosecute  offenders  under 
these  acts  to  final  judgment  and  sentence."

Mr.  French  of  Moultonborough  moved  that  the  House 
adjourn,  but  subsequently  withdrew  his  motion.

Mr.  French  of  Moultonborough  renewed  his  motion  to 
adjourn.

The  House  met  at  8  o'clock  according  to  adjournment. 

Agreeable  to  a  resolution  passed  at  a  previous  session 
instructing  the  Speaker  to  ask  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme 
Court  regarding  the  constitutionality  of  proposed  legisla- 
tion authorizing  the  taxation  of  property  passing  by  will 
or  inheritance,  the  Speaker  submitted  the  following  reply: 

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

The  undersigned,  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  have 
given  to  the  investigation  and  consideration  of  the  ques- 
tions submitted  in  your  resolution,  passed  February  9, 
relative  to  additional  legislation  under  the  constitutional 
amendment  of  1903,  authorizing  taxation  of  property 
when  passing  by  will  or  inheritance,  all  the  time  possible 
consistent  with  compliance  with  the  other  requests  of  your 
honorable  body  and  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the 
court.  Our  reply  is  requested  at  the  earliest  practicable 
moment  and  it  is  obvious  that  if  our  views  are  to  be  of  any 
service  to  the  Legislature  further  time  cannot  be  taken 
for  investigation.  We  therefore  in  response  to  this  reso- 
lution respectfully  submit  the  following. 

In  Thompson  v.  Kidder,  74  N.  H,  89,  the  validity  of  classi- 
fication in  the  imposition  of  the  inheritance  tax,  permitted 
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by  the  amendment  of  1903,  based  upon  the  character  of 
the  recipients  of  property  passing  by  will  or  inheritance 
or  the  nature  of  their  relationship  to  the  testator  or  ances- 
tor was  sustained,  the  assessment  being  uniform  through- 
out the  class.  Upon  the  principle  of  that  decision  we  see 
no  objection  to  an  assessment  at  different  rates  upon  classes 
standing  in  different  relations  to  the  original  owner  of  the 
property  or  between  which  there  is  reasonable  ground  for 
distinction.  To  be  exact  the  tax  may  be  assessed  at  a 
different  rate  upon  property  passing  to  direct  heirs  than  to 
collaterals;  a  distinction  may  be  made  between  relatives 
more  or  less  remote  in  the  direct  line.  Upon  the  question 
whether  in  view  of  fundamental  provisions  of  the  constitu- 
tion as  it  was  construed  and  understood  prior  to  1903  it 
was  intended  by  the  amendment  then  made  to  authorize 
an  exaction  from  those  in  the  same  class  or  relation  to  the 
testator  or  ancestor  varying  in  accordance  with  the  amount 
of  property  passing  or  in  other  words  to  authorize  a  classi- 
fication based  upon  amount  merely,  we  find  that  we  are 
not  agreed  in  opinion.  The  question  is  new  in  this  juris- 
diction. In  others  where  it  has  been  raised  the  courts  are 
in  conflict.  As  at  this  time  our  views  are  not  in  accord 
it  does  not  seem  that  it  will  be  useful  for  us  to  submit  the 
grounds  which  control  the  views  we  now  individually 
entertain. 

We  doubt  if,  in  this  situation  we  ought  to  do  so.  Our 
opinions  submitted  under  the  constitutional  provision 
are  merely  advisory  and  in  no  sense  an  adjudication  of  the 
question.  25  N.  H.  537,  538.  In  re  School  Law  Manual, 
63  N.  H.  574,  577.  It  is  therefore  entirely  immaterial 
to  which  side  of  the  question  the  majority  may  incline. 
If  the  proposed  legislation  is  adopted  the  question  of  right 
will  probably  be  raised  by  those  against  whom  the  higher 
rate  is  sought  to  be  imposed.  "It  is  essential  to  the  pres- 
ervation of  the  rights  of  every  individual,  his  life,  liberty, 
property,  and  character,  that  there  be  an  impartial  inter- 
pretation of  the  laws  and  administration  of  justice."  Bill 
of  Rights,  Art.  35.     Accordingly  the  justices  have  dechned 
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as  far  as  possible,  in  performance  of  the  advisory  duty 
imposed  upon  them  by  Art.  73  (74)  of  the  constitution, 
to  express  their  views  upon  questions  involving  private 
rights  or  to  make  any  answer  unless  the  official  power  or 
official  duty  of  the  body  making  the  inquiry  were  clearly 
involved  by  the  question  submitted.  62  N.  H.  704,  67 
N.  H.  600,  70  N.  H.  638. 

While  the  official  power  of  the  legislature  to  enact  the 
proposed  law  is  presented  by  the  question,  we  conceive 
it  to  be  our  duty  in  the  present  situation  in  the  light  of 
the  constitutional  provision  referred  to,  to  request  to  be 
excused  from  submitting  our  individual  views  at  this  time. 
If  the  law  is  passed  and  the  question  subsequently  litigated 
before  the  court,  we  think  the  justices  ought  not  to  be 
hampered  or  the  parties  prejudiced  by  the  formal  expres- 
sion of  individual  views  now  held  formed  upon  less  investi- 
gation than  we  feel  ought  to  be  given  to  the  decision  of  the 
question  and  without  the  aid  of  argument  by  counsel. 

It  appears  to  be  impossible,  in  the  time  that  remains, 
to  reconcile  our  views  so  as  to  join  in  an  answer  which  will 
be  of  use  to  the  legislature.  We  therefore  respectfully 
ask  to  be  excused  from  further  answer  at  this  time.

MESSAGE    FROM    THE    GOVERNOR. 

The  following  message  from  His  Excellency,  the  Gover- 
nor, was  laid  before  the  House  by  the  Honorable  Secretary 
of  State: 

To  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire: 

I  herewith  return  without  my  approval  House  Bill  No. 
459,  entitled  An  act  authorizing  savings  banks  to  retain 
certain  investments  in  the  capital  stock  of  national  banks 
in  this  state. 
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The  proposed  act  is  in  the  following  form: 

"Any  savings  bank  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
state  and  doing  business  therein  is  hereby  authorized  to 
hold  as  a  legal  investment  the  number  of  shares  in  the 
capital  stock  of  any  national  bank  in  this  state  which  such 
savings  bank  held  as  an  investment  on  the  thirtieth  day 
of  March,  1909;  and  any  act  or  part  of  any  act  contrary 
to  the  provisions  hereof  is  hereby  declared  to  be  void  and 
of  no  effect  so  far  as  any  such  shares  are  concerned." 

This  act  appears,  on  examination  of  its  title  and  of  the 
body  of  the  act  itself,  to  be  general  legislation  apphcable 
to  all  savings  banks  throughout  the  state.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  it  is  special  legislation,  affecting  only  one  bank,  the 
Amoskeag  Savings  Bank  of  Manchester. 

In  order  intelligently  to  comprehend  and  pass  judg- 
ment upon  the  merits  of  the  proposed  act  it  is  necessary 
carefully  to  review  the  history  of  the  legislation  upon  this 
subject. 

Prior  to  1895  there  was  no  restriction  upon  the  purchase 
by  savings  banks  of  stock  in  national  banks,  and  many  sav- 
ings banks  had  made  considerable  investments  of  that 
character.  In  that  year  an  act  was  passed  defining  the 
classes  of  securities  in  which  savings  banks  might  thereafter 
lawfully  invest  their  funds.  By  this  act  it  was  provided 
that  no  savings  bank  should  thereafter  invest  in  the  stock 
of  any  national  bank  to  the  extent  of  more  than  ten  per 
cent,  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  national  bank.  At  that 
time  the  Amoskeag  Savings  Bank  was,  and  for  some  years 
had  been,  the  holder  of  nine  hundred  shares,  or  forty-five 
per  cent,  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Amoskeag  National 
Bank  of  Manchester.  The  act  of  1895  did  not  invalidate 
holdings  already  acquired.  This  continued  to  be  the  law 
of  the  state  until  1909. 

Between  1895  and  1909  eight  savings  banks  acquired 
stock  in  national  banks  in  excess  of  the  legal  limit  of  ten 
per  cent.,  but  not  exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  their 
total  capital  stock. 

All  these  banks  were  notified  by  the  bank  commissioners 
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that  these  holdings  were  illegal  and  must  be  disposed  of. 
This  warning  was  not  obeyed,  but  application  was  made 
to  the  Legislature  of  1909  for  an  amendment  to  the  savings 
bank  investment  law  which  should  permit  savings  banks 
to  hold  not  exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  capital 
stock  of  New  Hampshire  national  banks.  Such  a  law  was 
enacted  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Court. 

In  1907  the  Amoskeag  Savings  Bank  purchased  one 
hundred  and  ten  shares  of  the  Amoskeag  National  Bank, 
making  its  total  holdings  one  thousand  and  ten  shares,  or 
fifty  and  one  half  per  cent,  of  the  capital  stock. 

The  act  of  1909  had  the  effect  of  legalizing  all  illegal 
holdings  of  national  bank  stock,  except  those  of  the  Amos- 
keag Savings  Bank,  and  of  one  other  bank,  which  has  heeded 
the  admonitions  of  the  bank  commissioners  and  disposed 
of  its  surplus  holdings. 

The  Amoskeag  Savings  Bank  continued  to  retain  its 
illegally  acquired  national  bank  stock  in  spite  of  repeated 
admonitions  from  the  bank  commissioners  and  from  the 
attorney-general.  An  action  was  finally  brought  by  the 
attorney-general  on  behalf  of  the  state  to  enforce  the  law 
and  compel  the  disposal  of  the  surplus  stock.  That  action 
is  now  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Rockingham 
county. 

The  policy  of  allowing  the  investment  of  savings  bank 
funds  in  the  stock  of  national  banks  to  any  large  amount 
is  of  very  doubtful  advisability.  It  is  not  permitted  at 
all  in  New  York,  whose  savings  bank  laws  are  generally 
regarded  as  among  the  soundest  and  best  in  the  country. 
The  frequency  of  national  bank  failures  tends  to  discredit 
such  investments.  An  additional  disadvantage  is  found 
in  the  fact  that,  in  case  of  failure,  national  bank  stock- 
holders are  liable  to  an  assessment  of  the  full  par  value 
of  their  stock.  A  sound  banking  policy  condemns  any 
community  of  interest  or  management  between  savings  and 
national  banks;  institutions  founded  upon  entirely  dif- 
ferent principles  and  for  different  purposes,  and  supervised 
by  different  bodies  of  examiners. 
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It  appears  that  our  state  had,  in  1909,  gone  to  the  Hmit 
which  safety  would  sanction  in  allowing  the  acquisition  of 
twenty-five  per  cent,  of  national  bank  stock  by  savings 
banks. 

The  act  of  1909  legalized  certain  illegal  investments  held 
by  some  savings  banks.  In  addition,  it  established  a  new 
general  policy  applicable  to  all  the  banks  in  our  state. 

House  Bill  No.  459  grants  a  special  privilege  to  one  bank 
which  is  not  open  to  other  banks.  If  it  became  a  law  it 
would  establish  a  precedent  encouraging  similar  illegal 
investments.  It  does  not  appear  that  any  unusual  or  grave 
circumstances  call  for  such  special  legislation. 

The  Amoskeag  Savings  Bank  made  this  investment 
with  its  eyes  open.  It  had  no  promise  of  immunity  from 
the  law  which  it  knowingly  violated,  and  no  reason  to 
expect  such  immunity.  There  is  no  ground  for  supposing 
that  it  will  be  obliged  to  dispose  of  its  illegal  investment  at 
a  loss.  The  public  is  in  no  way  interested  so  as  to  be  in- 
juriously affected  by  the  enforcement  of  this  law,  and  the 
depositors  in  the  bank  should  not  suffer  any  hardship. 
On  the  contrary,  our  state  policy  and  sound  principles  of 
banking  demand  the  enforcement  of  the  law  which  pro- 
hibits such  combined  control  of  savings  and  national  banks. 
Under  these  circumstances  I  can  see  no  reason  whj^  such  a 
wilful  violation  of  law  should  be  condoned,  but  many 
for  maintaining  the  state's  present  policy  for  the  protec- 
tion of  depositors  in  our  savings  banks.  Furthermore, 
public  officials,  who  are  called  upon  to  perform  a  disagree- 
able duty  conscientiously  and  fearlessly,  as  the  bank  com- 
missioners have  done  in  this  case,  should  be  assured  that 
they  will  always  have  behind  them  the  full  power  of  the 
state  in  all  its  departments,  legislative,  executive  and 
judicial.

MESSAGE    FROM    THE    SENATE.

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  5,  Joint  resolution  relating 
to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Industrial  School. 

Mr.  Felch  of  Sunapee  moved  that  the  joint  resolution  be 
laid  upon  the  table. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Felch, 

Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord  moved  that  the  House  adjourn, 
but  subsequently  withdrew  his  motion. 

Mr.  Felch  of  Sunapee  withdrew  his  motion,  temporarily, 
to  allow  of  the  introduction  of  a  Senate  message.

ilar corporations,  whether  contained  in  the  general  statutes 
or  in  the  charter  of  any  institution  incorporated  by  this 
state,  which  authorizes  or  permits  such  company  to  issue, 
sell,  or  negotiate  its  own  bonds  or  mortgage  securities,  or  its 
own  choses  in  action  secured  by  mortgage  of  real  estate 
which  are  to  be  issued,  sold,  or  negotiated  as  investments, 
or  which  authorizes  or  permits  it  to  guarantee  the  bonds, 
mortgage  securities,  or  other  choses  in  action  of  other  per- 
sons or  corporations  issued,  sold,  or  negotiated  as  invest- 
ments, or  which  authorizes  or  permits  it  to  engage  in  the 
business  of  marine,  fire,  or  life  insurance,  or  fidelity,  surety, 
accident,  health,  liability,  credit,  title,  or  other  form  of 
casualty  insurance,  is  hereby  repealed;  and  to  that  extent 
this  act  shall  be  an  amendment  to  the  charter  of  every 
trust  company  or  similar  corporation,  and  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  for  such  companies,  or  any  of  them,  to  accept 
said  amendment.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  any  corporation  or  company  actually  engaged  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  1911,  in  the  business  of  fidelity  and 
surety  insurance  in  so  far  as  the  right  of  such  company 
to  continue  such  business  of  fidelity  and  surety  insurance 
is  concerned.

A  division  being  had,  85  gentlemen  voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  60  gentlemen  voted  in  the  negative,  and  a  quorum 
of  the  House  not  being  present,  at  4.10  o'clock  the  House 
was  declared  adjourned.

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the 
matter  of  the  steam  railroad  charges  for  fares  and  freights 
in  New  Hampshire  presented  the  following  report : 

REPORT  TO  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 
OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED 
TO  INVESTIGATE  THE  MATTER  OF  THE 
STEAM  RAILROAD  CHARGES  FOR  FARES  AND 
FREIGHTS  IN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

On  January  10,  1911,  the  House  passed  the  following 
resolution: 

"Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by 
the  Speaker  to  make  an  investigation  of  the  steam  railroad 
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charges  for  fares  and  freights  in  New  Hampshire  and  report 
their  findings  thereon  by  bill  or  otherwise  to  this  House  at 
the  earliest  opportunity.  They  shall  have  authority  to 
call  for  books  and  accounts  and  summon  witnesses." 

On  January  17,  1911,  pursuant  to  the  above  resolution, 
the  Speaker  appointed  as  members  of  this  committee 
Messrs.  Pillsbury  of  Londonderry,  Walbridge  of  Milford, 
Felker  of  Rochester,  Farrand  of  Concord  and  Felch  of 
Sunapee. 

Before  any  hearings  were  had  before  the  committee, 
Mr.  Felker  of  Rochester  resigned  as  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  Mr,  Stevens  of  Landaff  was  appointed  in  his 
stead  by  the  Speaker. 

On  January  18,  1911,  the  House  passed  the  following 
resolution  in  respect  to  the  powers  of  the  above  committee : 

"Resolved,  That  the  special  committee  appointed  to  make 
an  investigation  of  the  steam  railroad  charges  for  fares  and 
freights  in  New  Hampshire  be  and  hereby  is  authorized 
to  take  testimony  under  oath,  to  employ  counsel  and 
experts  to  assist  in  its  investigation  and  to  employ  a  sten- 
ographer to  take  down  and  transcribe  the  proceedings 
before  said  committee." 

Acting  under  the  authority  of  the  above  resolutions, 
your  committee  employed  as  counsel,  Louis  D.  Brandeis, 
Esq.,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  Edmund  S.  Cook,  Esq.,  of  Concord, 
N.  H.,  and  Sherman  E.  Burroughs,  Esq.,  of  Manchester, 
N.  H.;  and  as  experts,  Mr.  D.  O.  Ives  and  Mr.  Robert 
Rantoul,both  of  Boston,  Mass., to  assist  in  its  investigation, 
and  employed  William  M.  Haggett,  of  Concord,  N.  H.,  as 
stenographer  to  take  down  and  transcribe  the  testimony 
for  the  use  of  the  committee,  its  counsel  and  experts. 

The  first  hearing  before  the  committee  was  held  on  Jan- 
uary 25,  1911,  and  since  then  a  number  of  hearings  have 
been  held,  the  last  one  on  March  8,  1911. 

Testimony  was  offered  at  the  hearings  by  the  Boston 
&  Maine  Railroad  through  its  general  freight  agent,  general 
superintendent,  chief  rate  clerk  of  the  passenger  depart- 
ment, and  a  number  of  representatives  of  the  industries 
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of  the  state.  There  was  also  testimony  offered  by  a  num- 
ber of  the  employees  of  the  railroad. 

Upon  the  request  of  the  committee,  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad  has  furnished  for  examination  a  large  number  of 
schedules  showing  rates  for  fares  and  freights  in  force 
upon  the  railroads  leased  and  consolidated  under  the  stat- 
utes of  1883  and  1889  in  effect  at  the  time  said  statutes 
were  passed.  The  schedules  were  far  from  complete  but 
the  railroad  claimed  that  it  produced  to  the  committee  all 
of  such  schedules  and  tariffs  that  were  in  their  possession 
or  could  be  obtained  by  them. 

The  experts  of  the  committee  have  spent  a  great  deal 
of  time  in  making  an  independent  examination  of  the 
schedules  and  tariffs  submitted  to  the  committee  by  the 
railroad  and  have  advised  the  committee  of  the  results 
of  their  investigations. 

On  February  3,  1911,  your  committee,  by  vote,  made 
the  following  request  upon  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad 
for  information: 

"As  suggested  by  Mr.  Rich  in  his  opening,  the  com- 
mittee would  like  to  know  'to  what  extent  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  rates  and  where  that  increase  has  taken 
place.' 

"The  committee  therefore  requests  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad  to  furnish  a  schedule  showing  specifically  what 
fares  and  freight  rates  in  force  February  3,  1911,  on  all 
of  the  lines  operated  by  it  in  New  Hampshire,  which  the 
attorney-general  claims  have  been  leased,  united  or  acquired 
under  chapter  100  of  the  Acts  of  1883,  exceed  the  fares  and 
rates  in  force  on  August  1,  1883,  and  as  to  each  fare  and 
rate  the  amount  of  such  excess. 

"Also,  what  fares  and  freight  rates  in  force  February  3, 
1911,  on  all  lines  operated  by  it  in  New  Hampshire,  claimed 
by  the  attorney-general  to  have  been  leased,  united  or 
acquired  under  chapter  5  of  the  Acts  of  1889  and  chapter 
156  of  the  Public  Statutes,  exceed  the  freight  rates  in  force 
on  July  24,  1889,  and  as  to  each  fare  and  rate  the  amount 
of  such  excess. 
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"Also  a  statement  showing  what  revenue  was  received 
by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  in  the  year  1910  from 
traffic  moving  under  each  such  rate  in  excess  of  what  revenue 
would  have  been  received  from  such  traffic  if  the  respective 
rates  had  not  been  so  raised. 

'^'And,  in  order  to  ascertain  to  what  extent  the  decrease 
in  the  operating  expenses  consequent  upon  the  leasing  or 
uniting  of  any  roads  under  the  Acts  of  1883  and  1889  has 
been  met  by  a  reduction  of  fares  and  freights  in  accordance 
with  chapter  100  of  the  Acts  of  1883  and  section  17  of 
chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  the  committee  desires  also 
to  have  a  similar  statement  showing  what  rates  have 
been  decreased  on  such  lines,  and  the  extent  of  each  such 
decrease." 

The  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  claimed  to  your  com- 
mittee that  it  was  practically  impossible  to  furnish  the 
information  asked  for  as  above  and  that  it  certainly  could 
not  furnish  such  information  during  the  present  session 
of  the  Legislature. 

In  order  to  show  approximately  what  the  difference  in 
cost  to  New  Hampshire  shippers  and  receivers  of  freight 
is  under  the  present  schedule  of  rates  from  what  it  would  be 
if  the  rates  in  1883  and  1889  were  in  force,  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad  undertook  to  apply  the  1883  and  1889  rates 
to  the  business  actually  moving  on  twelve  selected  dates 
from  February,  1910,  and  February,  1911,  and  from  this 
to  estimate  what  such  difference  would  be.  No  such 
estimate  has  been  furnished  to  the  committee,  and  the  rail- 
road claims  that  it  is  unable  to  perform  the  work  involved 
in  such  estimate  during  this  session  of  the  Legislature. 

The  questions  before  this  committees  arise  upon  the  fol- 
lowing facts: 

Prior  to  1883  there  were  many  small  railroads  in  the 
state  which  were  managed  and  operated  independently. 
Up  to  this  time  the  policy  of  the  state  was  to  require  its 
railroad  companies  to  remain  independent.  In  1883  a 
law  (chapter  100,  Laws  of  1883)  was  passed  which  per- 
mitted certain  of  these  roads  to  consolidate,  and  in  1889 
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a  law  (chapter  5,  Laws  of  1889)  was  passed  under  which 
all  of  the  railroads  in  the  state  could  consolidate. 

The  inducement  to  the  state  to  change  its  policy  and 
permit  its  railroads  to  consolidate  was  the  representations 
and  promises  on  the  part  of  the  railroads  that,  if  per- 
mitted to  combine,  large  savings  in  the  expense  of  operation 
could  be  made,  and  that  the  state  would  receive  the  benefit 
of  such  savings  in  reductions  in  charges,  and  that  there 
would  be  no  increases  in  charges.  These  promises  were 
written  into  the  Laws  of  1883  and  1889  and  railroads  were 
permitted  to  unite  under  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883 
upon  the  express  provision  "that  the  rates  for  fares  and 
freights  existing  August  1,  1883,  shall  not  be  increased  on 
any  part  of  the  roads  so  leased  or  united,  and  the  decrease 
in  the  operating  expenses  consequent  upon  the  leasing  or 
uniting  of  any  roads  shall  be  met  from  time  to  time  by  a 
reasonable  and  just  reduction  of  fares  and  freights." 
Chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889  contains  a  similar  provision 
against  the  increase  of  fares  and  freights  over  and  above 
those  in  force  July  24,  1889,  upon  the  roads  leased  or  united 
under  its  provisions. 

Most  of  the  railroads  of  the  state  have  accepted  the 
benefits  of  these  laws  and  have  consolidated  until  by  suc- 
cessive consolidations  all  but  152  miles  of  the  1,190  miles 
of  railroad  in  the  state  have  been  brought  together  into 
one  system  and  under  one  management,  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad,  and  this  system  as  a  whole  has  passed  into  the 
control  and  under  the  management  of  another  railroad 
corporation  outside  the  state,  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad. 

Under  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  prac- 
tically all  of  the  railroads  constituting  the  Boston  &  Maine 
system  are  subject  to  the  restrictive  provisions  of  the  above 
statutes  against  raising  rates. 

The  railroads  have  reduced  a  large  number  of  their  rates 
below  those  in  force  at  the  time  they  were  granted  permis- 
sion to  unite.  On  the  other  hand,  the  railroads,  contrary 
to  the  restrictions  in  these  statutes  that  no  rates  should  be 
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increased  above  those  in  force  at  the  time  the  statutes  were 
passed,  have  increased  their  rates  above  those  in  force  at 
that  time  without  authority  and  with  full  knowledge  that 
such  increases  were  illegal  and  contrary  to  the  rights  of 
shippers,  and  these  rates  are  now  in  force  and  are  being 
collected. 

It  is  impossible  for  the  committee  on  the  information 
before  it  to  find  how  many  of  the  rates  for  fares  and  freights 
in  New  Hampshire  have  been  increased  above  the  legal 
rates  or  what  the  amount  in  money  involved  in  such  in- 
crease is.  We  have  tried  to  get  this  information  from  the 
railroad,  but  the  railroad  claims  that  it  is  unable  to  furnish 
it  during  this  session  of  the  Legislature. 

PASSENGER    FARES. 

So  far  as  passenger  rates  are  concerned,  very  little  testi- 
mony has  been  offered  by  the  railroads.  No  passenger 
tariffs  have  been  filed  to  show  what  the  rates  were  in  1883 
or  1889,  nor  have  any  tariffs  been  filed  showing  the  fares  in 
effect  today.  Statements  have  been  presented  covering 
about  forty-seven  specific  rates  on  various  divisions  of  the 
Boston  &  Maine  system  in  New  Hampshire,  which  do  not 
show  the  single  fare  rates  of  today  as  being  higher  than 
those  in  effect  either  in  1889  or  1883.  The  railroad  rep- 
resentatives have  testified  that  so  far  as  they  can  determine 
their  commutation  and  their  special  forms  of  fares  are  not 
on  a  higher  basis  in  any  instance  today  than  existed  at  the 
time  the  statutes  were  enacted.  With  the  meagre  facts 
submitted,  it  is  impossible  to  form  any  very  definite  con- 
clusions. In  a  general  wa}',  however,  it  would  seem  that  so 
far  as  single  fare  rates  are  concerned,  they  are  not  higher 
today  than  in  1883  or  1889.  It  does,  however,  appear 
that  prior  to  1889  round-trip  tickets  were  sold  at  a  dis- 
count of  about  10  per  cent,  on  double  the  one-way  rate  and 
that  such  tickets  are  not  now  sold. 

FREIGHT    RATES. 

It  appears  that  the  class  rates,  which  are  those  under 
which  the  general  business  of  the  country  is  moved,  as  com- 
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pared  with  July  24,  1889,  have  been  very  generally  advanced 
one  cent  per  hundred  pounds  on  all  classes.  There  are 
exceptions  to  this,  but  it  would  seem  that  by  far  the  greater 
proportion  of  these  class  rates  have  been  subjected  to  this 
increase. 

On  the  original  Boston  &  Maine  and  Eastern  Railroad 
systems,  now  constituting  practically  the  Eastern,  Western 
and  Northern  divisions  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  system,  it 
appears  that  on  business  between  Boston  and  points  on 
these  lines  in  New  Hampshire  and  also  between  stations 
locally  in  New  Hampshire,  as  well  as  between  stations 
located  on  the  one  line  and  those  located  on  the  other,  the 
rate  has  been  almost  without  exception  advanced  one  cent 
per  hundred  pounds  on  all  classes  above  those  in  effect 
in  1889,  and  these  advances  are  in  force  today. 

In  general  it  would  appear  from  an  •examination  of  the 
schedules  and  tariffs  that  have  been  filed  with  the  com- 
mittee that  wherever  in  1883  and  1889  there  were  joint 
agreements  for  the  exchange  of  traffic  between  the  inde- 
pendent Hnes,  the  rate  in  force  today  shows  an  increase  of 
one  cent  per  hundred  pounds.  On  the  other  hand,  wher- 
ever in  1883  and  1889  there  were  no  such  joint  agreements 
for  the  exchange  of  traffic  from  points  on  one  line  to  points 
on  the  other  under  a  rate  made  up  of  a  combination  of  two 
or  more  locals,  the  rate  today  shows  a  decrease  over  that  in 
effect  in  1883  and  1889.  It  is  quite  probable,  however, 
that  no  considerable  volume  of  business  moved  over  lines 
in  New  Hampshire  in  1883  or  1889  where  two  or  more  locals 
were  exacted,  because  such  combination  of  rates  would  in 
many  instances  be  practically  prohibitive. 

It  is  difficult  to  decide  exactly  what  joint  rates  were  in 
existence  in  1883  and  1889  between  the  various  separately 
operated  lines  now  united  under  the  statutes  of  1883  and 
1889.  There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  joint  rates  were 
generally  in  effect  between  points  on  the  Eastern  Railroad 
and  the  original  Boston  &  Maine  system,  between  the  Boston 
&  Lowell  Railroad  and  the  group  of  roads  radiating  north 
and  west  from  Nashua,   Manchester  and  Concord,  prin- 
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cipally  comprised  in  the  Concord  &  Montreal  and  Northern 
Railroad  systems.  There  is  no  indication  in  the  evidence 
that  outside  of  these  lines,  as  a  general  rule,  there  existed 
joint  rates  between  railroads  covered  by  the  statutes,  al- 
though it  is  probable  that  rates  lower  than  a  combination 
of  locals  were  made  by  such  railroads  on  such  shipments 
as  actually  moved. 

Since  1889  what  is  called  an  official  classification  has  been 
adopted  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  in  common  with 
all  other  railroads  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  country.  This 
has  resulted  in  many  changes  in  the  ratings  on  the  various 
articles  of  commerce,  some  changes  resulting  in  advancing 
rates  and  others  in  reducing  rates,  perhaps  the  majority 
of  the  changes  being  in  the  nature  of  reductions.  Just 
what  effect  these  changes  in  classification  have  had  on 
rates  the  committ^  cannot  determine  from  the  examina- 
tion it  has  been  able  to  make. 

Practically  all  of  the  industries  of  New  Hampshire  are 
provided  today  with  special  commodity  rates  on  both  raw 
material  and  finished  product.  These  rates  are  now  neces- 
sarily published,  but  with  few  exceptions  no  corresponding 
rates  have  been  shown  in  the  evidence  as  existing  in  1883 
or  1889.  Commodity  rates  at  that  time  were  not  always 
published  in  tariff  form  although  they  were  undoubtedly 
in  effect  in  most  instances.  The  railroad  claims  that  it 
cannot  show  the  exact  commodity  rates  charged  in  1889, 
so  that  it  is  impossible  to  make  any  comparison  of  com- 
modity rates  now  in  force  with  those  in  force  in  1883  and 
1889  that  will  be  of  any  material  value.  The  comparison 
of  the  present  commodity  rates  with  the  general  class  rates 
in  force  in  1883  and  1889  show  on  their  face  material  reduc- 
tions, but  such  a  comparison  is  not  a  fair  one  and  does  not 
show  the  real  difference  between  the  rates  under  which 
the  traffic  moves  today  and  the  rates  under  which  the 
traffic  moved  in   1883  and   1889. 

The  lumber  rates  in  New  Hampshire  have  been  generally 
increased  $2  per  car  over  those  in  force  in  1889.  In  respect 
to  this  commodity  the  situation  is  very  similar  to  that  with 
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reference  to  class  rates,  namely,  wherever  joint  or  local 
rates  have  been  produced  showing  the  1889  basis,  the 
present  rates  are  $2  per  car  higher  with  few  exceptions,  and 
the  same  conditions  exist  in  the  matter  of  combination 
rates  on  lumber  as  with  class  rates.  There  has  been  a 
general  advance  on  the  rates  on  brick  and  granite,  except 
where  special  commodity  tariffs  have  been  made.  It 
appears  that  the  rates  for  transportation  of  cordwood  and 
coal  have  not  been  advanced  above  those  in  effect  in  1889. 

All  the  joint  rates,  both  class  and  commodity,  in  connection 
with  other  carriers  than  the  Boston  &  Maine  and  especially 
in  connection  with  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad,  have  as  a  general  rule  been  reduced  in  recent 
years,  the  principal  exceptions  being  the  so-called  dif- 
ferential rates  to  the  middle  western  territory  and  the 
lake  and  rail  rates  to  the  same  territory,  both  of  which 
have  been  quite  materially  advanced  within  recent  years. 

The  railroad  introduced  certain  evidence  comparing  the 
rates  charged  on  New  Hampshire  traffic  with  the  rates 
charged  on  traffic  in  other  parts  of  New  England.  It  is 
impossible  on  the  information  furnished  to  reach  a  definite 
conclusion  as  to  how  the  rates  in  New  Hampshire  compare 
with  the  rates  in  other  sections  of  New  England.  No 
information  has  been  furnished  as  to  the  volume  of  tonnage 
originating  in  New  Hampshire  or  the  volume  of  tonnage 
passing  through  the  state.  In  trjdng  to  make  such  a  com- 
parison of  rates,  the  difficulty  is  greatly  increased  from  the 
fact  that  rates  in  different  parts  of  New  Hampshire  itself 
vary  materially,  so  that  there  is  no  single  standard  of 
rates  in  the  state  with  which  to  make  comparisons. 

In  a  general  way  it  appears  that  the  rates  in  Vermont  and 
in  the  parts  of  Maine  where  water  competition  is  not  a  con- 
trolling factor,  are  higher  than  those  in  New  Hampshire; 
that  the  rates  on  the  Fitchburg  division  in  Massachusetts 
are  generally  higher  than  those  in  New  Hampshire;  that 
the  rates  on  the  Eastern  and  Western  divisions,  both  in 
New  Hampshire  and  Massachusetts,  are  generally  lower 
than  the  other  rates  in  New  Hampshire;   that  the  rates  on 
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the  Central  Massachusetts  division  of  the  Boston  &  Maine 
system  seem  to  be  considerably  lower  than  the  rates  in  New- 
Hampshire.  The  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  maintains 
a  materially  lower  basis  than  that  prevailing  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, while  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road in  some  case  charges  higher  and  in  some  cases  lower 
rates  than  the  New  Hampshire  rates. 

It  appears  that  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  while 
claiming  that  its  needs  of  revenue  have  been  urgent  and 
that  the  increases  made  have  been  necessary  in  order  to 
secure  to  it  a  reasonable  revenue,  have,  during  the  period 
since  the  general  advance  in  1903,  made  many  special 
commodity  tariffs  reducing  rates  in  some  cases  very  ma- 
terially. 

The  counsel  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  at  the  final 
hearing  before  the  committee,  stated  that  its  purpose  in 
asking  for  a  repeal  of  the  restrictive  statutes  was  to  make 
its  present  schedule  of  rates  legal  and  that  the  railroad 
had  no  intention  or  desire  to  increase  any  of  the  rates  now 
in  force.  The  railroad  claims  that  its  present  rates  are 
reasonable  and  just  and  that  to  compel  it  to  reduce  those 
rates  which  are  in  excess  of  the  legal  maximum  would 
deprive  it  of  revenue  that  it  needs  and  is  justly  entitled  to, 
and  that  to  meet  such  reduction  it  would  be  compelled 
to  increase  those  rates  that  are  below  the  legal  maximum. 
It  further  claims  that  such  a  general  rearrangement  of 
rates  would  disturb  business  and  result  in  a  schedule  less 
satisfactory  and  fair  than  the  existing  one,  and  that,  there- 
fore, it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  state  itself  to  legalize 
the  present  rates.  It  is  impossible  for  your  committee, 
on  the  evidence  submitted,  to  determine  whether  these 
claims  are  true  or  not  or  whether  the  present  schedule  of 
rates  is,  on  the  whole,  reasonable  or  not,  nor  can  we  find 
whether  the  burden  of  the  present  schedule  is  fairly  dis- 
tributed as  to  shippers  and  localities.  We  do  not  know 
what  the  effect  on  the  railroad,  or  on  the  business  of  the 
state,  would  be  if  the  railroad  were  compelled  immediately 
to  return  to  its  legal  rates. 
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Your  committee  is,  therefore,  unable  to  recommend  any 
final  solution  of  the  rate  question.  Before  such  a  solution 
is  arrived  at,  which  will  be  just  to  the  people  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  the  railro'ad  and  will  decide  this  controversy  in  a 
manner  which  will  ensure  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest 
number,  a  much  more  thorough  and  painstaking  investi- 
gation must  be  made  than  it  has  been  possible  for  this  com- 
mittee to  make.  The  necessary  information  now  lack- 
ing understandingly  to  pass  upon  the  matter  should  be 
insisted  upon  from  the  railroads,  and  individual  shippers 
and  representatives  of  the  industries  in  the  various  sections 
of  the  state  should  be  given  every  opportunity  to  be  heard. 

The  committee  has  carefully  considered  House  Bill  No. 
21,  entitled  "An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  100  of  the 
Laws  of  1883  and  chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889  and  chapter 
156  of  the  Public  Statutes,  in  relation  to  railroad  rates," 
which  provides  for  the  repeal  of  the  provisions  in  those 
laws  so  far  as  they  limit  the  rates  for  fares  and  freights  on 
the  roads  leased  or  united  thereunder,  which  was  referred 
to  this  committee. 

The  committee  has  been  unable  to  find  any  reason  why 
the  restrictive  clauses  in  these  statutes  should  be  repealed, 
thereby  taking  away  from  the  state  the  control  over  rates 
which  those  statutes  give  it,  and  your  committee  herewith 
returns  said  bill,  with  the  recommendation  that  it  is  "inex- 
pedient to  legislate." 

In  the  present  treatment  of  this  matter  and  in  any  sub- 
sequent action  which  the  Legislature  takes,  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  it  is  of  first  importance  that  the  present 
right  of  control  which  the  state  has  over  railroad  rates  should 
be  maintained  and  that  the  policy  of  general  state  regula- 
tion over  railroads  and  its  charges  be  established  in  order 
that  the  interests  of  the  public  may  be  adequately  pro- 
tected. The  question  whether  the  restrictive  statutes 
should  be  modified  in  such  a  way  as  to  legalize  the  present 
schedule  of  rates  should  be  determined  by  the  Legislature 
only  after  a  full  and  complete  investigation  of  the  whole 
subject  and  a  report  by  some  competent  tribunal. 
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The  committee  has  considered  what  the  status  of  these 
rates  should  be  pending  such  complete  investigation  and 
report.  This  is  a  perplexing  question.  On  the  advice  of 
its  experts,  the  committee  recommend's  that,  if  provision 
can  be  made  for  a  full  and  complete  examination  of  the  whole 
subject  under  such  conditions  as  will  safeguard  all  of  the 
interests  of  the  state,  the  present  schedules  should  be  per- 
mitted to  remain  in  force.  Your  committee  believes  that  no 
great  hardships  will  result  if  the  present  schedule  of  rates 
remains  in  statu  quo  during  the  time  necessary  for  a  careful 
study  of  the  whole  question. 

If  a  public  service  commission  is  established  clothed  with 
powers  given  it  in  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a 
public  service  commission,"  substantially  in  the  form  in 
which  that  bill  passed  the  House  of  Representatives,  that 
commission  would  be  the  proper  tribunal  to  make  an 
investigation  of  this  matter.  Owing,  however,  to  the 
uncertainty  at  present  existing  as  to  the  final  form  in  which 
the  bill  above  referred  to  will  become  a  law,  if  it  becomes 
a  law  at  all,  your  committee  is  unable  at  present  to  report 
a  bill  to  the  House  providing  for  the  adjustment  of  this 
matter. 

Your  committee  asks  leave  to  make  a  further  report, 
with  a  bill,  when  it  is  known  whether  or  not  a  public  service 
commission  is  to  be  established  and  what  the  powers  of 
that  commission  are.

The  report  was  then  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord, — 

Resolved,  That  the  clerk  of  the  House  be  instructed  to 
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procure  2,000  additional  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  Railroad  Rates. 

Mr.  Sherry  of  Dover,  Ward  2,  for  the  Committee  on 
Public  Health,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  7, 
An  act  to  regulate  lying-in  hospitals,  reported  the  same 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third 
reading. 

Mr.  Sherry  of  Dover,  Ward  2,  for  the  Committee  on 
Public  Health,  reported  the  following  entitled  bill.  House 
Bill  No.  609,  An  act  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  the  water 
in  Loon  pond  in  the  town  of  Hillsborough,  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  bill  read  a  first  and  second 
time  and  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Welch  of  Franklin,  for  the  Committee  on  Incorpora- 
tions, to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  60,  An  act  to 
amend  an  act  authorizing  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  a  dam  or  dams  across  the  Connecticut  river  in 
Monroe  in  the  county  of  Grafton,  reported  the  same  with 
the  recommendation  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third 
reading. 

Mr.  Ramsdell  of  Chester,  for  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations, to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  495,  An 
act  to  amend  chapter  35,  Session  Laws  of  1901,  entitled 
"An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  concentrated  commercial 
feeding-stuffs,"  reported  the  same  with  the  recommendation 
that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third 
reading. 

Mr.  McLane  of  Milford,  for  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations, to  whom  was  referred  House  Joint  Resolution 
No.  61,  Joint  resolution  to  appropriate  two  hundred 
dollars  to  repair  and  extend  the  screen  at  the  outlet  of 
Success  pond  in  the  town  of  Success,  reported  the  same 
with  the  following  amendments,  and  the  recommendation 

that  the  joint  resolution  as  amended  ought  to  pass: 
49 
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Amend  said  resolution  by  striking  out  in  the  first  line  the 
words  "two  hundred,"  and  insert  in  the  place  thereof  the 
words  "one  hundred  and  fifty";  further  amend  by  inserting 
after  the  figures  "1911"  in  the  fifth  line  thereof  the  figures 
" — 12";  and  further  amend  by  striking  out  after  the  word 
"of"  in  the  seventh  line  the  words  "any  money  in  the  treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated,"  and  insert  in  the  place 
thereof  the  following,  "the  appropriation  for  that  purpose 
provided  for  the  fish  and  game  commission  department," 
so  that  said  resolution  as  amended  shall  read   as   follows: 

That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  be,  and 
hereby  is  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  and 
extending  the  screen  across  the  outlet  of  Success  pond  in 
the  town  of  Success,  said  appropriation  to  be  expended  and 
said  screen  to  be  repaired  and  extended  during  the  year 
1911-12  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  fish 
and  game  commissioners  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and  said  amount  to  be  appropriated  shall  be  paid  and 
expended  out  of  the  appropriation  for  that  purpose  provided 
for  the  fish  and  game  commission  department. 

Amend  the  enacting  clause  to  said  joint  resolution  by 
strikmg  out  the  words  "two  hundred"  and  insert  in  the 
place  thereof  the  words  "one  hundred  and  fifty,"  so  that 
said  enacting  clause  as   amended    shall   read  as  follows: 

"Joint  resolution  to  appropriate  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  to  repair  and  extend  the  screen  at  the  outlet  of 
Success  pond  in  the  town  of  Success." 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  adopted  and 
the  joint  resolution  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Sherry  of  Dover,  Ward  2,  for  the  Committee  on 
'Public  Health,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  6, 
An  act  relating  to  the  licensing  and  the  regulating  of  the 
receiving,  boarding  and  keeping  of  infants,  reported  the  same 
with  the  following  amendments,  and  the  recommendation 
that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  2  by  inserting  the  words  "in  its  discre- 
tion" after  the  word  "may"  in  the  first  sentence  of  said 
section   (line  2  on  printed  bill),   by  inserting  the  words 
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."and  any  further  restrictions  or  regulations  which  the 
state  board  of  charities  and  correction  may  deem  necessary" 
after  the  words  "one  time"  in  the  third  sentence  (Hne  10 
on  printed  bill),  by  adding  the  words  "and  any  revoca- 
tion thereof"  to  the  end  of  the  fifth  sentence  (after  "thereof" 
line  20  on  printed  bill),  and  by  adding  the  following  at 
the  end  of  said  section:  "Such  premises  shall  also  be 
subject  to  visitation  and  inspection  at  any  time  by  the 
solicitor  of  the  county  and  the  mayor,  selectmen  and  police 
officers  of  the  city  or  town." 

Amend  section  4  bj^  adding  the  following  at  the  end 
thereof:  "and  any  other  facts  regarding  such  infant  which 
said  board  may  direct.  In  the  case  of  the  death  of  any 
such  infant,  the  licensee  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  said 
board  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  stating  the 
date  and  cause  of  its  death,  the  duration  of  its  illness,  and 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  attending  physician  and 
undertaker,  and  shall  also  enter  said  facts  upon  said  record. 
Said  record,  together  with  all  written  contracts  relative 
to  such  infants,  shall  be  open  to  examination  by  any  person 
authorized  by  this  act  to  inspect  the  licensed  premises. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  changing  the  number  of  the 
concluding  section  from  15  to  16,  and  by  striking  out 
the  present  section  14  (added  by  amendment  in  the  Senate) 
and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following  revised 
section  14  and  new  section  15: 

Sect.  14.  No  citizen  of  this  state  or  other  person  sub- 
ject to  its  jurisdiction  shall  print,  publish,  circulate  or 
cause  or  procure  to  be  printed,  pubhshed  or  circulated  in 
this  state  any  press  or  other  advertisement  of,  or  in  any 
other  manner  publicly  solicit  within  this  state  patronage 
for,  any  boarding  house  for  infants  located  either  within  or 
without  this  state,  nor  print,  publish,  circulate  or  cause 
or  procure  to  be  printed,  published  or  circulated  without 
this  state  any  press  or  other  advertisement  of,  or  otherwise 
publicly  solicit  outside  this  state  patronage  for,  any  board- 
ing house  for  infants  located  within  this  state,  whether 
maintained  by  himself  or  others ;  except  that  any  such  insti- 
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tution  duly  licensed  under  this  act  may  display  a  sign 
containing  the  name  of  the  institution  but  no  other  words 
or  information.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
a  license  issued  under  this  act,  knowingly  make  any  false 
entry  or  statement  in  connection  with  any  record,  notice, 
information  or  report  required  by  this  act,  knowingly 
give  false  information  to  or  otherwise  attempt  to  deceive 
or  mislead  any  one  engaged  in  investigation  or  inspection 
under  the  authority  of  this  act,  or  otherwise  violate  any 
provision  of  this  act  for  whose  infringement  no  penalty 
is  hereinbefore  specifically  provided,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  by  im- 
prisonment for  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  both  such 
fine  or  imprisonment. 

Sect.  15.  If  facts  shall  come  to  the  attention  of  anj^ 
physician,  undertaker,  officer  authorized  to  issue  burial 
permits  or  other  person,  indicating  that  any  infant  kept 
at  a  boarding  house  for  infants  is  being  cruelly  treated 
or  that  its  life  or  health  is  endangered  by  lack  of  suitable 
nourishment,  care,  nursing  or  medical  attendance,  or  that 
the  death  of  any  infant  dying  at  such  an  institution  may 
have  been  occasioned  by  such  cruelty  or  neglect,  such 
person  shall  forthwith,  under  penalty  of  a  fine  of  ten  dollars 
for  each  day's  failure,  give  notice  thereof  to  the  state  board 
of  charities  and  correction  and  to  the  county  solicitor 
of  the  county.  Upon  receipt  of  such  notice  said  board 
may,  and  said  solicitor  shall,  immediately  investigate 
the  case,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  solicitor  to  cause 
the  custodian  or  custodians  of  such  infant  to  be  arrested 
and  criminally  prosecuted  for  cruelty  to  children,  man- 
slaughter, or  murder,  as  the  case  ma}^  be,  if  probable  cause 
appears  for  such  prosecution.

The  question  being. 

Shall  the  bill  pass? 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Piper  of  Stratham,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  bill  put  back  upon  its  second  reading 
for  purposes  of  amendment. 

Mr.  Piper  of  Stratham  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

Section  1.  No  child  under  the  age  of  twelve  shall  be 
employed  or  permitted  or  suffered  to  work  in,  about,  or 
in  connection  with  any  mill,  factory,  workshop,  quarry, 
mercantile  estabhshment,  tenement  house,  manufactory 
or  work  shop,  store,  business  office,  restaurant,  bakery, 
hotel,  barber  shop,  apartment  house,  bootblack  stand 
or  parlor. 

Sect.  2.  No  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  shall  be 
employed  or  permitted  or  suffered  to  work  in,  about,  or 
in  connection  with  any  mill,  factory,  workshop,  quarry, 
mercantile  establishment,  tenement  house,  manufactory 
or  workshop,  store,  business  office,  restaurant,  bakery, 
hotel,  barber  shop,  apartment  house,  bootblack  stand  or 
parlor,  during  school  hours,  nor  more  than  three  hours 
per  day,  such  days  as  school  is  in  session,  nor  more  than 
five  hours  per  day  when  school  is  not  in  session,  nor  for 
less  than  seven  cents  per  hour. 

Sect.  3.     The  state  board  of  health  shall  cause  to  be

made  an  inspection  by  the  local  board  of  health,  of  any 
factory  or  place,  in  which  children  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
are  employed  not  less  than  three  times  per  year  and  may 
require  the  discharge  of  any  child  or  children  employed 
therein  who  by  reason  of  physical  condition,  of  unsanitary 
condition  of  employment,  or  of  development  below  the 
ordinary  development  of  children  of  that  age  cannot  in 
their  judgment  continue  to  be  employed  without  undue 
risk  to  health,  such  inspection  to  be  at  the  expense  of  the 
town  or  city  where  mlade. 

Sect.  4.  No  boy  under  ten  or  girl  under  fourteen  years 
of  age  shall  sell  or  expose  or  offer  for  sale  newspapers, 
magazines,  periodicals  or  other  merchandise,  or  engage 
in  the  transmission  of  merchandise  or  messages  in  any  street 
or  public  place.  No  child  shall  work  as  a  bootblack  in 
any  street  or  public  place  unless  he  is  over  ten  years  of  age. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall 
be  employed  or  permitted  to  work  as  a  messenger  for  a 
telegraph,  telephone,  or  messenger  company  in  the  distribu- 
tion, transmission,  or  delivery  of  goods  or  messages  before 
five  o'clock  in  the  morning  or  after  ten  o'clock  in  the 
evening  of  any  day. 

Sect.  6.  No  boy  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  and 
no  girl  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  shall  be  employed, 
or  permitteed  or  suffered  to  work,  at  any  gainful  occupa- 
tion, other  than  domestic  service  or  work  on  a  farm,  more 
than  forty-eight  hours  in  any  one  week,  nor  more  than 
eight  hours  in  any  one  day,  nor  before  the  hour  of  half 
past  six  o'clock  in  the  morning,  nor  after  the  hour  of  seven 
o'clock  in  the  evening, — except  that  minors  sixteen  years 
of  age  or  over  may  work  in  telephone  exchanges  until 
ten  o'clock  in  the  evening,  but  no  child  over  fourteen 
years  of  age  shall  be  allowed  or  permitted  or  suffered  to 
work  at  any  gainful  occupation  for  less  than  ten  cents 
per  hour. 

Sect.  7.  No  child  under  eighteen  years  of  age  shall  be 
employed,  or  permitted  or  suffered  to  work  in,  about, 
or  in  connection  with,  any  place  or  establishment  named

in  section  1,  unless  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  employ- 
ing such  child  keeps  on  file,  and  accessible  to  any  truant 
officer,  or  other  authorized  inspector  a  list  of  all  children 
so  employed,  showing  in  detail  the  age  of  each  child  so 
employed,  the  number  of  hours  employed  each  day,  and 
the  time  of  day  employed,  and  the  wages  paid  each  child, 
with  the  address  of  parents  or  guardians.  A  sworn  copy 
of  which  shall  be  sent  to  the  local  board  of  health  and  the 
school  board,  or  superintendent,  of  schools  in  the  town  or 
city  where  such  child  is  employed  each  week. 

Sect.  8.  The  truant  officer  of  each  school  district 
shall  visit,  inspect,  and  cause  to  be  enforced  the  provisions 
of  this  act  in  his  district,  and  for  this  purpose  shall  have 
power  to  serve  warrants. 

Sect.  9.  The  state  board  of  health  shall  appoint  not 
exceeding  three  state  inspectors,  who  shall  be  paid  their 
necessary  expenses  and  such  compensation  as  the  governor 
and  council  shall  determine,  not  exceeding  $1,200  per 
annum  each,  and  who  shall  devote  their  whole  time  to 
their  work. 

The  state  inspectors,  under  the  directions  of  the  state 
board  of  health,  shall  inspect  all  factories  and  other  places 
of  employment  within  the  contemplation  of  this  act  and 
all  records  and  methods  of  enforcement.  They  shall  have 
the  same  power  as  to  enforcement  and  the  serving  of 
warrants  as  the  several  truant  officers. 

The  state  board  of  health,  with  the  approval  of  the 
attorney -general,  may  employ  counsel,  and  provide  legal 
assistance  wherever  the  same  may,  in  his  opinion,  be  neces- 
sary for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  charged  upon  the  appro- 
priations hereinafter  provided. 

Sect.  10.  Whoever  employs  any  child,  and  whoever, 
having  under  his  control  as  parent,  guardian  or  otherwise, 
any  child,  permits  or  suffers  such  child  to  be  employed 
or  to  work  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
or  whoever  omits  or  refuses  to  do  anything  required  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act,   or  whoever  makes  any  false 
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record,  or  returns  of  any  lists  required  by  this  act,  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars, 
or  be  imprisoned  for  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  thirty 
days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sect.  11.  Whoever  continues  to  employ  any  child  in 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  after  being 
notified  thereof  by  an  inspector,  or  truant  officer,  shall 
for  every  day  thereafter  that  such  employment  continues, 
be  fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  12.  The  sum  of  six  thousand,  five  hundred 
dollars  annually  is  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Sect.  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage 
and  all  ■  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed.

Whereas,  it  being  manifest  from  the  report  of  the  special 
committee  appointed  to  investigate  rates  that  the  railroad 
has  not  fulfilled  in  good  faith  its  pledges  to  be  frank,  and 
furnish  all  the  necessary  information  to  said  committee, 
on  which  to  base  a  sound  judgment,  and  that  said  rail- 
road is  still  charging  and  collecting  illegally  rates  in  excess 
of  the  lawful  rates,  thus  violating  their  promise  to  obey 
the  law.     And 

Whereas,  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  previous  to 
election,  took  the  just  and  reasonable  stand  that  the 
foundation  of  free  government  must  rest  upon  the  obedi- 
ence of  the  laws  of  that  government  by  all,  which  position 
was  emphatically  endorsed  by  the  people  in  November;  and 

Whereas,  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  in  his  mes- 
sage at  the  opening  of  the  session,  said:  ''As  long  as  this 
law  is  on  the  statute  books  it  should  be  enforced,"  and 
further,  that  "every  presumption  should  be  made  in  favor 
of  the  continuance  of  ancient  safeguards  established  for 
the  defence  of  the  rights  of  the  people  against  oppres- 
sion of  monopoly,  and  those  safeguards  should  neither  be 
withdrawn,  released  nor  suspended  except  for  strong 
reasons,  clearly  demonstrated";  and 

Whereas,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  has  further 
called  our  attention  in  his  message  on  the  Amoskeag  Bank 
bill,  to  the  fact  that  if  a  corporation  violated  the  law,  with 
its  eyes  open,  "it  had  no  promise  of  immunity  from  the 
law  which  it  knowingly  violated,  and  no  reason  to  expect 
such  immunity."     And 

Whereas,  we  agree  with  the  governor,  and  believe 
that  the  safety  of  free  government  must  be  in  just  laws, 
impartially  administered  without  fear  or  favor,  and  that 
no  special  privileges  should  be  granted  any  man  or  cor- 
poration.    Therefore 

Be  it  Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the 
Senate  concurring,  that  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  governor 
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should  instruct  the  attorney-general  to  take  such  action  as 
may  be  necessary  to  compel  the  railroads  to  obey  the  law 
forthwith. 

Mr.  Piper  of  Stratham  moved  that  the  resolution  be  laid 
upon  the  table  to  be  printed,  and  made  a  special  order  for 
Thursday,  March  30,  at  10.05  o'clock.

porations of  a  similar  nature,  and  by  that  name  may  sue 
and  be  sued.  Harry  L.  Avery  or  Charles  A.  Jones  may 
call  the  first  meeting  of  said  association  by  letter  mailed 
to  each  member  of  said  association  at  least  seven  days 
prior  to  the  date  set  for  said  first  meeting.

Every  trust  company,  banking  company, 
loan  and  banking  company,  or  similar  corporation,  incor- 
porated for  the  purpose  of  doing  the  business  of  a  trust 
company  or  a  general  banking  business  shall  organize 
and  commence  business  within  four  years  from  the  date 
of  its  incorporation;  otherwise,  its  charter  shall  become 
void;  and  if  any  such  corporation  holding  a  charter  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  1911,  and  not  having  commenced 
the  transaction  of  business,  shall  fail  to  organize  and  com- 
mence business  within  four  years  from  said  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1911,  its  charter  shall  thereby  be  rendered  void. 

Amend  section  2  by  adding  after  the  last  line  of  said 
section  the  following:  "The  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  any  corporation  or  company  actually  engaged 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  1911,  in  the  business  of  fidelity 
and  surety  insurance  in  so  far  as  the  right  of  said  company 
to  continue  such  business  of  fidelity  and  surety  insurance 
is  concerned,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

Sect.  2.  Any  provision  of  law  regarding  trust  companies, 
banking    companies,    loan    and    banking    companies,    or 
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similar  corporations,  whether  contained  in  the  general 
statutes  or  in  the  charter  of  any  institution  incorporated 
by  this  state,  which  authorizes  or  permits  such  company 
to  issue,  sell,  or  negotiate  its  own  bonds  or  mortgage  securi- 
ties, or  its  own  choses  in  action  secured  by  mortgage  of 
real  estate  which  are  to  be  issued,  sold,  or  negotiated  as 
investments,  or  which  authorizes  or  permits  it  to  guarantee 
the  bonds,  mortgage  securities,  or  other  choses  in  action 
of  other  persons  or  corporations  issued,  sold,  or  negotiated 
as  investments,  or  which  authorizes  or  permits  it  to  engage 
in  the  business  of  marine,  fire,  or  life  insurance,  or  fidelity, 
surety,  accident,  health,  liability,  credit,  title,  or  other 
form  of  casualty  insurance,  is  hereby  repealed;  and  to 
that  extent  this  act  shall  be  an  amendment  to  the  charter 
of  every  trust  company  or  similar  corporation,  and  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  for  such  companies,  or  any  of  them,  to 
accept  said  amendment.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  any  corporation  or  company  actually 
engaged  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1911,  in  the  business 
of  fidelity  and  surety  insurance  in  so  far  as  the  right  of 
such  company  to  continue  such  business  of  fidelity  and 
surety  insurance  is  concerned.

REPORT   OF   SPECIAL   COMMITTEE    ON    LAKE   WINNIPESAUKEE. 

The  special  committee,  appointed  under  resolutions 
adopted  by  this  House  January  24  and  February  8,  to 
investigate  and  inquire  into  the  cause  for  the  condition 
of  low  water  in  Lake  Winnipesaukee,  to  report  its  findings 
and  to  recommend  such  legislation  as  it  might  deem  expe- 
dient and  proper  for  the  conservation  of  the  water  of  the  said 
lake,  has  attended  to  its  duties,  so  far  as  possible,  had  numer- 
ous hearings,  viewed  the  premises,  heard  witnesses  and  any 
party  desiring  to  be  heard,  and  having  heard  all  parties 
who  appeared,  make  report  as  follows: 

The  committee,  on  view,  found  the  waters  of  the  lake 
at  eleven  inches  below  zero  or  low-water  (so  called  by  the 
Lake  Company),  at  Lakeport,  being  a  point  55  inches  below 
high-water,  so  called,  high-water  being  a  point  level  with 
the  top  of  the  dam  at  Lakeport. 

Your  committee  found  from  the  records  kept  by  the  Lake 
Company,  or  its  successor,  which  assumes  to  manage  and 
control  the  waters  of  the  lake,  that  the  rain-fall  for  the  last 
three  years  averaged  for  each  year  six  inches  less  than  the 
average  for  many  years  preceding;  also  that  in  spring  of 
1910  there  was  a  great  amount  of  leakage  at  the  dam  at 
Lakeport,  and  that  the  said  dam  was  not  repaired  and  the 
leakage,  or  waste  stopped  until  late  in  the  season;  and  there 
was  some  evidence  and  admission  that  the  agent  in  charge 
had  been  too  prodigal  in  the  use  of  the  water  for  so  dry  a 
season. 
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These  conditions  together  brought  about  or  caused  the 
lowest  level  of  the  lake  on  record,  or  within  the  memory 
of  any  person. 

The  result  to  the  landowners  and  summer  residents  about 
the  lake  was  most  serious:  Boathouses  were  entirely  out 
of  the  water,  in  some  instances  many  rods  distant,  wharves 
could  not  be  reached,  navigation  was  seriously  impaired, 
mail  boats  tied  up,  and  in  many  parts  of  the  lake  naviga- 
tion was  dangerous  or  impossible  because  of  the  rocks  and 
saitdbars.  Sanitary  conditions  undesirable,  odorous,  and 
dangerous  to  health.  Summer  residents  in  some  cases, 
were  planning  to  give  up  their  homes  near  the  lake,  many 
of  them  erected  at  great  cost,  and  to  seek  other  locations, 
and  it  appears  probable  that  Lake  Winnipesaukee  unless 
there  should  be  relief,  would  soon  cease  to  be  the  great 
summer  resort  that  it  has  attained  to,  and  New  Hampshire 
would  lose  one  of  its  great  assets. 

These  people  ask  for  reasonable  relief  from  what  they 
deem  to  be  intolerable  conditions,  conditions  that  even  some 
of  the  manufacturing  corporations  on  the  river  admitted 
were  most  serious.  It  appeared  that  the  amount  of  valua- 
tion of  summer  residents  in  the  towns  about  the  lake  for 
taxation  was  nearly  $2,000,000. 

In  the  course  of  the  hearing,  evidence  was  given  showing 
that  the  bottom  of  the  old  channel  at  The  Weirs  was  about 
six  inches  above  the  level  of  the  water  in  the  present  chan- 
nel, said  water  being  a  little  over  four  feet  deep,  making 
a  difference  of  four  feet  and  eight  inches,  and  that  by  reason 
of  this  the  waters  have  been  drawni  so  low  as  to  seriously 
interfere  with  and  impair  public  and  private  rights. 

We  believe  the  public  good  requires  action  by  this  legis- 
lature, to  both  restrict  and  define  the  power  or  privilege 
now  being  exercised  by  the  Lake  Company. 

Just  before  the  close  of  the  final  hearing,  counsel  repre- 
senting the  people  and  the  summer  residents  about  the 
lake,  and  counsel  representing  various  corporate  interests, 
got  together  to  devise  some  legislation  that  would  be  rea- 
sonable to  and  for  all  the  parties  and  various  interests,  or 
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would  be  reasonable  so  far  as  human  foresight  could  deter- 
mine. As  a  result  of  this  conference,  a  bill  was  prepared  by 
them  and  agreed  to  by  all,  as  we  understand,  containing 
certain  restrictions  and  conditions,  and  handed  the 
committee. 

It  was  in  a  line  with  ideas  already  entertained  by  the 
committee,  and  which  had  been  discussed  by  it.  Believing 
it  would  work  out  relief,  it  was  accepted  with  some  slight 
changes  as  offered. 

Should  it  prove  unsatisfactory  (if  it  becomes  a  law) 
or  ineffective  to  bring  about  desired  and  needed  results,  or 
should  the  Lake  Company  fail  to  adhere  to  it  without  an 
appeal  to  the  courts  by  the  people,  the  succeeding  legis- 
lature, with  such  knowledge  as  the  experience  of  next 
two  years  would  give  as  to  its  effect,  would  be  able  un- 
doubtedly to  frame  an  act  that  would  give  most  effective 
relief,  even  if  it  required  a  repeal  of  the  charter  of  the  com- 
pany. 

We,  therefore,  submit  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate 
the  use  of  the  water  of  Lake  Winnipesaukee, "  and  recom- 
mend that  it  ought  to  pass.

If  any  person  shall,  between  the  first  day 
of  December  in  any  year  and  the  first  day  of  October 
next  following,  take,  kill,  or  have  in  possession  any  wood- 
cock, ruffled  grouse,  partridge,  quail  or  Wilson  snipe, 
or  shall  at  any  time  take,  kill,  or  have  in  possession  any 
of  said  birds,  except  for  consumption  as  food  within  the 
state,  he  shall  be  fined  ten  dollars  ($10)  for  each  bird  so 
taken,  or  imprisoned  sixty  days,  or  both;  except  that  in 
Coos  and  Grafton  county  woodcock  may  be  killed  between 
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the  fifteenth  day  of  September  and  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber next  following.

of  property  which  has  been  issued  to  said  officer  or  enlisted 
man,  or  for  which  said  officer  or  enlisted  man  is  responsible, 
and  the  amount  of  such  stoppage  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  total  amount  due  him  at  the  regular  settlement.

COMMITTEE    REPORTS. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended to  allow  of  the  introduction  of  a  committee  report. 

The  Special   Committee  on  Railroad   Rates  made  the 
following  supplementary  report: 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

In  its  first  report  the  committee  said: 

"If  a  public  service  commission  is  established  clothed 
with  powers  given  it  in  the  bill  entitled,  'An  act  to  establish 
a  public  service  commission,'  substantially  in  the  form  in 
which  that  bill  passed  the  House  of  Representatives,  that 
commission  would  be  the  proper  tribunal  to  make  an 
investigation  of  this  matter.  Owing,  however,  to  the  un- 
certainty at  present  existing  as  to  the  final  form  in  which  the 
bill  above  referred  to  will  become  a  law,  if  it  becomes  a  law 
at  all,  your  committee  is  unable  at  present  to  report  a  bill 
to  the  House  providing  for  the  adjustment  of  this  matter.' 

Since  this  report  was  made  a  committee  of  the  Senate, 
at  the  suggestion  of  counsel  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Rail- 
road,   has    recommended    an    amendment    to    the    pubhc 
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service  commission  bill  which  undertakes  to  dispose  of  the 
entire  matter  which  was  referred  to  your  committee.  Such 
action  was  taken  by  the  Senate  committee  without  any 
previous  investigation  of  this  matter  whatever  and  upon  a 
statement  of  facts  made  by  the  railroad  counsel.  This 
amendment  has  been  adopted  by  the  Senate  and  the  public 
service  commission  bill  as  amended  is  now  awaiting  final 
action  by  that  body.  If  passed  by  the  Senate  in  its  present 
form,  it  will  come  back  to  the  House  for  concurrence.  In 
this  situation  it  has  seemed  best  to  your  committee  to  make 
known  to  the  House  without  delay  its  conclusions  as  to 
the  details  of  a  proper  bill  for  the  adjustment  of  this  matter, 
together  with  its  views  as  to  the  amendment  proposed  by 
the  railroad  and  accepted  by  the  Senate. 

The  question  of  what  shall  be  done  with  reference  to  the 
illegal  rates  which  the  railroad  is  collecting  is  an  independent 
one  and  the  enactment  into  law  of  the  public  service  com- 
mission bill  should  not  be  made  to  depend  upon  a  solution 
of  the  rate  problem.  The  public  service  commission  bill 
provides  for  a  general  regulation  not  only  of  steam  railroads 
and  their  charges,  but  of  electric  railroads,  gas  and  electric 
companies  and  other  public  utilities  and  their  charges. 
The  bill  has  been  pronounced  by  experts  to  be  the  best  in 
the  country,  and  if  it  becomes  a  law  will  protect  the  people 
from  extortion  and  oppression  by  public  service  corpora- 
tions. It  should  not  be  tied  up  with  the  question  of  illegal 
rates.  The  public  service  commission  bill  should  stand  or 
or  fall  upon  its  merits,  and  any  solution  of  the  rate  matter 
should  stand  or  fall  upon  its  merits. 

The  proposition  submitted  to  the  Senate  committee  by 
the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  attorneys  and  adopted  by 
the  Senate,  is  not  fair  to  the  shippers  of  the  state.  It 
permits  the  railroad  until  July  1,  1913,  to  collect  and  keep 
the  rates  which  are  above  the  maximum,  even  though  upon 
an  investigation  it  should  turn  out  that  such  rates  are 
unreasonable.  Shippers  who  are  required  to  pay  such 
illegal  rates  have  no  protection.  The  railroad  says  that 
what  it  collects  in  illegal  rates  is  more  than  made  up  by 
reductions  that  it  has  made  below  the  legal  limit.     Such 
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reductions  must  be  assumed  to  have  been  made  in  com- 
pliance with  the  following  provision  in  the  law  which 
permitted  the  railroads  to  consolidate:  "the  decrease  in 
the  operating  expenses  consequent  upon  the  leasing  or 
uniting  of  any  roads  shall  be  met  from  time  to  time  by  a 
reasonable  and  just  reduction  of  fares  and  freights."  It  is 
plain,  therefore,  that  these  reductions  cannot  fairly  be 
offset,  in  even  the  broadest  view  of  the  question,  against 
increases  of  rates  which  are  clearly  illegal,  being  in  viola- 
tion of  the  provision  in  the  law  under  which  the  railroads 
have  united  that — "the  rates  for  fares  and  freights  existing 
August  1,  1883,  shall  not  be  increased  on  any  part  of  the 
roads  so  leased  or  united."  The  fact  that  the  railroads 
have  to  some  extent  kept  one  of  their  promises  is  no  excuse 
for  their  wilful  violation  of  the  other  one.  Applied  to 
individual  shippers,  it  is  an  unsatisfactory  explanation  to 
one  who  is  pa3nng  a  rate  in  excess  of  that  allowed  by  law 
to  say  that  he  is  compensated  and  should  be  satisfied 
because  his  neighbor  is  enjoying  a  rate  that  is  lower  than 
that  allowed  by  law.  Because  the  adjustment  proposed 
by  the  Senate  amendment  does  not  in  any  way  protect  the 
rights  of  shippers,  your  committee  beheves  it  to  be  clearly 
indefensible. 

Your  committee  believes  that  the  whole  subject  of  steam 
railroad  rates  for  fares  and  freights,  together  with  all  mat- 
ters which  affect  such  rates,  should  be  thoroughly  investi- 
gated by  some  competent  tribunal  clothed  with  ample 
powers,  in  order  that  the  Legislature  may  be  fully  informed 
on  this  subject  in  any  further  action  it  may  take  in  relation 
thereto.  The  public  interests  involved  are  important  and 
the  questions  at  issue  are  complicated.  The  final  decision 
of  the  Legislature  should  be  based  upon  knowledge  and  care- 
ful consideration  of  all  the  facts.  We  have,  therefore,  pro- 
vided in  the  bill  submitted  herewith  (section  1)  for  a 
full  and  complete  investigation  by  the  public  service  com- 
mission of  the  subject  of  steam  railroad  rates  for  fares  and 
freights  and  a  report  to  the  governor  for  his  use  and  the 
use  of  the  Legislature;    said  investigation  to  be  completed 
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and  a  report  made  as  soon  as  may  be  and  not  later  than 
December  1,  1912. 

The  bill  submitted  herewith  permits  the  railroad,  pending 
the  investigation,  to  continue  to  collect  its  rates  now  in 
force  in  excess  of  the  maximum  fixed  by  law  upon  two  con- 
ditions: 

(1)  That  no  rates  now  in  force  upon  said  railroad  shall  be 
increased  until  after  the  investigation  has  been  made  and  a 
report  filed  as  provided  in  section  1  of  the  bill.  The 
purpose  of  this  condition  is  that  while  the  investigation  is 
being  made  the  present  rate  schedules  shall  not  be  disturbed 
in  any  manner. 

(2)  That  the  railroad  shall  repay  to  any  person  any 
excess  above  the  present  legal  maximum  paid  by  such  per- 
son after  the  passage  of  this  act,  in  all  cases  in  which  the 
public  service  commission  finds  such  excess  rates  to  be 
unjust  and  unreasonable. 

If  the  railroad  is  permitted  during  the  period  of  investi- 
gation to  collect  the  rates  now  in  force  in  excess  of  the  legal 
maximum,  it  should  be  liable  to  repay  to  shippers  and 
receivers  of  freight  the  sums  collected  in  excess  of  such 
maximum,  jf,  upon  a  full  investigation,  it  appears  that  such 
rates  are  not  reasonable.  If  the  claims  of  the  railroad  that 
it  is  justly  entitled  to  the  revenue  it  is  now  receiving  and 
that  the  rates  in  excess  of  the  maximum  are  fair  and  reason- 
able, turn  out  upon  investigation  to  be  true,  the  railroad 
should  be,  and  under  the  bill  herewith  submitted  will  be 
permitted  to  retain  the  money  collected  on  such  rates.  If, 
on  the  other  hand,  it  appears,  after  such  an  investigation, 
that  such  rates  are  unreasonable,  the  railroad  should  be 
liable  to  repay  to  shippers  and  receivers  of  freight  the 
excess  collected  over  and  above  the  legal  maximum.  We 
have,  therefore,  provided  in  the  bill  submitted  herewith 
(section  2)  that  after  the  completion  of  the  investigation 
and  the  filing  of  the  report  as  provided  in  section  1  of  this 
act,  any  person  shall  have  the  right  to  sue  for  and  recover 
any  excess  above  the  maximum  now  fixed  by  statute  paid 
by  him  after  the  passage  of  this  act  in  all  cases  where  the 
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rate  charged  in  excess  of  the  maximum  shall  have  been 
found  by  the  public  service  commission  to  be  unjust  or 
unreasonable.  The  railroad,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
bill,  is  given  an  opportunity  to  prove  that  its  claims  that  it 
is  justly  entitled  to  the  revenue  it  is  now  earning  and  that 
its  present  schedule  of  rates  is  a  fair  one  are  true.  This 
provision  for  repayment  to  shippers  is  absolutely  fair  to  the 
railroad,  because  it  will  be  obliged  to  make  such  repayment 
only  in  such  cases  as  it  fails  to  prove  its  claims. 

In  order  to  make  certain  that  the  passage  of  the  act  sub- 
mitted herewith  shall  not  in  any  way  repeal,  modify  or 
suspend  the  provisions  of  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883, 
chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  we  have  provided  that,  before  the  act  goes  into 
operation,  the  railroad  shall  execute  the  agreement  set 
forth  in  section  3  of  the  act  which  stipulates  that  nothing 
in  said  act  shall  be  construed  as  repeahng,  suspending  or 
modifying  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  chapter  5  of 
the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the  Pubhc  Statutes. 

The  bill  submitted  by  the  committee  has  the  approval 
of  its  expert  and  of  its  counsel  Louis  D.  Brandeis,  Edmund 
S.  Cook  and  Sherman  E.  Burroughs.

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  had 
passed  a  bill  with  the  following  title,  in  the  passage  of 
which  it  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives : 

Senate  Bill  No.  73,  An  act  empowering  the  city  council 
of  the  city  of  Portsmouth  to  donate  a  site  for  an  armory. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  con- 
curred with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage 
of  the  following  entitled  bill,   with  amendments,   in  the 
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passage  of  which  amendments  the  Senate  asked  the  con- 
currence of  the  House  of  Representatives:

If  any  person  shall,  between  the  first  day  of 
December  in  any  year  and  the  first  day  of  October  next 
following,  take,  kill,  or  have  in  possession  any  woodcock, 
ruffed  grouse,  partridge,  quail,  or  Wilson  snipe,  or  shall  at 
any  time  take,  kill,  or  have  in  possession  any  of  said  birds, 
except  for  consumption  as  food  within  the  state,  he  shall 
be  fined  ten  dollars  ($10)  for  each  bird  so  taken,  or  impris- 
oned sixty  days,  or  both;  except  that  in  Coos  and  Grafton 
counties  woodcock  may  be  killed  between  the  fifteenth  day 
of  September  and  the  first  day  of  December  next  following.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ahem  of  Concord,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  the  bill  read  a  first  time  by  its  title. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  second  time  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Labor. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  con- 
curred with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage 
of  the  following  entitled  bill,  with  amendments,  in  the 
passage  of  which  amendments  the  Senate  asked  the  con- 
currence of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

House  Bill  No.  543,  An  act  to  create  a  permanent  tax 
commission  and  to  provide  for  the  taxation  of  certain 
public  service  corporations  and  companies. 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  words,  "the  gov- 
ernor with  advice  of  the  council"  in  the  second  line  of 
said  section  of  the  printed  bill,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "the  Supreme  Court  and  commissioned  by 
the  governor,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

Sect.  2.  The  members  of  said  commission  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Supreme  Court  and  commissioned  by 
the  governor;  and  any  member  may  be  removed  by  the 
same  authority  for  inefficiency,  neglect  of  duty  or  mal- 
feasance in  office,  but,  before  removal,  the  member  shall 
be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him,  and 
have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  defense. 

Amend  section  3  by  adding  after  the  word  "act"  in  the 
third  line  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill,  the  words 
"one  of  whom  shall  be  of  the  leading  minority  party," 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

Sect.  3.  The  three  persons  to  compose  said  commission 
shall  be  appointed  within  fifteen  days  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  one  of  whom  shall  be  of  the  leading  minority 
party.  Of  such  three  persons  one  shall  be  appointed 
and  designated  to  serve  for  a  term  ending  on  the  thirty-

A  majority  of  said 
commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  tran- 
saction of  the  business  and  the  performance  of  the  duties 
of  the  commission. 

Amend  section  7  by  striking  out  the  word  "clerical"  in 
the  sixteenth  line  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill,  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  7.  The  annual  salary  of  the  secretary  of  the  com- 
mission shall  be  three  thousand  dollars,  and  of  each  of  the 
other  members  of  the  commission,  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars,  and  such  shall  be  paid  from  the  state  treasury  in 
equal  quarterly  payments. 
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Supplies  required  by  the  commission,  and  necessary 
expenses  of  the  commission,  and  such  assistants  as  may  be 
employed,  while  on  the  business  of  the  commission,  and 
fees  of  witnesses  summoned  by  the  commission  shall  be 
paid  by  the  state  upon  the  approval  of  the  governor  and 
council. 

Said  commission  may  appoint  a  stenographer  at  a  salary 
not  exceeding  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  which  shall 
be  paid  from  the  state  treasury  in  equal  quarterly  payments, 
and,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  such 
other  assistants  as  may  be  necessary. 

Amend  paragraph  (5)  of  section  8  by  inserting  the  word 
"to"  after  the  word  "adding"  in  the  twenty-fifth  line  of 
said  section  of  the  printed  bill,  so  that  said  paragraph  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(5).  In  the  year  of  1912,  and  every  second  year  there- 
after, to  equalize  the  valuation  of  the  property  in  the 
several  towns  and  cities  in  the  state  by  adding  to  or  deduct- 
ing from  the  aggregate  valuations  of  the  property  in  towns 
and  cities  such  sums  as  will  bring  said  valuations  to  the 
true  and  market  value  of  said  property,  so  that  any  public 
taxes  that  may  be  apportioned  among  them  shall  be  equal 
and  just  as  between  them. 

Amend  section  10  by  striking  out  the  words  "shall  have 
full  power  by  proper  proceedings  to  bring  such  witnesses 
before  the  commission  and  to  punish  them  as  for  contempt" 
in  lines  12,  13  and  14  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  "may  apply  to  any 
justice  of  the  Superior  Court,  upon  proof  by  affidavit  of 
the  facts,  for  an  order  returnable  in  not  more  than  five  days, 
directing  any  person  so  refusing  to  show  cause  before  the 
justice  making  the  order  or  any  other  justice  of  the  Superior 
Court  why  he  should  not  be  committed  as  for  contempt; 
upon  the  return  of  such  order,  the  justice  before  whom  the 
matter  shall  come  for  hearing  shall  examine  under  oath  such 
person  whose  testimony  may  be  relevant  and  such  person 
shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard;  and  if  the 
justice  shall  determine  that  such  person  has  refused  without 
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legal  excuse  to  be  examined  or  to  answer  a  legal  and  perti- 
nent question  or  to  produce  a  book  or  paper  which  he  was 
ordered  to  bring,  he  may  forthwith  commit  the  offender  as 
for  contempt,  so  to  remain  until  he  submits  to  do  the  act 
which  he  was  so  required  to  do  or  is  discharged  according 
to  law,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

Sect.  10.  Justices  of  the  peace  and  all  other  magistrates 
empowered  to  issue  subpoenas  and  compel  the  attendance 
of  witnesses  in  the  courts  of  this  state  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  compel  their  attendance  and  the  production  of 
evidence  in  any  proceeding  before  the  tax  commission. 
Witnesses  summoned  to  appear  before  the  tax  commission 
shall  receive  the  same  fees  for  travel  and  attendance  as  if 
summoned  to  appear  before  and  in  attendance  upon  the 
Superior  Court.  Witnesses  who  refuse  or  neglect  to  appear, 
or  who  refuse  to  testify  may  be  compelled  to  do  so,  and  for 
that  purpose  the  commission  may  apply  to  any  justice 
of  the  Superior  Court,  upon  proof  by  affidavit  of  the  facts, 
for  an  order  returnable  in  not  more  than  five  days,  direct- 
ing any  person  so  refusing  to  show  cause  before  the  justice 
making  the  order  or  any  other  justice  of  the  Superior  Court 
why  he  should  not  be  committed  as  for  contempt;  upon 
the  return  of  such  order,  the  justice  before  whom  the  matter 
shall  come  for  hearing  shall  examine  under  oath  such  person 
whose  testimony  may  be  relevant  and  such  person  shall  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard;  and  if  the  justice  shall

In  any  investigation  or  hearing  the  tax  commission 
shall  not  be  bound  by  the  technical  rules  of  evidence,  except- 
ing, however,  references  made  to  the  tax  commission  by 
the  Superior  Court. 
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Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  section  1 1  and  sub- 
stituting in  place  thereof  the  following  new  section: 

Sect.  11.  Every  railroad,  railway,  express,  telephone 
and  telegraph  corporation  or  company  and  every  parlor, 
sleeping  or  dining-car  corporation  or  company,  or  other 
corporation  or  company  not  a  railroad  company  owning 
any  cars  operated  for  profit  on  any  railroad  in  this  state, 
shall  pay  to  the  state  an  annual  tax,  as  of  the  first  day  of 
April  of  each  year,  upon  the  actual  value  of  its  property 
used  in  its  ordinary  business  which  would  not  be  exempt 
from  taxation  if  owned  by  a  natural  person  or  ordinary 
business  corporation,  at  a  rate  as  nearly  equal  as  may  be 
to  the  average  rate  of  taxation  at  that  time  upon  other 
property  throughout  the  state. 

Amend  section  13  by  inserting  before  the  word  "value" 
in  line  9  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill  the  word  "actual"; 
further  amend  by  striking  out  in  said  line  9  the  word  "such" 
and  inserting  in  the  place  thereof  the  word  "said";  and  fur- 
ther amend  by  inserting  in  hue  10  of  said  section  of  the 
printed  bill  after  the  word  "companies"  the  following, 
"used  in  their  ordinary  business  in  this  state  and  not  exempt 
from  taxation,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows : 

Sect.  13.  The  tax  commission  in  determining  the  actual 
value  of  the  property  and  estate  of  said  corporations  or 
companies,  shall  hold  public  hearings  at  times  and  places, 
notices  of  which  shall  be  given  in  advance.  Representa- 
tives of  the  state  and  of  such  corporations  and  companies 
and  other  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  appear,  be  heard  and 
offer  evidence.  The  tax  commission  shall  receive  and  con- 
sider all  evidence  tending  to  show  the  actual  value  of  the 
property  and  estate  of  said  corporations  and  companies  used 
in  their  ordinary  business  in  this  state  and  not  exempt 
from  taxation,  and  upon  all  the  evidence  determine  the 
actual  value  of  the  same. 

Amend  section  14  by  inserting  after  the  word  "state" 
in  line  8  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill  the  following 
"used   in   their   ordinary   business   in  this  state   and  not 
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exempt  from  taxation";  and  further  amend  by  inserting 
after  the  word  ''company"  in  line  13  of  said  section  of  the 
printed  bill  the  following  "representing  permanent  improve- 
ments or  extensions,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows : 

Sect.  14.  In  determining  the  actual  value  of  the  prop- 
erty and  estate  in  this  state  of  any  such  corporation 
or  company,  the  tax  commission  shall  make  careful  inquiry 
into  the  condition  of  all  the  property  and  estate,  whether 
within  or  without  the  state,  in  order  that  the  actual  value 
of  all  that  portion  of  the  property  and  estate  of  such  cor- 
poration or  company  as  is  within  this  state  used  in  their 
ordinary  business  in  this  state  and  not  exempt  from  tax- 
ation, may  be  accurately  fixed  and  determined.  It  shall 
ascertain  and  consider  as  evidence  the  fair  average  market 
value  of  the  stocks  and  bonds  for  one  year  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  April  preceding  the  assessment  and  the  fair 
market  value  of  any  other  funded  or  floating  debt  of  any 
such  corporation  or  company  representing  permanent 
improvements  or  extensions.  In  any  case  where  the 
market  value  of  the  stocks  and  bonds  of  any  such  corpora- 
tion or  company  cannot  be  ascertained  for  want  of  actual 
market  sales,  or  for  any  other  reason,  the  net  receipts  of 
any  such  corporation  or  company,  which  shall  be  the 
difference  between  the  gross  earnings,  whether  by  lease 
or  by  operation,  and  the  operating  expenses  and  taxes 
of  the  preceding  year,  capitalized  at  such  per  cent,  as 
appears  to  be  equitable  under  all  the  circumstances,  shall 
be  considered  as  evidence  of  the  value  of  the  property 
and  estate  of  such  corporation  or  company. 

Amend  section  15  by  adding  after  the  word  "consider- 
ation" in  line  7  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill  the  follow- 
ing "among  other  things,"  so  that  the  first  paragraph 
thereof  shall  read  as  follows : 

Sect.  15.  When  only  a  portion  of  the  property  and 
estate  of  any  such  corporation  or  company  is  located 
within  the  state,  the  tax  commission,  in  determining  the 
actual    value    thereof,    shall    consider    its    proportionate 
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value  to  all  the  property  and  estate  of  such  corporation 
or  company.  In  making  a  proportionate  valuation,  the 
commission  shall  take  into  consideration  among  other 
things : — 

Further  amend  said  section  15  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "companies"  in  line  16  of  said  section  of  the  printed 
bill  the  following  "or  other  corporations  or  companies 
not  railroad  companies  owning  any  cars  operated  for 
profit  on  any  railroad  in  this  state,"  so  that  sub-paragraph 
(c)  of  said  section  15  shall  read  as  follows: 

(c)  In  the  case  of  parlor,  sleeping,  and  dining-car 
corporations  or  companies,  or  other  corporations  or  com- 
panies not  railroad  companies  owning  any  cars  operated 
for  profit  on  any  railroad  in  this  state,  the  proportion  of 
the  total  number  of  car-miles  or  the  number  of  miles 
traversed  by  its  cars,  taken  singly,  within  the  state,  during 
the  preceding  year,  to  the  total  number  of  such  car  miles 
during  the  same  period,  both  within  and  without  the  state. 

Amend  section  16  by  striking  out  in  line  2  of  said  section 
of  the  printed  bill  the'  word  "June"  and  inserting  in  the 
place  thereof  the  word  "July";  and  further  amend  by  in- 
serting after  the  word  "company"  in  line  35  of  said  section 
of  the  printed  bill,  the  following,  "or  other  corporation 
or  company  not  a  railroad  company  owning  any  cars 
operated  for  profit  on  any  railroad  in  this  state,"  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  16.  Every  such  corporation  or  company  shall, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  annually,  deliver  to  the 
tax  commission  a  statement  under  oath,  showing  number 
and  par  value  of  the  shares  of  each  class  of  its  stock,  and 
the  market  value  of  each  share  as  of  the  first  day  of  April, 
the  dividends  paid  per  share  on  each  class  of  stock  during 
the  preceding  year  and  the  dates  of  such  payments,  the 
date  of  issue,  the  number  and  denomination  of  each  issue 
of  its  bonds,  the  interest  paid  during  the  preceding  year, 
and  the  market  value  of  each  of  said  bonds,  the  amount 
of  its  floating  indebtedness,  with  the  interest  paid  on  the 
same,  and  the  average  market  value  of  said  floating  in- 
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debtedness  during  the  said  preceding  year,  the  gross 
receipts  from  whatever  source  derived  for  said  preceding 
year,  the  amount  expended  from  said  receipts  for  operat- 
ing expenses,  not  including  any  sum  expended  for  physical 
betterment  or  transferred  to  surplus  or  sinking  funds 
during  said  preceding  year,  the  amount  expended  for 
physical  betterments  or  transferred  to  surplus  or  sinking 
funds  during  the  preceding  year,  and  whence  derived, 
and  the  amount  of  money  actually  on  hand  in  cash  on  said 
first  day  of  April.  Every  railroad  or  railway  corporation 
or  company  shall,  in  addition,  state  its  total  trackage 
whether  within  or  without  the  state  and  its  total  trackage 
within  this  state;  every  express  corporation  or  company, 
the  whole  length  of  the  lines  of  rail  or  water  routes  over 
which  the  company  did  business  during  the  preceding 
year,  whether  within  or  without  the  state,  and  the  whole 
length  of  such  lines  within  this  state;  every  telegraph 
or  telephone  corporation  or  company,  the  total  length  of 
its  lines,  whether  within  or  without  the  state,  and  the 
total  length  of  its  lines  within  this  s"tate;  and  every  parlor, 
sleeping  or  dining-car  corporation  or  company  or  other 
corporation  or  company  not  a  railroad  company  owning 
any  cars  operated  for  profit  on  any  railroad  in  this  state, 
the  total  number  of  car-miles,  of  the  number  of  miles 
traversed  by  its  cars,  taken  singly,  whether  within  or 
without  the  state  during  the  preceding  year,  and  the 
total  number  of  such  car-miles  during  the  same  period 
within  the  state.  Such  corporations  or  companies  shall 
also  furnish  to  the  commission  such  further  information 
and  evidence  as  may  be  required  by  it. 

Amend  section  24  by  inserting  after  the  word  "company" 
in  the  fourth  line  of  said  section  of  the  printed  bill,  the  fol- 
lowing, "or  other  corporations  or  companies  not  railroad 
companies  owning  any  cars  operated  for  profit  on  any  rail- 
road in  this  state";  and  further  amend  said  section  by  add- 
ing at  the  end  thereof,  the  words  "as  provided  by  existing 
laws,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.    24.     The    real    estate    of    any    railroad,    railway 
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express,  telephone  and  telegraph  corporation  or  company, 
and  parlor,  sleeping  or  dining-car  corporation  or  company, 
or  other  corporations  or  companies  not  railroad  companies 
owning  any  cars  operated  for  profit  on  any  railroad  in  this 
state,  not  used  in  its  ordinary  business  shall  be  appraised 
and  taxed  by  the  authorities  of  the  towns  and  cities  in 
which  it  is  situated,  as  provided  by  existing  laws. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended, the  reading  of  the  amendments  dispensed  with  and 
the  bill  and  amendments  were  laid  upon  the  table  and  made 
a  special  order  for  Thursday,  April  6,  at  10.02  o'clock.

The  state  board  of  charities  and  correction  may 
in  its  discretion,  grant  licenses  to  maintain  boarding  houses 
for  infants.  Every  application  therefor  shall  first  be  ap- 
proved by  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town  in  which 
such  boarding  house  is  to  be  maintained.  Such  license 
shall  be  granted  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  shall 
state  the  name  of  the  licensee,  the  particular  premises  in 
which  the  business  may  be  carried  on,  the  number  of 
infants  which  may  be  boarded  there  at  one  time,  and  any 
further  restrictions  or  regulations  which  the  state  board 
of  charities  and  correction  may  deem  necessary,  and,  if 
required  by  said  board,  it  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  on  the  licensed  premises.  No  greater  number  of 
infants  shall  be  kept  at  one  time  on  the  premises  than  is 
authorized  by  the  license,  and  no  infant  shall  be  kept  in 
a  building  or  place  not  designated  in  the  license.  A  record 
of  licenses  issued  shall  be  kept  by  the  state  board  of  charities 
and  correction,  which  shall  forthwith  give  notice  to  the 
board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  licensee 
resides  of  the  granting  of  such  license  and  of  the  terms 
thereof  and  any  revocation  thereof.  The  state  board 
of  charities  and  correction  and  boards  of  health  of  cities 
and  towns  shall  annually,  and  may,  at  any  time,  visit  and 
inspect,  or  designate  a  person  to  visit  and  inspect,  prem- 
ises so  Ucensed.  Such  premises  shall  also  be  subject  to 
visitation  and  inspection  at  any  time  by  the  solicitor  of  the 
county  and  the  mayor,  selectmen  and  police  officers  of  the 
city  or  town.

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  con- 
curred with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of 
the  following  entitled  bill  with  amendment  in  the  passage 
of  which  amendment  the  Senate  asked  the  concurrence  of 
the  House  of  Representatives: 

House  Bill  No.  575,  An  act  to  regulate  the  salaries  of  the 
public  officials  of  the  city  of  Manchester. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  section  1 
and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Section  1.  The  salaries  of  all  public  officials  of  the  city 
of  Manchester,  elected  by  the  city  government,  shall  be 
determined  and  fixed  b}'  the  ])oard  that  elects  them,  either 
the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  or  the  common  council, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  salaries  of  city  officials  who  are 
appointed  by  the  mayor  shall  be  determined  and  fixed  by 
the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wagner  of  Manchester,  the  House 
concurred  in  the  amendment  sent  down  from  the  Honorable 
Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  secretary  of  state  to  be 
engrossed. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the 
following  entitled  bill  with  amendment  in  the  passage  of 
which  amendment  the  Senate  asked  the  concurrence  of  the 
House  of  Representatives: 

House  Bill  No.  406,  An  act  to  establish  a  board  of  pub- 
lic works  for  the  city  of  Manchester. 

Amend  section  4,  paragraph  3,  of  said  bill  by  striking  out 
in  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  lines  of  said  section  the 
words,  "but  the  minimum  wages  shall  not  be  less  than  two 
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dollars  ($2)  per  day  for  the  laborer,"  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  4.  The  board  shall  hold  one  regular  meeting  each 
month  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  on  the  Tuesday  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  closing  of  the  city  draft,  special  meetings  may  be 
held  subject  to  the  call  of  the  chairman.  Said  board  shall 
immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act  appoint  a  civil 
engineer  and  fix  his  compensation  as  agent  of  said  board, 
for  a  term  of  six  years  from  the  first  Tuesday  of  April, 
1911,  and  thereafter  in  every  sixth  year,  to  hold  office 
until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified,  the  official 
title  of  said  agent  shall  be  ''engineer." 

The  duties  of  the  board  shall  be  advisory  in  nature,  they 
shall  prescribe  or  lay  out  beforehand  the  work  contemplated 
under  this  act.  The  duties  of  the  engineer  shall  be  adminis- 
trative and  executive  in  nature,  and  to  him  shall  be  com- 
mitted the  carrying  into  effect  or  to  completion  all  the  work 
prescribed  or  laid  out  by  the  board;  to  this  end  said  board 
shall  delegate  to  him  authority  in  the  management  and 
control  of  the  office,  horses,  wagons,  machinery,  tools, 
equipment,  buildings  and  other  property  provided  for 
carrying  out  the  work  contemplated  under  this  act,  the 
authority  to  employ,  appoint  or  hire,  to  dismiss  or  dis- 
charge such  subordinate  officers,  agents,  clerks  and  other 
persons  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

Said  board  shall  adopt  a  schedule  of  grades  of  relative 
positions,  to  include  all  subordinate  officers,  agents,  clerks 
and  other  persons  who  are  employed  or  may  be  employed 
in  carrying  into  effect  or  to  completion  the  work  contem- 
plated under  this  act,  and  said  board  shall  determine  and  fix 
the  compensation  thereof.  The  engineer  shall  act  as  clerk 
of  the  board  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  heretofore 
pertaining  to  the  office  of  the  chief  engineer  of  the  city. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Healy  of  Manchester,  the  House 
non-concurred  in  the  amendment  sent  down  from  the 
Honorable  Senate  and  asked  for  a  committee  of  conference. 
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resolution. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Pickard  of  Hancock,— 
Resolved,  That  all  standing  or  special  committees  of 
the  House  be  requested  to  return  to  the  House  at  the 
morning  session  tomorrow  all  bills  now  in  their  possession 
and  that  all  bills  subsequently  referred  to  committees 
be  returned  to  the  House  not  later  than  Thursday  morn- 
ing of  this  week.

ing money  and  other  valuables,  the  funds  of  trustees,  guar- 
dians, executors,  administrators  or  others;  to  act  as  trus- 
tees for  individuals  and  corporations,  and  officials,  under 
appointment  by  the  courts  of  this  or  other  states,  to  act 
as  trustees  and  financial  agents  and  the  supreme,  superior 
and  probate  courts  of  this  state  are  hereby  authorized 
to  make  such  appointments;  to  make  and  negotiate  loans 
for  itself  and  others;  to  loan,  borrow,  and  deal  in  money 
and  securities,  and  to  do  a  general  banking  business.  Pro- 
vided, however,  the  funds  held  by  said  trust  company  in  the 
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capacity  of  trustees  shall  be  liable  only  to  the  same  tax- 
ation as  like  funds  in  the  hands  of  individual  trustees.

Section  1.  The  Union  Guaranty  Savings  Bank,  being 
a  corporation  chartered  under  act  of  the  Legislature  entitled 
"An  act  to  incorporate  the  Union  Guaranty  Savings 
Bank,"  approved  July  28,  1887,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  by  majority  vote  of  its  special  depositors  to 
change  its  corporate  name  to  the  Union  Trust  Company, 
said  vote  and  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  become  effectual 
upon  recording  a  certified  copy  of  such  vote  in  the  offices 
of  the  secretary  of  state  and  the  bank  commissioners. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  was  adopted.

ful purposes;  to  act  as  registrars  and  transfer  agents  for 
corporate  stocks,  bonds  and  other  securities;  to  act  as 
agents  and  attorneys  in  fact,  to  deal  in  notes,  bonds,  stocks 
and  other  securities;  and  to  carry  on  a  general  banking 
business.  Provided,  however,  the  funds  held  by  said  cor- 
poration in  the  capacity  of  trustee  shall  be  liable  only  to  the 
same  taxation  as  like  funds  in  the  hands  of  individual 
trustees.

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the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  become  a  part 
of  the  guaranty  fund  or  the  special  deposits  to  the  guaranty 
fund  or  shall  be  held  by  the  savings  department,"  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  3.  Said  corporation,  by  majority  vote  of  its  special 
depositors,  may  create  a  capital  stock  which  shall  not  be 
less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  thereafter  by  like 
vote  of  its  stockholders  may  increase  its  capital  stock 
to  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
Any  portion  of  said  capital  stock  not  exceeding  one  half 
thereof  at  any  time  outstanding  may  be  made  preferred 
as  to  dividends  and  in  liquidation.  The  special  deposits, 
heretofore  existing,  to  the  guaranty  fund  may  be  converted 
into  stock  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  adopted  by  majority 
vote  of  the  corporation.  The  stockholders  shall  be  per- 
sonally liable,  equally  and  ratably,  and  not  one  for  another, 
for  all  contracts,  debts  and  engagements  of  the  corporation 
to  the  amount  of  their  stock  therein  at  the  par  value  thereof, 
in  addition  to  the  amount  invested  in  such  shares.

to  pass. 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  so  that  it  shall  read:  "An 
act  relative  to  the  salary  of  the  treasurers  of  Rockingham 
and  Strafford  counties." 

Strike  out  section  2  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing section,  known  as  section  2: 

The  annual  salary  of  the  treasurer  of  Strafford  county 
shall  hereafter  be  three  hundred  dollars,  payable  as  now 
provided  by  law.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of 
Strafford  county,  in  the  same  way  that  it  is  now  the  duty 
of  the  treasurer  of  Rockingham  county,  to  deposit  all 
monies  belonging  to  the  county  in  his  possession  in  such 
banks  and  trust  companies  in  this  state  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  approved  by  the  county  commissioners,  but  the 
amount  that  may  be  deposited  in  any  bank  or  trust  com- 
pany at  any  one  time  shall  not  exceed  20  per  cent,  of  its 
paid-up  capital  and  surplus.  Other  things  being  equal, 
the  bank  or  banks  shall  be  preferred  which  will  pay  the 
highest  rate  of  interest  on  daily  balances.  The  interest 
secured  shall  belong  to  the  county. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage,  and 
all  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  adopted  and 
the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

Fourth,  on  a  state  or  national  legal  holiday, 
and  that  the  bill  as  so  amended  be  passed.

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  receded 
from  its  position  and  concurred  with  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  the  following  amendments  sent  up  from  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  Senate  Bill  No.  42,  An  act 
to  revise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Nashua,  being  amend- 
ments to  and  numbered  section  27,  section  38,  section  48, 
and  section  55,  and  the  Senate  refused  to  concur  with 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  regard  to  the  amendment 
numbered  and  known  as  section  57,  and  hereby  requested 
further  conference  upon  that  amendment  and  further 
requested  the  House  of  Representatives  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  conference  to  further  consider  the  subject-matter 
of  that  amendment. 

The  president  had  named  as  members  of  such  conference 
65 
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committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  Senators  Cheney, 
Cross  (District  No.  1),  and  Paul. 

Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord  moved  that  the  House  accede  to  the 
request  of  the  Honorable  Senate  and  appoint  another  com- 
mittee of  conference. 

Mr.  Felker  of  Rochester  moved  as  an  amendment  that  the 
Speaker  appoint  the  same  gentlemen  as  served  on  the  former 
committee,  but  subsequently  withdrew  his  amendment. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Ahern  of  Con- 
cord, 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the 
following  entitled  bill,  with  amendments,  in  the  passage 
of  which  amendments  the  Senate  asked  the  concurrence  of 
the  House  of  Representatives: 

House  Bill  No.  615,  An  act  relating  to  the  protection  of 
fur-bearing  animals. 

Amend  section  1  by  inserting  after  the  word  ''muskrat" 
in  the  second  line  of  said  section,  the  words  "skunk  or  fox"; 
and  further  amend  said  section  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof, 
the  following:  "except  that  any  person  may  kill  fox  or 
skunk  at  any  time  said  person  sees  fit  on  his  own  land," 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whoever  between  April  first  and  October 
fifteenth  destroys  any  mink,  sable,  martin,  fisher,  otter, 
muskrat,  skunk  or  fox,  forfeits  five  dollars  ($5)  for  each 
animal  so  destroyed,  except  that  any  person  may  kill  fox 
or  skunk  at  any  time  said  person  sees  fit  on  his  own  land. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eastman  of  Conway,  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  amendments  sent  down  from  the  Honorable 
Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  secretary  of  state  to  be 
engrossed. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing entitled  bill,  with  amendments,  in  the  passage  of 
which  amendments  the  Senate  asked  the  concurrence  of  the 
House  of  Representatives: 
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House  Bill  No.  650,  An  act  relating  to  the  matter  of 
steam  railroad  rates  for  fares  and  freights  upon  the  rail- 
roads, leased  or  united,  under  the  authority  of  chapter  100 
of  the  Laws  of  1883,  chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or 
chapter  156  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  providing  for  a  full 
investigation  thereof. 

Amend  section  2  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: ''Unless  the  repayment  of  such  excess  would  be  a 
violation  of  any  penal  provision  of  any  statute  against  the 
granting  of  rebates  or  discriminations,"  so  that  said  sec- 
tion as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  filing  by  a  railroad  corporation  with 
the  Public  Service  Commission,  within  thirty  (30)  days 
after  all  three  of  the  commissioners  appointed  under  the 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion" shall  have  duly  qualified,  of  schedules  showing  the 
present  rates  for  fares  and  freights  between  points  in  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire  and  between  points  in  the  state 
of  New  Hampshire  and  points  on  other  parts  of  said  rail- 
road, together  with  a  properly  executed  stipulation  and 
agreement  in  the  form  set  forth  in  section  3  of  this  act, 
and  upon  the  filing  by  the  said  commission  with  the  secre- 
tary of  state  of  a  certificate  stating  that  such  schedules  and 
agreements  have  been  filed  with  it,  said  railroad  corpora- 
tion shall  have  authority  until  July  1,  1913,  to  demand 
and  collect  rates  for  fares  and  freights  now  in  force  in  excess 
of  the  maximum  prescribed  by  statute;  subject,  however, 
to  the  power  of  said  commission  at  any  time  after  the 
commission  has  completed  the  investigation  and  made  the 
report  as  provided  in  section  1  of  this  act,  to  reduce  any 
of  such  rates  by  determining,  as  provided  in  the  act  entitled, 
"An  act  to  establish  a  Public  Service  Commission,"  just 
and  reasonable  charges  and  by  fixing  the  maximum  price 
to  be  charged;  upon  condition  that  none  of  the  rates  for 
fares  and  freights  now  in  force  upon  said  railroad  between 
points  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  between  points 
in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  points  on  other  parts 
of  said  railroad,  shall  be  raised  until  the  Public  Service 
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Commission  has  completed  the  investigation  and  made 
the  report  as  provided  in  section  1  of  this  act.  Nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  as  repealing,  suspending  or  modi- 
fying the  statutes  referred  to  in  section  1  of  this  act, 
except  in  so  far  as  the  operation  thereof  is  affected  by  the 
authority  herein  specifically  conferred  upon  such  railroad 
company.  After  the  completion  of  the  investigation  and 
the  filing  of  the  report  as  provided  in  section  1  of  this  act, 
upon  the  determination  by  the  Public  Service  Commission 
that  any  rate  in  excess  of  the  maximum  prescribed  by  stat- 
ute is  unjust  or  unreasonable,  any  person  shall  have  the  right 
to  sue  for  and  recover  any  excess  over  such  maximum  paid 
by  him  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  unless  the  repayment 
of  such  excess  would  be  a  violation  of  any  penal  provision 
of  any  statute  against  the  granting  of  rebates  or  discrim- 
inations. 

Amend  section  3  by  inserting  after  the  word  "not"  in  the 
twentieth  line  the  word  "voluntarily";  further  amend  said 
section  3  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following,  "This 
agreement  shall  not  be  construed  as  prohibiting  changes 
in  classification  made  by  the  official  Classification  Com- 
mittee, subject,  however,  to  the  right  of  the  Public  Service 
Commission,  upon  notice  and  hearing  as  provided  in  the 
Public  Service  Commission  Act,  to  require  in  any  case  the 
retention  of  the  existing  classification,"  so  that  said  section 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  3.  The  agreement  to  be  filed,  as  provided  in 
section  2  of  this  act,  shall  be  in  the  following  form: 

The railroad  company, 

doing  business  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  owning 
the  following  railroads 

and  operating  the  following  railroads 

hereby  accepts  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled,  "An  act 
relating  to  the  matter  of  steam  railroad  rates  for  fares  and 
freights  upon  the  railroads  leased  or  united  under  the 
authority  of  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  chapter  5  of 
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the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the  Pubhc  Statutes,  and 
providmg  for  a  full  investigation  thereof"  and  agrees  that 
nothing  in  said  act  shall  be  construed  as  repealing,  suspend- 
ing or  modifying  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  chapter  5 
of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the  Pubhc  Statutes, 
except  in  so  far  as  the  operation  thereof  is  affected  by  the 
authority  specifically  conferred  by  this  act.  And  said  rail- 
road company  further  agrees  that  it  will  not  voluntarily 
raise  or  endeavor  to  raise  any  of  its  rates  for  fares  and 
freights  now  in  force  between  points  in  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire,  or  between  points  in  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  points  on  other  parts  of  said  railroad  prior  to  the 
time  that  said  commission  has  completed  the  investiga- 
tion and  made  the  report  as  provided  in  section  1  of  an 
act  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  matter  of  steam  rail- 
road rates  for  fares  and  freights  upon  the  railroads  leased  or 
united  under  the  authority  of  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of 
1883,  chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the 
Public  Statutes  and  providing  for  a  full  investigation 
thereof."  This  agreement  shall  not  be  construed  as  pro- 
hibiting changes  in  classification  made  by  the  Official  Classi- 
fication Committee,  subject,  however,  to  the  right  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission,  upon  notice  and  hearing  as 
provided  in  the  Public  Service  Commission  Act,  to  require 
in  any  case  the  retention  of  the  existing  classification. 

Amend  section  5  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence  and 
substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  "The  Public 
Service  Commission  shall  not  have  the  power  to  change 
or  to  authorize  the  change  of  any  particular  rate  or 
rates  until  it  shall  have  completed  the  investigation  and 
made  the  report  prpvided  for  in  section  1  hereof,  and 
in  no  case  shall  said  Public  Service  Commission  have 
authority  to  permit  any  rate  now  below  the  maximum 
fixed  by  law  to  be  raised  above  such  maximum,  nor  to 
permit  any  rate  now  exceeding  such  maximum  to  be 
raised,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

Sect.  5.     If  the   commission    shall    find    that    any  rate 
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or  rates  investigated  by  it  are  unjust  or  unreasonable, 
it  shall  by  order  fix  such  rate  or  rates  upon  a  reasonable 
and  fair  basis,  and  the  railroad  shall  have  the  same  right 
to  appeal  from  such  order  as  is  given  in  the  act  entitled, 
"An  act  to  estabhsh  a  Public  Service  Commission,"  except 
that,  in  the  case  of  rates  now  in  excess  of  the  maximum 
prescribed  by  statute,  no  railroad  company  shall  have 
any  right  to  appeal  from  an  order  of  said  commission 
reducing  such  excessive  rate  unless  such  reduction  shall 
be  to  a  point  below  such  maximum  and  then  only  as  to 
so  much  of  such  reduction  as  shall  be  below  such  maximum. 
The  Public  Service  Commission  shall  not  have  the  power 
to  change  or  to  authorize  the  change  of  any  particular 
rate  or  rates  until  it  shall  have  completed  the  investi- 
gation and  made  the  report  provided  for  in  section  1 
hereof,  and  in  no  case  shall  said  Public  Service  Commission 
have  authority  to  permit  any  rate  now  below  the  maxi- 
mum fixed  by  law  to  be  raised  above  such  maximum, 
nor  to  permit  any  rate  now  exceeding  such  maximum  to  be 
raised. 

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced,  on 
motion  of  Mr,  Upton  of  Bow  the  further  reading  was  dis- 
pensed with  and  the  bill  and  amendments  referred  to  the 
Special  Committee  on  Railroad  Rates  with  instructions 
to  report  back  tomorrow  morning.

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Hobbs  of  Wolfeboro  asked  for  a  division,  but  subse- 
quently withdrew  his  request. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Elwell  of  Exeter,  House  Bill  No.  614, 
An  act  relating  to  the  marking  of  traps  was  taken  from  the 
table.

Whereas,  there  is  a  universal  demand  for  the  adoption 
of  some  measures  or  method  tending  to  the  control  of  the 
spread  of  such  disease. 

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  the  council,  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  commission 
to  consist  of  five  competent  persons,  to  investigate  the  sub- 
ject-matter of  the  disease  of  tuberculosis  and  to  recommend, 
not  later  than  December  1,  1912,  some  comprehensive  plan 
to  control,  or  prevent  the  spread  of  such  disease,  such  com- 
mission is  to  serve  without  compensation,  but  the  reason- 
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able  expenses,  as  allowed  by  the  governor  and  council 
shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Couch  of  Concord,  the  House  concurred 
in  the  resolution  sent  down  from  the  Honorable  Senate.

Fourth,  on  a  state  or  national  legal  holiday; 
and  that  the  bill  as  so  amended  by  passed.

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The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the 
following  entitled  hill  with  amendment,  in  the  passage  of 
which  amendment  the  Senate  asked  the  concurrence  of  the 
House  of  Representatives: 

House  Bill  No.  217,  An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter 
128,  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  "An  act  to  improve  the  state 
system  of  forest  protection." 

Amend  section  2  of  chapter  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out 
in  the  third  line  of  said  section  2  the  word  "salaries"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "a  salary,"  and  by 
striking  out  in  the  fourth  line  of  section  2  the  figures 
"$1,800"  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  figures 
"$2,500,"  so  that  said  section  2  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows  : 

Sect.  2.  The  forestry  commission  shall  appoint  a  state 
forester  to  serve  at  the  will  of  the  commission  at  a  salary 
to  be  fixed  by  them,  not  exceeding  $2,500  a  year.  The 
state  forester  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  forestry 
commission,  execute  all  matters  pertaining  to  forestry 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  state,  and  shall  be  allowed 
reasonable  traveling,  field  expenses  and  office  expenses  in 
the  necessary  performance  of  his  official  duties.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  state  forester  to  direct,  aid  and  cooper- 
ate with  all  district  chiefs,  forest  fire  wardens  and  other 
employees  of  the  state,  as  pro\'ided  for  in  this  act,  and  see 
that  they  take  such  action  as  is  authorized  by  law  to  prevent 
and  extinguish  forest  fires  and  to  do  other  work  which  the 
forestry  commission  may  undertake  for  the  protection, 
improvement  and  extension  of  forests.  He  shall  as  far  as 
his  other  duties  may  permit  carry  on  an  educational  course 
of  lectures  within  the  state,  and  may  conduct  exhibits  on 
forestry  at  fairs  within  the  state.  He  may  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  forestry  commission,  conduct  investigations 
within  the  state  on  forestry  matters  and  publish  for  dis- 
tribution literature  of  a  scientific  or  general  interest  pertain- 
ing thereto.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  forestry 
commission,  prepare  biennially  a  report  to  the  governor 
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on  the  progress  and  condition  of  state  forest  work  and 
recommend  in  them  plans  for  improving  the  state  system 
of  forest  protection,  management,  replacement  and  exten- 
sion. Such  report  shall  contain  an  itemized  statement  of 
all  expenses  incurred  or  authorized  by  the  state  forester  or 
by  the  forestry  commission.

The  question  being  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Morse, 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 

Mr.  Moreau  of  Manchester  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  substitute  therefor  the  following: 

Section  1.  That  so  much  of  ward  nine  (9)  in  the  city  of 
Manchester  as  lies  northerly  of  the  center  line  of  Wayne 
street  extended  from  the  Merrimack  river  to  the  Piscata- 
quog  river  is  hereby  severed  from  said  ward  nine  (9)  and 
made  and  constituted  a  separate  ward  to  be  known  as  ward 
eleven  (11)  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  given  by  law 
to  wards  in  said  city. 

Sect.  2.  Until  a  new  apportionment  shall  be  made,  the 
several  wards,  nine  and  eleven,  as  constituted  by  this  act, 
shall  each  be  entitled  to  elect  the  following  number  of  rep- 
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resentatives  to  the  general  court;  ward  nine  (9)  four  rep- 
resentatives;   ward  eleven  (11)  five  representatives. 

Sect.  3.  The  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city 
of  Manchester,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  appoint 
from  the  inhabitants  of  ward  eleven  (11)  three  selectmen, 
a  ward  clerk,  a  moderator  and  an  inspector  of  check-lists 
for  said  ward  eleven  who  shall  perform  the  respective  duties 
prescribed  by  law  for  such  officers  until  others  are  chosen 
and  qualified  in  their  stead. 

Sect.  4.  The  first  election  for  ward  and  other  officers  in 
said  ward  eleven  shall  be  holden  at  the  time  of  the  next 
general  election  in  said  city,  and  the  present  ward  and  city 
ofiicers  of  ward  nine  shall  hold  and  exercise  their  respective 
offices  during  the  term  for  which  they  were  elected. 

Sect.  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Mr.  McDonnell  of  Manchester  moved  that  the  bill  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  negative  appeared  to  prevail. 

Mr.  McDonnell  of  Manchester  asked  for  a  division. 

A  division  being  had,  157  gentlemen  voted  in  the  affirm- 
ative and  117  gentlemen  voted  in  the  negative,  and  the 
motion  prevailed.

the  joint  resolution  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to 
the  amount  provided  by  chapter  169  of  the  Laws  of  1909, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  current  expenses,

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  had 
passed  a  bill  with  the  following  title,  in  the  passage  of 
which  it  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives: 

Senate  Bill  No.  86,  An  act  in  favor  of  the  Industrial 
School. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  con- 
curred with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of 
the  following  entitled  bill  with  amendments,  in  the  passage 
of  which  amendments  the  Senate  asked  the  concurrence  of 
the  House  of  Representatives: 

House  Bill  No.  322,  An  act  to  estabUsh  a  pubhc  service 
commission. 
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Amend  paragraph  (c)  of  section  1  by  changing  the 
period  at  the  end  thereof  to  a  comma  and  by  adding  the 
following,  "or  owning  or  operating  any  ferry  or  toll  bridge," 
so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(c)  The  term  "pubhc  utility"  shall  include  every  cor- 
poration, company,  association,  joint  stock  association, 
partnership  and  person,  their  lessees,  trustees  or  receivers 
appointed  by  any  court  whatsoever,  except  municipal 
corporations,  owning,  operating  or  managing  any  plant 
or  equipment  or  any  part  of  the  same  for  the  conveyance 
of  telephone  or  telegraph  messages  or  for  the  manufacture 
of  furnishing  of  light,  heat,  power  or  water  for  the  public, 
or  owning  or  operating  any  ferry  or  toll  bridge. 

Amend  paragraph  (a)  of  section  2  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following,  ''The  chairman  of  the  commission 
shall  be  appointed  and  commissioned  as  such,"  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  2.  (a)  A  public  service  commission  is  hereby 
created  to  be  composed  of  three  competent  persons.  Im- 
mediately after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  governor  shall, 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  council,  appoint  such 
commissioners.  The  term  of  one  such  appointee  shall 
terminate  on  the  first  Monday  of  May,  1913.  The  term 
of  the  second  such  appointee  shall  terminate  on  the  first 
Monday  of  May,  1915.  The  term  of  the  third  such 
appointee  shall  terminate  on  the  first  Monday  in  May, 
1917.  Prior  to  May  1  in  the  year  1913,  and  in  each  year 
thereafter  when  the  term  of  a  commissioner  is  about 
to  expire,  there  shall  be  appointed  and  confirmed  in  the 
same  manner  one  commissioner  for  the  term  of  six  years 
from  the  first  Monday  of  May  in  that  year.  Each  com- 
missioner so  appointed  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  appointed  and  qualified.  Any  vacancies  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor  for  the  unex- 
pired term  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  council.  The 
chairman  of  the  commission  shall  be  appointed  and  com- 
missioned as  such. 

Amend  paragraph  (d)  of  section  2  by  striking  out  the 
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words  "serve  on  or  under  any  committee  of  any  political 
party,  nor,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

(d)  No  member  of  the  commission  shall  render  any 
professional  service  for  any  railroad  corporation  in  this 
or  any  other  state,  or  for  any  public  utility  in  this  state, 
or  act  as  attorney,  or  render  professional  service  against 
any  such  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility;  nor  shall 
he  be  a  member  of  a  firm  which  renders  any  such  service; 
nor  shall  he  directly  or  indirectly  be  a  party  to  any  con- 
tract with  any  such  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility, 
except  a  contract  for  the  transportation  of  telephone  or 
telegraph  messages,  or  of  passengers  or  property,  or  a 
contract  for  the  purchase  of  water,  gas  or  electricity  or 
for  other  similar  service.  No  commissioner  shall  hold 
any  national  or  other  state  office  of  profit  except  the 
office  of  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public.  If  any 
commissioner  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  para- 
graph he  may  be  removed  by  the  governor  and  council 
as  for  malfeasance  in  office. 

Amend  paragraph  (e)  of  section  2  by  striking  out  the 
whole  of  said  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

(e)  The  annual  salary  of  the  chairman  shall  be  thirty- 
two  hundred  dollars,  that  of  the  clerk  three  thousand 
dollars,  and  that  of  the  other  member  twenty-seven  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  shall  be  paid  from  the  state  treasury 
in  equal  quarterly  payments. 

Amend  paragraph  (a)  of  section  3  by  inserting  after 
the  first  word  "laws"  of  said  paragraph  the  words  "except 
in  so  far  as  inconsistent  with  the  powers  and  duties  imposed 
by  this  act,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

Sect.  3.  (a)  All  the  powers  and  duties  imposed  and 
conferred  upon  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  under 
existing  laws,  except  in  so  far  as  inconsistent  with  the 
powers  and  duties  imposed  by  this  act,  are  hereby  imposed 
and  conferred  upon  the  public  service  commission  created 
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by  this  act,  and  all  proceedings  and  appeals  which  under 
existing  laws  are  required  to  be  brought  before  the  board 
of  railroad  commissioners  shall  hereafter  be  brought  before 
said  commission,  it  being  the  intent  hereof  to  substitute  said 
pubhc  service  commission  with  all  the  powers  and  duties 
imposed  upon  the  same  by  this  act  in  the  place  of  said  board 
of  railroad  commissioners;  provided,  hoivever,  that  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
shall  continue  to  be  exercised  by  that  board  till  May  1, 
1911,  until  which  date  said  board  of  railroad  commission- 
ers now  in  office  shall  continue  to  serve  at  their  present 
salary,  and  on  which  date  the  powers  of  said  board  shall 
terminate  and  said  board  shall  be  abolished. 

Amend  paragraph  (c)  of  section  3  by  adding  after  the 
word  "before"  the  following,  "the  supreme  court  under  the 
provisions  of  sections  18,  19  and  20  of  chapter  156  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  or  before,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(c)  The  passage  of  this  act  shall  not  affect  pending 
actions  or  proceedings,  but  all  actions  and  proceedings 
pending  before  the  supreme  court  under  the  provisions  of 
sections  18,  19  and  20  of  chapter  156  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
or  before  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  on  Maj^  1, 
1911,  shall  thereafter  be  acted  upon  and  determined  by  the 
public  service  commission  in  all  respects  as  if  said  actions 
and  proceedings  had  been  originally  instituted  before  said 
commission. 

Amend  section  4  by  inserting  the  word  "reasonably" 
before  the  word  "safe,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read   as  follows: 

Sect.  4.  Every  railroad  corporation  and  every  public 
utility  shall  furnish  such  service  and  facilities  as  shall  be 
reasonably  safe  and  adequate  and  in  all  respects  just  and 
reasonable.  All  charges  made  or  demanded  by  any  rail- 
road corporation  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or 
property,  or  for  any  service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  in 
connection  therewith  and  all  charges  made  or  demanded 
by  any  public  utility  for  the  transmission  of  telephone  or 
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telegraph  messages  or  for  gas,  electricity  or  water  or  any 
service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  in  connection  therewith, 
shall  be  just  and  reasonable  and  not  more  than  is  allowed 
by  law  or  by  order  of  the  commission.  Every  charge  that 
is  unjust  or  unreasonable  or  in  excess  of  that  allowed  by  law 
or  by  order  of  the  commission  is  prohibited. 

Amend  section  6  by  adding  after  the  word  "utilities"  the 
words  "for  their  business  within  this  state"  and  by  adding 
after  the  word  "corporations"  the  words  "and  pubhc 
utilities,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

Sect.  6.  The  commission  may  whenever  it  deems  advis- 
able establish  a  system  of  accounts  and  records  to  be  used 
by  railroad  corporations  and  by  public  utilities  for  their 
business  within  this  state  and  may  classify  the  said  rail- 
road corporation  and  public  utilities  and  prescribe  a 
system  of  accounts  for  each  class,  and  may  prescribe  the 
manner  w  which  said  accounts  shall  be  kept;  provided, 
however,  that  railroad  corporations  and  public  utilities 
shall  not  be  required  to  keep  any  system  of  accounts  and 
records,  which  would  conflict  witn  any  requirements  made 
of  them  by  the  interstate  commerce  commission. 

Amend  paragraph  (b)  of  section  7  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "corporations"  in  said  paragraph  the  following 
words,  "and  public  utilities  subject  to  regulation  by  the 
interstate  commerce  commission,"  so  that  said  paragraph 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(b)  Unless  the  commission  otherwise  orders,  no  change 
shall  be  made  in  any  rate,  fare,  charge  or  price,  which  shall 
have  been  filed  and  published  by  a  railroad  corporation  or 
public  utility  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
section  except  after  thirty  days'  notice  to  the  commission 
and  such  notice  to  the  public  as  the  commission  within  ten 
days  after  receipt  of  the  notice  aforesaid  shall  direct. 
In  the  case  of  railroad  corporations  and  public  utilities 
subject  to  regulation  by  the  interstate  commerce  commis- 
sion, the  requirements  relative  to  the  filing  of  schedules 
with  the  commission  and  to  the  publication  thereof  shall 
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conform  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  requirements  of  the 
interstate  commerce  commission  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  commerce 
and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary 
thereto." 

Amend  paragraph  (c)  of  section  7  by  striking  out  the 
word  "twelve"  in  said  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "rfix,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended 
shall  read   as   follows: 

(c)  Whenever  any  schedule  shall  be  filed  with  the  com- 
mission under  paragraph  (b)  of  this  section  stating  new  and 
higher  rates,  fares,  charges  or  prices,  which  the  railroad 
corporation  or  public  utility  fihng  the  same  purposes  to 
put  into  force,  the  commission  may  investigate  the  reason- 
ableness of  such  proposed  rates,  fares,  charges  or  prices. 
Pending  any  such  investigation  and  the  decision  thereon, 
the  commission  shall  have  power,  by  an  order  served 
upon  the  railroad  corporation  or  public  utiUty  affected, 
to  suspend  said  schedule,  and  to  forbid  the  demanding  or 
collecting  of  the  rates,  fares,  charges  or  prices,  covered  by 
the  schedule  for  such  period  or  periods  not  to  exceed  six 
months  in  all  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  commission  may  be 
necessary  for  such  investigation. 

Also  amend  paragraph  (d)  of  section  7  by  striking  out  the 
words  "in  the  judgment  of  the  commission"  also  the  words 
"in  all  respects,"  and  by  inserting  after  the  word  "reason- 
able" the  following  words:  "or  be  taken  to  prevent  tele- 
phone, telegraph  and  cable  companies  from  entering  into 
contracts  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commission  with 
common  carriers  for  the  exchange  of  services,  or  to  affect 
existing  contracts  relating  thereto";  also  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "estabhshing"  the  words  "differential  rates  or" 
and  by  inserting  after  the  word  "said"  the  words  "rates 
or,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

(d)  No  railroad  corporation  or  public  utihty  shall  make 
or  give  any  undue  or  unreasonable  preference  or  advantage 
to  any  person  or  corporation  or  to  any  locality  or  to  any 
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particular  description  of  service  in  any  respect  whatsoever, 
or  subject  any  particular  person  or  corporation  or  locality 
or  any  particular  description  of  service  to  any  undue  or 
unreasonable  prejudice  or  disadvantage  in  any  respect 
whatsoever;  provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  be  taken  to  require  absolute  uniformity  in 
the  charges  made  and  demanded  by  public  utilities  when 
the  circumstances  render  any  lack  of  uniformity  reasonable 
or  be  taken  to  prevent  telephone,  telegraph  and  cable 
companies  from  entering  into  contracts,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  commission,  with  common  carriers  for  the 
exchange  of  services,  or  to  affect  existing  contracts  relating 
thereto;  and  provided,  further,  that  said  provisions  shall  not 
be  taken  to  prohibit  a  public  utility  from  establishing 
differential  rates  or  a  shding  scale  for  the  automatic  adjust- 
ment of  such  charges  if  said  rates  or  sliding  scale  shall  be 
reasonable  and  just. 

Amend  section  7  by  adding  thereto  the  following  new 
paragraph : 

(e)  No  corporation  engaged  in  the  generation  of  electrical 
energy  by  water  power  shall  engage  in  the  business  of 
transmitting  or  conveying  the  same  beyond  the  confines  of 
the  state  unless  it  shall  first  file  notice  of  its  intention  so  to 
do  with  the  public  service  commission  and  obtain  an  order 
of  said  commission  permitting  it  to  engage  in  such  business. 
The  commission  may  of  its  own  motion  or  on  application  of 
any  person,  investigate  or  make  inquiry,  in  a  manner  to 
be  determined  by  it,  as  to  the  existence  of  an  available 
market  at  fair  rates  within  the  state;  and  if  it  shall  find  that 
such  a  market  does  not  exist  within  a  reasonable  distance 
of  the  power  development,  it  may  make  an  order  granting 
such  permission  and  may  impose  the  condition  that  con- 
sumers within  the  state  shall  be  furnished  service  by  said 
corporation  upon  terms  as  favorable  as  shall  be  granted 
to  consumers  outside  the  state,  having  due  regard  to  all 
facts  and  conditions  which  may  affect  said  subject. 

Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall 
apply  to  corporations  now  engaged  in  the  business  of  trans- 
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mitting  such  electrical  energy  to  any  place  outside  the  state, 
but  any  addition  to  such  energy  generated  from  any  water 
power  except  such  as  it  may  be  using  in  connection  with  such 
business  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  come 
under  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph. 

Provided,  further,  that  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph 
shall  not  apply  to  the  transmission  of  electrical  energy 
generated  from  water  powers  upon  the  Connecticut 
river;  nor  shall  they  prevent  any  railroad  corporation 
doing  business  in  this  state  from  transmitting  electric 
energy  beyond  the  confines  of  the  state  for  the  purpose  of 
operating  its  road  between  some  point  in  this  state  and  any 
point  or  points  outside  the  state. 

Amend  paragraph  (b)  of  section  8  by  striking  out  the 
word  "fail"  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"neglect  or  refuse";  also  by  inserting  after  the  word  "ques- 
tion" the  words  "lawfully  asked  by  the  commission,"  also 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  paragraph  the  following  words : 
"unless  it  shall  be  excused  by  the  commission  from  making 
such  report  or  answer  or  the  time  for  making  the  same 
shall  be  extended  by  the  commission,"  so  that  said  para- 
graph as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

(b)  If  any  railroad  corporation  or  pubhc  utility  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  make  and  file  any  report  within  a  time 
specified  by  the  commission,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
make  specific  answer  to  any  question  lawfully  asked  by 
the  commission,  such  railroad  corporation  or  public  util- 
ity shall  forfeit  to  the  state  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  and  every  day  it  shall  continue  to  be  in  default 
with  respect  to  such  report  or  answer  unless  it  shall  be 
excused  by  the  commission  from  making  such  report  or 
answer  or  the  time  for  making  the  same  shall  be  extended 
by  the  commission. 

Amend  paragraph  (c)  of  section  10  by  inserting  a  comma 
after  the  word  "insufficient"  and  by  striking  out  the  words 
"to  afford  a  reasonable  return  upon  the  capital  invested," 
so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(c)  Upon  complaint  made  by  the  city  council,  or  city 
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councils  of  any  city,  or  by  the  mayor  of  any  city,  or  by  the 
selectmen  of  any  town  in  which  a  public  utility  is  author- 
ized to  manufacture,  sell  or  supply  gas  or  electricity  for 
heat,  light  or  power,  or  to  supply  water,  or  to  transmit 
telephone  or  telegraph  messages,  or  upon  the  complaint  in 
writing  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  customers  or  sub- 
scribers of  such  public  utility  in  cities  of  thirty  thousand 
or  more  inhabitants,  or  of  not  less  than  fifty  in  cities  of 
twenty  thousand  or  more  inhabitants,  or  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  in  any  other  city  or  town,  or  upon  the  petition 
of  a  public  utility  supplying  said  gas,  electricity  or  water, 
or  transmitting  such  messages  as  to  the  quality  of  the  service 
furnished  by  such  public  utility,  or  the  charges  made  there- 
for, or  that  such  charges  are  insufficient,  the  commission 
shall  investigate  as  to  the  cause  for  such  complaint.  It 
may  personally  or  by  its  experts  inspect  the  works,  sys- 
tem, plant,  devices,  appliances,  and  methods  used  by  such 
public  utility  in  manufacturing  and  supplying  such  gas, 
electricity  or  water,  or  transmitting  such  messages,  and 
may  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined  the  books  and  papers 
of  such  public  utility  pertaining  to  the  service  complained 
of. 

Amend  paragraph  (a)  of  section  1 1  by  inserting  a  comma 
after  the  word  "insufficient"  and  by  striking  out  the  words 
"to  yield  reasonable  compensation  for  the  service  rendered," 
so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  11.  (a)  Whenever  the  commission  shall  be  of 
opinion,  after  a  hearing  had  upon  its  own  motion  or  upon  a 
complaint,  that  the  rates,  fares  or  charges  demanded  or 
collected  or  proposed  to  be  demanded  or  collected  by  any 
railroad  corporation  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or 
property  within  the  state  are  unjust  or  unreasonable  or 
that  the  regulations  or  practices  of  such  railroad  corpora- 
tion affecting  such  rates  are  unjust  or  unreasonable,  or 
in  any  wise  in  violation  of  any  provision  of  law,  or  that  the 
maximum  rates,  fares  or  charges,  chargeable  by  any  such 
railroad  corporation  are  insufficient,  the  commission  shall 
determine  the  just  and  reasonable  rates,  fares,  and  charges 
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to  be  thereafter  observed  and  in  force  as  the  maximum  to 
be  charged  for  the  service  to  be  performed,  and  shall  fix 
the  same  by  order  to  be  served  upon  all  railroad  corpora- 
tions by  which  such  rates,  fares,  and  charges  are  thereafter 
to  be  observed;  provided,  however,  that  when  any  railroad 
corporation  shall  seek  the  benefit  of  any  order  of  the  com- 
mission allowing  said  railroad  corporation  to  charge  and 
collect  rates  higher  than  charged  at  the  time  said  order  is 
asked  for,  the  burden  of  proving  the  necessity  of  the  increase 
shall  be  upon  said  railroad  corporation,  and  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  the  commission  shall  not  allow  an  increase  above 
any  rate  prescribed  or  limited  by  statute. 

Amend  paragraph  (b)  of  section  11  by  striking  out  said 
paragraph  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

(b)  Whenever  the  commission  shall  be  of  the  opinion, 
after  a  hearing,  had  upon  its  own  motion  or  upon  com- 
plaint, that  any  part  of  any  railroad  within  the  state, 
reasonably  requires  alteration  or  reconstruction,  or  that 
the  regulations,  practices,  equipment,  appliances,  or  service 
of  any  railroad  corporation  in  respect  to  transportation  of 
persons  or  property  within  the  state,  are  unjust,  unreason- 
able, unsafe,  improper  or  inadequate  the  commission 
shall  notify  the  railroad  in  writing  of  its  opinion  and  rec- 
ommendations in  respect  thereto  and  shall  insert  in  their 
next  report  to  the  governor  and  council  an  account  of  their 
proceedings  and  recommendations.  If  the  railroad  shall 
unreasonably  neglect  or  refuse  to  adopt  the  recommenda- 
tions of  said  commission,  the  commission  may  make  an 
order  as  hereinafter  prescribed  in  cases  affecting  the  public 
safety.  In  any  case  where  the  safety  of  the  public  or  of  the 
employees  of  such  railroad  is  concerned,  the  commission 
may  in  the  first  instance  determine  the  reconstruction  or 
alteration  reasonably  required  or  the  just,  reasonable, 
safe,  adequate  and  proper  regulations,  practices,  equipment, 
apphances  and  service  thereafter  to  be  in  force,  or  to  be  pro- 
vided, and  shall  fix  and  prescribe  the  same  by  order  to  be 
served  upon  every  railroad  corporation  to  be  bound  thereby; 

and  thereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such  railroad 
68 
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corporation  to  observe  and  obey  each  and  every  require- 
ment of  every  such  order  so  served  upon  it,  and  to  do  every- 
thing necessary  or  proper  in  order  to  secure  absolute  com- 
pHance  with,  and  observance  of,  every  such  order  by  all 
of  its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Amend  paragraph  (c)  of  section  1 1  by  inserting  a  comma 
after  the  word  "insufficient"  and  by  striking  out  the  words 
"to  yield  reasonable  compensation  for  any  service  furnished 
by  it,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

(c)  Whenever  the  commission  shall  be  of  the  opinion  after 
a  hearing  had  on  its  own  motion  or  upon  complaint  that 
any  public  utility  is  demanding  or  collecting,  or  proposes  to 
demand  or  collect  charges  unjustly  or  unreasonably  high, 
or  upon  petition  that  the  charges  are  insufficient,  the 
commission  shall  determine  the  just  and  reasonable  charges 
and  may  by  order  fix  the  maximum  price  to  be  charged; 
provided,  however,  that  when  any  public  utility  shall  seek 
the  benefit  of  an  order  of  the  commission  allowing  said 
public  utility  to  demand  and  collect  charges  higher  than 
have  been  before  charged,  or  than  have  been  before  allowed 
by  order  of  the  commission,  the  burden  of  proving  the 
necessity  of  the  increase  shall  be  upon  said  public  utility. 

Amend  paragraph  (d)  of  section  11  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following  new  sentence:  "Nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  prevent  a  public  utility  at  any  time  from  enter- 
ing into  a  contract  with  a  customer  for  a  period  exceeding 
two  years  at  rates  then  lawful,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as 
amended    shall    read    as    follows: 

(d)  The  rates,  fares  and  charges  fixed  and  allowed  by  the 
commission  to  be  charged  and  collected  by  any  railroad 
corporation  and  the  charges  allowed  by  it  to  be  charged 
by  any  public  utility  shall  be  the  rates,  fares,  charges  or 
prices  to  be  charged  by  the  railroad  corporation  or  by  the 
public  utility  affected  by  the  order  of  the  commission  fixing 
the  same  for  such  period  of  time  not  exceeding  two  years, 
as  shall  be  prescribed  in  the  order  of  the  commission,  unless 
the  same  shall  be  suspended  or  set  aside  by  a  court  of 
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competent  jurisdiction.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  a  public  utility  at  any  time  from  entering  into  a 
contract,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commission,  with 
a  customer  for  a  period  exceeding  two  years  at  rates  then 
lawful. 

Amend  paragraph  (a)  of  section  12  by  striking  out  the 
words  "benefit  of  the"  and  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"public"  the  word  "good,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  12.  (a)  Without  first  having  obtained  the 
permission  of  the  commission  no  railroad  corporation 
shall  begin  the  construction  of  an  extension  of  its  railroad 
or  of  any  branch  thereof,  and  the  commission  shall  grant 
such  permission  whenever,  after  due  hearing,  it  shall 
determine  that  such  construction  or  extension  would  be 
for  the  public  good  and  not  otherwise.  If  the  petition 
shall  be  granted,  the  railroad  corporation  shall  file  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  a  copy  of  the  petition 
and  of  the  order  of  the  commission  thereon.  Authority 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  only 
be  exercised  within  two  years  after  the  same  is  granted; 
and  shall  not  be  exercised  thereafter. 

Amend  paragraph  (a)  of  section  13  by  striking  out 
the  word  "benefit"  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "good  and  not  otherwise,"  so  that  said  paragraph 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  13.  (a)  No  public  utiHty  shall  commence  within 
this  state  the  business  of  transmission  of  telephone  or 
telegraph  messages  or  of  supplying  the  public  with  gas, 
electricity  or  water,  or  shall  engage  in  such  business  or 
begin  the  construction  of  a  plant,  fine,  main  or  other 
apparatus  or  apphance  intended  to  be  used  therein  in 
any  city  or  town  in  which  at  the  time  it  shall  not  already  be 
engaged  in  such  business  or  shall  exercise  any  right  or  privi- 
lege under  any  franchise  hereafter  granted  (or  any  franchise 
heretofore  granted  but  not  heretofore  actually  exercised) 
in  such  town,  without  first  having  obtained  the  permission 
and  approval  of  the  commission.     The  commission  shall 
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grant  such  permission  whenever  it  shall,  after  due  hearing, 
determine  and  find  that  such  engaging  in  business,  such 
construction  or  such  exercise  of  the  right,  privilege  or 
franchise  would  be  for  the  public  good  and  not  otherwise; 
and  may  prescribe  such  terms  and  conditions  upon  the 
exercise  of  the  privilege  granted  under  such  permission 
as  it  shall  consider  for  the  public  interest.  Authority 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  only 
be  exercised  within  two  years  after  the  same  shall  be 
granted  and  shall  not  be  exercised  thereafter. 

Amend  paragraph  (d)  of  section  13  by  striking  out 
the  word  "to"  before  the  word  "acquire"  in  the  first  in- 
stance in  said  paragraph  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word  "should,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

(d)  Whenever  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  meet  the 
reasonable  requirements  of  service  to  the  public  that 
any  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  subject  to  super- 
vision under  this  act,  should  construct  a  fine,  branch  line, 
extension  or  a  pipe-fine,  conduit,  line  of  poles,  towers 
or  wires  across  the  land  of  any  other  person  or  corporation, 
or  should  acquire  land  for  necessary  extension  of  any 
plant  or  works  operated  by  such  railroad  corporation  or 
pubfic  utility,  and  such  railroad  corporation  or  pubfic 
utility  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land 
as  to  the  necessity  or  the  price  to  be  paid  therefor,  such 
railroad  corporation  or  pubfic  utility  may  petition  the 
commission  for  such  rights  and  easements  or  for  permis- 
sion to  take  such  lands  as  may  be  needed  for  said  purposes. 
Said  commission  shall,  upon  due  notice  to  all  parties 
in  interest,  hear  and  determine  the  necessity  for  the  right 
prayed  for  and  the  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor, 
and  shall  render  judgment  accordingly.  In  the  case 
of  railroad  corporations  the  proceedings  in  said  matters 
shall  be  as  is  provided  in  chapter  158  of  the  Pubfic  Statutes 
relating  to  taking  for  railroad  purposes;  and  any  party 
aggrieved  shall  have  the  same  rights  of  appeal  as  are  therein 
provided.     In  the   case  of  a  public   utility,   the  petition 
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shall  set  out  the  title  and  the  description  of  the  land  in- 
volved, the  rights  to  be  taken  therein  and  the  public  use 
for  which  the  same  are  desired,  and  the  petition  and  final 
decree  thereon  shall  be  recorded,  if  said  petition  shall  be 
granted,  in  the  registry  of  deeds  in  the  county  or  counties 
in  which  the  real  estate  effected  thereby  is  located;  any 
party  aggrieved  by  the  order  of  the  commission  awarding 
damages  may  within  sixty  days  after  the  entry  or  the 
order  and  not  afterwards  file  in  the  superior  court  of  the 
county  in  which  the  land  is  located  a  petition  to  have 
the  damages  assessed  by  a  jury,  upon  which  petition 
order  of  notice  shall  issue  and  after  the  order  of  notice 
has  been  complied  with  the  court  shall  assess  such  damages 
by  jury. 

Amend  paragraph  (a)  of  section  14  by  changing  the 
period  at  the  end  of  said  paragraph  to  a  semi-colon  and 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  paragraph  the  following 
words:  ^'Provided,  however,  that  no  public  utility  or  railroad 
corporation  not  owning  or  operating  a  railroad  within  the 
state  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  required 
to  apply  to  the  commission  for  authority  to  issue  stocks, 
bonds,  notes  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  except  for 
the  acquisition  of  property,  the  construction,  completion, 
extension  or  improvement  of  its  facilities  or  the  improve- 
ment or  maintenance  of  its  service  within  this  state  or  the 
discharge  or  refunding  of  its  obligations  or  reimbursement 
of  moneys  actually  expended  for  such  purposes,"  so  that 
said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

Sect.  14.  (a)  No  railroad  corporation  or  public  utihty 
shall  issue  any  stock,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidence  of 
indebtedness  payable  more  than  twelve  months  after  the 
date  thereof,  without  first  procuring  an  order  of  the  com- 
mission authorizing  the  same.  Upon  the  petition  of  the 
directors  of  a  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  the  com- 
mission shall,  after  public  notice  and  hearing,  determine 
the  amount  of  stock  or  bonds  which  in  its  opinion  is  reason- 
ably requisite  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  issue  is  to  be 
made,  and  shall  within  thirty  days  after  final  hearing  upon 
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such  petition  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  a  cer- 
tificate setting  out  the  amount  of  the  increase  which  it  has 
authorized,  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  proceeds  of  such 
new  stock  or  bonds  may  be  used.  No  railroad  corporation 
or  public  utility  shall  apply  the  proceeds  of  any  stock,  bonds 
or  notes  to  any  other  purpose  than  those  specified  in  the 
order  of  the  commission  authorizing  the  issue  of  the  same. 
Every  railroad  corporation  and  public  utility  issuing  stocks, 
bonds,  notes  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  file  with  the  commission 
an  account  showing  in  such  detail  as  the  commission  shall 
require  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  of  such  issue;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  public  utility  or  railroad  corporation 
not  owning,  operating  or  maintaining  a  railroad  within  this 
state,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  required 
to  apply  to  the  commission  for  authority  to  issue  stocks, 
bonds,  notes  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  except  for 
the  acquisition  of  property,  the  construction,  completion, 
extension  or  improvement  of  its  facilities  or  the  improve- 
ment or  maintenance  of  its  service  within  this  state,  or  the 
discharge  or  refunding  of  its  obligations  or  reimbursement 
of  moneys  actually  expended  for  such  purposes. 

Anaend  paragraph  (b)  of  section  14  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "of"  and  before  the  word  "making"  the  following 
words:  "building  or  purchasing  power  houses,  shops  or 
other  structures  and  machinery  or  equipment  for  the  same, 
or  of";  also  by  inserting  after  the  word  "improvements" 
the  following  words,  "or  additions  to  its  plant,  rolling  stock 
or  appHances,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

(b)  A  railroad  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  building  a 
branch  or  extension  of  its  railroad;  or  of  aiding  in  the 
construction  of  another  railroad;  or  of  taking  stock  in  an 
elevator  corporation  and  erecting  and  operating  elevators 
upon  its  own  road  and  upon  those  leased  to  or  operated  by 
it;  or  of  building  depots  or  of  abolishing  grade  crossings  or 
of  building  or  purchasing  power  houses,  shops  or  other 
structures  and  machinery  or  equipment  for  the  same;    or 
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of  making  permanent  improvements  or  additions  to  its 
plant,  rolling  stock  or  appliances;  or  of  purchasing  the 
shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  railroad  corporation  whose 
railroad  property  is  leased  to  or  operated  by  it,  or  of  any 
other  railroad  corporation  a  majority  of  the  capital  stock 
of  which  is  owned  by  the  purchasing  road;  or  of  paying 
or  refunding  its  funded  debt,  or  of  paying  floating  indebted- 
ness or  money  borrowed,  where  such  debt  or  indebtedness 
was  created  or  the  money  used  for  any  of  the  purposes 
hereinbefore  enumerated,  may  from  time  to  time,  with  the 
authority  of  the  commission  as  herein  provided,  increase 
its  capital  stock  or  bonds  beyond  the  amounts  fixed  and 
limited  by  its  articles  of  association  or  its  charter,  or  by  any 
act  of  the  general  court,  provided  that  such  increase  shall 
first  be  authorized  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stock- 
holders present  at  any  meeting  of  the  corporation  duly  called 
for  that  purpose. 

Amend  section  14  by  inserting  the  following  new  para- 
graph : 

(e)  The  commission  may  authorize  a  public  utility  to  issue 
its  stocks  or  bonds  in  payment  for  property  or  stocks, 
bonds  or  other  securities  of  like  corporations  which  it  may 
lawfully  acquire,  upon  such  terms  as  the  commission  may 
approve,  having  due  regard  to  the  public  good. 

Amend  paragraph  (b)  of  section  16,  by  striking  out  the 
word  ''chapter"  wherever  it  appears  in  said  paragraph  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "act,"  so  that  said 
paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(b)  All  actions  and  proceedings  under  this  act  and  all 
sections  and  proceedings  commenced  or  prosecuted  by 
order  of  the  commission,  or  to  which  the  commission  may 
be  a  party  or  in  which  any  question  arises  under  this  act, 
or  under  or  concerning  any  order  or  action  of  the  com- 
mission, shall  be  preferred  over  all  other  civil  causes  except 
election  causes,  in  all  courts  of  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  shall  be  heard  and  determined  in  preference  to  all 
other  civil  business  pending  therein  excepting  election  causes 
irrespective  of  position  on  the   calendar,   and  any  such 
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action  or  proceeding  may  upon  motion  of  counsel  for  the 
state  be  heard  in  a  different  county  from  that  in  which  it  was 
begun  if  such  course  will  expedite  a  final  decision. 

Amend  paragraph  (i)  of  section  17  by  striking  out  the 
word  "presented"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"prosecuted,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

(i)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
appeals  from  the  assessment  of  damages  in  eminent  domain 
proceedings,  but  such  appeals  shall  be  taken  and  prose- 
cuted as  provided  in  section  13  of  this  act. 

Amend  section  18  by  striking  out  the  whole  thereof  and 
inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

Sect.  18.  Every  railroad  corporation  and  public  utility 
and  all  officers  and  agents  of  the  same  shall  obey,  observe, 
and  comply  with  every  order  made  by  the  commission,  under 
authority  of  this  act  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  and  remain 
in  force.  Any  railroad  corporation  or  public  utility  which 
shall  violate  any  provision  of  this  act,  or  which  fails, 
omits  or  neglects  to  obey,  observe  or  comply  with  any 
order  or  any  direction  or  requirement  of  the  commission, 
shall  be  fined  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars. 
Every  officer  and  agent  of  any  such  railroad  corporation  or 
pubfic  utility  who  shall  wilfully  violate  or  who  procures, 
aids  or  abets  any  violation  of  this  act,  or  who  wilfully  fails 
to  obey,  observe,  and  comply  with  any  order  of  the  com- 
mission or  any  provision  of  any  order  of  the  commission, 
or  who  procures,  aids  or  abets  any  such  railroad  corporation 
or  public  utility  in  its  failure  to  obey,  observe  and  comply 
with  any  such  order  or  provision  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor and  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars. 

Sect.  22.  (a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pubfic  service 
commission  to  investigate  fully  the  subject  of  steam  rail- 
road rates  for  fares  and  freights  upon  the  railroads  leased 
or  united  under  the  authority  of  chapter  100  of  the  Laws 
of  1883,  chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of 
the    Public    Statutes,    and    all    matters    relating    thereto, 
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and  report  to  the  governor,  for  the  information  and  use 
of  the  governor  and  the  Legislature,  as  soon  as  may  be 
and  not  later  than  December  1,  1912,  the  general  situation 
in  respect  to  such  rates  and  other  related  matters,  together 
with  such  recommendations  with  reference  to  the  subject- 
matter  as  it  may  deem  proper. 

(b)  Upon  the  fihng  by  a  railroad  corporation  with  the 
pubhc  service  commission,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
all  three  of  the  commissioners  appointed  under  the  act 
entitled,  "An  act  to  estabhsh  a  public  service  commission," 
shall  have  duly  qualified,  of  schedules  showing  the  present 
rates  for  fares  and  freights  between  points  in  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  and  between  points  in  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire  and  points  on  other  parts  of  said  railroad, 
together  with  a  properly  executed  stipulation  and  agree- 
ment in  the  form  set  forth  in  section  3  of  this  act, 
and  upon  the  filing  by  the  said  commission  with  the  sec- 
retary of  state  of  a  certificate  stating  that  such  schedules 
and  agreements  have  been  filed  with  it,  said  railroad 
corporation  shall  have  authority  until  July  1,  1913,  to 
demand  and  collect  rates  for  fares  and  freights  now  in  force 
in  excess  of  the  maximum  prescribed  by  statute;  subject, 
however,  to  the  power  of  said  commission  at  any  time  after 
the  commission  has  completed  the  investigation  and 
made  the  report  as  provided  in  section  1  of  this  act, 
to  reduce  any  of  such  rates  by  determining,  as  provided 
in  the  act  entitled,  "An  act  to  establish  a  public  service 
commission,"  just  and  reasonable  charges  and  by  fixing 
the  maximum  price  to  be  charged;  upon  condition  that 
none  of  the  rates  for  fares  and  freights  now  in  force  upon 
said  railroad  between  points  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
and  between  points  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and 
points  on  other  parts  of  said  railroad,  shall  be  raised  until 
the  pubhc  service  commission  has  completed  the  investi- 
gation and  made  the  report  as  provided  in  section  1 
of  this  act.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  repealing, 
suspending,  or  modifying  the  statutes  referred  to  in  section 
1  of  this  act,  except  in  so  far  as    the    operation   thereof 
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is  affected  by  the  authority  herein  specifically  conferred 
upon  such  railroad  company.  After  the  completion  of 
the  investigation  and  the  filing  of  the  report  as  provided 
in  section  1  of  this  act,  upon  the  determination  by  the 
pubhc  service  commission  that  any  rate  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  prescribed  by  statute  is  unjust  or  unreasonable, 
any  person  shall  have  the  right  to  sue  for  and  recover 
any  excess  over  such  maximum  paid  by  him  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  unless  the  repayment  of  such  excess 
would  be  a  violation  of  any  penal  provisions  of  any  statute 
against  the  granting  of  rebates  or  discriminations. 

(c)  The  agreement  to  be  filed,  as  provided  in  section 
2  of  this  act,  shall  be  in  the  following  form: 

The   railroad  company 

a  corporation  doing  business  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire, 
and    owing    the    following   railroads 

and  operating  the    following    railroads 


hereby  accepts  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled,  "An  act 
relating  to  the  matter  of  steam  railroad  rates  for  fares 
and  freights  upon  the  railroads,  leased  or  united,  under 
the  authority  of  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  chapter 
5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
and  providing  for  a  full  investigation  thereof"  and  agrees 
that  nothing  in  said  act  shall  be  construed  as  repeahng, 
suspending  or  modifying  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883, 
chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the  Public 
Statutes.  And  said  railroad  company  further  agrees 
that  it  will  not  voluntarily  raise  or  endeavor  to  raise  any 
of  its  rates  for  fares  and  freights  now  in  force  between 
points  in  the  state  of  New  Hamsphire  or  between  points 
in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  points  on  other  parts 
of  said  railroad  prior  to  the  time  that  said  commission 
has  completed  the  investigation  and  made  the  report 
as  provided  in  section  1  of  an  act  entitled,  ''An  act 
relating  to  the  matter  of  steam  railroad  rates  for  fares 
and  freights  upon  the  railroads,  leased  or  united,  under 
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the  authority  of  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  chapter 
5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the  Pubhc  Statutes, 
and  providing  for  a  full  investigation  thereof."  This 
agreement  shall  not  be  construed  as  prohibiting  changes 
in  classification  made  by  the  Official  Classification  Com- 
mittee, subject,  however,  to  the  right  of  the  public  service 
commission,  upon  notice  and  hearing  as  provided  in  the 
Public  Service  Commission  Act,  to  require  in  any  case 
the  retention  of  the  existing  classification. 

(d)  For  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  investigation  pro- 
vided for  in  section  1  of  this  act,  the  public  service  com- 
mission shall  have  all  the  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  the 
act  entitled,  "An  act  to  estabhsh  a  pubhc  service  commis- 
sion," and  in  addition  to  the  powers  conferred  upon  said 
commission  by  section  2,  paragraph  (f)  of  said  act,  said  com- 
mission may,  without  the  approval  of  the  governor  and 
council  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars 
(S10,000)  and  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil such  further  sums  as  may  be  necessary  in  employing 
counsel,  stenographers,  experts,  accountants  and  others 
whose  assistance  it  may  require  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  imposed  upon  it,  by  this  act. 

(e)  If  the  commission  shall  find  that  any  rate  or  rates 
investigated  by  it  are  unjust  or  unreasonable,  it  shall  by 
order  fix  such  rate  or  rates  upon  a  reasonable  and  fair  basis, 
and  the  railroad  shall  have  the  same  right  to  appeal  from 
such  order  as  is  given  in  the  act  entitled,  ''An  act  to  estab- 
hsh a  pubhc  service  commission,"  except  that  in  the  case, 
of  rates  now  in  excess  of  the  maximum  prescribed  by  stat- 
ute, no  railroad  company  shall  have  any  right  to  appeal 
from  an  order  of  said  commission  reducing  such  excessive 
rate  unless  such  reduction  shall  be  to  a  point  below  such 
maximum  and  then  only  as  to  so  much  of  such  reduction  as 
shall  be  below  such  maximum.  The  public  service  commis- 
sion shall  not  have  the  power  to  change  or  to  authorize  the 
change  of  any  particular  rate  or  rates  until  it  shall  have 
completed  the  investigation  and  made  the  report  provided 
for  in  section  1  hereof    and    in    no    case  shall  said  public 
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service  commission  have  authority  to  permit  any  rate  now 
below  the  maximum  fixed  by  law  to  be  raised  above  such 
maximum,  nor  to  permit  any  rate  noAV  exceeding  such  maxi- 
mem  to  be  raised. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendments  sent  down  from 
the  Honorable  Senate, 

Mr.  Whitcher  of  Haverhill  moved  that  the  House  non- 
concur in  the  amendments  and  ask  for  a  Committee  of 
Conference. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 

TAKEN  PROM   THE  TABLE. 

Mr.  Whitcher  of  Haverhill  moved  that  House  Bill  No. 
650,  An  act  relating  to  the  matter  of  steam  railroad  rates 
for  fares  and  freights  upon  the  railroad,  leased  or  united, 
under  the  authority  of  chapter  100  of  the  Laws  of  1883, 
chapter  5  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  or  chapter  156  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  and  providing  for  a  full  investigation  thereof, 
be  taken  froai  the  table. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  affirmative  appeared  to  prevail. 

Mr.  Cutter  of  JalTrey  asked  for  a  division. 

A  division  being  had,  181  gentlemen  voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  92  gentlemen  voted  in  the  negative,  and  the  bill  was 
taken  from  the  table.

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On  motion  of  Mr.  Baker  of  Hillsborough,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  bill  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading  by 
its  title  and  passage  at  the  present  time. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  and  passed  and  sent 
to  the  Senate  for  concurrence.

The  bill  was  then  passed  and  sent  to  the  secretary 
of  state  to  be  engrossed.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wagner  of  Manchester,  Ward  8,  the 
rules  were  suspended  and  the  printing  of  the  bill  and  its 
reference  to  a  committee  dispensed  with. 

The  question  being. 

Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  third  time? 
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Mr.  Felch  of  Sunapee  moved  that  the  bill  be  referred  to 
the  next  Legislature. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Felch, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Mr.  Felch  withdrew  his  motion. 

Mr.  Cox  of  Manchester  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence  of  section 
1,  and  all  of  section  2,  and  add  the  following  sections: 

Sect.  2.  The  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized,  under 
the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  to  borrow  said 
sum  of  eighty  thousand  dollars,  on  the  credit  of  the  state; 
and  to  issue  bonds,  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  therefor, 
in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  state,  ten  thousand  dollars 
thereof  to  be  paid  annually,  beginning  on  July  1,  1920, 
at  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  three  and  one-half  per 
cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  days 
of  January  and  July  of  each  year;  such  bonds  to  have 
interest  warrants  or  coupons  attached  thereto;  said 
coupons  to  be  signed  by  the  state  treasurer,  and  said  bonds 
and  coupons  to  be  made  payable  at  such  place  as  the 
governor  and  council  shall  designate. 

Sect.  3.  Said  bonds  shall  be  designated  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Industrial  School  bonds,  and  shall  be  signed  by 
the  treasurer,  and  countersigned  by  the  governor,  and 
shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  state. 
The  secretary  of  state  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  bonds 
countersigned  by  the  governor,  showing  the  number  and 
amount  of  each  bond,  the  time  of  countersigning,  the  time 
when  payable,  and  the  date  of  the  delivery  to  the  state 
treasurer.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  bonds 
disposed  of  by  him,  showing  the  number  thereof,  the  name 
of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  the  amount  received  for  the 
same,  the  date  of  the  sale,  and  the  time  when  payable. 
The  treasurer  may  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  to  the 
best  advantage  for  the  state,  but  no  bond  shall  be  sold  for 
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less  than  its  par  value,  nor  shall  such  bonds  be  loaned, 
pledged  or  hypothecated  in  any  way  whatever. 

Sect.  4.  Said  bonds  when  owned  by  residents  or  sav- 
ings banks  of  this  state  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

Sect.  5.  The  governor  shall  draw  his  orders  on  the 
state  treasurer  for  the  amounts  that  may  be,  or  become, 
due  from  time  to  time,  under  the  contracts  of  the  trustees, 
approved  by  the  governor  and  council,  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  after  said  bills  shall  have  been  duly  approved 
by  the  governor  and  council,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
the  proceeds  of  said  bonds. 

Sect.  6.  To  provide  for  the  purposes  enumerated  in 
section  1  of  this  act,  pending  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  as 
above  provided,  the  governor  and  council  may,  and  hereby 
are  authorized,  to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  state, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($25,000),  and  to  use  an  amount  of  the  avails  of  said  bonds, 
when  sold,  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of 
the  money  so  borrowed. 

Sect.  7.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Mr.  Cox  of  Manchester  moved  the  previous  question. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Eastman  of  Conway 
and  Mr.  McBride  of  Manchester. 

The  question  being, 

Shall  the  main  question  now  be  put? 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  previous  question  was  ordered. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr. 
Cox  of  Manchester, 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  w^as  adopted. 

The  question  being, 

Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  third  time? 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Perkins  of  Manchester,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  bill  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading 
and  passage  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  the  rules  were  further 
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suspended  and  the  bill  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading  by 
its  title. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time. 

The  question  being, 

Shall  the  bill  pass. 

Mr.  Felch  of  Sunapee  asked  for  a  division,  but  subse- 
quently withdrew  his  request. 

Mr.  French  of  Moultonborough  renewed  the  request  for 
a  division. 

A  division  being  had,  263  gentlemen  voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  13  gentlemen  voted  in  the  negative,  and  the  bill 
passed  and  was  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence  in  the 
amendment. 

Mr.  Shapleigh  of  Middleton  moved  that  the  House  recon- 
sider its  action  of  yesterday  whereby  it  voted  to  refer  to  the 
Committee  of  Conference  on  House  Bill  No.  322,  House 
Bill  No.  650. 

The  Speaker  declared  the  motion  not  in  order. 

Mr.  Shapleigh  desired  an  opportunity  to  explain  his  posi- 
tion, which  was  granted,

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  2.  Every  such  licensee  shall  on  or  before  the 
tenth  day  of  each  month  execute  and  file  with  the  insurance 
commissioner  a  statement  under  oath  covering  all  insurance 
policies  procured  by  him  under  his  said  license  during  the 
calendar  month  next  preceding  giving  the  name  of  the 
company  issuing  each  of  said  policies,  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  insured  and  the  amount,  term  and  premium 
of  each  policy  and  the  kind  of  property  insured  thereby, 
and  that  he  was  unable  to  procure  in  companies  admitted 
to  do  business  in  the  state  the  amount  of  insurance  neces- 
sary to  protect  said  property.  Provided,  that  such  licensed 
person  shall  not  offer  any  portion  of  such  insurance  to 
any  company  which  is  not  possessed  of  cash  assets  amount- 
ing to  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  shall 
be  determined  by  the  insurance  commissioner,  or  one 
which  has  within  the  preceding  twelve  months  been  in 
an  impaired  condition.  And  no  person,  unless  he  shall 
be  so  licensed,  shall  act  or  aid  in  any  manner  in  placing 
fire  insurance  on  property  other  than  his  own  in  this  state 
in  any  company  which  is  not  dul}^  authorized  to  transact 
business  in  this  state. 

Amend  section  6  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  following 
words,  "And  this  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage," 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

Sect.  6.  Section  15  of  chapter  169  of  the  Public  Stat- 
utes and  all  other  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Elwell  of  Exeter,  the  House  concurred 
in  the  amendments  sent  down  from  the  Honorable  Senate. 
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The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  secretary  of  state  to  be 
engrossed.

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate 
concurring,  That  the  transmission  of  bills  as  provided  under 
section  11  of  the  joint  rule,  shall  cease  at  12  o'clock  noon, 
April  14. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the 
following  entitled  bills,  with  amendments,  in  the  passage 
of  which  amendments  the  Senate  asked  the  concurrence  of 
the  House  of  Representatives: 

House  Bill  No.  572,  An  act  in  relation  to  employers' 
liabiUty  and  workmen's  compensation. 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  from  lines  14,  15,  16 
and  17  of  the  printed  bill  the  words  "occasioned  to  such 
workmen  and  to  his  dependents  as  hereinafter  defined 
or,  in  case  there  are  no  such  dependents,  to  his  estate," 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "now  recoverable 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  191  of  the  Public  Statutes." 
Further  amend  said  section  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
the  following  words:  "The  damages  provided  for  by  this 
section  shall  be  recovered  in  an  action  on  the  case  for  neg- 
ligence," so  that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read: 

Sect.  2.  If,  in  the  course  of  any  of  the  employments 
above  described,  personal  injury  by  accident  arising  out 
of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment  is  caused  to  any 
workman  employed  therein,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  failure 
of  the  employer  to  comply  with  any  statute,  or  with  any 
order  made  under  authority  of  law,  or  by  the  neghgence  of 
the  employer  or  any  of  his  or  its  officers,  agents  or  em- 
ployees, or  by  reason  of  any  defect  or  insufficiency  due  to 
his,  its  or  their  negligence  in  the  condition  of  his  or  its 
plant,  ways,  works,  machinery,  cars,  engines,  equipment, 
or  apphances,  then  such  employer  shall  be  Uable  to  such 
workman  for  all  damages  occasioned  to  him,  or,  in  case  of 
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his  death,  to  his  personal  representatives  for  all  damages 
now  recoverable  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  191  of 
the  Pubhc  Statutes.  The  workman  shall  not  be  held  to 
have  assumed  the  risk  of  any  injury  due  to  any  cause  speci- 
fied in  this  section;  but  there  shall  be  no  liability  under 
this  section  for  any  injury  to  which  it  shall  be  made  to 
appear  by  a  preponderance  of  evidence  that  the  negligence 
of  the  plaintiff  contributed.  The  damages  provided  for 
by  this  section  shall  be  recovered  in  an  action  on  the  case 
for  negligence. 

Amend  the  second  proviso  of  section  3  by  striking  out 
the  words  ''serious  and  wilful  misconduct"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  "intoxication,  violation  of  law, 
or  serious  or  wilful  misconduct,"  so  that  said  proviso,  as 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows:  Provided,  That  the  employer 
shall  not  be  liable  in  respect  of  any  injury  to  the  workman 
which  is  caused  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  intoxication, 
violation  of  law,  or  serious  or  wilful  misconduct  of  the 
workman. 

Amend  section  4  by  inserting  a  comma  (,)  after  the  word 
"hereunder"  in  line  7  of  said  section  as  printed. 

Amend  clause  (a)  of  section  6  by  inserting  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following:  "But  in  no  event  shall  such  sum 
exceed  three  thousand  dollars.  Any  weekly  payments  made 
under  this  act  shall  be  deducted  from  the  sum  so  fixed." 

Amend  clause  (b)  of  section  6  by  striking  out  all  after 
the  word  "earnings"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words:  "such  proportion  of  the  benefits  provided  for  those 
wholly  dependent  as  the  amount  of  the  wage  contributed 
by  the  deceased  to  such  partial  dependents  at  the  time  of 
injury  bore  to  the  total  wage  of  the  deceased,"  so  that  said 
paragraph  (b)  shall  read  as  follows: 

(b)  If  such  widow,  children  or  parents  at  the  time  of 
his  death  are  in  part  only  dependent  upon  his  earnings, 
such  proportion  of  the  benefits  provided  for  those  wholly 
dependent  as  the  amount  of  the  wage  contributed  by  the 
deceased  to  such  partial  dependents  at  the  time  of  injury 
bore  to  the  total  wage  of  the  deceased. 
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Amend  paragraph  (2)  of  section  6  by  striking  out  the 
words  "three  times"  in  line  38  of  said  section  as  printed 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "one-half";  by 
striking  out  the  word  "daily"  in  line  39  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word  "weekly";  by  striking  out  the 
words  "six  years"  in  lines  59  and  61  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "three  hundred  weeks,"  and  further 
amend  said  paragraph  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following:  "No  such  payment  shall  be  due  or  payable 
for  any  time  prior  to  the  giving  of  the  notice  required  by 
section  5  of  this  act,  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows:  "Where  total  or  partial  incapacity 
for  work  at  any  gainful  employment  results  to  the  workman 
from  the  injury,  a  weekly  payment  commencing  at  the  end 
of  the  second  week  after  the  injury  and  continuing  during 
such  incapacity,  subject  as  herein  provided,  not  exceeding 
fifty  percentum  of  his  average  weekly  earnings  when  at 
work  on  full  time  during  the  preceding  year  during  which 
he  shall  have  been  in  the  employment  of  the  same  employer, 
or  if  he  shall  have  been  in  the  employment  of  the  same 
employer  for  less  than  a  year,  then  a  weekly  payment  of 
not  exceeding  one  half  the  average  weekly  earnings  on  full 
time  for  such  less  period.  In  fixing  the  amount  of  the  weekly 
payment,  regard  shall  be  had  to  the  difference  between  the 
amount  of  the  average  earnings  of  the  workman  before 
the  accident  and  the  average  amount  he  is  able  to  earn 
thereafter  as  wages  in  the  same  employment  or  otherwise. 
In  fixing  the  amount  of  the  weekly  payment,  regard  shall 
be  had  to  any  payment, allowance  or  benefit  which  the  work- 
man may  have  received  from  the  employer  during  the  period 
of  his  incapacity,  and  in  the  case  of  partial  incapacity  the 
weekly  payment  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  difference 
between  the  amount  of  the  average  weekly  earnings  of  the 
workman  before  the  accident  and  the  average  weekly 
amount  which  he  is  earning  or  is  able  to  earn  in  the  same 
employment  or  otherwise  after  the  accident,  but  shall 
amount  to  one  half  of  such  difference.  In  no  event  shall 
any  compensation  paid  under  this  act  exceed  the  damage 
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suffered,  nor  shall  any  weekly  payment  payable  under 
this  act  in  any  event  exceed  ten  dollars  a  week  or  extend 
over  more  than  three  hundred  weeks  from  the  date  of  the 
accident.  Such  payment  shall  continue  for  such  period 
of  three  hundred  weeks  provided  total  or  partial  disability 
continue  during  such  period.  No  such  payment  shall  be  due 
or  payable  for  any  time  prior  to  the  giving  of  the  notice 
required  by  section  5  of  this  act." 

Amend  the  first  sentence  of  section  9  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "question"  in  line  1  of  said  section  the  words 
"as  to  compensation,"  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "law" 
in  line  3  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word  "equity"  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "herein"  in 
line  3  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"hereinafter,"  so  that  said  sentence,  as  amended,  shall 
read  as  follows:  "Any  question  as  to  compensation  which 
may  arise  under  this  act  shall  be  determined  by  agreement 
or  by  an  action  at  equity  as  hereinafter  provided." 

Amend  section  10  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word 
"services"  in  line  6  to  and  including  the  word  "services" 
in  line  9,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
"Weekly  payments  due  under  this  act  shall  not  be  assign- 
able or  subject  to  levy,  execution,  attachment  or  satisfac- 
tion of  debts,"  so  that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall 
read:  Sect.  10.  Any  person  entitled  to  weekly  payments 
under  this  act  against  any  employer  shall  have  the  same 
preferential  claim  therefor  against  the  assets  of  the  employer 
as  is  allowed  by  law  for  a  claim  by  such  person  against 
such  employer  for  unpaid  wages  or  personal  services. 
Weekly  payments  due  under  this  act  shall  not  be  assign- 
able or  subject  to  levy,  execution,  attachment  or  satisfac- 
tion of  debts.  Any  right  to  receive  compensation  under 
this  act  shall  be  extinguished  by  the  death  of  the  person 
entitled  thereto. 

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord  the  rules  were  suspended 
and  the  amendments  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed. 
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(Mr.  Couch  of  Concord  in  the  chair.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Felker  of  Rochester, — 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  House  are  due  to  the 

Hon.  Frank  A.  Musgrove,  its  honored  and   distinguished 

Speaker,  for  the  intelligent,  dignified  and  impartial  manner 

in  which  he  has  presided  over  its  important  deliberations. 

The  Speaker  rephed  as  follows: 

Mr.  Speaker  and  Members  of  the  House: 

I  wish  to  extend  my  deep  appreciation  of  this  evidence 
of  your  friendship  and  good  will.  I  assure  you  that  this 
will  constantly  serve  as  a  reminder  of  three  months  of 
most    pleasant    experience. 

I  want  to  say  that  when  I  assumed  the  duties  of  this  office 
I  had  just  one  ambition,  and  that  ambition  was  to  be 
able  to  say  at  the  end  of  my  term  that  I  had  conducted 
myself  impartially.  I  have  adhered  to  that  determination 
without  exception  and  if  the  verdict  of  this  House  should 
be  that  I  have  accomphshed  my  purpose  I  am  satisfied. 

I  am  aware  that  at  times  I  have  criticised  and  have 
been  insistent,  but  I  say  to  you  that  in  such  criticism  and 
such  insistency  I  have  been  actuated  only  by  the  one  motive 
of  expediting  business. 

This  is  not  now  an  occasion  for  criticism,  and  I  wish 
now  to  mention  one  or  two  matters  which  meet  with  my 
heartiest  commendation. 

In  the  first  place  I  am  dehghted  with  the  state  in  which 
we  are  leaving  our  work  and  would  say  that  when  we  ad- 
journ the  Speaker's  desk  will  be  absolutely  cleared,  and 
nothing  whatever  will  go  over  into  unfinished  business. 
This  House  has  handled  a  total  of  849  bills  and  resolu- 
tions, 160  more  than  ever  before  introduced,  and  the  num- 
ber of  important  measures  introduced  exceeds  any  previous 
record.  Yet  all  of  these  measures  are  disposed  of  in  some 
way,  and  we  can  go  home  with  the  slate  clean. 

A  second  source  of  gratification  is  the  attitude  of  this 
body  towards  platform  measures,  and  upon  this  I  wish 
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especially  to  congratulate  the  members.  This  House 
has  passed  every  platform  measure  that  has  been  put  up 
to  it,  and  in  that  respect  has  kept  faith  with  the  people 
and  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  people.  For  this 
accomplishment  the  Speaker  takes  no  credit.  This  House 
has  been  so  representative  of  the  people  in  this  particular 
that  it  would,  in  my  opinion,  have  passed  the  bills  under 
any  Speaker. 

Another  thing  that  has  pleased  me  has  been  the  almost 
complete  absence  of  political  play  in  the  deliberations  of 
this  body.  I  am  a  Republican,  and  I  believe  in  political 
parties,  but  the  function  of  political  parties,  in  my  opinion, 
is  not  to  juggle  legislation.  We  have  contests  within 
parties  at  primaries,  and  the  primaries  should  end  the 
contests.  We  have  contests  between  parties  at  the  Novem- 
ber election,  and  that  election  should  end  those  contests, 
and  when  we  assemble  in  legislative  halls  we  should  aim 
to  represent,  not  factions  within  parties,  not  parties, — 
we  should  aim  to  represent  the  state  of  New  Hampshire, 
and  so  I  am  pleased  that  political  affiliation  has  in  this  House 
had  so  little  to  do  with  shaping  legislation. 

During  this  session,  as  usual,  there  have  been  many  things 
said  in  debate  of  somewhat  personal  nature.  It  behooves 
the  members,  now  that  we  are  to  separate,  simply  to 
regard  these  instances  as  license  of  debate  and  beyond  that 
forget  them.  I  have  seen  opposing  lawyers  in  court  call 
each  other  almost  every  name  in  Webster's  dictionary  and 
after  the  trial  embrace  each  other  in  the  ante-room  and  laugh. 
Let  us,  as  we  go  to  our  homes,  emulate  the  lawyer. 

My  only  hope  is  that  the  experience  of  this  session 
may  make  us  all  better  citizens,  and  inspire  us  with  a  deter- 
mination always,  in  public  or  in  private,  to  protect  the 
good  name  and  welfare  of  this  state.  Daniel  Webster 
once  said  of  Dartmouth  College  "Dartmouth  is  a  small 
college,  but  there  are  those  who  love  it."  Let  every  one 
of  us  personally  paraphrase  that  sentiment  and  live  it: 
"New  Hampshire  is  a  small  state,  but  there  are  those 
who  love  it." 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  French  of  Moultonborough  at  3.50 
o'clock  the  House  took  a  recess  of  thirty  minutes.

Whereas,  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  previous  to 
election,  took  the  just  and  reasonable  stand  that  the 
foundation  of  free  government  must  rest  upon  the  obedi- 
ence of  the  laws  of  that  government  by  all,  which  position 
was  emphatically  endorsed  by  the  people  in  November; 
and 

Whereas,  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  in  his  mes- 
sage at  the  opening  of  the  session,  said:  "As  long  as  this 
law  is  on  the  statute  books  it  should  be  enforced,"  and 
further,  that  "every  presumption  should  be  made  in  favor 
of  the  continuance  of  ancient  safeguards  established  for 
the  defence  of  the  rights  of  the  people  against  oppres- 
sion of  monopoly,  and  those  safeguards  should  neither  be 
withdrawn,  released  nor  suspended  except  for  strong  reasons, 
clearly  demonstrated";    and 

Whereas,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  has  further 
called  our  attention  in  his  message  on  the  Amoskeag  Bank 
bill,  to  the  fact  that  if  a  corporation  violated  the  law,  with 
its  eyes  open,  "it  had  no  promise  of  immunity  from  the 
law  which  it  knowingly  violated,  and  no  reason  to  expect 
such  immunity."     And 
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Whereas,  we  agree  with  the  governor,  and  believe 
that  the  safety  of  free  government  must  be  in  just  laws, 
impartially  administered  without  fear  or  favor,  and  that 
no  special  privileges  should  be  granted  any  man  or  cor- 
poration.    Therefore 

Be  it  Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the 
Senate  concurring,  That  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  governor 
should  instruct  the  attorney-general  to  take  such  action  as 
may  be  necessary  to  compel  the  railroads  to  obey  the  law 
forthwith.

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Elwell  of  Exeter,  the  further  reading  was  dis- 
pensed with.

for  the  next  year;  except  that  assistance  shall  be  rendered 
by  the  governor  and  council  to  such  cities,  towns  or  places 
by  the  application  therefor  on  non-trunk  line  roads  of  thirty- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  net  revenue  from  automobile  fees  and 
fines,  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  treasury  on  the  warrant 
of  the  governor. 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  2.  Section  20  of  chapter  38  of  the  Laws  of  1905, 
added  to  said  chapter  by  chapter  55  of  the  Laws  of  1909  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  20.  The  highways  designated  under  section  15 
and  16  of  this  act  shall  be  maintained  by  the  city,  town  or 
place  within  which  they  are  located  at  the  expense  of  such 
city,  town  or  place,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  governor 
and  council,  and  in  case  any  city,  town  or  place  shall  neglect 
to  make  repairs  ordered  by  the  governor  such  repairs  shall 
be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council 
at  the  expense  of  the  state,  and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be 
added  to  the  state  tax  for  that  city,  town  or  place  for  the 
next  year;  except  that  assistance  shall  be  rendered  by  the 
governor  and  council  to  such  cities,  towns  or  places  as 
are,  in  their  opinion,  equitably  entitled  thereto  by  the 
application  therefor  of  sixty-five  per  cent,  of  the  net  revenue 
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from  automobile  fees  and  fines,  to  be  withdrawn  from  the 
treasury  on  the  warrant  of  the  governor. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cutter  of  Jaffrey,  the  House  concurred 
in  the  amendments  sent  down  from  the  Honorable  Senate.

The  Honorable  Secretary  of  State  appeared  and  laid 
before  the  House  the  following  message  from  His  Excellency 
the  Governor: 

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

Gentlemen  : — It  is  with  regret  that  I  am  forced  to  with- 
hold my  approval  of  the  following  bills : 

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  95,  appropriating  money  for 
the  erectioa  and  furnishing  of  state  normal  school  build- 
ings at  Keene, 

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  118,  appropriating  money  for 
the  benefit  of  the  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture 
and  the  Mechanic  Arts. 

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  112,  making  an  appropria- 
tion for  state  house  improvements. 

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  23,  To  provide  for  the  erec- 
tion of  an  armory  at  Portsmouth. 

I  do  so  for  the  reason  that  we  are  appropriating  at  this 
session  of  the  Legislature  more  money  than  a  sound  finan- 
cial policy  will  warrant.  The  net  revenue  of  the  state  for 
the  next  two  years  is  estimated  by  our  auditor  at  $3,000,000, 
with  a  state  tax  of  $800,000  for  the  first  year  and  $600,000 
for  the  second  year.     The   Budget  for  these  two   years 
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amounts  in  round  figures  to  $2,800,000.  Including  the 
appropriation  measures  which  I  herewith  return,  the  special 
appropriations  passed  by  both  branches  of  the  Legislature 
amount  to  rising  $800,000,  making  a  total  appropriation  at 
this  session  of  about  $3,600,000,  or  $600,000  in  excess  of 
our  current  revenue  for  two  years.  In  addition  to  this  we 
shall  be  called  upon  by  the  laws  already  in  force  to  issue 
$500,000  of  bonds  to  pay  for  the  construction  of  state  high- 
ways. According  to  statements  submitted  to  me  by  the 
auditor,  this  will  necessitate  a  net  increase  in  the  state  debt 
by  1913  of  about  $900,000. 

We  are  passing  through  a  period  of  unusual  expenditures 
for  the  construction  of  our  trunk  highways.  Our  treasury 
has  been  recently  drained  by  the  cost  of  remodeling  the 
state  house. 

I  believe  that  it  is  the  desire  of  the  citizens  of  the  state 
that  our  finances  should  be  economically  conducted.  Such 
a  large  increase  of  the  state  debt  within  the  next  two  years 
seems  unwarranted.  It  places  an  undue  burden  upon  the 
taxpayer,  whose  money  should  not  be  lightly  spent. 

A  new  normal  school  was  established  two  years  ago  in  the 
city  of  Keene.  That  institution  is  not  as  yet  receiving  as 
many  pupils  as  it  can  accommodate.  There  does  not  seem 
to  be  an  immediate  necessity  for  an  enlargement  of  its 
capacity. 

The  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts  at  Dur- 
ham is,  during  the  present  fiscal  year,  receiving  for  the  first 
time  the  income  of  the  Thompson  fund,  which  amounts  to 
$32,000  per  year.  In  addition  thereto  we  have  at  this 
session  appropriated  $31,000  for  that  institution.  In  view 
of  the  financial  situation  it  would  seem  reasonable  that  that 
institution  wait  for  two  years  before  further  appropriations 
be  made  for  additional  buildings. 

In  view  of  the  demand  for  retrenchment  in  our  expendi- 
tures, it  would  seem  unwise  to  provide  for  further  expend- 
itures in  connection  with  our  newly  remodeled  state  house. 
There  are  improvements  which  we  should  all  wish  were  we 
at  this  time  able  to  afford  them,  but  the  principle  of  living 
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within  our  means  should  outweigh  the   desires  for  such 
improvements. 

We  have  this  winter  appropriated  about  $134,000  for  the 
benefit  of  the  National  Guard  of  New  Hampshire.  A  new 
policy  of  providing  $600  a  year  for  armory  rent  for  each 
military  organization  has  just  been  adopted  by  the  state. 
It  was  generally  supposed  that  this  would  do  away  with  the 
demand  for  additional  armories  at  this  time.  It  would 
seem  that  an  appropriation  of  $67,000  a  year  for  military 
purposes  was  as  much  as  the  state  could  afford  in  its  present 
financial  condition. 

It  is  beyond  my  power  to  alter  the  items  of  the  Budget 
without  vetoing  the  whole  bill.  Consequently,  the  special 
appropriations  are  the  only  ones  where  I  can  assist  you  in 
effecting  economies. 

The  total  amount  of  the  appropriations  herewith  returned 
is  $134,500.  I  do  not  withhold  my  approval  from  these 
bills,  because  they  are  not  for  worthy  purposes,  but  only  on 
account  of  my  desire  to  see  the  state  maintain  its  sound 
financial  condition.

MESSAGE    FROM    THE    SENATE. 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate  by  its  clerk  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  has  voted  to  concur  with  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the  following 
concurrent  resolution. 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate 
concurring.  That  a  committee  of  one  from  each  county  be 
appointed  by  the  House  with  such  committee  as  the  Senate 
may  appoint  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency,  the  Governor, 
to  inform  him  that  the  Legislature  has  completed  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Session  and  is  ready  to  receive  any  communica- 
tion he  may  be  pleased  to  make. 

The  President  has  named  as  members  of  such  committee 
on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  Senators  Cross  (District  No.  10), 
Boutwell,  Doe,  Merrill,  Rogers,  and  Prentiss. 

A  recess  was  taken  for  five  minutes. 
(After  recess.) 

Mr.  Felker  of  Rochester,  for  the  joint  committee 
appointed  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  and 
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inform  him  that  the  Legislature  had  completed  its  duties, 
reported  that  they  had  attended  to  their  duty  and  that  the 
governor  informed  them  that  he  had  a  communication  to  lay 
before  the  House.  The  report  was  accepted,  and  immedi- 
ately His  Excellency,  Robert  P.  Bass,  governor,  appeared 
before  the  House  of  Representatives  and  delivered  the 
following  message. 

To   the  House   of  Representatives: — 

You  are  at  the  close  of  one  of  the  most  arduous  and  suc- 
cessful sessions  in  the  history  of  New  Hampshire.  As 
governor  of  this  state  I  wish  to  extend  to  you  my  heartiest 
congratulations  for  the  work  you  have  accomplished.  The 
legislation  which  you  have  originated  and  passed  represents 
a  broad  field  of  progress  in  the  governmental  functions  of  this 
state.  You  have  accomplished  a  laborious  work  of  high 
order  and  regardless  of  party  you  have  fulfilled  the  pledges 
you  have  made  to  the  people  of  New  Hampshire.  It  has 
been  a  pleasure  to  me  to  cooperate  with  you  in  this  work 
in  so  far  as  it  lay  in  my  power. 

You  have  passed  a  law  concerning  freight  rates  and  on 
this  highly  technical  and  difficult  question  you  have  pro- 
tected the  interests  of  the  people  of  this  state  and  at  the 
same  time  you  have  been  fair  to  the  railroad.  New  Hamp- 
shire now  has  a  public  service  commission  with  full  powers 
to  regulate  the  public  service  corporations  of  the  State. 
You  have  created  a  tax  commission  with  powers  to  equalize 
all  tax  valuations.  You  have  passed  wise  election  laws, 
providing  for  publicity  of  campaign  expenditures,  preven- 
ting campaign  contributions  by  corporations  and  providing 
for  punishment  for  corrupt  acts  at  elections.  You  have 
passed  an  employers'  liability  and  workmen's  compensation 
act,  extended  the  functions  of  the  attorney-general,  called 
a  constitutional  convention  and  increased  automobile  taxes 
in  order  to  better  the  roads. 

In  addition  to  this  legislation  promised  in  party  platforms 
you  have  passed  many  other  commendable  laws.  Among 
73 
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these,  the  law  authorizing  the  state  to  purchase  Crawford 
Notch,  a  child  labor  law  and  a  mortgage  exemption  law. 

All  your  legislation  has  tended  to  place  the  people  more 
in  control  of  their  oAvn  affairs. 

With  this  legislative  record  you  have  placed  the  state  in 
the  vanguard  of  progress  in  the  nation  and  you  will  return 
to  your  homes  with  the  assurance  that  the  people  of  New 
Hampshire  will  recognize  the  value  of  the  service  you  have 
given  your  state. 

Having  been  informed  by  a  joint  committee  of  your  bodies 
that  you  have  completed  the  session  and  are  ready  to  adjourn 
I  do,  by  the  authority  vested  in  me  as  governor,  hereby 
declare  the  lower  house  of  the  General  Court  of  New 
Hampshire  adjourned  until  the  last  Wednesday  in  Decem- 
ber, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twelve.
